What  to  make  of  T  ^ 

a  wall 

By  William  Baldwin 

■  /■  /  alls  seem  to  be  a  biological  necessity  to  most  human 
W  v  beings.  I  have  visited  many  modern  houses  with  prac- 
tically no  opaque  walls  at  all,  and  they  are  beautiful  to  see: 
Outside  walls  made  almost  entirely  of  glass:  rooms  flowing 
into  each  other  without  interruption.  But  many  people  can- 
not live  happily  in  rooms  like  that  for  very  long.  Sooner  or 
later,  up  go  the  curtains  or  shutters,  in  come  dividers,  such  as 
bookshelves,  screens,  and  doors.

you  want  to  expand  the  feeling  of  space, 
or  to  make  the  room  seem  cozier,  it's  how 
you  treat  the  walls  that  does  the  trick. 
\ou  can  make  the  walls  pure  background, 
making  them  recede  into  space.  Or  you 
can  pour  on  the  color  and  pattern  and 
gleam,  turning  the  walls  into  the  prin- 
cipal decoration,  moving  them  closer  to 
the  heart  of  the  room. 

m— ^ecause  the  color  of  the  walls  dictates  the  color  of  ever) 
M^JJ  other  thing  in  the  room.  >ou  must  feel  completely  nat- 
ural and  amiable  toward  it.  Wall  color,  above  all  else,  should 
never  be  contrived  or  chosen  according  to  fashion.  \o\x  can 
pick  up  an  extraordinary  ashtray  or  even  a  little  chair  on  a 
whim,  but  the  wall  color,  never.  If  possible,  expose  yourself  to 
various  wall  colors  in  actual  rooms,  to  see  if  you  really  feel 
more  comfortable  with  brilliant  color,  dark  color,  white,  or 
pastels.  Remember,  however,  that  walls  must  suit  not  only 
you,  but  the  physical  character  of  the  room  as  well.  Is  there 
only  one  exposure?  Then  rule  out  white  and  vary  dark  colors 
— lack  of  cross-light  can  make  them  deadly.  Shiny  dark  brown 
walls  can  have  a  terrific  slick  city  look,  especially  when  com- 
bined with  lots  of  black  and  shimmer.  If  you  want  the  same 
dark  walls  in  the  country,  however.  I  would  use  lots  of  white 
woodwork  and  white  linen  or  cotton  slipcovers  to  add  freshness.

The  green  of  new  grass  or  tender  leaves, 
rather  than  the  somber  greens  of  moss  or 
avocado;  lemon  yellow  instead  of  harsh 
gold.  Pure  clear  colors  seem  to  have  a 
wonderful  translucency  about  them.  And 
like  white,  they  can  be  equally  charming 
in  matte  or  glossy  finishes.  The  paler  or 
softer  the  color,  the  better  it  looks  in 
matte,  I  think.  Who  wants  to  lacquer  a 
daffodil?  On  the  other  hand,  blade  and 
very  dark  colors  must  be  shiny,  or  they 
make  the  whole  room  look  drab. 

J  would  not  hesitate  for  a  minute  to  paint  right  over  wood 
paneling,  no  matter  how  elaborate  it  is.  Some  people 
revere  antique  boiserie  to  the  point  where  they  don't  dare 
touch  it.  I  think  that's  nonsense.  Originally  it  was  probably 
painted  anyway.  But  I  would  never  install  a  copy  of  eighteenth- 
century    boiserie — paint   is    so    much    more    straightforward. 

If  you  want  a  painted  wall  with  a  little 
blazing:  eolor  extra  depth,  you  can  glaze  it — first  paint- 
in  Hi  if  e  t  jng  jt  a  fjat  co[or?  then,  section  by  section, 
coating  it  with  a  deeper  tone  and  wiping 
that  off  with  a  brush  or  cloth  so  the 
ground  color  shows  through.  The  effect 
is  very  much  like  that  of  antiqued  painted 
furniture.  A  most  traditional  combina- 
tion, originally  done  in  the  eighteenth 
century,  is  white  paint  glazed  with  yel- 
low. But  I  have  gotten  beautiful  effects 
with  pale  pink  glazed  with  raspberry 
pink,  or  pale  blue  over  white.  "Glazed" 
is  not  to  be  confused  with  "glossy."  If 
you  want  the  wall  shiny  as  well,  you  must 
apply  a  top  coat  of  clear  lacquer. 

The  most  elaborate  paint  job  for  walls  is.  of  course, 
trompe  l'oeil.  I  have  two  favorite  trompe  l'oeil  rooms: 
The  first  is  a  small  square  entrance  hall  in  a  house  in  France, 
its  walls  decorated  with  vignettes  of  Grecian  gardens  enclosed 
in  fool-the-eye  frames.  The  second  is  a  greenhouse  in  Virginia 
painted  to  look  like  a  fantasy  pavilion  with  flowers  in  pots  and 
a  low  painted  wall  on  which  lies  a  pair  of  painted  gardening 
gloves.  It's  a  tiny  room,  and  very  charming.  The  danger  of 
trompe  l'oeil  is  that  it  can  get  too  "amusing."  You  have  to 
know  when  to  stop.

When  you  want  pattern  on  the  wall, 
paper  is  the  answer.  Wallpaper  does  not 
necessarily  require  pictures  as  a  painted 
wall  usually  does.

curving  X-shaped  supports.  As  a  rule,  the  two  metal  uprights  to 

which  the  mirror  is  attached  are  provided  with  candle-arms.  Your 

table  was  probably  made  around  1810-1820. 

BRITANNIA  WARE 

/  inherited  four  pieces  of 
Britannia  ware.  They  are 
marked  "James  Dixon  and 
Son  1782."  Can  you  tell  me 
their  history?

Your  Britannia-ware  vessels  were  made  by  the  still  existing  firm  of 
James  Dixon  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Sheffield,  England.  They  were  made 
about  1830  as  the  firm  was  called  James  Dixon  and  Son  for  only 
three  years.  1782  is  the  stock  number,  not  the  date.

Yes.  Minton  has  identified  your  plate  as  being  part  of  a  dessert 
service  produced  by  them  and  used  by  Queen  Victoria  at  Balmoral 
Castle,  Scotland.  This  service  was  first  made  in  December  1878 
and  supplied  through  John  Mortlock  of  London,  who  was  then 
Minton's  agent. 

On  the  face  of  my  oak,  seven-day 
clock  is  "E.  Ingraham  Co."  The  clock 
strikes  each  hour  and  half  hour.  Can 
you  tell  me  its  style  and  age?

impressions 

kditor's  NOTE:  House  &  Gardens  team — Editor-in-Chief 
Mary  Jane  Pool,  Paris  Contributing  Editor  Marie-Pierre  de 
Cicco,  photographer  David  Massey — went  to  see  what  is  going 
on  in  Iran  now  and  the  preparations  for  the  Shah's  celebra- 
tion, see  report  on  pages  58-65.  The  following  are  their  travel 
notes  of  the  trip — what  to  buy,  where  to  stay,  what  to  eat. 

Strangers  and  travelers  always  benefit  from  the  gentle,  alert 
disposition  of  the  Persian  people,  whose  country  is  the  per- 
fect destination  for  tourists,  a  mecca  for  amateur  archaeolo- 
gists and  others  who  love  to  shift  back  to  a  life  style  a  thousand 
years  old.  What  made  our  visit  more  than  a  charming  trip 
through  the  past  was  the  impression  that  the  country  was  on 
die  move,  led  by  young  people,  architects,  teachers,  the 
Shah  and  Empress  who  without  uprooting  tradition  were 
transforming  Iran  into  a  modern  country.  Anybody  going  to 
Iran — Persia's  modern  name — usually  has  three  or  four  des- 
tinations in  mind — Teheran  with  its  museums,  Ispahan  with 
its  mosques.  Shiraz  with  its  gardens,  the  famous  ruins  at  Per- 
sepolis.  David  Massey  felt  he'd  flown  into  a  beige  lunar  land- 
scape with  three  oases — the  cities — each  protected  by  mys- 
terious baked-potato  mountains.  The  country,  actually  a  7% 
hour  nonstop  flight  from  Paris  on  Iran  Air,  borders  on  the 
Caspian  Sea.  the  Persian  Gulf,  to  the  northwest  Turkey,  to  the 
east  Afghanistan.  Though  most  are  Moslem,  the  people  are  not 
Arab.  The  language  is  Farsi,  but  English  and  French  are 
spoken  in  hotels,  most  shops.  Three  newspapers  are  printed 
in  English  in  Teheran. 

We  stayed  in  the  Park  Hotel  right  in  the  center  of  Tehe- 
ran, which  has  a  brand-new  wing  and  a  marvelous  leafy  ter- 
race where  we  ate  lunch  every  day — barbari  bread  toasted, 
sweet  butter,  mounds  of  pearly  caviar  from  the  Caspian,  tall 
glasses  of  iced  tea.  The  Hilton  up  in  the  hills  has  a  great  view 
of  the  city  for  $18  a  day  for  single  room  and  bath.  We  got 
around  by  car  and  driver — easily  hired  through  the  hotel. 
The  Archaeological  Museum  in  Teheran  is  very  good — gives 
a  rundown  of  Persian  history,  a  briefing  for  seeing  the  coun- 
try. One  treat,  the  Crown  Jewels — more  exciting  than  we'd 
ever  hoped.  There's  lots  of  good  modern  architecture  to  see 
— a  new  stadium,  theatre,  the  Shahyad  Monument,  plus  won- 
derful crafts — hand-printed  silk,  pottery,  glass,  leathers.  The 
best  of  the  country's  crafts  get  channeled  to  Teheran  where 
the  Empress  started  two  handcraft  centers.  Shops  close  for 
lunch,  reopen  until  around  six.  Food  is  not  expensive.  With 
75  reals  to  the  dollar,  the  most  expensive  thing  on  most  menus 
was  caviar,  a  big  portion  cost  400  reals  or  around  $5 — $12 
for  the  same  thing  in  the  U.  S.  To  drink,  the  light  refreshing 
vodka,  only  30  proof,  and  local  wines — red,  white,  pink — all

Custard 
timbales  dressed  with  creamed  mushrooms.  Clams  in  aspic. 
Gnocchi.  Cucumbers  garnished  with  blue  cheese  and  ground- 
up  macadamia  nuts.  Kippered  salmon. 

Or  an  uncommon  soup:  Cold  avgolemono  (Greek 
lemon )  soup.  Cream  of  almond  soup.  Oyster  bisque.  Jellied 
borsch  cum  sour  cream  and  caviar.  Cream  of  consomme 
(stock  blended  with  curry,  chopped  apple,  and  sweet  cream). 

An  out  of  the  usual  main  dish:  Pork  birds  with  sweet 
potato  stuffing  and  brandy  raisin  sauce.  Beef  and  kidney  pie. 
Oxtail  stew.  Broiled  steak  topped  with  broiled  oysters.  Braised 
lamb  shanks  tart  with  lemon  slices.  Honey-glazed,  roasted 
corned  beef.  Fresh  ham. 

Or  a  fresh  version  of  fish :  Fish  curry.  Cheese-stuffed 
fish  for  baking.  Halibut  or  haddock  simmered  in  cream. 
Codfish  elevated  to  a  souffle  made  with  whipped  potatoes. 
Salmon  wrapped  with  sole  fingers  and  baked  on  a  mirepoix. 

Or  a  rather  odd  bird:  Braised  goose  with  prune  and 
pear  stuffing.  Duck  hash  served  in  stewed  orange  cups.  Baked 
stuffed  chicken  legs.  Cornish  hens  plump  with  a  filling  of 
crabmeat  and  bread  crumbs.  Pheasant  cooked  in  sour  cream. 

A  variety  of  vegetables:  Hot  avocado  puree  brightened 
by  grated  lemon  and  black  pepper.  Scalloped  eggplant.  Tiny 
beets  simmered  in  pineapple  juice.  Stewed  celery  and  green 
peppers.  Braised  leeks  with  Hollandaise  sauce.  Scallions 
cooked  with  string  beans.  Chopped  spinach  topped  with  a 
horseradish-mustard  whipped  cream. 

Starch  with  a  neiv  slant:  Buckwheat  groats  (kasha) 
cooked  in  stock.  Couscous.  Whole  canned  hominy  bathed  in 
a  piquant  Mexican  sauce  mixed  with  a  cheese  sauce.  Polenta 
Parmigiana.  Pastina.  Tinned  flageolets. 

A  switch  on  the  side  salad:  Marinated  raw  mushrooms 
and  cress.  Raw  broccoli  and  romaine.  Orange  and  chickory 
dressed  with  oil  and  brandy.  Sliced  radishes  and  raw  spinach 
with  a  mustard  dressing.  Individual  heads  of  Bibb  lettuce. 

Dessert  with  a  difference:  Gooseberry  or  currant 
sherbet  plus  lingonberries.  Dark  chocolate  floating  island. 
Baked  apples  filled  with  marmalade,  glazed  with  honey  and 
orange  juice.  Brandy  jelly  laced  with  creme  Chantilly.  Ice 
cream  pies  with  crusts  made  of  brownie  or  cookie  dough.

This  year  the  super  kit<  hen 
looks  more  like  a  living  room.  The  dining  table  is  lower,  solas  sit  around  the  cooktop  the  way  sola 
ring  most  fireplaces.  Perhaps  a  new  family  room,  this  kitchen  allows  for  the  facl  thai  children  love- 
to  be  in  the  kitchen,  as  do  most  guests.  It  also  makes  it  possible  to  he  both  hostess  and  cook. 

Another  aspect  of  the  good  life  is  feeling  good     r< lai  exercise,  soothing  baths,  invigorating 

showers.  Another  kind  of  family  room  is  our  new   super  hath,  reall)  a  spa  big  enough  to  do  all  the 
things  you'd  like  to  from  exercise,  to  soaking  in  a  deep  tub,  napping,  using  a  sun  lamp. 

An  even  more  extensive  version  ol  the  great  family  lite  was  worked  out  by  three  families  who,  for 
their  vacation  houses,  found  that  by  buying  a  piece  of  land  together  they  could  enjoy  a  largei 
curving  piece  of  land  on  an  unpolluted  bay.  Each  of  the  houses  is  different,  but  all  three  by  the 
same  architect.

Long  the  chief  of  the  eat-right-to-stay-healthy,  have-a-good- 
figure-and-improve-yourdooks  experts  is  Gayelord   Hauser,  who  in  a  special  interview  at  home 
gives  recipes  that  will  keep  any  family  happy  and  will  certainly  endear  friends  who  are  tired  of 
coming  to  cream-sauced,  pastry-filled  dinner  parties. 

If  you've  ever  been  tempted  to  carry  the  whole  family  off  somewhere  and  just  pitch  a  tent, 
we've  seen  tents  that  are  as  comfortable  as  luxury  hotel  suites  with  all  the  fun  and  practicality  of 
real  canvas.  The  construction  of  tents  at  Persepolis,  for  instance,  would  be  easy  to  imitate  — a 
cement  circle  for  a  base,  running  water,  room  dividers,  a  metal  frame,  and  yards  of  weatherized 
canvas  with  countless  pluses  like  air  conditioning.

More  inspiration  from  Persia  to  use  here  at  home— the  plan  of  the  magical  Persian  garden,  which  in 
plain  terms  is  the  perfect  way  of  laying  out  a  garden  in  a  small  space.  It's  done  in  Shiraz  with  blue 
tiled  pools  connecting  to  make  a  long  axis  that  provides  organization  and  the  intricacy  of  detail 
that  keeps  the  eye  interested,  no  matter  what  flowers  or  trees  line  it. 

News  in  this  issue  are  whole  new  systems  of  lighting,  ways  to  do  walls  and  floors  that  extend 
the  uses  of  rooms  or  make  them  prettier,  clean  faster,  last  longer  — plus  the  newest  Italian  furniture 
—  modern  classics  that  are  evolving  into  softer  more  natural  shapes. 

Aside  from  real  structural  changes  and  whole  rooms  that  have  begun  to  work  in  new  ways, 
how  you  decorate  is  still  one  of  the  most  persuasive  ways  to  create  an  atmosphere  that  family  and 

friends  respond  to.  One  of  the  houses  in  this  issue  is  decorated  in  a  way  that  makes  you  feel  shel-

Here  she  can  supervise  the  oven,  the  children,  and  chat  with  her 
guests.  In  architectural  terms,  the  room  can  be  a  made-over  family 
room,  part  of  a  brand-new  house,  or  an  addition  to  a  big  old  one 
where  the  original  kitchen  may  be  a  50-yard  dash  away  from  every- 
thing. Most  of  the  space  is  given  to  a  U-shaped  sitting  area  formed  by 
four  armless  sofas  by  Heritage  covered  in  a  pale,  creamy,  washable 
vinyl.  Tucked  into  two  corners  of  the  U  are  cube-cabinets  that  double 
as  table  and  storage  space.  Both  are  covered  in  Permaply,  a  tough, 
textured  material  that,  beneath  the  rug  of  Acrilan  by  Trend,  also 
covers  the  floor.  At  ease,  the  dining  table,  below,  is  a  mobile  exten- 
sion of  the  cooking  counter.  Both  are  the  same  height  and  length, 
both  are  surfaced  (as  is  everything  red  in  the  room)  in  Micarta. 
Mounted  on  ball  casters,  the  table  rolls  to  either  corner  of  the  U 
for  dining,  and  the  cooking  counter  becomes  a  buffet — help-yourself 
or  hostess-manned.  The  host,  too,  gets  into  the  act.  Tonight,  he  will 
carve  a  rack  of  lamb,  left,  herbed,  grilled,  and  garnished  with  cress.

We  are  ever  more  conscious  today  that  the  notion 
of  health  is  not  simply  a  matter  of  eating  the  "right" 
foods  or  jogging  a  couple  of  miles  a  day.  Health  is 
a  state  of  mind  as  well  as  a  condition  of  the  body. 
We  planned  our  newest  super  bath  to  be  a  spa — a 
tranquil  place  where  anyone  can  feel  fit,  clean,  and 
relaxed.  The  bath,  built  for  us  by  American-Standard, 
was  designed  by  John  F.  Saladino  of  Saladino/ 
Maggio.  It  is  a  multilevel  space  that  fans  out  from 
its  main  entry,  right,  to  enclose  special  areas  for 
exercise,  for  bathing,  and  for  beauty.  There  is  a 
choice  of  baths — a  soak  tub,  a  stretch  tub,  and  an 
invigorating  shower.  Gleaming  stainless  steel  panels 
run  the  length  of  the  exercise  wall;  they  are  polished 
to  soften  reflections  of  shapes  and  colors  within  the 
room  and  to  suggest  a  greater  sense  of  space.  Most 
colors  are  tempered  to  the  calmest  naturals;  light 
is  diffused  throughout.

The  bath  fans  out  from  the  main 
entry,  and  then  angles  back — 
the  far  corner  is  the  shower, 
above  left,  which  is  only  partially 
enclosed  by  two  clear  curved

Haas,  to  refract  spray.  Controls 
are  placed  to  the  side  of  the 
shower  out  of  range  of  spray. 
Along  the  blue  Formica  shower 
wall  is  a  recessed  light  track,

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The  enjoyment  of  our  super  bath  is  perhaps 
most  appreciated  in  the  very  simplicity  of  its  ^. 
plan,  left,  in  which  every  area  and  level 
within  the  room  reveals  its  own  particular 
use — and  where  all  areas  flow  quite  naturally 
one  to  the  next  to  complete  a  harmonious 
design.  The  main  entry  to  the  bath,  fop  left, 
leads  up  a  ramp  through  a  compressed  T 
enclosing  twin  mirrored  vanity  cells.  The  mir- 
rors angle  outward  reflecting  the  larger  space 
and  calm  natural  colors  of  the  bathroom  it- 
self. Each  washbasin  is  a  round  stainless  steel 
bowl  set  into  a  Plexiglas  surround,  which  is 
lit  from  beneath  for  shaving.  Vitamins,  lo- 
tions, towels,  soaps — all  fit  into  spacious  un- 
der-counter cabinets  of  off-white  Formica. 
The  bath  itself  is  paved  on  all  levels  with 
American  Olean's  "Ceramic  Mosaic"  in  a 
matte  finish.  A  bridge,  below,  which  may  be 
used  for  exercise  or  for  resting  after  a  bath, 
links  the  exercise  area  and  the  baths.  Two 
tubs,  left,  are  both  from  American-Standard: 
the  higher  one  is  their  luxurious  "Designer 
Line"  cylindrical  soak  tub;  the  lower,  a 
stretch  tub,  is  their  oval  "Ultra  Bath."  Tub 
hot-and-cold  controls  share  a  mirrored  panel.

hat  do  you  do  when  you  find  waterfront  land  for 


sale— 7  tree-filled  acres  with  4  curving  around  a 


W  delightfully  unspoiled  bay— but  it's  about  four 
times  the  price  you're  prepared  to  invest  in  acreage 
for  a  vacation  house?  If  you've  got  imagination 
and  initiative  you  don't  give  up.  You  get  together  with  friends— and 
you  share  the  land.  The  advantages  of  this  kind  of  group  building 
are  man}',  especially  when  the  land  is  on  the  water.  You  knoic  the 
people  next  door  are  going  to  add  pleasure  to  weekends  and  vaca- 
tions. You  can  control  the  landscaping,  save  the  trees,  preserve  the 
natural  environment  as  much  as  possible,  and  of  course,  you  can 
enjoy  a  long  stretch  of  private,  shell-studded  shore.  And  then,  if  you 
really  want  to  develop  the  land  in  the  best  possible  way,  you  can  in- 
vite one  man  to  design  all  the  houses,  so  there's  a  unifying  thread  in 


the  architecture.  Architect  Norman  Jafte  was  chosen  in  this  cas 
and  it  was,  for  him,  "an  architect's  dream. 

"When  I  heard  that  these  three  families  had  bought  a  piece  <1 
land  together  to  build  second  homes,  I  never  thought  I'd  be  askt 
to  design  all  three.  But  after  I  designed  one  house,  I  was  asked  1 
put  forward  plans  for  a  second.  The  third  followed  shortly  aft< 
that.  Each  couple  came  to  me  separately." 

While  there  is  unity  in  the  architecture  of  all  three  houses  ( eac 
has  stone  masonry  somewhere  in  its  design,  lots  of  glass,  and  a  fee 
ing  of  nature  flowing  in  and  around  the  house,  plus  a  private  mastc 
bedroom  apartment  away  from  other  bedrooms  at  the  top  of  tl 
house)  they  are  irrevocably  different,  reflecting  the  varied  persoi 
alities,  needs,  and  pursuits  of  the  families  living  in  them. 

"This  was  the  challenge,"  agrees  Mr.  Jaffe,  "to  achieve  an  ii 
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ted,  related  feeling  on  the  land,  while  giving  each  family  the 
of  house  they  would  feel  comfortable  living  in.  There  are  cer- 
Kisic  ideas  to  any  family  life  style  that  most  be  satisfied  by  the 
tecture.

It's 
le  open  to  the  dining  room,  but  there's  a  sense  of  privacy  for

in  full  view  of  guests." 

^he  houses  took  two  years  to  complete,  with  each  couple 
using  the  same  contractor,  "for  a  moderate  saving  on  cost," 
says  Mr.  Jaffe.  They  are  just  as  different  visually  on  the  in- 
side as  they  are  on  the  outside.  The  flat-roofed  cube  house 
in  white  painted  wood,  above  left,  is  filled  with  pure  color, 
ht  reds  and  blues.  The  granite-walled  multilevel  house,  center, 
g  from  the  water's  edge  like  a  modern  castle,  has  a  pale  in-

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The  family  in  this  house  are  interested  in  people  and  ideas, 
books  and  art,"  comments  Mr.  Jaffe.  "In  fact  there  are  artists 
in  each  of  the  houses.  In  this  case,  the  husband,  who  is  an 
engineer  and  a  scholar,  is  also  a  sculptor.  Their  house  is  a 
cube,  a  strict  geometrical  form,  because  I  thought  they 
would  relate  to  it.  And  they  do.  They  like  the  purity.  It's 
formal,  intellectual.  There's  a  quietness  and  symmetry,  and  each 
corner  emits  light.  They  have  one  married  daughter  and  a  grandchild, 
so  they  wanted  a  house  that  would  work  for  three  generations  all 
together." 

The  house  is  beautifully  designed  in  white-painted,  vertical 
cedar  and  is  on  five  levels,  with  a  large  playroom,  a  bedroom, 
and  a  little  kitchen  serving  visiting  children  on  the  lower  floor.  The 
hub  of  the  house,  especially  in  winter  when  ice  floats  out  on  the 
bay,  is  the  great  stone-floored  living  room,  opposite  page,  with  its 
two-way  fireplace.  Soaring  two  stories  high,  with  a  gallery  library 
along  one  wall,  it  is  always  full  of  light  and  the  window  framing  casts 
interesting,  ever-changing  patterns  across  the  room.  In  summer, 
when  the  activity  is  outdoors,  guests  tend  to  converge  on  the  stone- 
walled terrace  beyond  the  dining  room,  below.  In  all  three  houses, 
dining  tables  are  practical,  good-looking,  fixed  to  the  floor, 
especially  designed  by  Mr.  Jaffe.  Here,  a  square  of  white  marble 
is  partnered  with  cane  and  chrome  chairs  by  Breuer.  Upstairs  the 
master  bedroom  has  a  secluded  covered  porch  facing  the  ocean  and  a 
very  spectacular  adjoining  bathroom,  all  in  matte  black  mosaic  tiies. 
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^ned  around  a  pool, 
has  four  bedrooms,  plus  studio.  Upper 
level  is  master  bedroom  apartment. 


his  family  wanted  a  close  relationship  with  the 

water,"  explains  Mr.  Jaffe.  "They're  great  sports 

people;  love  sailing,  fishing,  swimming,  and  ten- 
nis.  They   have  two  boats  and  they  wanted   a 

feeling  of  almost  being  on  board  ship  inside  the 

house.  I  think  it  has  an  athletic  quality,  which 
goes  with  their  personalities.  I  tried  to  make  the  architec- 
ture extend  into  the  landscape,  so  you  don't  realize  where 
glass  ends  and  nature  begins.  I  think  it  has  a  foot  in  the 
future  and  looks  back  in  time,  too.  It's  like  a  romantic, 
modern  castle,  with  a  certain  craggy  quality  and  the  great 
sweep  of  grass  down  to  the  sea.  This  couple  has  three  chil- 
dren, one  grandchild.  They  wanted  lots  of  bedrooms,  each 
one  big  enough  for  a  crib;  plus  a  studio  for  a  daughter 
who  is  studying  in  Rome;  and  space  for  a  live-in  couple  to 
take  care  of  the  place  when  they  are  away." 

Most  of  the  walls  are  granite,  and  this  stony 

texture  continues  inside  the  house,  with  floors 
on  the  main  level  paved  in  blue  flagstone.  Cer- 
tainly in  summer,  life  revolves  around  the  pool, 
above  left,  perfect  for  informal  outdoor  parties. 
Because  the  family  loves  to  entertain  formally,  too,  the  dining  table,  a  massive  slice  of 
polished  pink  granite,  opposite  page,  far  right  below,  is  large  enough  to  seat  twelve. 
In  the  kitchen,  right,  with  a  sun-catching  skylight,  walls,  ceiling,  and  cupboards  are  painted 
black  to  cut  out  glare,  and  more  black  surfaces  in  Formica  countertops  with  a  slate  look. 
It's  a  house  furnished  for  comfort,  with  soft  sofas  in  the  living  room,  opposite  page,  below 
left,  and  white  shaggy  carpeting  flowing  all  over  the  master  bedroom  apartment  upstairs. 
Here  the  owners  have  an  eagle's  nest  of  a  terrace,  far  right  center,  overlooking  the  bay.

house  to  run  and  maintain,  so  all  the   material 
the  redwood  and  the  tiling,  were  chosen  with  this 
in  mind." 

The  warmth  of  the  exterior,  blending  stone 
and  shingles,  is  matched  by  the  natural  textures 
inside  the  house.  A  great  stretch  of  Mexican  terra- 
cotta tiling  runs  right  through  the  ground  floor, 
along  a  long  corridor  linking  the  family  room  with 
the  bedroom  wing,  above  and  right.  The  terra-cotta 
coloring  is  picked  up  in  equipment  for  the  kitchen, 
top,  which  is  set  on  a  lower  level,  so  the  tile 
floor  running  from  the  front  door,  opposite  page, 
below,  ingeniously  becomes,  at  this  point,  a  working 
counter  with  a  ceramic  cooktop  set  in  its  surface. 
The  dining  area,  divided  from  the  living  room  with 
a  two-way  fireplace,  is  two  stories  high,  with  a  bal- 
cony painting  studio  along  one  wall  for  mother  and 
daughter,  who  is  a  student  at  the  Boston  Fine  Arts 
Museum.  The  little  studio  connects  to  the  master 
bedroom,  a  great  big  cave  of  redwood,  which  has 
a   private  ocean-facing  deck,   opposite  page,   top.

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Tireless,  candid,  totally  modern  in  her  approach,  Her  Imperial  Majesty,  Empress 
Farah  Pahlavi  of  Iran  is  infusing  ancient  Persian  tradition  with  new  vigor  and 
usefulness.  With  her  are  countless  young  architects,  designers,  craftsmen, 
teachers  evolving  a  contemporary  expression  from  a  high,  dry  land  of  Moslem 
and  Zoroastrian  traditions  and  of  memories  of  one  of  the  greatest  empires  the 
world  has  ever  known.  Focal  in  this  Persian  renewal  was  the  celebration  of  the 
founding  of  the  empire  by  Cyrus  the  Great,  2500  years  ago.  Far  more  thorough- 
going a  celebration  are  the  houses,  monuments,  schools,  public  buildings,  crafts 
Jr  —some  of  which  you  see  on  the  following  pages.  "Our  greatest  problem  was  that 

for  a  while  everything  from  the  West  was  better  than  what  we  had.  The  people 

^**" ■       r    wanted  everything  in  plastic  and  threw  away  the  old  things  they  had.  Now  they 

are  realizing  that  their  traditions  are  valuable,"  says  the  Empress.  An  example  of  a  new  appreciation 
for  the  traditional  ways  is  a  group  of  young  architects  evolving  a  modern  Iranian  style  of  building  to 
replace  imitations  of  Western  architecture  popular  in  Iran  until  recently. 

"What  we  really  can  do,"  says  the  Empress,  a  thirty-three-year-old  activist  who  once  studied  archi- 
tecture in  Paris,  "is  build  for  this  climate  and  the  people.  In  the  villages  they've  been  building  that 
way  for  years  and  only  now  are  our  educated  architects  realizing  how  to  build  without  destroying  the 
ambiance  of  a  whole  village." 

Working  also  to  develop  outlets  for  modern  versions  of  ancient  crafts,  the  Empress  has  established 
craft  centers  in  Teheran  as  showcases  for  rugs,  metal  works,  fabrics,  jewelry.  In  addition,  the  ancient 
bazaars,  long  the  place  where  tribes  brought  their  handiwork,  are  being  restored  as  a  place  to  show 
and  sell  crafts. 

"What  we  try  to  do  is  to  change  an  ancient  craft  in  such  a  way  that  the  genuine  work— embroidery, 
for  instance— is  not  touched,  but  so  that  it  is  something  that  people  can  wear  or  use  today.  It's  very 
important  not  to  destroy  the  genuine  handicraft.  It  can  be  spoiled  by  (Continued  on  page  126)

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In  Persia,  the  serious  craving  for  beauty  that  rises  from  the  starkness  o 
a  dry-plains  environment  has  bred  a  nation  of  garden  lovers  and  a  fascina] 
tion  with  water  in  gardening.  The  success  of  this  small  tent-shaped  housf 
designed  for  the  Queen  Mother  is  its  very  Persian  relationship  to  the  gar 
den — here  a  system  of  pools  and  fountains  and  vistas  lined  with  plant; 
and  trees  that  seem  to  be  incorporated  into  the  house  for  two  reasons:  one 
the  four  long  tent  stays  stretching  into  the  water;  and  two,  the  unobstructecl 
views  of  water,  alleys,  and  trees  visible  from  inside  the  house.  Above,  ancj 
opposite  page:  A  diagonal  view  of  the  house  with  its  jutting  diameters.

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For  many  visitors  to  Iran  now,  the  great  attraction  is 
an  elaborate  tent  city  pitched  at  the  base  of  the  ruins 
at  Persepolis  that  housed  royal  visitors  to  the  anni- 
versary of  the  founding  of  the  Persian  Empire  by 
Cyrus  the  Great  2500  years  ago.  Straight  out  of  Per- 
sian tradition,  the  tent  shape  looked  like  a  totally  fresh 
architectural  idea,  and  curiously  applicable  to  Western 
beach  and  vacation  living.  The  tents  are  the  brainchild 
of  Mr.  Pierre  Delbee,  of  the  famous  French  decorating 
firm  Jansen.  who  suggested  to  the  Shah  that  he  house 
his  guests  in  tents  at  the  base  of  the  ruins  rather  than 
putting  them  up  at  hotels  nearby.  The  renowned  Ira- 
nian architect  Senator  Foroughi  supervised  the  Shah's 
plans  and  the  news  spread.  On  hearing  that  there  was 
to  be  a  modern  tent  city  at  the  base  of  the  ruins,  the 
celebrated  Iranologist  Roman  Ghirshman  wrote  to 
Pierre  Delbee  telling  him  that  he,  in  fact,  was  not  the 
fust  to  camp  there.  As  far  back  as  317  B.C.,  according 
to  Ghirshman,  Eumene,  a  successor  of  Alexander  the 
Great,  installed  his  camp  before  Persepolis  and 
planned  a  great  celebration.  Set  up  in  concentric  circles, 
the  tents  were  decorated  with  flowers  and  greens  and 
precious  rugs  and  arranged  for  every  convenience.

urban  gardens,  and  dry-climate  gardens  every- 
where. Persian  gardens,  like  Persian  rugs,  are 
designed  never  to  weary  the  eye.  The  balance  of 
curved  and  straight  lines  insures  restf ulness ;  the 
variety  of  detail  prevents  monotony.  Water  shim- 
mers in  raised  pools  and  channels,  lined  with 
light  and  dark  blue  tiles.  Persians  have  known 
for  centuries  that  shallow  channels  and  thin 
fountain  jets  create  an  illusion  of  watery  abun- 
dance delicious  to  all  the  senses.  Water  is  a  most 
precious  resource  in  Iran,  where  the  climate  and 
topograph)  resemble  Arizona  and  New  Mexico. 
Yet  almost  every  house,  however  simple,  has  a 
liny  brimming  pool  useful  for  refreshing  a  dusty 
terrace  or  watering  pot  plants  and  serving  as  a 
reminder  of  the  garden  paradise  promised  in  the 
Koran.  Iranians  also  know  how  to  make  the  most 
of  water  in  festive  ways — sometimes  floating 
flowers  or  rose  petals  on  a  small  pool,  placing 
candles  along  the  rim  of  a  watercourse  or  adrift 
on  small  rafts,  even  suspending  apples  on  foun- 
tain spray . 

This  oasis  of  repose,  with  shade  dense 
enough  to  attract  the  nightingale,  is  called  Naren- 
jestan.  the  place  of  oranges.  It  is  in  the  large  city 
of  Shiraz.  40  miles  south  of  Persepolis.  and  fa- 
mous for  its  wine  and  roses,  its  poets  and  gifted 
gardeners,  architects,  weavers,  silversmiths,  mak- 
ers of  glazed  blue  and  gold  tiles  and  mirror  inla) . 
Built  by  the  Qavam  family  only  100  years  ago, 
the  garden's  axial  s\ ■mmelry  and  imaginative  use 
of  water  resemble  gardens  that  inspired  poets 
and  painters  long  centuries  before.  A  contem- 
porary garden  as  well,  it  was  remodeled  three 
years  ago  under  the  aegis  of  Her  Imperial  Ma- 
jesty, Empress  Farah  Pahlavi.  The  columned 
town  house  with  fine  crescents  of  tilework  on  its 
brow  now  houses  the  Asian  Institute  and  the  larg- 
est collection  of  Iranian  art  documentation.  Se- 
rene, yet  crowded  with  ideas  for  the  borrow- 
ing.

High  on  a  mountaintop,  nestled  in  the  snow  and  fringed  with  pines,  this  houf 
hides  both  beauty  and  deep  comfort  behind  an  exterior  as  rustic  as  tradition  c  J 
make  it.

"The  whole  point,"  says  Mr.  Ry- 
bar,  "was  to  induce  relaxation 
and  still  be  stylish.  The  en- 
trance hall  [left  lower  corner] 
has  a  granite  floor  and  a  clean 
massive  look,  which  is  reassur- 
ing. People  don't  mind  banging 
into  it  with  skis  and  snowy  boots.

Mr.  Rybar  continues:  "In  the  principal 
.  guest  room  [below]  one  wonderfully 
vibrant  fabric — a  documentary  Persian 
print — -is  just  about  everywhere:  on  the 
walls,  the  bed,  at  the  windows.  The  bed 
began  with  nothing  but  four  beautiful 
old  posts,  and  went  on  from  there.  A 
very  good  way  to  get  an  antique  bed 
with  modern  comfort.  Since  a  guest 
room  never  knows  who  its  occupant 
may  be,  this  one  has  enough  brown  in 
it  for  a  man,  enough  coral  for  a  woman. 
A  psychological  welcome.  Except  for  the 
velvet-covered  chaise  longue,  the  furni- 
ture is  antique — the  table-desk  and 
chair,  the  little  tortoise-shell  chest.  And 
always,    everywhere,    fresh    flowers." 
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"For  the  master  bedroom  [above]  there 
is  an  adjoining  dressing  room  [opposite 
page,  top  right]  with  ceiling  and  panel- 
ing of  three  grains  of  pine.  Hcney  and 
amber  and  gold,  knotty  as  nature  can 
make  it.  In  the  bedroom,  more  pine  for 
the  ceiling  and  the  rounded  chimney 
breast,  and  one  fabric,  a  linen  tweed, 
for  walls,  curtains,  and  bed.  A  slender 
pine  molding  panels  the  walls,  right  over 
the  tweed,  and  the  idea  is  repeated  by 
'paneling'  the  bedcover  and  headboard 
with  a  woven  braid.  For  the  dining  room 
[right]  I  designed  a  carved  coffer  ceiling 
and  paneled  walls  of  walnut,  rich  and 
dark,  and  a  handsome  background  for 
the  glitter  and  gleam  of  china  and  silver 
and  candlelight.  The  flooring  is  interest- 
ing in  that  it  simulates  the  pattern  of 
the  ceiling  as  though  it  were  a  woven 
counterpart,  which  it  is  not.  It's  brick, 
inlaid  with  oak.  Chairs  are  covered  in 
leather  embroidered  in  a  kind  of  crewel- 
work,  and  the  old  refectory  table  ex- 
tends to  seat  sixteen,  and  quite  often 
becomes  a  buffet  for  as  many  as  sixty."

This  year  is  Gayelord  Hauser's  fiftieth  year  as  a  nutritionist;  a  teacher  to  the  famous  (Garbo  is  a  great 
friend  and  disciple),  he  has  through  his  many  books,  television  shows,  and  lectures  taught  people  the 
world  over  that  a  healthy  diet  holds  the  secrets  for  living  longer,  looking  younger;  and  at  seventy-six,  he 
is  a  lively,  handsome  testimony  to  his  theories.  Now  he  is  compiling  a  new  book,  Tender,  Loving  Cook- 
ing, which  will  contain  the  simple  quick  recipes  that  he  feels  this  "calorie-loaded,  calorie-conscious, 
overweight  country  needs."  Calling  himself  "a  foodist,  not  a  faddist,"  he  is  a  great  believer  in  nature: 
"I  trust  nature  more  than  the  chemist,"  he  says,  and  finds  himself  right  in  tune  with  the  younger  gen- 
eration in  their  demand  for  natural  whole  foods. 

"Food  must  look  good,  taste  good,  do  good,"  says  Mr.  Hauser.  He  is  a  believer  in  whole  foods — ■ 
unbleached  flour,  natural  sugars  (never  uses  white),  fresh  unsaturated  vegetable  oils,  fresh  butter,  eggs, 
milk,  cheese,  yoghurt,  lean  meats,  fish,  poultry  ("es- 
pecially organically  grown,  as  they  taste  better,  too"). 
"The  neglected  seed" — almonds,  pecans,  walnuts, 
soybeans,  sunflower  seeds,  pumpkin,  and  sesame. 
"All  the  health  and  beauty  givers  from  our  garden" 
— fresh  vegetables,  salad  greens,  and  herbs  ("the 
green  leaf  contains  the  highest  quality  of  nutrients," 
says  Mr.  Hauser  quoting  (Continued  on  next  page)

I 
grate  cauliflower  and  just  cook  it  quickly 
and  gently  in  butter  for  three  or  four 
minutes.  I  slice  carrots  and  stir  them 
in  a  frying  pan  with  butter  for  just  a 
few  minutes.  I  shred  beets,  cabbage, 
carrots,  zucchini,  and  cook  over  low 
heat  in  a  little  butter  until  tender  crisp 
(5-10  minutes).  I  always  cook  potatoes 
in  their  jackets  to  preserve  vitamins; 
they  lose  too  much  of  their  goodness 
when  they  are  peeled  and  cooked  in 
water.  Garbo  taught  me  how  to  cook  de- 
licious potatoes.  She  would  scrub  a  po- 
tato, cut  it  in  half,  scoop  out  most  of 
it,  oil  the  skin,  and  bake  in  a  hot  oven 
until  brown  and  crispy.  I  take  a  lot  of 
vitamins.  Vitamin  E  is  most  important 
for  men;  has  a  way  of  keeping  the  blood 
flowing  naturally,  helps  to  keep  the  arte- 
ries open.

Gardener's 

notes 


Growing  plaints  in  a  dry  climate  is  one  of  the  toughest  chal- 
lenges gardeners  have  to  face.  The  ingenious  Persians  met  the 
challenge  thousands  of  years  ago  by  building  an  irrigation  sys- 
tem to  carry  water  from  the  snowy  mountains  and  to  tap  under- 
ground streams.  Operating  today  as  it  did  in  the  time  of  Darius,  this  system  joins 
forces  with  the  brilliant  Persian  sunlight  and  fertile  soil  by  giving  plants  the 
water  they  need  to  produce  bountifully.  The  Persians  enjoy  seeing  their  precious 
water,  too,  and  do  not  hide  it  away  in  underground  pipes  as  we  do.  It  moves 
through  open  channels  in  gardens  like  the  one  on  page  67,  where  its  sparkle 
can  be  seen  while  evaporation  softens  the  air  with  moisture.  Prominent  in  every 
home  garden  is  a  raised,  open-topped  tank  from  which  water  for  plants  can  be 
dipped  without  stooping.  Children  sit  on  the  tank's  broad  rim  to  paddle  their 
feet,  pets  drink  from  it,  and  there  may  even  be  a  fish  or  two  to  eke  out  the 
family  food  supply  and  keep  mosquitoes  under  control.  The  best  book  on  Persian 
gardens   is  Persian   Gardens   and  Garden  Pavilions  by  D.  N.  Wilber  (Tuttle). 


NEWEST  AIDS  TO  GRASS  i,ll(»\M\(.  include 
three  newly  developed  techniques.  The  Green 
Bay  Packers,  for  instance,  play  football  on  a 
heated  field.  The  idea  is  not  to  keep  the 
Packers  from  getting  chilblains,  but  to  keep 
the  tender  roots  of  turf  grasses  from  damage 
by  freezing  in  Wisconsin  s  sub-zero  winters. 
Many  other  playing  fields  have  similar  instal- 
lations, some  using  electric  cables,  others, 
steam  or  hot  water  pipes.  A  second,  new  grass- 
growing  technique  is  forced  drainage:  Slotted 
plastic  pipe  and  suction  pumps  remove  excess 
water  and  keep  the  field  from  getting  soggy 
even  after  a  heavy  rain.  Underground  irriga- 
tion is  a  third  technique:  Plastic  pipe  and 
pumps  supply  water  as  needed  during  dry 
weather.  The  soil,  of  course,  is  specially  com- 
pounded to  take  advantage  of  a  heat-drainage- 
irrigation  system  and  all  kinds  of  grasses 
thrive  on  it.  To  install  a  turf-growing  setup  of 
this  kind  costs  about  as  much  as  a  star  foot- 
baller's ransom,  so  don't  expect  to  see  very 
many  of  your  neighbors  growing  these  laivns.

making  it  modern." 

An  energetic  campaigner  for 
financing  of  restorations  of  all  pe- 
riods of  Iranian  history,  the  Em- 
press runs  into  the  same  problems 
many  U.S.  cities  or  local  individ- 
uals do  in  their  attempts  to  pre- 
serve landmarks— often  when  it's 
known  that  land  will  be  bought 
as  a  landmark,  prices  go  up  so 
that  it's  impossible  to  buy.  Many 
of  the  landmarks  of  the  last  200 
years  are  ignored  in  the  process 
of  preserving  more  ancient  sites. 
Beautiful  old  Persian  gardens  are 
often  divided  up  at  the  death  of 
the  head  of  the  family  (there  is 
recently  a  law  against  it). 

The  balance  between  prog- 
ress and  the  preservation  of  a 
culture  is  as  hard  to  maintain  in 
Iran  as  it  is  everywhere.  "The 
country  is  suddenly  progressing 


and  we  are  in  danger  of  losing 
much  of  our  culture  through  it," 
says  the  Empress.  Roads  often 
plow  through  the  sites  of  ancient 
caravan  watering  places  or  ba- 
zaars; workers  in  handicrafts  are 
tempted  to  work  in  the  factories 
for  more  money;  chemicals  re- 
place the  ancient  natural  dyes  for 
rugs  and  silks— with  the  result 
that  colors  are  no  longer  the 
same.  What  remains  and  what 
the  Empress  longs  to  protect  is 
the  simplicity  of  village  life  and 
values.  "In  some  of  our  poorest 
areas  in  this  country,  there  is  so 
much  spirit  of  community  and 
helping  each  other.  The  people 
are  very  nice  and  very  hospitable, 
very  kind  to  visitors.  I  hope  these 
human  values  will  remain  be- 
cause the  human  characteristics 
often  disappear  with  progress."

very  good.  We  ate  masses  of  Per- 
sian rice,  each  grain  almost  three- 
quarters  of  an  inch  long,  served 
hot  and  steaming  with  long  flat 
pieces  of  lamb  or  chicken  woven 
onto  a  skewer  and  cooked  over 
an  open  fire. 

The  climate  in  late  Septem- 
ber was  mild— warm  dry  heat 
by  day,  never  oppressive,  per- 
fect for  a  cotton  knit  dress  or 
shirts  and  skirts  or  pants  during 
the  day,  always  a  sweater  at 
night.  The  weadier  was  marvel- 
ous, but  everyone  agrees  that 
the  most  beautiful  time  to  visit  is 
late  April  and  early  May  when 
all  the  wildflowers  and  gardens 
are  in  bloom.  The  beauty  of  the 
land  is  in  its  contrasts:  the  dry- 
ness and  loneliness  of  the  plains 
—the  dust,  seemingly  centuries 
old,  that  sifts  over  everything, 
whirlwinds  coming  out  of  the 
horizon  like  a  line  of  dancers;  the 
serenity  of  fountains  and  reflect- 
ing pools,  the  cult  of  roses,  the 
reverence  Persians  have  for  poets 
and  gardens. 

Onlv  an  hour's  flight  away  is 
Ispahan,  a  city  of  beautiful  old 
mosques  and  palaces,  hypnotic 
Persian  blue  tile,  arches,  beauti- 
ful beige  brickwork,  wall  paint- 
ings of  Persian  history,  minia- 
tures of  men  and  women  with 
enormous  luring  eyes.  In  the  cov- 
ered bazaar  we  found  wonderful 
objects  for  the  house— inlaid 
woods,  colored  and  embroidered 
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leatherwork,  cooking  implements,  I 
copper  and  brassware  being  I 
pounded  and  polished.  Here  we  I 
stayed  in  the  Shah  Abbas,  an  I 
old  caravansary,  a  kind  of  ancient  I 
motel  for  caravans,  now  a  luxury  I 
hotel. 

Shiraz  is   farther   south,   far 
less  modern   than  Teheran  and 
the  north.  We  found  more  crafts 
at    their    source— archaeological  t 
bits  of  value,  antique  pieces  of 
turquoise,  glass,  and  metalware,  f 
old  kilim  rugs  for  under  $100.  ' 
We  stayed  at  the  Shiraz  Inn,  a 
cluster  of  buildings  like  an  Amer-  i 
ican    motel,    ate    long    Persian  , 
melons  that  were  pale  green  in- 
side, tasted  wonderful  with  lots  I 
of  juice  from  fresh  baby  limes. 
(Persians  eat   lots  of  melon  to  ' 
avoid  dehydration.)  We  also  had 
yoghurt  milk  in  bottles  like  Coca  J 
Cola,     honey,     famous     Persian 
peaches.  In  the  restaurant  deep- 
in  the  bazaar  we  found  crushed 
ices,  almost  like  granita,  flavored 
with  essences  of  flowers— roses, 
geraniums,  nasturtiums. 

An  hour's  drive  from  the  city 
is  Persepolis  where  there's  a  new 
hotel  called  the  Darius.  The 
ruins  surpassed  our  expectations 
—we  saw  them  at  sunrise,  we 
saw  them  at  sunset,  we  saw 
them  by  moonlight.  And  when 
you  go,  the  Shah's  tents  (page 
65)  at  the  base  of  the  ruins  will 
still  be  there,  perhaps  to  spend 
the  night  in.

A  woman's  guide 

to  a  mans  drink 
—or  is  it?

1  remember  the  first  time  I  tasted  bourbon.  It  was  at  a  part) 
given  in  London  by  a  visiting  American  journalist,  and  for 
me  it  was  a  case  of  instant  rapport.  Brought  up  by  the  Ro\al 
\,n  \  on  Plymouth  gin.  I'd  never  thought  of  hard  liquor  much 
beyond  Pink  Gin,  so  that  bourbon,  that  quintessentiallv 
American  liquor,  spun  me  into  a  whirl  of  images  as  I  sipped 
the  golden  drink.  My  host  wanted  to  know  what  I  thought  of 
it.  and  with  a  head  full  of  pictures  of  rich  velvets  and  luxurious 
settings.  I  came  up  with  "voluptuous,"  which  hardly  seemed 
right  for  a  drink,  yet  how  else  explain  the  rich,  round  quality 
(hat  only  bourbon  has? 

In  New  York  I  discovered  Old  Fashioneds  and  loved 
them  for  a  time,  and  Manhattans,  partly  because  as  a  gin  and 
bitters  girl  I  couldn't  cope  with  martinis,  and  partly  because 
I  was  enchanted  to  find  that  it  was  Winston  Churchill's  mother, 
Jennie  Jerome,  who  had  the  mixture  of  bourbon,  sweet  ver- 
mouth, and  bitters  served  for  the  first  time  at  a  reception  in 
New  York  in  the  1870s. 

It  was  not  long,  however,  before  I  was  drinking  bourbon 
just  with  ice  and  the  kind  of  soda  that  is  simplv  bubbles,  not 
a  real  mineral  water,  which  would  have  distorted  the  taste. 
I  began  to  suspect  something  I  have  found  to  be  true.  Once 
a  bourbon  drinker,  always  a  bourbon  drinker,  for  bourbon 
claims  allegiance  on  first  acquaintance  and  demands  an  ever- 
lasting loyalty.  I  also  began  to  notice  that  among  women  I 
was  very  much  in  a  minority.  Unless  I  joined  like-minded 
gentlemen,  1  would  drink  my  bourbon  alone,  in  a  sea  of  mar- 
tinis and  Scotch.  Bourbon  was  considered  a  man's  drink,  and 
I  was  invariably  asked  if  I  wouldn't  prefer  something  else. 

If  one  considers  bourbon's  early  days,  it  isn't  surprising 
that  the  ladies  of  the  time  preferred  a  glass  of  Madeira,  or 
even  a  little  rum  punch,  and  habits  stick.  Irish  and  Scottish 
colonists  had  experimented  with  rye  and  corn  in  an  endeavor 
to  get  a  local  supply  of  usquebaugh,  "the  water  of  life":  but 
it  wasn't  until  1789  that  the  Rev.  Elijah  Craig,  seized  with  an 
attack  of  genius,  made  a  whiskey  using  corn  with  a  little  r\e 
and  barley  malt  and  the  fine  limestone  water  from  a  local 
spring,  and  produced  bourbon.  The  drink  was  named  for 
Bourbon  County  in  what  was  then  Virginia,  and  the  County 
was  named  for  the  French  Royal  family  as  a  thank-you  for 
helping  the  colonists  gain  their  independence.  Later  this  be- 
came Kentucky  and  bourbon  dropped  the  word  "county" 
from  its  name.  It  was  a  man's  drink,  all  right.  It  was  a  heaw . 
100-proof  spirit,  splendid  for  the  soldier,  and  fine  for  the  man 
who  worked  hard,  long  hours  out-of-doors,  but  not  very  suit-

able  for  what  has  come  to  be  known  as  the  cocktail  hour. 

It  wasn't  until  after  the  Second  World  War  that  bourbon's 
popularity  began  to  grow.  Bourbon  distillers  have  a  disarm- 
ingly  simple  explanation  for  the  upswing.  The  whiskey,  they 
say,  has  improved  considerably  over  the  last  twenty  years, 
taking  advantage  of  both  modern  distilling  methods  and  of 
die  distillers'  own  shrewd  appraisal  of  modern  drinking  tastes. 
The  overwhelming  percentage  drunk  today  is  a  lighter  type, 
86-proof  and  aged  in  the  barrel  for  at  least  four  years.  And 
slowly,  but  surely,  it  is  ceasing  to  be  a  man's  drink,  which  is 
not  to  say  the  gentlemen  are  going  to  abandon  it.  Bourbon, 
as  befits  our  age,  is  going  unisex. 

President  of  the  Bourbon  Institute,  Vice  Admiral  William 
J.  Marshall  (ret.) ,  estimates  that  today  40  percent  of  all  bour- 
bon drinkers  are  women.  Many  of  them  still  take  their  bour- 
bon in  the  form  of  mixed  drinks,  but  Women's  Lib  moves  ir- 
resistibly on,  and  more  and  more  take  their  bourbon  in  its 
highest  form,  as  bourbon  and  branch,  which  is  to  say,  bour- 
bon and  water,  branch  simply  meaning  water  from  a  small 
stream,  hence  purer. 

This  is  a  far  cry  from  the  days  when  distillers  were 
afraid  that  putting  "sour  mash"  on  their  labels  would  turn 
women  off,  as  sour  would  mean  something  gone  bad.  All  sour 
mash  means  is  putting  some  of  the  undistilled  liquid  from  the 
previous  day's  fermented  mash  of  grain  into  the  next  batch, 
giving  a  continuity  of  flavor  and  character  to  the  brand  since 
distillers  culture  their  own  yeasts,  and  they  are  a  big  factor  in 
making  one  bourbon  taste  differently  from  another. 

The  barrels  in  which  it  is  aged  for  four,  six,  eight,  or 
twelve  \ears  add  a  magical  something  to  bourbon.  Made  of 


white  oak  and  charred  on  the  inside,  they  are  never  used  again 
for  bourbon,  but  are  sold  to  distillers  of  other  whiskeys,  such 
as  Scotch  and  Irish.  No  one  knows  exactly  why  charred  white 
oak  barrels  mellow  and  turn  bourbon  the  color  of  red  gold. 
It  may  be  the  caramelized  sap  under  the  charred  surface.  It 
remains  a  mystery  with  a  glorious  outcome. 

Bourbon  also  has  the  distinction  of  being  a  drink  that 
can  only  be  made  in  the  U.  S.,  in  the  same  way  as  cognac  can 
come  only  from  the  Cognac  region  of  France,  and  Scotch 
whisky  can't  be  made  in  England,  or  anywhere  but  Scotland. 

For  all  its  spreading  fame  as  a  drink,  cook-book  author 
James  Beard  says  bourbon  as  a  cooking  spirit  isn't  used  half 
enough.  It  leaves,  he  says,  a  flavor  more  haunting  than  any 
other.  He  suggests  puffing  dried  fruits,  peaches,  pears,  apri- 
cots, and  prunes  in  hot  water,  then  marinating  them  in  bour- 
bon for  a  different  sort  of  compote.  Or  making  Brandied 
Cherries  with  bourbon  instead  of  brandy,  and  he  reminds  us 
that  it  was  the  flavor  of  peaches  cooked  with  bourbon  that 
caused  Southern  Comfort  to  be  born. 

Try  flaming  a  Steak  au  Poivre  with  bourbon,  he  sug- 
gests, and  when  \ou  feel  that  hamburger  has  exhausted  all  its 
possibilities,  mix  a  little  bourbon  w  ith  the  seasonings,  broil  to 
the  degree  of  doneness  you  prefer,  and  flame  with  bourbon. 

Mr.  Beard  also  believes  that  bourbon  has  produced  the 
most  elegant  drink  in  the  world,  a  mint  julep,  and  that  his 
friend  from  childhood,  Mary  Hamblett,  makes  the  best  ever. 
She  puts  the  ice  in  a  canvas  bag  and  whacks  it  with  a  mallet 
until  it  is  powder.  To  solve  the  problem  of  touching  the  glass 
while  frosting  it.  she  uses  a  handled  glass  mug.  She  strips  the

leaves  from  two  to  four  sprigs  of  mint  and  muddles  them  with 
a  teaspoon  of  confectioners  sugar,  adds  a  dash  of  soda,  and 
muddles  until  the  sugar  is  dissolved.  Then  she  fills  the  mug, 
an  8-ounce  one,  almost  to  the  top  with  the  powdered  ice  and 
pours  bourbon  in  until  the  glass  is  full.  If  this  thought  alarms, 
pour  in  3  to  4  ounces  according  to  taste.  Stir  with  a  long- 
handled  spoon  until  the  glass  has  a  really  thick  frosting,  deco- 
rate with  mint  sprigs,  and  sip  slowly. 

Poet  and  playwright  Andrew  Glaze,  who  came  to  New 
York  from  the  South,  enlivens  holidays  with  his  Highball 
Ham,  which  is  ham  basted  with  equal  parts  of  bourbon  and 
ginger  ale.  The  meat  has  delicious  flavor  and  the  kitchen 
odors  are  sublime,  but  Andy  winces  at  the  thought  of  bourbon 
and  ginger  ale  as  a  drink,  preferring  bourbon  and  branch. 
Bananas  Flambeed  with  Bourhon  is  the  result  of  a  col- 
laboration between  the  poet  and  his  wife,  dancer  Adriana 
Keathley  Glaze.  It  was  her  banana  recipe,  his  bourbon.  Peel 
and  halve  lengthwise  4  firm  bananas,  sprinkle  with  4  table- 
spoons of  sugar,  and  saute  in  4  tablespoons  of  unsalted  butter 
until  lightly  browned  on  both  sides.  Transfer  to  a  serving 
platter,  warm  ]4  cup  bourbon,  flame  the  bananas,  and  serve 
blazing.  And  as  for  Christmas  cake  the  Glazes  buy  theirs,  or 
make  it.  2  months  ahead  of  time  and  pour  3  ounces  of  bourbon 
over  a  2-pound  cake  every  2  to  3  weeks.  They  keep  it  wrapped 
in  cheesecloth  and  aluminum  foil  between  anointings. 

Jane  Moss  Snow  (Mrs.  Davis  W.  Snow)  is  a  bourbon  and 
branch  drinker,  too,  and  has  a  fine,  free,  imaginative  hand 
with  bourbon  in  the  kitchen.  She  uses  it  in  place  of  other 
spirits  and  also  in  place  of  wine,  both  fortified  and  not.  For 
blanched  Seckel  pears,  she  puts  the  pears  in  boiling  water 
for  5  minutes,  peels  and  cores  them,  and  cooks  them  until  ten- 
der in  a  syrup  made  of  equal  parts  of  sugar  and  water  flavored 
with  cloves,  nutmeg,  cinnamon,  and  a  little  lemon  juice,  then 
adds  bourbon,  a  cupful  to  about  14-16  pears,  and  poaches  them 
for  5  minutes  longer.  They  keep  well,  refrigerated,  and  make 
a  wonderful  dessert  with  ice  cream,  whipped  cream,  or  what- 
ever. She  does  a  Rum  Pot  with  bourbon,  using  soft  fruits  as 
they  come  into  season,  and  Bourbon  kidneys  make  her 
Sunday  lunches  a  joy  forever.  She  sautes  onion  in  oil  and 
butter  until  soft,  quickly  sautes  halved  lamb  kidneys,  adds 
flour  (a  tablespoon  for  6  kidneys),  cooks  for  a  minute  or 
two  till  brown,  pours  in  bouillon,  then  \  \  cup  bourbon,  and 
paprika  to  taste,  cooks  the  lot  briefly,  stirring,  and  sprinkles 
the  dish  with  chopped  parsley.  It  has  to  be  done  quickly  to 
avoid  over-cooking  the  kidneys. 

Bill  Marshall,  who  also  prefers  his  bourbon  with  branch, 
these  days  bottled  spring  water,  is  a  rare  man  in  the  kitchen, 
a  truly  original  cook.  He  livens  up  Cream  of  Shrimp  soup  and 
Lobster  Bisque  with  a  handsome  dollop  of  bourbon,  and  turns 
onion  soup  into  something  special  by  adding  about  2  table- 
spoons of  bourbon  per  serving.  For  a  sour  cream  dip,  he 
adds  a  tablespoon  of  bourbon  to  a  cup  of  sour  cream,  a  tea- 
spoon of  chopped  dill,  garlic  salt,  and  %  teaspoon  lemon 
juice.  He  enhances  a  roast  turkey  by  pouring  a  cup  of  bourbon 
into  a  walnut  stuffing  and  pours  %  cup  of  bourbon  over  a 
duckling  stuffed  with  orange  segments. 

I  like  to  flame  my  own  version  of  Boeuf  Bourgui- 
gnonne  with  1,4  cup  bourbon  before  adding  the  wine  and  I 
recommend  designer  Cecilia  Mendoza's  neat  trick  for  supper

A    GARDENER    SPEAKS    HIS    >il\l» 


Awalkwith 


Bv  William  RHairiA 


We  are  nearing  the  end  of  our 
walk  with  the  various  genera  of 
the  lovely  flowering  plants  we 
know  as  perennials.  The  many 
that  everyone  knows,  such  as  Del- 
phinium, Dianthus,  Gaillardia, 
Gypsophila,  Helleborus,  Peonies, 
Phlox  and  the  like  seemed  too  ob- 
vious to  include.  If  a  garden  were 
to  contain  only  the  genera  listed 
plus  the  obvious  ones— well,  let's 
not  dwell  on  nineteenth-century 
glory.  The  basic  point  is  that  a 
great  number  of  these  decorative 
perennials  are  not  only  known 
but  are  grown  in  this  country 
commercially.  So  they  can  be 
found.  Some  of  them  are  un- 
doubtedly old  and  respected 
friends  of  yours;  others,  I  hope, 
are  new. 

LOBELIA  (lo-bee'lea-uh). 
Everyone  knows  the  lovely  an- 
nual called  Lobelia,  but  not  too 
many  gardeners  are  aware  that 
there  are  many  other  species  in 
this  genus,  most  native  to  the 
eastern  United  States,  one  a  de- 
lightful blue  perennial.  Nothing 
special  in  soils  is  needed  to  grow 
it  well,  but  it  does  like  moisture 
and  light  shade.  Plant  in  spring 
only. 

LYCHXIS  (lick'nis)  Catchffly. 
A  large  genus  of  the  Pink  family, 
some  of  whose  species  have  been 
cultivated  for  centuries.  The  best 
are  sunny  border  perennials 
bearing  large  heads  of  brilliant 
flowers  (Lychnis  is  from  the 
Greek  for  lamp)  from  late  May 
through  July.  Plant  in  spring  or 
fall. 

LYSIMACHIA  ( ly-si-mack'ee- 
ah)  Loosestrife.  Creeping  Jen- 
ny. Another  genus  containing 
many  species  although  few  are 
for  the  garden  because  they  are 
weedy.  They  are  widely  distrib- 
uted in  the  North  Temperate 
Zone.  And  one,  L.  punctata,  the 
Circle  Flower,  from  Asia  Minor, 
is  a  beaut.  Planted  in  full  sun  or 
light  shade  it  blooms  June-July 


and  puts  on  a  great  show.  Plant! 
in  spring  only. 

M  ACLEAYA     ( maek-lav'a ) . 
genus  of  two  species,  both  gar-l 
den  subjects,  but  the  unpracticed 
eye  can  hardly  tell  one  from  the 
other.  These  stately  plants  can'l 
be  beaten  where  a  bold  planting 
is  desired.  Foliage  is  sculptured! 
and  quite  lovely.  "Blooms"  cornel 
in  showy  clusters  of  seed  podsJ 
excellent    for    drying.    Isolate   al 
planting  on  a  lawn  or  put  it  by' 
frequented  paths   and   these  6- 
foot  plants   make  a   sensational 
show.  Grow  them  in  big  pots  or ! 
tubs  for  use  on  the  terrace.  They 
like  a  rich  soil,  which  should  he 
deeply   prepared    (2    feet)    and 
given    lots    of    water.    Plant    in 
spring  or  fall. 

M  ERTE1V.SIA   ( mur-ten'see-a ) . 

These  herbs  from  the  North 
Temperate  Zone  are  generally 
low-growing,  and  make  excellent 
subjects  for  the  rockery,  border, 
or  in  beds  in  light  shade.  The 
flowers  are  mostly  blue  and  ap- 
pear on  racemes.  Plant  in  spring  , 
or  fall. 

PAPAYER    ORIENTAL    (pa- 

paye'var  or-e-en'tal)  Oriental 
Puppy.  These  strong  poppies 
from  the  Mediterranean  now 
come  in  an  unusual  and  beautiful 
range  of  colors,  thanks  to  the  hy- 
bridizers. As  the  plants  go  dor-  '■ 
mant  in  July  (the  tops  dry  up) 
it  is  best  not  to  have  too  many  in 
a  group,  but  such  a  hole  can  be 
filled  with  annuals.  Orientals 
grow  in  nearly  any  soil,  but  preen 
themselves  in  a  deep  loam,  and 
they  have  a  hearty  distaste  for 
transplanting.  It  is  very  impor- 
tant to  plant  the  crown  3  inches 
below  the  surface.  Mulch  plants 
the  first  winter  to  prevent  heav- 
ing; after  that,  do  nothing  at  all— 
the  finest  instruction  in  horticul- 
ture. All  varieties  flower  in  June 
and  range  from  2M  to  3  feet  in 
height.  Fall  planting  only.

PHYSOSTEGIA  (fie-sos-tee'- 
gee-a)    False  Dragonhead.  A 

genus  native  to  North  America 
consisting  of  only  three  species. 
They  are  excellent  in  a  wild  gar- 
den or  sunny  border.  Flowers  ap- 
pear on  terminal  spikes  from  July 
to  September.  Plants  should  be 
dug  and  divided  every  two  years. 
Plant  in  spring  or  fall. 

POLEMOMIM  (po-lee-mow'- 
nee-um)    Jacob's    ladder.    A 

genus  of  about  twenty  species 
mostly  native  to  North  America, 
with  a  few  from  Europe  and 
Asia.  This  is  a  very  hardworking 
and  hardy  group  of  plants— some 
are  useful  in  the  border,  others 
in  the  rockerv.

Of  course  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Keller  of  Rockville  Centre,  Long  Island,  were  pleased 
when  their  son  chose  the  Navy  after  college.  Especially  proud  because  he 
received  a  commission  as  an  officer.  But  financially,  the  Kellers— like  many 
parents— missed  the  boat.  They  didn't  realize  the  Navy  might  have  paid  for 
their  son's  college  education  through  the  Navy-Marine  NROTC  program,  the 
Naval  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps.

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HOW  TO 

BRING tradition 


The  love  <>l  our  American 
tradition  in  crafts,  houses, 
whole  towns,  gardens,  and  cooking  is  a  rich  source  of  inspiration  in  de< 
orating  and  living.  Always  an  influence  — the  love  of  our  heritage  today 
is  stronger  than  ever.  The  American  desire  to  preserve  what's  good  of  all 
periods  is  as  active  in  Texas  and  California  as  it  is  on  1  ,ong  Island  and  in 
Massachusetts.  This  concern  takes  many  forms  — conserving  the  land, 
reviving  old  methods  and  crafts,  recreating  gardens  of  another  era, 
making  precise  historical  restorations,  or  just  updating  old  houses  rather 
than  building  new  ones.  In  some  cases  individuals  with  dedication  and 
guts  find  both  federal  and  foundation  money  to  support  such  ambitious 
restorations  as  the  whole  towns  we  show  beginning  page  76. 

hesc  as-they-were  restorations  arc  just  one  part  of  the  story.  On  a  less 
historical  level  we've  put  together  a  portfolio  of  houses  kept  for  their 
good  points  but  updated,  each  in  a  different  way.  One  individual 
stripped  an  old  Stanford  White  "cottage"  down  to  the  shell  inside,  then 
filled  it  room  by  room  with  color  and  pattern  and  white  floors,  thereby 
getting  rid  of  what  she  didn't  like  in  a  Victorian  house  but  maintaining 
what  was  good  looking.  A  couple  on  the  West  Coast  preferred  not  to  dis- 
turb the  coziness  of  their  Monterey-style  house  with  its  low  ceilings,  cool 
bare  floors,  thick  stucco  walls  that  kept  out  the  heat.  To  update  the  house, 
they  relied  not  on  slick  modern  furniture  but  on  a  large  collection  of 
paintings  by  American  artists  of  the  sixties— some  very  big,  all  very  color- 
ful. An  actor  and  his  family  found  an  old  barn  for  a  weekend  house  and 
insulated  it  with  a  polyurethane  foam  that  dries  in  forty-five  seconds- 
bringing  the  cost  of  the  heating  equipment  to  two  eighty-five-dollar 
heaters  and  the  foam,  an  important  technique  that  could  mean  lots  of 
old  barns  could  be  made  livable  for  a  decent  price. 

irectly  opposed  to  living  with  traditional  objects  and  furniture  but  with 
modern  comfort  and  flair  is  the  kind  of  angle  on  living  expressed  by  the 
new  factory-built  modular  house  that  arrives  by  truck  with  interiors 
that  are  sleek,  new,  clean,  with  no  associations  and  no  memories.  This 
modular  house,  though  not  out  of  the  past,  is  right  in  the  middle  of  the 
American  tradition  with  its  implied  attitude  that  when  there's  a  lack 
there's  technology  to  fill  it.  In  this  instance  technology  creates  more 
space  and  more  house  for  the  money  than  traditional  construction  meth- 
ods allow.  But  efficiency  has  existed  throughout  American  history,  as  the 
story  of  our  Shaker  Communities  prove,  and  out  of  the  past  come  as  many 
good  ideas  for  doing  things  as  our  modern  gadgets  provide.  In  Freder- 
icksburg, Tex.,  over  a  hundred  years  ago  women  were  figuring  out  how- 
to  cook  ahead  for  the  weekend  so  that  when  they  arrived  at  their  Sunday 
Houses  the  time  could  be  spent  visiting  rather  than  cooking.  The  Week- 
end Cook  Book,  page  82,  has  recipes  that  were  good  then  but  would  work 
just  as  well  today,  whether  you  stay  in  your  apartment  in  town  or  go  to  a 
modular  house  in  the  woods.  What  updating  tradition  means,  and  what 
the  contents  of  the  issue  add  up  to  is  that  today  we  still  need  the  charm 
of  old  familiar  things  combined  with  comforts  and  conveniences  we've 
become  accustomed  to.  For  everybody,  the  balance  is  personal,  not  just 
charm  for  its  own  sake  or  comfort  without  stvle,  but  a  bit  of  both.

IN  A  TURN-OF-THE-

The  bright  bent  of

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A  nostalgic  example  of  the  kind  of  architecture  so  dear  to  late  Victorians,  Mrs.  Arthur  Gardner's  Long  Islanc 
house  has  stood  for  seventy  years  in  the  splendid  sweep  that  Stanford  White  was  so  adept  at  bringing  to  what, 
his  day,  were  so  understatedly  called  "cottages."  When  she  bought  it,  Mrs.  Gardner  loved  its  space,  its  setting, 
its  view— particularly  from  the  dining  terrace,  above.  What  she  did  not  love  was  the  still-extant  stained-glass 
and  gingerbread  woodwork  of  the  period.  With  her  interior  designer,  George  Clarkson,  she  had  the  inside  of  the 
house  stripped  to  the  bone,  then  filled  the  new  shell  with  colors  and  patterns  that  range  from  delicate  to  bril- 
liant. There  is  a  new  wing  for  a  card  room,  left  and  below,  which  was  added  because  Mrs.  Gardner  wanted  one 
room  that  was  mostly  glass.  "The  only  sensible  way  to  get  it,"  says  Mr.  Clarkson,  "was  to  hitch  it  on,  which  we 
did."  Inspired  by  the  Chinese  Export  porcelain  Mrs.  Gardner  is  so  fond  of,  the  room  is  entirely  blue  and  white 
—right  down  to  the  flowers  that  always  fill  it.  With  the  shades  of  blue  varied  enough  to  give  the  room  shimmer, 
most  of  the  white-painted  floor  is  covered  by  a  Portuguese  rug,  two  sofas  are  covered  in  quilted  white  linen,  two 
wicker  sofas  have  blue  and  white  cushions.  Strie  cotton  curtains  hang  at  the  windows,  and  all  the  lacquered 
furniture  is  as  white  as  ivory.  "This  was  a  late  Victorian  house,"  says  Mr.  Clarkson,  "but  it  certainly  isn't  any- 
;  more.  All  it  took  were  the  proper  ingredients,  properly  mixed,  to  change  its  image  and  shear  off  seventy  years."

A  firm  believer  in  the  philosophy  of 
color  and  pattern  as  unbeatable 
fresheners  for  an  old  house,  Mr. 
Clarkson  gave  Mrs.  Gardner  ex- 
actly what  she  wanted  for  a  living 
room — aflowerbed."And  inaway," 
he  says,  "a  feather  bed.  It's  that 
comfortable."  After  a  monster  of  a 
mantelpiece  had  been  replaced 
with  a  Pennsylvania  Dutch  mantel 
with  stipplework  and  delft  tiles — 
each  buttonholed  with  a  basket  of 
fruit — the  floor  was  painted  white 
and  the  walls  a  pale  ice  blue.  "Just 
blue  enough  to  suggest  a  summer 
sky."  The  rug,  pure  white,  is  Mo- 
roccan and  woven  in  a  pattern  of 
old  Moorish  tilework.  This  is  the 
background.  Against  it  is  splashed 
the  beautiful  bouquet  of  a  flowered 
French  toile — curtains,  coverings 
for  two  sofas  with  unusually  long 
shirred  skirts.  "Feminine,  untai- 
lored.  They  swoop,  instead  of  cling- 
ing like  armor."  Flanked  by  two 
daffodil  yellow  chairs,  a  third  sofa, 
below  right,  is  covered  in  white 
linen.  Arranged  like  pictures  on 
sofa  and  chairs  are  white  linen 
cushions  painted  with  arrange- 
ments of  flowers  and  vegetables. 
These  are  English,  and  although 
they  look  like  old  botanical  prints, 
contemporary.

As  much  as  we  love  it,  the  house  in  fact  has 
many  limitations  for  hanging  paintings — the 
walls  aren't  big  enough  or  the  ceilings  high 
enough  to  cope  with  lots  of  our  big  pictures.  But 
what  everyone  says  who  comes  here  is  that  it 
doesn't  look  like  a  big  white-on-white,  California 
museum  house  filled  with  contemporary  paint- 
ings," says  Mrs.  Rowan.  For  visitors  to  the 
Rowans',  being  close  to  the  art  offers  an  inti- 
mate contact  that  larger  rooms  and  higher  ceil- 
ings wouldn't.  But  it  means  that  their  biggest 
paintings  remain  on  loan  to  museums — espe- 
cially the  Pasadena  Museum — and  to  friends, 
merely  because  they  won't  fit  through  the  front 
door.

Mr.  Rowan's  desk  is  lined  with  tiny 
reproductions  of  big  paintings  they  own;  a 
twelfth-century  Indian  torso,  pre-Columbian 
figures  contrast  with  the  sleekness  and  size  of 
the  paintings.  Above  the  fireplace,  a  Robert 
Motherwell;  a  Francis  Bacon  on  the  far  wall. 
The  dining  room,  above — an  Arshile  Gorky  over 
the  sideboard;  another  Hans  Hofmann  at  the 
end  of  the  room.  Left:  Looking  into  the  living 
room,  a  small  Poons  drawing  on  the  wall  to  the 
right;   a  Baziotes  seen  through  the  doorway.

Before  this  year  is  out,  families  will  be  mov- 
ing into  the  first  of  the  "Operation  Break- 
through" housing  that  has  been  going  up  on 
nine  sites  scattered  across  the  country.  Some 
will  be  apartments— rentals,  cooperatives,  or 
condominiums.  Some  will  be  single  family 
houses,  rented  or  owned  by  the  occupants, 
and  most  will  consist  of  factory-produced 
modules  hitched  together  at  the  site.  All 
have  been  built  under  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  pro- 
gram that  Secretary  George  Romney  started 
two  years  ago  to  bring  modern  technology  to 
the  building  industry  and  up  the  quantity  of 
housing  available  to  people  of  all  income 
levels. 

Used  extensively  by  the  participants  in 
Operation  Breakthrough  was  a  study  of 
modular  housing  by  the  Department  of  De- 
sign and  Environmental  Analysis  at  the  Col- 
lege of  Human  Ecology,  Cornell  University. 
Called  "The  New 
Build- 


ing Block,"  that  first  study  has  been  followed 
by  a  second  outlining  a  whole  system  of 
modular  building.  Here  the  chairman  of  the 
department,  Professor  Joseph  Carreiro,  ex- 
plains just  what  modular  housing  is,  how  it 
works,  and  how  it  will  affect  the  cost  of 
building. 

Professor  Carreiro,  what  exactly  is 
meant  by  "modular  housing"? 

Modular  housing,  sometimes  called 
"systems  building,"  is  housing  made  up  of 
a  series  of  components— two-dimensional  or 
three-dimensional— that  are  built  in  a  fac- 
tory, then  shipped  to  the  site  where  they  are 
set  up  and  fastened  together  on  a  previously 
prepared  foundation. 

What  do  these  components  consist  of? 

Some  are  boxes,  some  are  panels.  A 
component  can  be  a  complete  bathroom,  a 
kitchen,  a  storage  unit,  or  simply  an  interior 
or  exterior  panel.  These  are  assembled  into 
box-like  segments  representing  a  portion  of 

a    house.    In    the 


building  industry  they  are  usually  calh 
"modules,"    although    strictly    speakh 
the  word  module  means  merely  a  unit 
measurement. 

What  do  yoti  mean  In/  l)oxes? 

I  mean  a  large  hollow  cube  \vi 
doors  and  windows  cut  in  the  sides.  T 
boxes  can  be  open  at  one  end,  both  enc  ifl 
top,  or  side.

What  is  the  difference  between  mod  • 
housing  and  prefabrication? 
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struction  costs  is  represented  l>\  the  utilities 
—plumbing,  heating,  wiring,  etc.  and  the 
interior  finishing  and  cabinetwork.  Modular 
construction  includes  all  ol  these. 

You  mean  the  wiring  and  piping  is  built 
into  the  boxes? 

Into  some  of  them.  Modular  construc- 
tion usually  involves  two  kinds  of  modules— 
"wet"  modules,  which  are  bathrooms  or 
kitchens  and  include  all  the  necessary 
plumbing,  heating,  etc.,  and  "dry"  modules 
that  simply  enclose  space  for  living  rooms, 
dining  rooms,  or  bedrooms.  There  has  even 
been  talk  of  a  wet  unit  that  could  be  replaced 
after  ten  or  fifteen  years.  One  big  builder  of 
modular  housing  says  he  would  take  the  old 
one  as  a  trade-in  and  supply  a  new 
one,  which  he  would  install 
in  half  a  day.

Onrs  isn't  yet.  lint  at  least  a  dozen 
manufacturers  are  producing  three-dimen- 
sional modules  as  well  as  panels,  and  the 
number  is  growing  tremendousl)  last.  One 
manufacturer's  modules  include  individual 
controls  for  central  air  conditioning,  double- 
glazed  windows,  sound-resistant  double 
walls  and  floors,  wall-to-wall  carpeting,  and 
tiled  bathrooms,  and  all  surfaces  except  the 
doors  are  prefinished.  Four  of  these  modules 
create  a  two-or-three-bedroom   apartment. 

Arc  modules  always  shipped  hi/  truck? 

About  99  percent  of  them  are.  But  one 
manufacturer  has  shipped  seme  by  rail.  Oth- 
ers arc  exploring  shipment  by  water,  which 
would  get  away  from  the  width  limitations 
imposed  by  highway  constraints.  One  day  I 
expect  we  will  sec  modules  transported  by 
helicopters— those  (Continued  on  page  98)

ATHREE-BEDROOM 

MODULAR  HOUSE 
THAT  ARRIVES  BYTRUCK 

As  these  and  the  following  pages  show,  modular  housing  can  fulfill  its  potential  for  excellence  in 
design,  taking  advantage  of  up-to-date  systems  technology.  But  always,  and  finally,  the  merit  of 
design  in  building  must  be  measured  against  man;  good  design  in  a  house  must  be  a  design  for 
living.  This  is  what  sets  the  house,  below,  called  Triad  and  produced  by  Hodgson  Houses,  apart 
from  many  modulars  and  other  prefabs.  It  is  a  house  that  understands  human  needs — and  trans- 
mits an  awareness  of  contemporary  life  styles.  Changeable,  mobile,  easygoing  people  need  room 
to  move  in,  and  room  to  be  alone.  This  house,  designed  by  architect  Edward  M.  Coplon,  is  com- 
posed of  two  modules;  the  living  areas,  in  one,  are  free-flowing.  The  other,  a  bedroom  wing,  is 
closed  off,  quiet.  Between  the  two,  Coplon  inserted  a  glass-ended  entry-dining  unit.  This  simple 
separation/connection  explodes  the  otherwise  constricting  dimensions  of  the  modules  and  im- 
parts a  great  sense  of  space  to  the  house.  For  House  &  Garden,  designer  Tom  Britt  took  the  proto- 
type, and  with  all-white  flooring  and  minimum  furniture,  visually  stretched  the  spaces  to  seem 
larger  still.  Furnishings:  Simmons  and  affiliates — Bloomcraft,  Moreddi,  Raymor,Selig,  SimmonsLtd.

SENSE  OF  SPACE 
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So  many  modulars  look  too  "packaged,"  too 
cramped.  In  this  house,  the  three  living  areas — 
living  room,  dining  room,  and  entry — are  fused 
into  one  sweeping  space  (see  plan,  left),  divided 
only  by  a  freestanding  closet  box.  White  vinyl  tile 
covers  all  floors,  further  uniting  these  spaces.  The 
entry  and  dining  areas  are  one  unit — with  tall 
windows  at  each  end — which  architect  Coplon 
inserted  between  the  two  modules  of  the  house. 
This  unit  is  fully  open  at  the  side  toward  the 
living  room,  virtually  doubling  that  space.  From 
the  doorway  of  the  master  bedroom,  opposite  page, 
bottom,  there  is  a  marvelously  free,  clear  view 
through  all  three  spaces  and  on  out  the  windows 


to  the  outdoors.  In  the  dining  space,  foreground, 
chairs,  by  Simmons  Ltd.,  stack  against  the  wall 
when  not  in  use.  The  matching  table  becomes  a 
pedestal  for  a  still  life  of  vases  and  for  a  sculp- 
ture by  Porter,  Betty  Parsons  Gallery.

Like  most  modulars,  this  house  includes 
insulation  and  utilities — wiring,  heating, 
plumbing — and  major  kitchen  equipment 
and  bath  fixtures,  plus  finishing  outside 
and  in.  Exterior  is  aluminum  siding  with 
a  baked-on  enamel  finish;  interiors  are 
spray  painted.  Cost?  Under  $15,000. 
This  cost  does  not  include  laying  of  the 
foundation,  transportation  (up  to  a  400- 
mile  radius  from  the  Berwick,  Pa.,  plant) 
of  the  modules,  and  setup  at  the  site.  Nor, 
of  course,  land  cost.  Still,  a  conventionally 
built  house  of  the  same  size — three  bed- 
rooms, two  baths — would  cost  three 
times  as  much.  When  could  you  have  this 
house?  It  takes  about  one  month  from  or- 
der to  complete  delivery — local  builders 
put  in  foundation;  Hodgson  does  the  rest.

COLONIAL  GARDEN   continued 


"We  planned  a  garden 
that  put  new  life 
into  old  land" 

A  Colonial  garden  in  plan  and  spirit,  but  not  confined  to 
eighteenth-century  planting,  was  a  key  part  of  the  Brad- 
burys'  restoration.  He  made  the  plan,  she  made  the  plant 
list,  and  we  cite  only  the  mainstays  of  her  more  than 
100  flower  \arieties.  Even  before  they  moved  into  their 
house  they  double-dug  and  manured  the  flower  beds  they 
envisioned.  They  also  planted  a  framework  of  evergreens 
because  "it's  important  that  a  garden  be  lovely  in  win- 
ter." The  top  soil  had  been  sold  off  some  years  back, 
but  they  mowed  and  fertilized  the  barnyard  in  ass  and 
gradually  made  a  lawn  without  seeding.  Mr.  Bradbury 
used  the  rocks  his  shovel  struck  under  the  sod  to  build 
a  terrace.  He  also  added  the  studio,  porch,  and  garage 
and  stained  all  the  shingles  "to  marry  the  old  and  new." 
A  special  sense  of  harmony  in  color,  texture,  and  scale 
is  e\ery where  apparent.  "We  like  a  quiet  garden,  no 
sharp  drama,  no  clash  of  reds  and  yellows,"  Mrs.  Brad- 
bury says.  "The  only  time  the  garden  pulses  with  color  is 
at  iris  time."  She  likes  subtle  blues  and  grays,  uses  soft 
[  cameo  pinks  throughout,  and  groups  purple  pinks  in  one 
-area.  She  likes  lemon  yellow  on  her  palette  but  chrome 
yellow  as  a  mixer  in  a  garden.  Her  husband  says.  "If  a 
|  color  isn't  right,  up  it  comes.  At  first  I  thought  she  had 
springs  on  the  roots  of  those  plants."  Now  that  the  gar- 
den is  established  it  takes  care  of  itself — almost.  "You 
can't  tell  me  weeds  don't  think:  they  always  come  up 
next  to  a  plant  they  resemble,"  and  "Never  again  would 
I  garden  under  maples.  Something  is  always  coming 
down."  Though  they  do  nearly  everything  together,  Mr. 
Bradburv  insists  "My  wife  is  the  gardener.  I'm  the  handy- 
man"— an  ideal  combination  for  any  restoration  plans.

A  ONE-OF-A-KIND.-.  . 
ROOM  WITH  qUllt 

patterns  and

A  big  beautiful  bath  floats  in  the  center  of  a  beautiful  bedroom,  left.  A  pretty  waj 
live  flattered  with  powdered  pinks  and  baby  soft  blues  with  everythirg  glowing  like  a 
peaches-and-cream  complexion.  Part  of  the  charm  is  prettiness  underfoot — a  painted 
floor  blanketed  with  crisp  color.  The  basic  1-2-3  of  it  comes  in  a  new  stenciling  kit, 
so  easy  to  use  that  you  can  even  stencil  curved  shapes.  What  turns  effort  into  fun  are 
flexible  stencils  (1)  made  of  vinyl  that  you  can  use  alone  or  combined  together  as 
shown,  spray  painted  with  Krylon  Spray  Paint,  quick  color  that  comes  straight  out  of 
a  can.  Stencil  borders  (2)  and  (3)  outline  the  bed's  headboard.  A  flower  stencil  (4) 
edges  the  floor.  Patchwork  quilt  design  (5)  combined  with  the  tri- 
angles is  the  main  stenciling  that  goes  all  over  the  floor,  flows  up  the 
sides  of  the  bathtub  frame,  stairs,  and  onto 
the  platform  around  the  bed.  A  butterfly  sten- 
cil (6)  touches  the  corners  of  the  mirror.  All 
this  stenciling  excitement  you  can  do  your- 
self without  a  lot  of  know-how  or  experience. 


Here's  how  the  quick  stenciling 

works:  First  plot  the  allover 

design  by  laying  stencil  patterns  on  the  floor,  lightly  sketching  around 

cutouts  with  a  pencil,  making  sure  all  is  centered  and  straight.  Next. 

frame  stencils  with  6  inches  of  heavy  wrapping  paper  taped  on  with  masking 

tape.  The  stencil  is  then  ready  to  be  sprayed;  to  hold  it  flat  to  the 

floor,  spray  the  back  of  the  stencil  with  Krylon  adhesive.  Let  it  stand 

for  a  minute  then  lay  the  stencil  face  up  on  the  floor,  following  the  lines 

you  have  drawn.  Last,  spray  with  color.  Before  you  zip  off  the  stencil 

and  move  on  to  the  next  square,  pause  for  two  or  three  minutes  to  let 

paint  set.

Barnes,  a  doctor's  wife  with  a  taste  for  history  and  a  talent  for  writ- 
ing, have  stirred  the  whole  city  to  saving  and  restoring  architecture 
and  developing  the  potential  beauty  of  this  one-time  international 
cotton  center.  And  there  is  more  to  this  story  than  turning  crumbling 
Victorian  mansions  into  elegant  museums.  Through  citizens'  enthu- 
siasm and  local  government  efforts,  Waco  has  been  designated  one 
of  150  Model  Cities  in  the  nation  and  one  of  16  authorized  to  go 
city-wide,  with  a  $45  million  program  funded  by  the  federal  and 
state  governments.  Old  houses  are  being  rejuvenated,  a  new  cultural 
and  convention  center  just  completed.  There  will  be  a  green  belt 
running  through  the  heart  of  the  city  along  the  Brazos  River  banks, 
waterfront  marinas  to  open  up  the  joy  of  water  sports,  and  a  little 
village — a  sort  of  Williamsburg  in  miniature — to  capture  the  spirit 
of  the  old  frontier.  An  enthralling  Texas  Rangers  museum,  Fort 
Fisher,  has  been  created  down  by  the  river  where  Rangers  stayed 
in  1837,  and  extensive  refurbishing  planned  for  one  of  Waco's  na- 
tional landmarks,  the  1870  suspension  bridge  by  John  Roebling, 
architect  of  the  New  York  Brooklyn  Bridge.  Add  to  this :  five  great 
nineteenth-century  houses  rescued  from  becoming  dilapidated  tene- 
ment buildings,  some  to  serve  as  tourist  attractions,  others  as  work- 
ing houses.  All  this  activity,  this  "little  renaissance"  as  people  in 
Waco  call  it.  will  not  only  make  a  more  handsome  place  to  live, 
but  bring  new  prosperity,  too,  new  importance  to  a  city  that  sank 
sadlv  after  the  Depression.  Mrs.  Barnes,  (Continued  on  page  94) 
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Fort  House,  FAR  LEFT,  built  in  1868,  was  W  aco's  first  restoration.  Funds  came  from  the  local 
chapter  of  the  Junior  League  for  its  purchase.  A  group  of  businessmen,  including  the  late 
Stanton  Brown  and  V.  M.  Cox,  raised  money  for  its  renovation,  architect  Raiford  Stripling 
donated  his  services.  Like  most  of  the  restored  houses,  it  stands,  left  below,  surrounded  by

VILLAGE  SAVE 


"Do  your  work  as  if  you  had  a  thousand  years  to  live  and  as  if  you  were  to  die  tomorrow,"  said 
Mother  Ann  Lee  to  her  early  Shaker  disciples.  Suggestive  of  a  Zen  koan,  this  one  of  the  founder's 
many  sayings  seems  strangely  prophetic  of  Hancock  Shaker  Village  in  western  Massachusetts, 
a  commune  that  lasted  170  years.  Only  twelve  years  ago  did  this  enclave  established  in  1790 
finally  cease  to  function  as  the  home  of  a  decimated  "family"  of  the  United  Society  of  Be- 
lievers in  Christ's  Second  Appearing.  Yet  today  half  of  its  twenty-two  buildings  have  already 
been  restored  by  a  group  composed  for  the  most  part  of  local  lifelong  friends  of  the  Shakers 
as  a  permanent  "thousand-year"  conservatory  of  their  inspiring  work  and  design  tradition. 
Hancock  is  now  the  largest  Shaker  museum  in  the  Northeast. 

Paradox  was  the  essence  of  the  Shaker  accomplishment  in  architecture,  furniture,  and 
handcrafts  that  look  so  amazingly  modern  today.  Turning  their  backs  on  beauty,  the  Shakers 
achieved  a  unique  kind  of  beauty.  Revering  work  as  a  spiritual  exercise,  they  devised  uncount- 

^__able  work  savers,  anticipating  generations 
of  efficiency  engineers.  Deliberately  cutting 
themselves  off  from  "the  world"  around 
them — the  emerging  America  of  the  late 
I  eighteenth  and  early  nineteenth  centuries — 
the  Shakers  created  a  style  of  design  that  was 
[more  purely,  more  exclusively  American 
1  than  Philadelphia  {Continued  on  page  95)

5  ounces  stale  white  bread, 

crusts  removed 
Milk 
1  small  onion,  finely  chopped 

1  pound  finely  ground  real 

2  ounces  pork  fat,  minced 

1  teaspoon  chopped  fresh  thyme  or 
Vs  teaspoon  dried  thyme 

7-8  teaspoons  cold  water 

Salt,  freshly  ground  pepper, 
paprika 

Flour 

Oil  or  hatter 

Tomato  Sauce  (see  recipe  below) 

2-3  tablespoons  sour  cream  or 
yoghurt 

8-10  black  olives,  pitted 

1  lemon  cut  into  eighths 

Soak  the  bread  for  l/>  hour  in 
enough  milk  to  cover  well. 
Squeeze  dry  in  a  linen  towel  and 
crumble  into  a  bowl.  Mix  in  the 
onion,  veal.  fat.  and  thyme. 
Knead  together  very  thoroughly, 
adding  the  water  little  by  little. 
Season  well  with  salt,  pepper, 
and  paprika.  Shape  into  small 
balls  about  the  size  of  a  marble 
and  roll  lightly  in  flour.  Saute 
quickly  in  oil  or  butter  until 
browned.  Arrange  in  a  deep 
ovenproof  dish  and  spoon  over 
the  tomato  sauce — enough  so  it 
just  covers  the  fricadelles.  Bake 
in  a  325°  oven  for  15-20  min- 
utes. The  meatballs  and  sauce 
may  be  prepared  in  advance, 
frozen  separately,  then  thawed 
and  put  together  before  baking.

who  started  the  Historic  Waco 
Foundation  with  three  people 
("It  was  called  the  Heritage  So- 
ciety then.  There  were  just 
three  of  us  all  interested  in  Texas 
history:  one  a  former  mayor  of 
Waco,  Roger  Conger;  Mrs.  Bar- 
clay Megarity;  and  I  and  we  used 
to  meet  once  a  month  upstairs  in 
the  library."),  has  supervised  the 
restorations  of  three  great  old 
houses  with  funds  from  the  Coo- 
per and  other  foundations.  More 
and  more  people  have  joined  in. 
Mr.  Ferris  Megarity  has  been  a 
special  source  of  encouragement. 
Mrs.  G.  H.  Pape  has  not  only 
given  major  financial  help  to- 
ward two  houses  but  also  is  busy 
planning  marvelous  tree-filled 
roads  all  around  them. 

The  daughter  of  former 
Texas  Governor  Pat  Neff,  Mrs. 
Frank  Wilcox,  donated  furniture 
from  her  father's  Early  American 
and  Texas  Collection.  Mrs.  Spen- 
cer Brown  revived  the  Cotton 
Palace  Pageant  (a  great  annual 
event  when  Waco  was  a  cotton 
center),  which  has  become  part 
of  an  elegant  social  weekend 
drawing  more  visitors  and  more 
enthusiasm  for  restoration.  Mrs. 
George  Nalle  rejuvenated  one  of 
the  prettiest  old  houses,  offered 
it  as  a  meeting  place  for  faculty 
from  Baylor  University,  and  put 
a  student  couple  in  it  as  custo- 
dians. Her  energy  never  faltered, 
even  when  vandals  smashed 
every  one  of  the  Victorian  glass 
windows  in  the  house,  and  the 
local  council  surrounded  the 
place  with  a  complex  of  new 
roads  swirling  from  a  concrete 
cloverleaf.  Mrs.  Edward  Bolton 
helped  to  revitalize  a  graceful 
riverside  mansion,  establishing  it 
as  a  focal  point  for  the  spring  art 
show  and  Brazos  River  Festival 
and  Pilgrimage.  The  Bolton 
Foundation  has  contributed  to 
three  of  the  house  restorations. 

Miss  Ida  Morris  gave  her 
family's  cherished  antiques  for 
three  houses,  with  a  great  deal 
of  silver,  rugs,  and  other  acces- 
sories. Mrs.  George  E.  Wolfe  spe- 
cialized in  the  flower  arrange- 
ments for  all  the  houses,  which 
are  filled  with  furniture  of  the 
period,  carefully  and  painstak- 
ingly selected   by   Mrs.    Barnes. 

Helping  to  reinforce  public 
opinion  about  the  value  of  saving 
Waco's  architectural  heritage 
and  trying  to  improve  the  quality 
of  urban  life  in  general  has  been 
a  team  of  architects  and  city 
planners  under  the  direction  of 
a  sociologist  from  Tulane  Uni- 


versity, Mr.  James  Miller.  "This 
city,  like  most  cities  in  the  na- 
tion," he  declares,  "has  never 
been  involved  in  the  human  side 
of  services.  People  have  always 
seen  that  as  either  the  county's 
responsibility  or  the  United 
Fund's  responsibility  or  the  nice 
volunteer  groups'  burden.  Our 
community  renewal  program  has 
changed  that  focus  entirely.  It  is 
very  heavily  involved  in  both  the 
humanitarian  part  as  well  as  the 
physical  part,  and  despite  peo- 
ple's negative  feelings  about  fed- 
eral aid— Waco  has  always  been 
conservative  about  outside  help 
—this  has  been  one  time  that  the 
total  city  has  pretty  well  gotten 
behind  a  program  to  achieve  the 
environment  we  all  desire." 

For  Mrs.  Barnes,  it  all  seems 
a  long  way  from  the  days  when 
she  used  to  give  slide  lectures 
to  clubs  explaining  the  history 
of  Waco's  houses.  She  has  seen 
the  Heritage  Society  grow  into 
a  healthy  organization,  under  the 
chairmanship  for  many  years  of 
Mr.  Robert  E.  Davis,  and  watched 
with  some  pride  the  success  of 
her  decorative  arts  classes.  They 
provide  funds  to  do  many  things 
for  the  houses.  "We  started  so 
timidly  with  twenty-five  people 
and  now  we  have  a  waiting  list 
and  seventeen  men  enrolled  in 
the  evening  session." 

She  adds:  "I  wanted  to 
make  Waco  a  prettier  place  to 
live.  I  had  a  dream  that  one  day 
we  would  restore  five  houses.  As 
time  went  along  I  began  to  get 
much  more  ambitious.  Now  I'd 
like  to  do  two  or  three  more.  I 
have  such  visions— hanging  bas- 
kets in  the  streets,  the  beautifica- 
tion  of  downtown  Waco,  flower- 
ing things  all  around  the  histori- 
cal  landmarks.  We  have  three 
national  landmarks  and  now 
twelve  state  plaques,  they're 
rather  special,  from  the  Texas 
Historical  Survey  Committee 
and  awarded  to  architecturally 
important  old  buildings.  The  key 
to  these  restorations?  First  for  a 
town  to  restore  anything  it  takes 
a  few  very  dedicated  people.  Sec- 
ondly, it  takes  the  services  of  a 
very  competent,  knowledgeable 
restoration  architect.  Thirdly,  if 
not  first,  it  takes  lots  of  money. 
But  more  than  anything  it's  dedi- 
cation and  hard  work  on  the  part 
of  a  few  people.  I've  had  lots  of 
pleasure,  lots  of  heartache,  lots  of 
frustration,  and  lots  of  anger- 
all  sorts  of  human  emotions 
through  this  work.  But  I  guess 
I'll  never  retire."

When  word 
an|  around  thai  the  las!  two 
Shaker  Sisters  still  living  there 
were  preparing  to  move  away 
and  the  Society  of  Believers  \\  as 
about  to  piii  the  1 ,000  acre  prop 
ert)  on  ili('  market,  a  group  ol 
concerned  citizens  in  the  Berk 
shires  rounded  up  relatives, 
friends,  neighbors,  and  a  few  mu- 
seum directors  thirtj  -three  peo- 
ple in  all  and  negotiated  a  loan 
from  a  local  bank.  Incorporating 
themselves  as  Shaker  Communi- 
ty ,  Inc.,  in  L960,  they  boughl  the 
property  directly  limn  the  Shak- 
ers for  $125,000,  exactly  half  the 
original  asking  price.  Several 
larger  offers  from  commercial  de- 
velopers had  been  turned  down 
because  die  Shakers  were  willing 
to  sacrifice  the  money  in  order  to 
help  the  restorers  achieve  their 
aims.  The  next  step  was  to  raise 
money  for  the  rehabilitation  oi 
the  various  buildings  that  had 
been  constructed  there  over  the 
deeades  from  1790  to  1894. 
Chief  among  them  was  the 
Round  Stone  Barn,  the  most  fa- 
mous Shaker  building  in  the  U.  S. 
Repeatedly  during  the  sixties, 
that  structure,  bv  then  about  to 
collapse,  was  shored  up  on  an 
emergency  basis  until  a  thorough- 
going restoration  was  facilitated 
hv  a  special  gift  from  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Frederick  W.  Beinecke  and 
the  cooperation  of  the  George  A. 
Fuller  Company  in  performing 
the  construction  work  at  cost. 

Now  underway  at  Hancock 
is  the  building  of  a  brand-new 
visitor's  center  designed  bv  ar- 
chitect Terry  F.  Hallock  of  Pitts- 
field.  "It  is  essentially  a  modern 
building,"  says  Mrs.  Lawrence  K. 
Miller,  president  of  Shaker  Com- 
munity, "but  it  incorporates 
Shaker  architectural  details  be- 
cause we  wanted  to  show  how 
compatible  they  are  with  modern 
design." 

Mr.  Hallock,  official  archi- 
tect of  the  restoration,  has  super- 
vised the  work  on  all  the  build- 
ings except  the  latest  to  be  reha- 
bilitated—the  Ice  House.  Archi- 
tect for  that  was  a  young  man 
who  had  just  graduated  from  Co- 
lumbia School  of  Architecture- 
fames  Tobin.  Says  Mrs.  Miller, 
"He  came  up  here  originally  as  a 
student  with  Professor  James 
Htch    and    became    fascinated 


with  Shaker  design  I  he  fee 
House  was  his  first  job  alter  lie 
gi  ii  mil  (il  school  he  even  worked 
on  it  manually.  I  think  it  is  so 
gratifying  to  know  we  have 
young  architects  today  who  are 

both     interested    and     trained     lo 

save  America's  important  histor 
ic  buildings. 

Superficially,  early  Shaker 
architecture  resembles  the  wood- 
framed  clapboard  houses  and 
churches  buill  all  o\  er  New  En 
gland  timing  the  same  period. 
But  there  are  subtle  differences. 
And,  like  all  Shaker  design,  the 
distinction  oi  Shaker  buildings 
arose  directly  from  Shakei  reli 
gious  philosophy.  For  instance: 
headings,  moldings,  and  cornices 
"merely  for  fancy"  were  strictly 
forbidden  as  superfluous  and  dis- 
tracting, therefore  never  used. 
That  regularity  and  order  were 
among  the  Shakers  highest  val- 
ues was  reflected  in  the  place- 
ment of  windows  and  doors  with 
a  precision  almost  classical.  Since 
the  only  allowable  form  of  "beau- 
ty" was  utility,  buildings  were 
carefully  designed  to  fit  their  in- 
tended functions.  In  the  case  of 
a  Shaker  dwelling  intended  to 
house  a  "family"  of  thirty  to  a 
hundred  members  sworn  to  celi- 
bacy, this  meant  providing  sepa- 
rate but  equal  quarters  for  both 
sexes— which  led  naturally  to  ar- 
chitectural symmetry.  Shaker 
bouses  as  well  as  Shaker  meeting 
bouses  had  double  entrances. 
The  Shaker  doctrine  of  perfec- 
tion prompted  a  quality  of  work- 
manship in  architectural  detail 
that  was  on  a  par  with  fine  cab- 
inetwork. And  the  Shaker  view 
of  work  as  a  religious  ritual  re- 
sulted in  strictly  utilitarian  build- 
ings—such as  Hancock's  Machine 
Shop  on  page  78— of  the  same 
style  and  quality  as  Shaker 
houses. 

The  Round  Stone  Barn  at 
Hancock  was  probably  not  the 
first  round  bam  in  America,  but 
in  1826  when  it  was  built  it  was 
the  largest  (270  feet  in  circum- 
ference), the  most  inventive,  and 
in  later  years  the  most  influen- 
tial. Its  anonymous  designers  not 
only  worked  out  an  exceptional 
labor-saving  plan  for  their  pur- 
poses—storing hay  and  housing 
fifty-two  head  of  cattle— but  they 
took  full  advantage  of  the  natur- 
ally sloping  site,  building  the 
barn  on  three  levels,  each  of 
which  could  be  approached  di- 
rectly from  the  ground.  Among 
the  ingenious  details  of  its  origi- 


nal or  revised  versions  ''it  was  re

I  >ui  ing 
the    lasi    decades    ol    the    hum' 
leenih  century,  the  Round  Barn 
was  widely  publicized   in   farm 
journals   as   a   model   ol    efficient 
planning  ami  widely  copied,  in 
wood,  on  the  new  larger  farms  ol 
the  Middle  West. 

To  furnish  the  restored 
buildings  at  Hancock  Village, 
Shaker  Community,  Inc.,  has  col- 
lected furniture  and  other  arti- 
facts made  in  almost  every  one 
ol  the  eighteen  Shakei-  com- 
munes that  once  flourished  in  the 
U.  S.  Although  there  were  some 
regional  differences  among  Shak- 
er furniture,  there  were  more 
similarities  since  its  makers  put 
great  store  by  uniformity,  which 
to  them  signified  spiritual  unity. 
As  with  their  architecture,  the 
Shakers'  disdain  for  superfluities 
led  to  pared-down  designs  of 
singular  delicacy  and  lightness. 
Yet  their  passion  for  perfection 
produced  exceptionally  sturdy 
construction.  Some  Shaker  crafts- 
men, it  is  said,  believed  their 
designs  originated  in  heaven  and 
were  conveyed  to  them  by  the 
angels. 

Probably  the  best  known  are 
the  rocking  chairs  like  those  in 
the  World's  Parlor  on  page  79,  al- 
though rockers  were  not  widely 
used  in  Shaker  houses.  In  fact 
overindulgence  in  that  worldly 
comfort  was  frowned  upon— only 
one  rocker  was  permitted  in  a  re- 
tiring room  or  dormitory  for  four. 
But  rocking  chairs  as  well  as 
other  types  were  sold  widely  by 
mail,  especially  bv  the  Shakers  of 
New  Lebanon.  Once  established, 
the  basic  rocking  chair  design 
changed  only  in  details,  but  there 
was  considerable  variety  in  scale 
—broad  sturdy  chairs  for  large- 
framed  Brethren,  narrow  chairs 
for  little  old  ladies. 

Inventive  details  distin- 
guished the  Shakers'  armless 
chairs  from  somewhat  similar 
slat-back  American  chairs  of  the 
same  period.  For  instance,  the 
back  legs  of  the  Shaker  three-slat

"tilting  chairs"  were  equipped 
with  a  ball-in-socket  device  that 
allowed  the  Brethren  to  tilt  their 
chairs  back  from  the  table  with- 
out danger  of  falling  over  back- 
ward themselves  or  having  the 
chair  legs  collapse  under  them. 
To  clear  the  floor  for  sweeping, 
three-slat  chairs  were  simply 
hung  up  on  the  wall  on  wooden 
pegs  that  studded  the  perimeter 
of  every  Shaker  room.  But  dining 
chairs  with  only  one  or  two  slats 
were  often  designed  with  backs 
low  enough  to  let  the  whole  chair 
be  pushed  under  the  table  be- 
tween meals.  Spindle-back  chairs 
for  desk  or  other  work  somewhat 
resembled  comb-back  Windsors, 
but  they  usually  had  what  no 
Windsor  did:  a  revolving  mech- 
anism in  the  base. 

The  Shakers'  passion  for  or- 
der—epitome of  the  place-for- 
e  very  thing-  everything-  in-its- 
place  rule— led  logically  to  a  pro- 
liferation of  storage  furniture, 
usually  a  combination  of  drawers 
and  cupboards.  (It  seemed  so 
obvious  that  somethings  fit  better 
in  the  one,  some  in  the  other.) 
And  their  related  passions  for 
cleanliness  and  labor  saving 
prompted  them  to  have  most  of 
these  storage  pieces  built  in.  In- 
corporated in  the  Brick  Dwelling 
at  Hancock,  according  to  the 
elder  who  supervised  the  con- 
struction, were  245  cupboard 
doors  and  369  drawers.  Clearly 
the  Shakers  belonged  to  the 
closed-door  school  of  storage: 
Only  utensils  that  were  in  con- 
stant use  were  kept  in  plain  sight. 

In  spite  of  the  general  ten- 
dency toward  uniformity,  Shaker 
tables  show  tremendous  diversity 
because  each  was  designed  for  a 
specific  function,  specific  circum- 
stances. One  of  the  circumstances 
was  the  communal  life  style  that 
called  for  Believers  to  work  to- 
gether. So  the  sewing  tables,  for 
instance,  often  had  drawers  that 
opened  from  either  side,  and 
kitchen  tables  like  the  one  on 
page  79  were  long  enough  for 
several  Sisters  to  share. 

"You  must  not  lose  one  mo- 
ment of  time,"  Mother  Ann  Lee 
told  her  followers,  "for  you  have 
none  to  spare."  So  the  Shakers 


used  all  their  wits  to  devise  ways 
of  saving  labor  and  thus  saving 
time  (which  thev  could  then 
spend  presumably  in  more  labor) . 
Among  their  myriad  inventions: 
window  sash  that  could  be  re- 
moved for  washing;  window- 
shade  rollers  set  into  the  plaster 
walls  and  controlled  bv  ingenious 
wooden  wheels.  The  circular  saw 
is  said  to  have  been  invented  by 
a  Shaker  Sister  ( the  Shakers  rare- 
ly took  out  patents  on  their  inven- 
tions—"too  worldly" ) .  In  her  eyes, 
the  Brethren  had  to  work  far  too 
hard  with  straight  saws  for  what 
they  accomplished. 

From  its  beginnings  in 
America  in  the  1770s,  the  Shaker 
sect  has  consistently  advocated 
ideas  that  many  people  call  new 
in  the  1970s:  living  in  com- 
munes; granting  an  exalted  status 
to  women  (theirs  is  a  Mother- 
Father  God);  stripping  the  in- 
door "environment"  to  its  bare 
essentials.  But  their  dedication  to' 
celibacy  inevitably  checked  their 
expansion— forecast,  in  fact,  their 
eventual  extinction. 

Today  there  are  only  fifteen 
Sisters  left  (no  Brethren)  and 
two  surviving  communes— one  in 
Canterbury,  N.H.,  the  other  in 
Sabbathday  Lake,  Me.  (A  mem- 
ber of  the  latter  group,  Eldress 
Gertrude  M.  Soule,  is  an  honor- 
ary trustee  of  Hancock  Village.) 
But  the  vitality  of  the  Shaker 
tradition  and  spirit  remains  un- 
quenchable. A  contemporary 
friend  of  the  Shakers  and  student 
of  their  culture  gives  testimony: 
Toward  the  end  of  an  exhausting 
day  he  had  spent  trekking  up  and 
down  stairs  and  from  building  to 
building  with  an  elderlv  Shaker 
Sister,  he  said  to  her,  "Sister 
Emma,  you  must  be  tired." 

"I  am,"  she  admitted,  "but 
I'll  get  over  it.  I  always  have."

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HOW  TO  REFRESH 
CARVED 
URNITURE 
LIKE  AN 
EXPERT 


Carved  furniture  often  lies  unloved  in  a  dusty  attic,  unwanted  (and  inexpensive)  in  ■>  du',fy  '-hop, 
because  the  rescue  work  seems  daunting.  Even  if  all  it  needs  is  a  simple  cleanup,  gleam-up,  and 
rewaxing,  you  think  of  those  curlicues  and  sigh.  If  a  carving  is  broken  or  missing,  you  know  you 
need  professional  help  and  figure  the  cleanup  will  also  have  to  be  done  by  an  expert,  and  at  prices 
as  fancy  as  the  carving.  We  talked  with  John  Torretta  of  Antique  Refinishing  Corporation,  and  as 
we  watched  him  bring  a  Jacobean  chaise  longue  back  to  its  original  beauty  and  usefulness,  we 
gleaned  these  at-home  tips:  Go  to  a  professional  if  you  need  wood  carved,  but  do  the  rest  of  the 
work  yourself  if  you  want.  Household  cleansers  such  as  Spic  and  Span  can  be  used  if  you  are 
careful  not  to  let  the  furniture  stay  wet  and  are  extra  careful  with  veneers.  Brushes  are 
better  than  cloth  to  get  into  carvings.  Wear  gloves;  work  on  a  dry  day  in  an  airy  room. 


To  clean  carvings:  With  scrub  brush  and  0000  steel  wool,  wash  down  a  carved  piece  with  i 
cleaning  solution,  such  as  Spic  and  Span.  Alternate  the  scrub  brush  and  steel  wool,  using  c 
circular  motion  to  get  into  all  the  curlicues.  Use  a  cloth  to  dry  as  you  work,  being  care 
ful  not  to  let  water  remain  on  any  one  spot.  Do  not  scrub  the  piece  so  hard  that  the  origina 
finish  is  scraped.  Repeat  steps  until  a  fresh  dry  cloth  comes  clean.  With  a  large  camelhair 
brush  give  the  cleaned  piece  a  good  buffing  to  remove  any  remaining  particles  of  dust, 
wool,  or  lint.  Let  piece  sit  overnight  to  dry  thoroughly  if  you  plan  to  shellac  or  wax. 

21  o  blend  in  any  repairs:  If  carvings  have 
had  to  be  repaired  or  any  missing  parts 
replaced,  make  sure  the  new  wood  and 
joints  are  smooth.  Use  sandpaper — #80 
garnet  finishing  sandpaper,  then  finer 
#120.  To  make  the  old  and  new  wood  a 
uniform  color,  tint  the  new  wood  with  a  mixture  of 
water  and  dry  color  pigment  such  as  H.  Behlen's 
watercolors.  Mix  color  in  a  cup  or  jar,  stirring  till  all 
pigment  dissolves.  Use  an  artist's  brush,  preferably 
sable.  Practice  on  scrap  wood  first  to  ensure  exact 
color  desired.  Then  apply  to  new  wood  until  the  repair  is  scarcely  discernible.  Use  as  dry  a  brush  as  possible.  Rub  when  dry  with  steel  wool  to  smooth 
any  change  in  the  wood  grain  that  might  be  caused  by  touching  exposed  wood  with  water. 
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3  To  restore  the  eld  gleam:  Apply  a  shellac  mix  sparingly  with  a  good  oxhair  or  camel- 
hair  brush.  For  dark  wood,  solution  can  be  one  part  orange  shellac,  one  part  clear 
shellac,  two  parts  alcohol;  you  might  want  to  add  a  touch  of  your  dry  color  pigment. 
Use  a  rapid  circular  motion.  If  solution  froths  up  a  bit,  work  it  in  lightly  with  your 
brush.  Use  very  thin  coats,  or  one  coat  may  be  enough.  When  thoroughly  dry,  and 
working  as  always  only  on  a  dry  day,  use  cheesecloth  dipped  in  a  solution  such  as 
Qual-A-Sol  to  soften  and  mellow  the  shine.  Cheesecloth  should  be  wet  but  not  dripping;  if  it  is  too 
dry,  it  will  pull.  Pad  back  and  forth,  lightly.  Let  dry  and  go  over  piece  gently  with  0000  steel  wool. 

4  To  wax  carved  furniture:  Get  a  ready-made  liquid  wax,  a  dark  one  for  dark 
furniture.  Or  combine  Butcher's  paste  wax,  black  Japan  color,  and  solvent 
in  a  jar  (a  common  professional  ratio  is  5  parts  wax  and  3  parts  Japan 
color  to  8  parts  benzine).  Keep  windows  open  while  working.  Japan  color 
will  bring  out  the  irregularities  and  character  of  the  wood  but  should  not 
change  its  color.  Rub  wax  on  with  clean  folded  cheesecloth.  Then  use  a 
camelhair  brush  to  get  into  all  the  crevices.  Buff  with  fresh  cheesecloth  till  piece  gleams.

Sikorski  Skv  Cranes  they  are 
using  todav  for  off-shore  loading 
of  cargo  packed  in  40-foot  con- 
tainers. 

What  is  the  essence  of  the 
modular  housing  system  you  de- 
signed at  Cornell? 

As  I  mentioned  earlier,  our 
system  combines  panels  and  box- 
es. The  boxes  would  be  wet  units 
primarily  but  instead  of  being 
stacked  one  on  top  of  the  other 
or  side  by  side  in  a  long  row,  as 
in  some  existing  systems,  they 
would  be  spaced  apart.  Ceiling 
panels  would  be  used  to  span 
the  space  between,  and  that 
space  would  become  the  living 
room.  There  would  be  no  limit 
to  how  long  the  room  could  be— 
the  only  limit  would  be  the  struc- 
tural capacity  of  the  panels. 

Would  the  panels  and  boxes 
be  sold  separately? 

Ultimately,  perhaps,  but  in 
the  beginning  you  would  buy 
the  whole  package  and  use  the 
individual  modules  essentially  to 
capture  space.  The  boxes  give 
you  two  finished  sides  and  with 
the  panels  you  have  a  ceiling. 
Then  you  just  close  in  the  ends. 
Our  report  shows  four  quite  dif- 
ferent ways  to  use  the  concept 
for  a  variety  of  housing  all  the 
way  from  single-family  detached 
houses  to  row  houses,  town 
houses,  and  high-rise  apartments. 
By  differing  the  arrangement,  for 
instance,  the  same  house  could 
serve  the  needs  of  a  young  cou- 
ple without  children,  a  couple 
with  small  children,  a  middle- 
aged  couple  with  five  teenagers, 
and  a  retired  couple. 

What  materials  is  modular 
housing  usually  built  of? 

Until  very  recently,  most 
modular  units  were  of  conven- 
tional wood-frame  construction. 
Our  system— we  call  it  "second 
generation"  design— is  based  on 
a  steel  frame  or  chassis  on  which 
you  can  hang  anything  you  want. 
You  can  stick  to  conventional 
construction— hang  wood  2-by-4s 
on  the  steel  chassis— and  the 
whole  business  will  look  absolute- 
ly conventional,  but  it  will  be 
more  rigid  and  easy  to  work  with. 
You  can  also  hang  on  the  steel 
frame  anything  you  want  in 
terms  of  appliances,  heating  sys- 
tems, etc.  One  of  the  problems 
you  have  when  you  are  putting  a 
lot  of  modules  together  is  fitting. 
Steel  is  a  precision  material  while 
wood  is  not— it's  a  live  material. 


Actually  the  idea  of  the  steel 
frame  was  borrowed  from  the 
automobile,  which  starts  with  a 
chassis  to  which  you  add  a  basic 
body  pattern.  Most  people  don't 
realize,  when  they  look  at  three 
or  four  different  models  of  a  car, 
that  they  all  have  the  same  chas- 
sis. The  body  package  is  abso- 
lutely identical,  but  the  models 
look  different  because  of  different 
interiors,  different  paint,  different 
trim.  You  are  getting  the  produc- 
tion economies  of  spreading  one 
chassis  over  three  or  more  price 
levels.  In  our  modular  system  we 
are  proposing  the  same  thing. 

What  kind  of  labor  do  you 
need  for  modular  housing? 

The  beauty  of  modular  con- 
struction is  that  you  do  not  need 
skilled  labor.  One  of  the  leading 
manufacturers  in  the  field  today 
started  out  with  sixty-five  em- 
ployees taken  right  off  the  neigh- 
boring farms.  These  people 
quicklv  learned  to  take  a  2-by-4 
that  was  painted  red  on  one  end, 
put  it  over  a  red  mark  on  an  I- 
beam,  then  put  another  I-beam 
against  it,  and  hit  it  with  an  auto- 
matic nailing  machine.  This  kind 
of  construction  does  not  require 
skilled  plumbers  either.  In  fact,  I 
predict  that  in  five  years  50  per- 
cent of  the  employees  in  these 
factories  will  be  women.  We 
don't  identify  women  with  the 
construction  industry,  but  under 
factory  conditions,  a  good  deal  of 
the  work  is  not  heavy  work.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  a  good  deal  of  it 
requires  a  certain  kind  of  sensitiv- 
ity that  I  think  women  have. 

But  aren't  the  labor  unions 
going  to  resist? 

So  far,  they  are  not  resisting. 
A  very  important  national  con- 
tract was  signed  about  a  year  ago 
between  a  leading  manufacturer 
and  the  United  Brotherhood  of 
Carpenters  and  Joiners  that  ac- 
cepts what  is  called  mill  labor- 
factory  workers  at  factory  wages 
—into  the  union  and  also  permits 
them  to  work  on  the  installation 
of  the  houses  at  the  sites. 

How  do  you  know  this  un- 
skilled labor  is  going  to  put  a 
house  together  right? 

Well,  just  think  about  how 
houses  are  built  today.  Housing 
is  the  only  industry  that  has  gone 
through  the  industrial  revolution 
without  becoming  industrialized. 
We  are  putting  houses  together 
the  way  we  always  did— a  bits- 
and-pieces  approach  involving  a 
sequence  of  operations  by  hide-

Do  you  think  conventional 
methods  of  building  are  going  to 
disappear? 

No,  I'm  not  suggesting  tliev 
will  disappear.  Hut  I  believe  that 
it's  going  to  be  more  and  more 
impossible  for  this  tvpe  of  build- 
ing to  satisfy  the  bulk  oi  our 
needs.  Like  most  craft-produced 
objects,  craft-produced  houses 
will  be  available  only  to  those 
who  can  afford  custom-made 
shoes,  custom-made  suits,  cus- 
tom-made automobiles.  In  this 
I  country  there  are  enough  affluent 
people  who  want  highly  individ- 
ualized houses  and  can  pay  the 
price  to  keep  the  remaining  sup- 
'  ply  of  craft  workers  busy.  But 
who  is  going  to  take  care  of  mid- 
dle-income families?  The  answer 
to  their  needs  is  the  new  tech- 
'  nology. 

When  houses  are  built  in 
factories,  who  puts  them  up  on 
the  site? 

Local  contractors  or  builders 
prepare  the  site,  prepare  the 
foundation,  supervise  erection  of 
the  units,  and  the  finishing.  The 
job  goes  very  quickly.  The  build- 
ers make  smaller  profits,  but  the 
number  of  houses  they  can  put 
up  in  a  given  time  makes  up  the 
difference. 

Does  modular  housing  re- 
quire  a  special  kind  of  site? 

No.  It  can  be  built  anywhere 
and  it  can  make  more  efficient 
use  of  the  site.  One  of  the  things 
we  did  in  our  second  Cornell 
study  was  to  look  at  modular 
housing  in  relation  to  the  land  in 
our  area  around  Ithaca,  which 
has  a  lot  of  hillside  sites.  Usually 
hillsides  are  avoided  for  building 
but  they  are  really  ideal  because 
they   provide   everyone    with    a 
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beautiful     view,     sunshine,     and 

I  resh  air,  Modulai  houses  can  be 

designed  to  cascade  down  die 
hill  and  at  the  same  lime  main- 
tain as  much  ol  the  enviro mt, 

the  natural  en\  ironment,  as  pos- 
sible. This  lakes  a  minimum  ol 
foundation  w  ork  the  houses  can 
be  supported  on  posts.   Making 

use  ol   hillside  sites  is  one  w 
get  at  land  costs. 

Is  modular  const  ruction  re- 
stricted to  multi-family  housing 
or  can  it  be  used  foi  single-family 
houses,  too? 

Certainly  modular  construc- 
tion can  be  used  for  single-family 
houses.  Kul  for  the  next  several 
years  I  believe  the  bulk  ol  the 
demand  for  modular  units  will  be 
for  multi-family  housing,  the 
kind  young  people  are  more  like- 
lv  to  want.  The  kids  reaching 
marriageable  age  today  are  much 
more  mobile,  much  more  inde- 
pendent than  the  generation  that 
built  up  suburbia  alter  World 
War  II.  Thev  are  going  to  move 
around  for  the  first  five  or  si\ 
years,  and  what  thev  want  are 
apartments  close  to  urban  cen- 
ters. But  these  modular  units  can 
be  just  as  effective  for  single  fam- 
ily houses. 

Will  it  be  possible  to  achieve 
any  hind  of  variety  or  individuali- 
ty with  modular  housing? 

Most  people  think  mass-pro- 
duction always  results  in  a  stan- 
dardized, repeated,  and  un- 
changeable product.  But  even- 
tually I  believe  industrialization 
of  housing  will  achieve  the  econ- 
omies inherent  in  standardization 
yet  offer  a  surprisingly  wide 
range  of  possibilities.  That  may 
sound  like  a  contradiction  but  I 
don't  think  it  is.  The  automobile 
is  far  more  standardized  than 
most  people  realize,  yet  it  offers 
a  wide  range  of  variations.  With 
the  continued  use  of  the  comput- 
er, for  instance,  we  are  going  to 
find  that  we  can  get  more  and 
more  variety  without  losing  any 
of  the  advantages  of  standardiza- 
tion. Industrialization  should  not 
mean  sameness.  Look  at  the 
houses  we  build  by  conventional 
methods.  Are  thev  anv  more 
varied?  The  big  developers  oiler 
you  perhaps  six  different  choices 
that  vary  only  in  details  like  the 
type  of  roof  or  the  placement  of 
the  garage. 

Will  modular  construction 
greatly  loner  costs?

ut  the  carved  look  is  simply  the  result  of  twisting 
iree  plant  stems  together.  The  process  is  begun  by 
lanting  three  rooted  cuttings  as  close  together  as  pos- 
ble,  giving  them  best  conditions  for  quick  growth, 
visting  and  tying  them  together  as  they  grow.  Twist- 
ig  must  he  done  while  plant  tissues  are  soft  and  flexi- 
le, otherwise  cracks  will  appear.  Ties  are  best  made 
ith  stretchable  plastic  strips,  but  even  so  should  be 
hanged  often  to  prevent  cutting  into  the  rapidly  grow- 
ig  stems.  As  the  three  stalks  grow  together  to  form  a 
ingle  one,  it  ought  to  be  tied  to  a  stake  to  make  sure 
stays  upright.  Growing  tips  should  be  pinched  off 
a  cause  branching  at  the  height  you  want  the  head  of

about  whether  we  can  produce 
truly  low-cost  housing  by  any 
method,  any  more  than  General 
Motors  could  produce  a  $300  au- 
tomobile that  was  anything  but  a 
bicycle  with  sheet  metal  on  it. 
But  industrialization  should  help 
eventually  to  lower  the  cost  of 
housing.  Today,  for  instance,  the 
costs  of  conventional  building  are 
increasing  on  an  inclined  plane 
that's  just  going  off  into  space. 
But  as  conventional  building 
costs  continue  to  go  up,  the  cost 
of  modular  housing  will  flatten 
out.  The  advantage  of  modular 
construction  is  that  the  longer 
you  produce  a  system,  the  more 
efficiently  you  can  do  it,  and  the 
more  economies  you  can  achieve. 
When  a  manufacturer  has  built 
up  his  volume  until  it  crosses  the 
point  where  he  has  paid  off  his 
capital  investment,  you  should  be 
able  to  see  some  really  apprecia- 
ble differences  in  cost.  There  are 
also  a  number  of  costs  that  are 
not  directly  related  to  construc- 
tion. Land  is  one,  financing  is  an- 
other—very big  factors  in  the  cost 
of  a  house,  and  modular  housing 
is  going  to  affect  those,  too.  If 
you  use  the  land  more  efficiently 
you  will,  in  effect,  lower  the  cost 
of  land  per  living  unit.  If  you  can 
put  up  houses  faster  you'll  reduce 
the  cost  of  financing.  For  exam- 
ple, if  a  builder  can  complete  a 
year's  job  in  six  months:  not  only 
would  he  save  six  months'  interim 
financing,  but  he  would  make 
that  money  available  to  some- 
body else.  Then  interest  rates 
would  drop  because  the  cost  of 
money  is  directlv  related  to  its 
availability. 

What  about  architecture- 
can  modular  housing  hope  to 
have  any  esthetic  quality? 

There  is  nothing  in  the  con- 
cept of  modular  construction  that 
keeps  it  from  being  architecture. 
We  must  also  look  at  these  houses 
in  terms  of  how  well  they  really 
work.  Houses  can  frustrate  peo- 
ple. Houses  can  be  the  sources  of 
irritation.  Older  people,  for  in- 
stance, are  going  to  need  essen- 
tially maintenance-free  environ- 
ments, particularly  older  people 
who  can  still  live  alone. 

How  about  human  needs— 
can  tJtci/  be  met,  too? 

A  house  must  meet  human 
needs— not  only  the  need  for  ef- 
ficiency but  psychological  or 
emotional  needs  as  well.  At  Cor- 


nell we  are  as  concerned  abo 
them  as  we  are  about  esthetics  J 
technology.    In  our   departme 
we  have  three  kinds  of  speciJ 
ists:    a  design  group;   a  hum  J 
factor  group  (social  and  behal 
ioral  scientists);  and  a  material 
and-technology  group.

A    GARDENER    SPEAKS    HIS    MIND 

The  perennial 

island 


B\  William  B.  Harm 


Before  the  late  nineteen  twenties, 
perennial  borders  were  spectacu- 
lar plantings  200  or  more  feet 
long  and  at  least  20  feet  wide. 
Their  backgrounds  were  impres- 
sive brick  or  stone  walls— or 
neatly  clipped  6-to-8-foot  hedges 
of  yew  or  privet.  That  was  the  fine 
time  when  it  took  onlv  money  to 
hire  gardeners,  good  ones.  Some 
of  these  old-fashioned  borders 
are  still  grown  in  England 
where  they  originated.  They  are 
in  the  public  parks  and  the  es- 
tates of  the  now  "indigent"  rich, 
who  charge  admission  to  their 
grounds.  But  fewer  can  be  seen 
in  the  United  States.  You  might 
conclude  from  this  that  peren- 
nials themselves  have  declined 
in  popularity.  Quite  the  contra- 
ry. It  is  the  wav  thev  are  planted 
that  has  changed— to  hold  down, 
first,  cost,  and,  more  importantly, 
maintenance.  Today's  mixed  bor- 
der, with  shrubs  as  a  back- 
ground for  perennials,  is  popular 
here  and  abroad.  The  strip  bor- 
der, a  planting  of  perennials  in 
a  2-foot  bed  following  one  or 
both  sides  of  a  meandering  path 
through  sun  and  shade,  can  be 
made  a  pretty,  changing  thing 
from  spring  to  fall.  But  a  rela- 
tively new  kind— borders  that 
form  "islands"  in  lawns  (you  de- 
cide the  shape)— has  been  very 
successful  in  England  and  should 
be  here.  It  was  first  rationalized 
by  Mr.  Alan  Bloom,  a  great  Brit- 
ish plantsman,  and  explained  in 
his  book.  Perennials  for  Your 
Garden  (distributed  by  Garden 
Place,  Mentor,  Ohio,  44060, 
$8.45).  One,  or  a  series,  of  these 
island  borders  is  not  only  effec- 
tive, but  inexpensive  to  plant  and 
easy  to  maintain. 

To  ffindeners,  the  lure  of 
perennials  comes  chiefly  from  the 
fact  that  each,  so  to  speak, 
blooms  on  its  own  special  clock 
and  most  genera  have  early,  mid- 
season,  and  late  blooming  varie- 
ties within  that  clock— daffodils, 
tulips,  peonies,  daylilies,  and 
phlox  are  among  the  important 
ones.  And  because  there  are  so 


very  many,  it  is  not  much  of  i 
trick  to  keep  a  garden  in  bloon' 
from  frost  to  frost,  somethinj 
you  cannot  do  with  annuals. 

April  is  for  the  earlv  sprin< 
flowering  bulbs.  It  is  a  pleasant 
muted  month.  Daffodils  reign 
attended  by  botanical  tulips,  hy 
acinth,  Fritillaria  imperialis,  alj 
members  of  spring's  nobility,  anrj 
by  chionodoxa,  muscari,  scilla  J 
and  others  of  the  so-called  littlJ 
bulbs,  those  fine  commoners* 
(See  House  &  Garden,  Julv  anc 
August  1971.)  Many  other  pel 
rennials,  however,  also  shov 
April  flowers— varieties  of  anemol 
ne,  primula,  myosotis,  and  Phloi 
subulata  come  quicklv  to  minds 

May  is  not  the  least  muted  i 
True,  in  the  first  two  weeks  somcj 
bloom  lingers  from  the  late  daffn 
dils,  but  this  time  reallv  belong 
to  the  cottage,  Darwin,  and  hy 
brid  tulips,  which  are  spectacu 
lar.  With  them  are  flax,  coluri 
bines,  geums,  trollius,  mertensia 
anchusa,  polemonium,  and  Phloi 
clivaricata.

daylilies,  Oriental  poppies,  lu| 
pine,  lychnis,  heuchera,  and  tr 
peonies  that  refuse  to  wait  fo 
June,  all  in  bloom.  In  westen  I 
Connecticut  and  other  northen  | 
climates,  this  happens  under 
threat  of  frost.  We  hold  oui 
breath,  even  though  we  knov 
these  early  perennials  will  take  j 
lot  of  frost.

well,  that's  what  hooked  me  on 
gardening  many  years  ago.  If  vou 
have  had  the  foresight  to  plant 
some  annuals,  which  is  absolutely 
cricket  in  perennial  gardening, 
vou  will  have  lovelv  borders 
through  July  and  August. 

In  July,  lilies  dominate  the 
garden.  Some  also  bloom  in  Au- 
gust, and  other  varieties  based 
on  Lilium  speciosum  linger  until 
September. 

Th<>  flo\v«»r  of  .\iaj£u.Hf  is 
garden  phlox  and  its  masses  of 
bloom  remind  one  of  the  glories 
of  June.  Late  summer,  however, 
is  not  a  period  that  provides  the 
wealth  of  perennials  available 
earlier. 

In  S«'ni«»mfo«»r.  as  every- 
one knows,  chrysanthemums  ring 
down  the  curtain.  The  problem  is 
to  find  plants  that  bloom  after 
phlox  and  before  mums.  For 
want  of  a  better  name,  I  call 
them  "bridge"  plants.  There  are 
some  good  ones.  The  best  are 
perennial  asters,  which  are  as  im- 
portant in  the  period  as  phlox  are 
in  August.  Probably  because  their 
common  name  is  Michaelmas 
daisies,  the  lovelv  English  varie- 
ties of  all  sizes  and  colors,  which 
the  British  started  to  hybridize 
300  years  ago  from  our  native 
roadside  weed,  are  given  short 
shrift  by  most  American  garden- 
ers. Fortunately,  helianthus,  he- 
lianthemum,  pyrethrum,  rud- 
beckia,  and  second-growth  del- 
phinium also  display  richly  in 
this  somewhat  bleak  period. 

This  broad  planting  scenario 
could  be  used  with  a  mixed  bor- 
der (generally  made  by  whack- 
ing weak  or  unwanted  shrubs  out 
of  an  existing  shrub  border  and 
extending  the  width  at  points  for 
perennials ) ,  but  it  would  have  to 
be  a  large  one.  You  could  not  use

Obviously  Collectors  are  a  very  special  people.  But  Collectors 
of  Perfume — a  breed  within  the  breed — are  more  special. 
The  things  they  search  for  are  riches  to  be  shared — put  back 
into  circulation  immediately.  It  is  the  large  difference  be- 
tween smelling  a  rose  and  smelling  like  a  rose — or  a  lily  or 
sea  breeze  or  a  barrel  of  ripe  apples.  The  first  is  the  pleasure 
principle  in  action,  the  other  a  humanistic  public  endeavor.

This  breed  is  quite  numerous,  active,  trusting — they 
follow  lips  such  as  "there's  a  great  new  perfume  from  Hong 
Kong  that  smells  like  wet  cement  and  lilacs"  by  writing  away 
immediately  or  even  flying  to  Hong  Kong.  This  Christmas 
their  widespread  clout  was  acknowledged  astonishingly  when 
Jack  Anderson  noted  in  his  world-shaking  column  that  the 
diplomatic  set  and  White  House  Washington  was  suddenly 
hooked  on  a  perfume  from  Paris  called  Liz  and  not  yet  dis- 
tributed in  this  country.

For  machine-made  carpeting  there  are  four  methods  of  con- 
struction, and  two  of  them — needlepunching  and  flocking — 
are  brand  new. 

Tufted:  Needles  punch  yarns  through  fabric  backing:  result- 
ing loops  can  be  cut  or  uncut.  Most  of  the  carpeting  made  to- 
day is  tufted. 

Woven:  Surface  yarns  and  backing  yarns  interlaced  in  a 
single  operation.  Carpet  woven  on  an  Axminster  loom  most 
closely  simulates  handknotting.  Intricate  patterns,  unlimited 
widths.  A  Wilton  loom  makes  narrow  widths,  pieced  together 
for  carpeting.  Used  for  patterns  in  varying  heights  of  cut  pile. 
Broadloom,  incidentally,  just  means  any  seamless  carpeting 
more  than  54  inches  wide,  regardless  of  how  it's  made. 
Needlepunched:  Webs  of  loose  fibers  needled  into  backing. 
Flat-textured;  can  be  embossed  or  printed.  For  indoor-out- 
door carpeting,  artificial  grass,  sometimes  wall  carpeting. 
Flocked:  Chopped  fiber  adhered,  usually  electrostatically,  to 
backing.

Nylon:  Excellent  abrasion  resistance.  Tends  to  soil,  but  is 
cleaned  easily.

Lighter  colors  may  fade  in  sunlight.  Some  nylons  are:  Antron. 
Cadon,  Caprolan,  Cumuloft,  Enkalure,  Enkaloft.  Many  are 
simply  branded  as  "Nylon  by"  such  manufacturers  as  DuPont, 
Celanese,  Beaunit,  Phillips,  Allied  Chemical.

Italian  designer  Nando  Viga  found  in  an  Italian  couple  a  passion  lor  blue  and 
an  ability  to  live  with  a  brilliant  shade  ol  it,  which  she  magnified  into  an  all-blue  apart- 
ment. The  electric  Space  Blue,  which  they  chose,  becomes  more  intriguing  and  blue 
sometimes  one  thing  and  sometimes  another  with  the  use  ol  various  textures  mirror 
paint,  metal,  softcr-than-solt  pile  carpeting  all  over.

Vibrant  color  can  sometimes  make  a  stronger  more  unified  background  than  neutral  color. 
The  Sakowitzes,  page  58,  worked  on  this  theory  in  then  Houston  house.  Each  room  was 
based  on  a  different  strong  color.  The  rooms  arc  not,  however,  one-color  themes.  The 
bedroom,  for  example,  is  a  vivid,  flattering,  and  warm  shade  ol  Creamy  Apricot.  This 
color  and  others  are  repeated  in  patterns  on  the  bed  and  at  the  windows,  picked  up  by 
paintings,  accents  of  wood  and  metal.  The  library  lell  into  shape  alter  a  decision  was 
taken  on  a  clear,  deep  solid  bine,  with  many  different  patterns  ol  blue  and  white.  In 
working  with  vibrant  color,  be  as  courageous  as  the  color  is  vivid-  use  lots  of  it,  be 
unstinting  in  adding  other  colors  and  patterns  to  it.  You'll  find  that  this  bold  combination 
of  color  and  pattern  is,  in  tact,  the  best  way  to  bring  them  together  smoothly. 

Color  inspiration  from  China  — right  along  with  a  new  interest  in  Chinese  furniture  design 
—  is  now  beginning  to  make  an  impression  in  a  way  that's  not  just  red  lacquer  and  bam- 
boo, though  they,  too,  arc  being  used  in  new  ways.  From  ancient  Chinese  cave  paintings 
and  ceramics  come  pale,  exotic  earth  tones,  the  clear  colors  of  precious  minerals- 
amethyst,  lapis  lazuli,  rose  quartz,  cinnabar,  malachite  green.  Jack  Lenor  Larsen,  whose 
new  fabric  collection  is  based  on  these  colors,  page  82,  uses  them  mixed  like  flowers  for  a 
00k  that  is  serene,  modern,  but  classically  inspired.  Make  your  own  schemes  as  he  did 
from  the  color  inspiration  in  Chinese  scrolls,  screens,  porcelains,  and  frescoes  available  in 
books,  at  museums.  This  is  only  the  beginning  of  a  whole  new  way  with  color. 

Slashes  of  color,  in  an  all-white  shell,  indoors  and  out,  is  a  classic  modern  way  to  decorate. 
In  a  big,  beautiful,  rambling  living  machine  of  a  house,  page  68,  set  in  a  countryside  as 
classic  as  the  house  is  modern,  architect  Richard  Meier  has  used  color  very  precisely. 
Full  of  ramps,  tall  windows,  skylights,  big  interior  spaces,  the  house  gets  a  unity  from 
the  use  of  white.  Bold  primary  colors  emphasize  a  plane,  warm  up  rooms  that  need  it- 
like  a  yellow  ceiling  for  an  interior  kitchen.  What's  important  in  using  such  a  scheme 
is  that  white  — clean,  uncluttered  — is  not  just  a  stage  for  the  excitement  of  brilliant  color 
but  also  for  changes  produced  by  light  and  for  vivid  outdoor  color  visible  from  inside. 

Subtle  color  environments  have  always  been  appealing.  Now  they're  being  taken  a  step 
further  by  using  soft  color  to  deliberately  dissolve  walls,  making  a  room  more  into  an 
interior  landscape  than  an  enclosed  box.  One  way  of  doing  this  is  using  carpeting  that 
runs  up  walls  and  onto  the  ceiling  giving  a  much  richer  effect  simply  because  the  texture 
of  carpeting  is  much  richer  than  the  fabric  or  paint  normally  used  on  walls,  ceilings, 
furniture.  See  the  color  environments,  pages  87-91,  the  bedroom,  page  48.  An  adven- 
turous technique  that's,  in  tact,  something 
to  consider  when  you  want  to  surround 
yourself  with  quiet  — visually  and  aurally.

Mountains,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Armand  S.  DeutschV 
weekend  house,  above,  has  the  glow  of  one  of 
the  rare  flowers  with  which  all  deserts  occasion- 
ally  surprise  themselves.  It  is  also  the  fulfill- 
ment of  a  wish.  ''All  I  told  Jay  [interior  designer  Jay  Steffy]," 
says  Mrs.  Deutsch.  "was  that  I  wanted  to  walk  into  a  Monet  water 
lily  painting  and  live  there.  I  don't  know  how  he  did  it,  hut  he 
did.  Perhaps  because  it  takes  someone  very  young  and  talented 
to  understand  a  whimsical  kind  of  romanticism,  then  turn  it  into 
an  actuality — a  house  with  no  cut-and-dried  frame  of  reference. 
It  would  be  as  much  at  home  in  Sardinia  or  Morocco  as  it  is 
here,  not  because  of  its  architecture,  which  is  very  simple,  but 
because,  as  far  as  color  is  concerned,  it's  an  exotic,  a  fantasy. 
The  pinks  and  greens  and  blues  flow  from  one  room  to  another, 
sometimes    delicately,    sometimes    intensely.    Consequently,    al- 
though it's  a  very  practical  house,  you  never  forget  that  it's  an 
interpretation  of  a  style  of  painting — two  styles,  really,  one  bed- 
room is  more  Rousseau  than  Monet — and  that's  what  delights 
me.  Who  would  ever  think  in  a  thousand  years  that  a  pondful  of 
painted  lilies  could  not  only  come  to  life,  but  become  a  house?"

The  master  bedroom,  LEFT  and  RIGHT,  is  a  peaceful  mist  of  water 
lily  colors — Monet  pastels — with  one  fairly  strong  green,  the 
rug's.

Four  wrought-iron  trees,  anchored  to  the  floor,  soar  10  feet  to 
act  as  bedposts  that  tether  a  very  simple  canopy — a  plain  pink 
sheet.  Tivo  tables  have  leafy  saplings  for  legs,  clusters  of  tivigs 
for  drawer  pulls.  This  forestal  flight  of  imagination  was  Mr.  Stef- 
/y's,  who  designed  just  about  everything  in  the  house  except  Mrs. 
Deutsclis  needlepoint  cushions — lotuses,  and  a  labor  of  love.

To  create  a  flow  through  the  arch  between  living  and  dining  rooms,  right  and  below,  which,  although  distinct  entities  as 
rooms,  are  quite  open  to  one  another,  Mr.  Steffy  designed  an  extraordinary  rug — a  Monet  lily  pond  that  is  woven,  rather 
than  painted.  Loops  are  cut  in  three  heights:  the  lowest  for  the  pond's  "water;"  the  middle  height  for  the  lily  pads;  and  the 
highest  for  the  flowers.  "It's  a  bas-relief  carved  out  of  wool,"  he  says,  "but  not  so  deeply  textured  that  you  catch  your  heel 
on  a  lily  and  go  spinning."  Beneath  the  rug  is  a  sweep  of  tile  flooring  that  was  tinted  the  exact  dusty  pink  of  the  lilies  and  the 
sofa  and  chair  upholstery.  "The  furniture,  consequently,  doesn't  just  sit  there.  It  floats."  Some  of  the  walls  are  mirrored, 
some  are  painted,  some  are  faced  with  zigzagged  screens  in  soft  lily  pad  green.  To  filter  strong  sunlight,  windows  are  hung 
with  sliding  screens  of  white  latticework — a  trick  the  Moors  used  for  centuries.  In  the  foyer,  ABOVE,  a  free-standing  partition 
is  a  buffer  "to  scotch  the  feeling  of  being  bolted  into  the  living  room,  rather  than  entering  it."  Flowers  are  always  white  (no 
competition  with  the  pink  lilies),  and  in  the  dining  room,  tables  are  set  with  lily  pad  plates  and  napkins  folded  like  lotuses.

The  apartment  on  these  and  the  following  pages  shows  what  happens  uhen  you  completel)  indulge  a 
love  of  blue.  Such  an  uncompromising  stand  on  color  isn't  for  everyone,  but  in  the  case  of  the  Watfro 
Spaggiaris,  an  Italian  couple  living  in  Milan,  the  apartment  represents  passion  for  the  color.  A  beau- 
tiful background  for  a  collection  of  contemporary  Italian  paintings  and  sculpture,  the  apartment  is  a 
pouring  out  of  blue  in  many  different  textures,  materials,  and  surfaces  from  ceiling  to  floor,  orches- 
trated by  designer  Nanda  Vigo,  well-known  for  her  all-one-color  schemes.  The  first  step  in  doing  such 
an  apartment,  however,  was  a  series  of  psychological  tests  of  the  Spaggiaris  and  their  two  children'to  see 
what  color  in  fact  they  liked  the  best.  With  Space  Blue  established,  Miss  Vigo  set  about  finding  it  in  soft 
and  hard  surfaces  from  blue  mirror  to  blue  Formica  to  a  plushed  acrylic  fabric— almost  like  stuffed- 
animal  fur— which  without  a  black  foam  lining,  covered  poufs,  made  up  into  bedspreads,  other  uphol- 
stery.

"We  both  need  to  live  with  color,"  say  the  Robert  Sakowitzes,  who  have  brought  to  their  Houston 
house,  room  by  room,  one  bold  color  decision  after  another.  "Lots  of  Texas  houses  aren't  particu- 
larly colorful  inside  because  the  outdoor  colors  are  so  vivid — all  Texans  are  mad  for  grass  and  big 
leafy  trees  and  masses  of  flowers.  What  we  wanted  to  do  was  bring  all  those  beautiful  colors  in- 
doors." Mrs.  Sakowitz  especially  has  a  vivid  color  sense.  "I'm  from  New  York  where  everybody 
has  to  have  color  in  his  house  and  apartment  to  relieve  the  relentless  gray  of  the  streets.

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The  temptation  for  the  Robert  Sakowitzes  to  bring  garden  colors  indoors  is 
evident  on  these  two  pages.  "Grass  is  my  favorite  color,"  jokes  Bob  Sakowitz 
of  the  great  expanse  of  green,  in  front  of  his  house,  ABOVE  left.  The  shades 
of  green  around  the  lima-bean  shaped  pool,  middle  right,  number  by  the 
tens  in  a  Rousseau-like  tropical  profusion  of  banana  trees,  palms,  flotvering 
plants,  bushes,  bromeliads.

In  the  library,  THESE  pages,  Mrs.  Sakowitz  decided  to  go  blue  and  white,  not 
one  way  but  six.

Here  is  a  house  that  expresses  the  vitality  and  excitement  of  our  technological  generation.  And 

architect,  Richard  Meier,  placed  it  courageously  in  a  classic  setting.  Like  a  Mondrian  ab 

side  a  Constable  landscape,  it  succeeds  brilliantly:  In  the  contrast  is  great  visual  exhilarate 
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Since  there  are  six  children  in  the  family,  the 
house  grew  out  of  an  obvious  need  for  practi- 
cality and  space.  But  while  it  has,  in  the 
words  of  its  architect,  "a  functional  mechani- 
cal quality,"  it  brims  with  a  multitude  of  sur- 
prises and  moods.  It  is  friendly  and  warm, 
more  colorful  inside  than  its  sculptural,  white- 
painted  redwood  exterior  suggests  and  less 
formal  than  its  rigid  lines  seem  to  predict.  A 
living  machine,  yes — in  the  sense  of  a  mar- 
velous greenhouse,  a  place  where  sunlight 
and  warmth  are  purposefully  captured  to  coax 
a  desire  to  be  alive,  to  flourish,  to  expand, 
and  to  feel  good. 

Mr.  Meier,  who  designed  the  interior  and 
all  the  furniture,  too,  thought  of  the  house  as 
a  container  for  light,  "like  a  plaza,  always  in- 
volved with  the  sun,  which  I  feel  is  very  im- 
portant because  it's  always  changing,  there's 
always  something  new."  Through  tall,  calm, 
white  spaces,  he  adds,  "you  get  a  great  ap- 
preciation for  nature.  The  reflective  quality  of 
white  surfaces  makes  you  aware  of  the  natural 
color  that's  all  around.  You  can  really  observe 
the  color  of  nature  while  you  are  indoors." 
Beyond  the  pivoting  front  door,  above,  a  mas- 
sive 7-foot  square  of  red-painted  steel,  a  ramp 
leads  directly  up  to  the   living  room,  right.

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large  family" 


Light  pours  into  the  soaring  20-foot-high  living  room  from  all 
four  sides.  Beyond  one  wall,  of  glass,  is  a  brick-paved  court- 
yard for  outdoor  entertaining.  The  barbecue  here  has  a  little 
sleeve  for  a  golf  umbrella,  to  protect  the  host  in  case  of  rain 
— such  is  the  detailed  planning  in  this  house.  The  living  room, 
like  all  the  other  rooms,  looks  sparse  and  it  is  sparingly 
furnished,  yet  everything  is  there — comfortable  chairs,  shiny, 
white-lacquered  wood  with  soft  velvet  cushions;  a  fireplace; 
a  little  bar  in  one  corner;  a  grand  piano  in  another;  space  for 
twelve  at  the  dining  table.  The  streamlined  feeling  comes  from 
an  absence  of  decorative  objects:  few  lamps  (most  lighting 
comes  from  ceiling  down  spots),  no  curtains  (except  in  the 
parents'  and  one  child's  bedroom),  and  bare  oak  floors  colored 
here  and  there  with  a  little,  handwoven  gem  of  a  rug. 

All  around  the  house,  indoors  and  outside,  are  spaces 
and  places  designed  for  the  children.  "They  really  dictated 
the  architectural  program,"  Mr.  Meier  explains.  "This  house 
gives  them  enough  room  to  move  around.  It's  a  place  that 
works  for  a  large  family,  an  informal,  easy  house — they  live  in 
a  fairly  relaxed  way — where  they  don't  feel  cramped." 

Sneakered  feet  love  to  race  up  the  sloping  ramps,  above, 
which  connect  the  various  levels  of  the  house,  and  climb  the 
steep  ship's  ladder,  which  leads  to  the  balcony  patio  over  the 
bar,  top  left,  in  the  living  room.  On  the  opposite  side,  the 
second  story  becomes  a  family  room,  where  the  young  people 
read,  play  games,  listen  to,  or  make,  music  (each  plays  an 
instrument).  From  here  they  can  observe  the  grown-up  scene 
in  the  living  room  but  are  nevertheless  separated  from  it

Today,  more  than  ever,  we  appreciate  the 
strength  and  simplicity  of  classic  Chinese  furni- 
ture and  find  its  beautiful  proportions  and  in- 
tegrity in  the  use  of  materials  in  perfect  har- 
mony with  our  own  patterns  of  decorating  and 
living.  The  furniture  of  the  Ming  and  early 
Ch'ing  periods  has  been  a  source  of  inspiration  to  West- 
ern designers  ever  since  direct  trade  began  with  China, 
but  at  first  it  was  details— the  shape  of  a  back,  the  curve 
of  a  leg,  the  design  of  a  piece  of  hardware— that  were 
picked  up  and  assimilated  into  Western  furniture  design. 
It  is  really  only  in  this  century  that  the  West  became  in- 
terested in  Chinese  furniture  for  its  own  sake,  has  learned 
to  apply  the  principles  of  its  design  and  construction, 
and  is  reproducing  or  adapting  it  for  contemporary  use.

From  mat-sitting 
to  chairs 

In  ancient  and  earlv  medieval  times, 
the  Chinese  sat  on  the  floor  on  mats 
in  a  cross-legged  or  knee-folded  po- 
sition. They  had  a  domestic  culture 
similar  to  that  used  today  by  the 
Japanese,  which  was  compatible 
with  the  practice  of  mat-sitting. 
However,  between  the  10th  and 
12th  centuries,  for  reasons  that  have 
never  been  satisfactorily  explained, 
the  Chinese  adopted  the  chair  and 
the  occupant  sat  on  it  with  his  legs 
and  feet  down  in  Western  style,  a 
new  manner  of  sitting  that  dictated 
a  new  way  of  life,  a  new  way  of 
dressing  and  of  designing  and  fur- 
nishing the  house.  For  the  new 
forms  of  elevated  furniture,  the 
Chinese  employed  the  same  kind 
of  construction  and  joining  that  had 
been  used  in  their  architecture  for 
centuries. 

Chinese  joinery 

The  basis  on  which  Chinese  furni- 
ture was  constructed  was  the  miter, 
mortise,  and  tenon  join.  Simple  in 
its  genera]  effect,  this  joining,  used 
in  China  from  at  least  die  4th  cen- 
tury B.C.,  attained  its  acme  of  re- 
finement in  Ming  furniture.  No  oth- 
er culture  has  produced  furniture  as 
handsome  in  its  integration  of  de- 
sign and  structure  with  each  mem- 
ber joined  in  a  way  to  intensify  an 
unerring  conception  of  proportion 
and  balance. 

There  are  countless  variations 
of  this  join,  all  of  which  relate  to 
three  fundamental  ideas.  First: 
Where  two  members  meet  on  an 
equal  plane,  the  exposed  part  of  the 
join  should  be  mitered,  as  mitering 
is  the  most  beautiful  way  in  which 
two  members  can  be  joined.  Second: 
Due  to  the  fact  that  wood  expands 
and  contracts,  a  panel  should  be 
permitted  to  float  in  its  mitered, 
grooved  frame,  which  prevents  the 
danger  of  splitting,  warping,  and 
shrinkage.  Third:  A  mortise  and 
tenon  join  correctly  fitted  can  hold 
fast  any  member  in  its  correct  posi- 
tion without  the  use  of  glue,  so  that 
the  furniture  can  be  readily  taken 
apart   for   transport.    (In   medieval 


times,  not  only  in  China  1 
in  Europe,  furniture  was  r 
be  mobile,  as  the  Frencl 
mobilier  implies.)

Regardless,  this 
combination  ol  the  square  leg  and 
hoof  foot  introduced  in  the  early 
Ming  period  must  always  rank  as 
one  of  the  most  vigorous  forms  ever 
made  in  China.  A  variant  ol  the 
ch'uang,  serving  as  a  kind  of  day- 
bed,  was  a  long  narrow  bench  with 
a  caned  seat  but  without  back  or 
sides  (10).  It  is  interesting  to  note 
here  that  a  marked  feature  of  Chi- 
nese cabinetwork  was  the  use  of 
caning  on  chairs,  benches,  stools, 
beds,  and  couches. 

Stools 

The  tcng  or  stool  was  originally 
placed  in  front  of  the  k'ang  and  was 
rectangular  to  conform  to  the  shape 
of  the  bed.  The  word  "teng"  derives 
from  the  verb  meaning  to  mount 
or  ascend.  Hence  a  low  stool  which 
helps  one  to  get  up  onto  the  bed. 
If  the  stool  was  strong  enough  to 
stand  on,  it  was  also  strong  enough 
to  sit  on,  and  in  time  it  became  the 
commonest  form  of  seat.  As  a  rule, 
stools  were  made  in  numbers  for 
domestic  use  (11).  Examples  of 
stools  made  in  hardwood  simulating 
bamboo  and  reeds  possess  the  un- 
failing good  taste  that  is  a  distin- 
guishing feature  of  Chinese  furni- 
ture  (12). 

The  garden  seat,  the  irresisti- 
ble barrel-shaped  stool  in  the  form 
of  an  ancient  drum,  superbly  reveals 
the  ingenuity  of  the  joiner  (13). 

To hlvs  and  Desks 

Tables  in  China  can  be  divided 
into  two  main  groups  according  to 
height:  "high"  averaging  32  inches 
and  "low"  measuring  from  about  13 
to  18  inches.  They  were  made  in  a 
variety  of  sizes  and  shapes  and  were 
very  often  employed  for  more  than 
one  purpose.

Cocktail  tables,  as  such,  were  unknown  in  old  China 
(although  any  number  of  tables  were  made  that  would 
suit  the  purpose),  but  the  ancient  fretwork  motif  is  as 
effective  as  ever  in  such  a  table  and  a  desk,  above, 
left  and  right,  both  ornamental  and  vastly  practical.

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Color  photographs  of  the  frescoes  in  the 
Caves  of  the  Thousand  Buddhas  in  Tung 
Huang  in  Chinese  Turkestan  were  the 
inspiration  for  Jack  Lenor  Larsen's  new 
collection  of  fabrics,  which  he  calls 
"The  Great  Colour  of  China" — and  with 
reason.  If  ever  colors  were  a  symbol  of 
a  return  to  nature  in  the  country  where 
they  first  saw  light,  these  are.  All  were 
originally  produced  with  earthy  pig- 
ments— malachite  green,  azurite  blue, 
orpiment  yellow,  earth  red  and  cinna- 
bar. "It  was  an  orchestration  of  colors 
quite  new  to  me,"  he  says.  "Low-keyed, 
some  sharply  sweet,  some  pastel.  Per- 
haps because  they  were  mixed  with 
glue  and  painted  on  walls  coated  with 
kaolin,  a  fine  white  clay  used  for  porce- 
lain, they  took  on  a  luminous  quality,  a 
powdery  delicacy  that  has  endured  for 
centuries.  They  are  not  accent  colors. 
They  are  too  subtle,  too  environmental, 
too  reposed.  I  think  that  is  why  I  like 
them  so  much.  If  there  is  anything  we 
need  in  our  houses  today,  it  is  the  se- 
curity of  serenity,  and  this,  if  you  com- 
bine the  colors  as  you  would  flowers, 
they  will  give  you."

tation, Without  expert  help.  In  her  method  there  are  no  complicated  symbolisms.  You 
take  uour  dream  for  what  it  is  and  consider  it  in  terms  of  the  people  and  situations  around 
uou  m  daily  waking  life.  Putting  dreams  to  work  for  you  in  this  neui  way,  she  maintains, 
can  help  us  deal  with  tensions  and  anxieties,  clarify  things  thai  may  be  troubling  us  be- 
fore they  build  up  to  become  major  problems.  This  article,  with  10  steps  to  help  yon  re- 
member, record  and  analyze  your  dreams,  is  condensed  from  Dr.  Faraday  s  new  book 
Dream  Power,  to  be  published  March  27  by  Coward  McCann  6  Geoghegan  at  $6.95. 

There  is  a  widespread  belief  that  recently  we  have  entered  a  new  ept)ch-"The  Age  of 
Aquarius'-in  which  people  seek  authentic  existence  as  individuals,  communicating  with 
each  other  in  a  spirit  of  openness  and  truth.  I  believe  the  next  decade  will  see  the  use  of 
all  kinds  of  new  ways  to  promote  self-understanding  and  emotional  growth,  and  I  am 
sure  dreams  have  an  enormous  part  to  play  in  this. 

The  famous  Senoi  tribe  of  the  Malay  Peninsula,  which  claims  to  have  had  no  violent 
crime  or  intercommunal  conflict  for  hundreds  of  years,  has  relied  heavily  on  dream  inter- 
pretation and  manipulation  for  psychological  health.  The  Senoi  believe  that  dream  images 
are  all  part  of  the  personality-psychic  forces  disguised  in  external  forms-and  have  no 
doubt  that  everyone  should  learn  from  childhood  to  master  these  internal  forces.  Children 
are  taught  that  if  hostile  "spirits"  are  encountered  in  dreams,  their  task  is  not  only  to 
confront  but  actually  attack  them,  calling  on  friendly  "dream  spirits  for  help  if  they  wish 
but  taking  courage  to  fight  alone  until  they  arrive.  Their  belief  is  that  i  the  dreamer  kills 
the  hostile  dream  image,  its  spirit  will  always  emerge  as  a  servant  or  alb  Dream  charac- 
ters they  say,  are  bad  only  as  long  as  we  are  afraid  of  and  retreat  from  them.  The  Senoi 
also  teach  their  children  not  to  be  -raid  of  falling  dreams,  but  to  let  themselves 
whereupon  they  will  find  that  the  falling  dream  turns  into  a  pleasurable  flying  dream. 
I  have  tried  this  experiment  myself  and  it  works. 

At  one  time  I  had  no  great  problems  in  waking  life  but  often  suffered  from  frightening 
dreams  in  which  I  was  pursued  by  murder  us  strangers  until  I  w  >k»  m  terror  as  hey 
cornered  me.

HOW  TO  READ 
BEYOND  THE  LABEL 

A  glossary  of  rug  and  carpet  language: 
How  many  kinds  of  rugs  are  there?  Too  many  to 
count  if  you  include  all  the  antique  and  tradi- 
tional rugs  named  for  the  places  they're  made — 
Kerman,  a  town  in  Persia,  or  Aubusson,  in 
France.  Fortunately,  all  of  them  are  made  in  a 
relatively  limited  number  of  ways. 
Handknotted:  Individual  knots  tied  to  warp 
threads  to  make  pile,  with  woof  thread  between 
each  row.  The  more  knots  per  square  inch,  the 
finer  the  rug.  Examples:  Moroccan,  Chinese,  and 
most  Persian,  Turkish,  Caucasian  rugs — such  as 
Kerman  or  Bokhara. 

Hooked:  Yarns  or  strips  of  cloth  poked  through 
back.  Modern  tufting  is  mechanized  hooking. 
Custom-tufted:  Loops  shot  through  backing  with 
handoperated  tufting  gun.  Infinite  variety  of 
patterns  possible. 

Flat-weave   and   Tapestry-weave:    Simple   warp- 
and-woof  constructions;  often  intricate  patterns. 
Examples:  Kilim,  Navajo,  Dhouri,  Aubusson. 
Needlepoint:    Yarns    stitched    through    canvas 
backing.  Can  be  made  in  one  piece,  or  by  as- 
sembling stitched  squares. 
Braided:   Cloth   strips   braided,   sewn   together. 
Reversible,  usually  round  or  oval. 
Rag:  Cloth  strips  woven  with  cotton  chain  warp. 
Grass:  Grasses  or  vegetable  fibers — sisal,  hemp, 
cocoa — twisted  with  threads,  coiled  in  rounds  or 
squares,  also  woven. 

All  the  above  are  partially  or  wholly  done  by 
hand  and  used  for  rugs  or  small  carpets  rather 
than  carpeting.  For  carpeting,  turn  to  page  32.

Pears  in  Rod  Wine 

By  Mrs.  Otto  Meyer. 

8  ripe  but  firm  pears 

1  pint  Paul  Masson  Baroque 

1  pint  water 

1  cup  sugar 

About  IV2  cups  whipped  cream 

Peel  the  pears  carefully,  leaving 
stem  intact.  Arrange  in  a  deep 
baking  dish.  Mix  the  wine,  wa- 
ter, and  sugar.  Pour  into  the 
baking  dish :  It  should  come  half 
way  up  the  pears.  Bake  in  a  300° 
oven  for  about  2  hours,  until 
tender,  basting  often. 

Transfer  liquid  to  a  sauce- 
pan and  boil  until  thickened. 
Put  2  rounded  tablespoons  of 
w  hipped  cream  in  the  bottom  of 
a  glass,  put  pear  on  top,  pour 
syrup  over.  Serve  with  Paul  Mas- 
son  Rare  Souzao  Port.  Serves  8. 


Baked  Chicken  Rose 

By  Mrs.  Joseph  S.  Concannon, 
Jr.,  of  the  Concannon  Vineyard 
in  Livermore. 

21/4-3  pound  chicken,  quartered  or 

cut  in  large  serving  pieces 
Flour,  seasoned  with  salt  and 

freshly  ground  pepper 
6  tablespoons  butter  or  margarine 
2  tablespoons  flour 
%  cup  chicken  stock 
V2  cup  California  Rose,  or  a  dry 

white  wine 
*/4  cup  thinly  sliced  green  onions 

I  including  tops) 
y2  pound  mushrooms,  sliced  and 

sauteed  in  butter 
1  jar  marinated  artichoke  hearts 

(or  use  sliced  water  chestnuts 

or  thinly  sliced  peeled  fresh 

tomatoes) 

Dust  chicken  pieces  with  sea- 
soned flour.  Melt  4  tablespoons 
butter  in  a  shallow  baking  pan. 
Put  chicken  in  pan,  skin  side 
down,  and  bake,  uncovered,  in  a 


350-375'  oven  for  45-60  min- 
utes, or  until  almost  tender. 

Melt  remaining  butter  in  a 
heavy  saucepan.  Stir  in  flour  and 
cook  gently  for  2  minutes.  Add 
stock  and  wine  and  cook,  stir- 
ring constantly,  until  thickened 
and  smooth.  Remove  chicken 
from  oven,  turn  pieces  over,  and 
sprinkle  with  onions,  mush- 
rooms, and  marinated  artichokes 
(oil  and  all).  Pour  sauce  over. 
Return  to  oven,  reduce  heat  to 
325  ,  and  bake  25-30  minutes 
longer.  Mrs.  Concannon  serves 
this  with  a  risotto  Milanese  and 
fresh  asparagus,  accompanied 
by  a  Concannon  Johannisberg 
Riesling.  Serves  3  to  4. 


Chilled  Artichokes 
with  Shrimp 

By  Mrs.  William  F.  Miller  of  the 
Inglenook  Vineyards  in  the 
Napa  Valley. 

6  large  artichokes 

Salt 

\f2  lemon,  sliced 

1  tablespoon  olive  oil  (or  other 
salad  oil) 

V2  clove  garlic 

Ys  cup  mayonnaise 

y±  cup  sour  cream 

\X/<1  tablespoons  lemon  juice 

%  teaspoon  grated  lemon  zest 

14  teaspoon  salt 

y2  teaspoon  dried  tarragon 

1/2  teaspoon  Dijon  mustard 

V2  pound  cooked  San  Francisco 

bay  shrimp 
6  lemon  wedges 

Trim  artichokes  and  put  in  boil- 
ing salted  water  with  lemon 
slices,  oil.  and  garlic.  Simmer 
about  45  minutes,  until  an  outer 
leaf  pulls  off  easily.  Drain  and 
cool.  Scoop  out  the  center,  using 
a  teaspoon  to  remove  the  chokes, 
drain  upside  down,  cover,  chill. 
Mix  the  mayonnaise,  sour 
cream,  lemon  juice,  lemon  zest, 
salt,  tarragon,  and  mustard. 
Chill.  Before  serving,  put  about 

2  tablespoons  dressing  in  the 
center  of  each  artichoke  and  top 
with  shrimp.  Garnish  with  lemon 
wedges.  Serve  with  a  chilled  In- 
glenook Johannisberg  Riesling. 


Alniaden  Crepes 
au  Citron 

This  recipe  is  often  served  at 
luncheons  hosted  by  Almaden 
president  William  Dieppe. 

2M>  cups  flour 

i/2  teaspoon  salt 

6  eggs 

2  cups  milk 

6  tablespoons  melted  clarified 

butter 
l/2  teaspoon  grated  lemon  zest 
1  tablespoon  kirsch 
Butter,  sugar 

4  lemons,  quartered 
Grated  zest  of  1%j-2  lemons 
1  cup  confectioners  sugar 
Lemon  sections  for  garnish 

Beat  together  the  flour,  salt, 
eggs,  and  milk  until  very  smooth. 
Add  the  butter,  lemon  zest, 
kirsch  and  mix  well.  If  there  are 
any  lumps,  strain,  and  allow  to 
rest  in  a  warm  place  for  an  hour 
before  using.  Heat  well  a  6-  to  7- 
inch  crepe  pan  or  frying  pan 
with  sloping  sides  and  brush 
with  melted  butter.  Use  a  ladle 
or  kitchen  spoon  that  holds 
about  1Vl»  tablespoons  and  pour 
the  batter  into  the  pan  (or  use  a 
pitcher ) .  Quickly  tip  the  pan  in 
all  directions  so  the  batter  covers 
the  bottom  of  the  pan  evenly. 
Pour  out  any  excess.  Brush  llie 
edges  with  melted  butter.  Cook 
a  few  seconds,  until  lightly' 
browned  on  bottom,  loosen 
crepe  by  hitting  handle  of  pan 
sharply,  turn  crepe,  and  again 
brush  edges  with  melted  butter. 
Cook  a  few  more  seconds. 

Transfer  the  cooked  crepes 
to  a  platter  and  dot  each  w  ith 
butter  and  sprinkle  with  sugar. 
\\  lieu  all  the  crepes  are  cooked, 
squeeze  the  lemon  juice  over 
each.  Fold  or  roll  the  crepes  and 
arrange  on  an  ovenproof  platler. 
Mix  the  grated  zest  and  confec- 
tioners sugar,  preferabl)  with  a 
mortar  and  pestle,  and  sprinkle 
all  over  the  tops  of  the  crepes. 
Put  in  a  450°  oven  for  5  minutes 
so  that  the  sugar  caramelizes.  I 
Serve  at  once,  garnished  with 
sections  of  lemon.  Makes  about 

5  dozen  crepes.

Fore  serving,  she  adds  (>  fifths  of  champagne  and  (>  quarts  of 
sparkling  water.  Serve  in  a  punch  bowl  over  ice  and  float  fruit 
on  top.  Serves  25. 

Mrs.  Bernard  Rhodes  makes  llanns  [Cornell's  (Hanns 
Kornell  Cellars)  Perfection  Punch  for  parties  l>\  mixing  a 
6-OUnce  can  frozen  lemonade  concentrate  and  (>  cups  well- 
chilled  pineapple  juice  in  a  punch  bowl.  Add  2  large  hollies 
California  Riesling  or  other  white  dinner  wine,  well  chilled, 
and  blend  well.  Add  1  tray  of  ice  cubes.  Just  before  serving, 
pour  in  I  large  bottle  California  champagne,  well  chilled, 
and  garnish  with  orange  slices,  maraschino  cherries,  or 
si  raw  berries.  Serves  12. 

Mrs.  Donald  Chappellet  copies  this  idea  from  San  Fran- 
cisco's Trader  Vic's:  drops  a  frozen  apricot  (canned  variety) 
into  a  glass,  pours  a  little  Southern  Comfort  over,  and  tops  up 
with  champagne. 

A  touch  of  wine  in  cooking:  Wine  country  writer  in 
residence  M.  F.  K.  Fisher  keeps  California  avocados  fresh 
and  green  by  mixing  them  with  lemon  juice  and  white  wine. 
She  mixes  a  stiff  guacamole  dip,  smooths  surface,  and  tops 
with  Vii  cup  dry  white  wine.  Just  before  serving,  mix  again. 

Sylvia  Sebastiani  always  warms  wine  when  she's  cooking. 
"Cold  wine  toughens  meat,"  she  warns.  When  Peggy  Con- 
cannon  cooks,  she  mixes  sherry  with  water  for  a  subtler  flavor 
than  pure  sherry  ;  always  marinates  with  half  v\  ine  and  half  oil. 

Brother  Justin,  assistant  wine  master  at  The  Christian 
Brothers,  suggests  grating  odds  and  ends  of  cheese  and  blend- 
ing with  dry  sherry  or  white  wine  .  .  .  then  spoon  into  a  hot 
baked  potato,  over  hot  green  beans  or  cauliflower,  or  use  as  a 
dip.  He  also  suggests  pouring  The  Christian  Brothers  Chateau 
La  Salle  over  sliced  fresh  fruit  to  keep  it  from  darkening. 

Sylvia  Sebastiani  makes  spiced  prunes  by  combining  1 
cup  prunes,  a  cinnamon  stick,  3  slices  lemon,  and  %  cup 
Sebastiani  Port:  cover  with  water,  bring  to  a  boil,  and  sim- 
mer 15  minutes.  Cool  and  refrigerate. 

NEW    WAYS    WITH    WINES 

Mrs.  Otto  Meyer  often  serves  smoked  salmon  as  a  first 
course  with  a  well  chilled  Paul  Masson  Rare  Cream  Sherry. 

Robert  Mondavi  of  the  Robert  Mondavi  Winery  enjoys 
wine  with  his  breakfast  coffee.  He  mixes  hot  black  coffee  with 
2-3  ounces  of  red  wine  ( perhaps  a  Robert  Mondavi  Cabernet 
Sauvignon  I .  adds  sugar  to  taste.  He  says  it  cleanses  the  palate, 
goes  well  with  a  breakfast  of  cheese,  meat,  and  a  French  roll. 

Mr.  Mondavi's  son  Michael  finds  that  a  warmed  Chenin 
Blanc  is  a  good  accompaniment  to  Chinese  food.  He  heats  the 
uncorked  wine  in  a  pot  of  water  under  the  running  tap  to  a 
temperature  of  about  120-130°. 

The  Mondavis  find  that  a  tumbler  filled  with  ice,  equal 
parts  spring  water  and  red  wine,  and  a  twist  of  lemon  is  a 
most  effective  thirst  quencher.

k'cing  tables  made  for  use  on 
the  built-in  k'ang  and  its  mov- 
able derivatives  are  some  of  the 
earliest  surviving  examples  of 
Chinese  furniture.  They  were 
used  for  various  purposes— din- 
ing, writing,  and  gaming,  to 
name  a  few.  A  marked  feature  is 
a  beaded-edge  top,  slightly 
rounded  and  about  %  inch  deep, 
that  prevents  objects  from  sliding 
off  onto  the  padded  mat  surface 
of  the  k'ang.  K'ang  tables  best 
illustrate  the  Chinese  cabriole  leg 
which  rests  on  a  small  piece  of 
plain  wood  that  serves  as  a  pro- 
tection to  the  foot  and  is  still  in- 
tact on  some  examples  ( 14) .  The 
cabriole  leg  was  introduced  from 
China  into  Europe  where  it  was 
to  dominate  furniture  design  for 
the  first  half  of  the  18th  century. 
Called  the  "line  of  beauty,"  the 
curve  of  the  cabriole  leg  is  the 
most  frequently  seen  of  all  or- 
namental curves  and  one  familiar 
with  it  is  better  equipped  to  en- 
joy  furniture  design  (15).  Other 
k'ang  tables  are  designed  with 
the  short  square  terminating  in  a 
hoof  foot  (16). 

The  altar  table  classically 
used  as  an  altar  in  the  house  is 
long  and  narrow,  and,  in  one 
variety,  the  legs  splay  outward 
in  both  directions  imparting 
great  strength  to  the  design  ( 17) . 
Other  altar  tables  are  designed 
with  trestle-end  supports  (18). 
The  altar  coffer  is  essentially  an 
altar  table  provided  with  drawers 
and  storage  compartments  (19). 

Painting  and  writing  tables 
as  a  rule  are  rather  large  and  are 
generally  wider  than  the  altar 
table.  An  interesting  method  of 
table  construction,  the  so-called 
braced  table  top,  usually  credited 
as  a  Chinese  innovation,  was  oc- 
casionally emploved  on  these 
tables  (20).  It  features  four 
oblique  braces  extending  from 
the  underside  of  the  table  top  to 
the  upper  part  of  the  leg  (21). 

Desks,  as  we  know  them  in 
the  West,  were  latecomers  in 
China  and  were  essentially  writ- 
ing tables  of  Western  derivation. 
The  most  popular  were  those 
either  designed  with  a  row  of 
three  frieze  drawers  (22)  or  with 
a  kneehole. 

In  addition  there  was  a  va- 
riety of  tables  for  special  uses, 
all  beautiful,  simple  designs:  lute 
and  side  tables  (23),  gaming 
tables  fitted  with  removable  tops 
and  inner  storage  compartments 
for  gaming  pieces,  square  tables 


that  were  doubtless  also  used  for 
gaming,  trestle  tables  with  re- 
movable tops,  small  high  tables 
used  for  making  tea  (24).  and 
low  tables  rectangular  or  round. 

Cupboards 

In  spite  of  a  general  likeness  in 
form,  a  close  examination  of 
Chinese  cupboards  reveals  they 
fall  into  two  principal  groups: 
wood-hinged  and  brass-hinged. 

Wood-hinged  clipboards  are 
hinged  on  the  inside  of  the  doors 
and  hinges  are  not  exploited  for 
decoration.  One  of  the  handsom- 
est designs  is  a  tall  splayed  cup- 
board (25).  Many  were  smaller 
in  scale,  often  with  a  stronger 
splay.  When  an  object  is  splaved 
in  the  manner  of  these  cupboards, 
the  structure  problems  can  be 
solved  only  by  the  most  skillful 
use  of  miter,  mortise,  and  tenon. 

Brass-liingcd  cupboar  ds 
have  exposed,  highly  decorative 
hinges.  The  cupboard  made  in 
four  sections  was  especiallv  pop- 
ular (26).  The  two  upper  sec- 
tions are  invariably  called  "hat 
cupboards."  Cupboards  were  also 
made  singly  with  or  without  the 
hat  cupboard. 

Decorative  Hardware 

The  metal  mounts— back-plate  or 
lock  escutcheons,  hinges,  coiner 
mounts,  door  and  drawer  pulls, 
and  bail  handles— on  Ming  and 
early  Ch'ing  hardwood  furniture 
contribute  immeasurably  to  its 
beauty.  The  same  forceful  sim- 
plicity and  flawless  balance  char- 
acteristic of  Chinese  furniture  is 
reflected  in  the  design,  the  scale, 
and  distribution  of  these  mounts 
which  are  almost  always  plain 
polished  brass.  Thev  were  made 
chieflv  from  two  types:  one,  a 
goldish-yellow  brass  comprising 
copper,  a  high  content  of  tin  and 
zinc,  and  occasionally  silver;  or 
two,  a  white  brass  consisting 
chieflv  of  nickel  mixed  with  cop- 
per and  zinc,  known  in  Europe 
as  Paktong. 

Chinese  mounts  influenced 
considerably  those  of  the  West. 
The  popular  back-plate  in  the 
form  of  a  luck-bringing  bat  with 
outstretched  wings  (27)  became 
with  modifications  the  principal 
type  for  English  furniture 
throughout  the  first  half  of  the 
18th  century. 

H  intdit  used  in 
Chinese  Furniture 

The    high    esteem    accorded    to 


Chinese  domestic  furniture  is 
partly  due  to  the  extraordinary 
beauty  of  the  indigenous  and  im- 
ported hardwoods  that  served  as 
the  material  for  the  best  of  this 
furniture.  Chinese  woods  were 
named  according  to  their  visual 
similarity  in  grain  and  color,  and 
occasionally  to  their  aromatic 
qualities.  Thus  the  Chinese  gave 
the  same  name  to  many  genera 
and  species.  Most  of  the  indige- 
nous and  imported  hardwoods 
used  in  Chinese  furniture  belong 
to  the  Lcguminosae  family  and 
are  probably  of  the  genus  Ptero- 
carpus  or  Dalhergia:  the  rose- 
woods of  Southeast  Asia  or  South 
Central  Asia. 

Tzu-T'an:  the  most  highly 
prized,  the  heaviest  and  densest 
wood  used  in  Chinese  cabinet- 
making.  A  subtly  grained  wood 
of  a  dark  purple-brown  or  pur- 
ple-black color.  Due  to  its  rarity 
and  costliness  it  was  the  most  imi- 
tated of  all  woods.  The  wood  giv- 
en the  name  Chih-Ssu  Tzu-T'an 
(gold  flecked  Tzu-T'an)  is  Tzu- 
T'an  with  a  synthetically  filled 
surface. 

Huang-Hua-Li  (vellow flow- 
ering pear  tree) :  Its  grain  is 
extremely  dense  and  ranges  from 
straight  to  vigorous  patterns  with 
relatively  few  knots  and  a  clear 
translucent  surface.  There  is  al- 
ways a  golden-orange  undertone, 
but  individual  examples  may 
seem  as  dark  as  black  Santo 
Domingo  mahogany  and  as  light 
as  clear  honev— this  latter  much 
esteemed. 

llnng-Mu  and  Lao-Hua-Li: 
Often  confused  with  Huang- 
Hua-Li.  Hung-Mu  (redwood)  is 
a  misleading  name  as  the  color  ol 
the  wood,  whether  dark  or  faded, 
ranges  from  walnut  to  tobacco 
brown.  The  grain  is  less  dense 
and  less  vigorous,  and  the  sur- 
face less  translucent  than  Huang- 
Hua-Li.  The  color  of  Lao-Hua- 
Li  is  closer  to  Huang-Hua-Li 
but  it  is  a  softer  wood  with  a 
coarser  grain  and  has  main 
small  knots. 

Chi-Ch'ih-Mu  (chicken- 
wing  wood) :  This  wood,  a  varie- 
ty of  Southeast  Asian  rosewood, 
varies  greatly  in  grain  and  color. 
It  is  more  coarsely  grained  than 
the  woods  already  described,  and 
in  manv  examples  the  grain  re- 
sembles feathered  wings;  varying 
tones  of  gray-chestnut  brown 
frequently  occur. 

Hua-Mu  (flower  wood): 
Essentially  the  burl  of  any  variety 
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.if  wood.  The  most  popular  were 
birch  .iikI  camphor. 

The  hard  and  softwoods  em 
ployed  as  secondary  woods  and 
for  regional  and  countn  furni- 
ture were  quite  certainl)  all  na- 
tive to  ( ihina.  Among  the  woods 
used  in  pr<  \\  incial  w  ork  w  ere 
various  local  fruitwoods  and: 

\an  Mu,  identifiahle  as 
cedai .  The  \  ellow  walnut-brown 

Color  ol  \an  \ln  is  always  pleas- 
ing to  the  eye  and  many  beauti- 
ful provincial  pieces  were  made 
of  it 

Hu-T'ao  (Chinese  walnut), 
similar  to  Nan-Mu. 

Yii-Mu,  elm. 

( 'hang-Ma  (camphor  wood) 
ranging  in  color  from  a  yellow- 
ish-sand to  a  yellowish-brown, 
varying  widely  in  grain,  some- 
times Inning  dark  streaks.  This 
streaked  variety  was  used  for 
making  cliests  intended  lor  the 
export  market. 

The  principal  secondary 
woods  used  in  Chinese  cabinet- 
work were  pine,  poplar,  cypress, 
and  spruce.  In  addition, 

Hsiang  Ch'un-Mu  (yellow 
mahogany)  was  essentially  em- 
ployed as  a  secondary  wood.  It 
was  regarded  in  a  class  with 
teak  which  no  self-respecting 
Chinese  cabinetmaker  would 
ever  stoop  to  use  lor  furniture 
at  this  period. 

Bamboo  was  an  early  mate- 
rial employed  in  Chinese  furni- 
ture, either  in  its  natural  form  or 
dyed  and  lacquered.  At  least  by 
the  16th  century,  furniture  in 
hardwood  simulated  bamboo.

THE  ESTERAN  VICENTES'  GARDEN  OF  BACK  TO  NATURE  COLORS  (page 
46)  includes  a  field  formerly  thick  with  tangled  grasses,  creepers,  and  blackberry  brambles.  There 
was  a  faint  stippling,  in  summer,  of  snowy  daisies  and  Queen  Anne's  lace,  black-eyed  Susans, 
orange  butterfly  weed,  and  daylilies.  By  encouraging  the  native  flowers  and  adding  new  ones, 
the  Vicentes  now  have  a  bright  three-season  panoply  of  blossoms.  The  1-acre  wildflower  field 
also  boasts  a  stainless  steel  sculpture  by  David  Savage,  below.  To  give  the  flowers  room  to  be- 
come great  bolts  of  color,  the  Vicentes  put  on  gloves  and  began  pulling  out  the  brambles.  "It  took  a  great  deal  of 
patience  and  carting,"  they  recall.  They  dug  narrow  trenches  roughly  1 -by-3  feet,  separated  clots  of  daylily  tubers, 
and  transplanted  them  throughout  the  field.  Butterfly  weed,  hard  to  transplant  "because  it  has  a  long  roving  root," 
multiplied  after  the  grasses  were  pulled  away  and  the  ground  "rumpled  up."  So  did  the  seeds  the  Vicentes  shook  out 
and  pressed  into  the  earth  in  fall.  They  let  the  field  go  unmowed  for  three  years,  but  last  year,  because  the  blackberry 
was  still  a  pest,  mowed  after  seed  time.  Most  importantly,  they  studied  wildflower  catalogues  (see  House  &  Garden, 
November  1970,  page  249),  and  visited  nurseries.  At  Mincemoyer  in  Jackson,  N.J.,  they  selected  more  plantsand  seeds 
suited  to  their  dry  meadow  site  and  Long  Island  climate:  violet-blue  harebell,  red  and  gold  columbine,  magenta  wild 
geranium,  purple  spiderworf,  lilac  and  scarlet  monarda,  yellow  horsemint,  purple  loosestrife,  varied  rudbeckia,  pur- 
ple coneflower,  cardinal   flower,   blue   lobelia,  white  and  pink  turtlehead,  purple  and  white  liatris,  gold  and  crimson 

coreopsis.  They  also  added  a  few  compatible  garden  flowers: 
daffodil  bulbs,  which  have  spread  all  around  a  field  cedar; 
German  and  Japanese  iris,  which  they  continue  to  divide  and 
put  into  new  spots,-  hybrid  daylilies;  California  poppies.  "We 
don't  fuss  much  about  enriching  the  soil,"  Mrs.  Vicente  says. 
"When  transplanting  I  give  the  plants  a  good  soaking.  With 
seeds,  I  use  a  watering  can  until  I  see  something  coming  up — 
then  I  just  cross  my  fingers."  The  arrangement  of  colors  is  un- 
planned. The  gardening  credo  of  this  painter  and  his  wife  is: 
"Whatever  nature  makes  is  all  right." 


THEY  only  do  it  to  ANNOY,  we  some- 
times feel.  Actually,  botanists  always 
have  sound  reasons  for  changing  the 
names  of  plants.  Latest  change  is  the 
name  of  popular  Alyssum  saxatile 
(Basket-of-gohl) ,  which  is  now  Aurinia 
saxatilis.  This  is  only  one  of  the  points 
about  which  we  are  brought  up  to  date 
in  Donald  Wy man's  Gardening  Ency- 
clopedia (Macmillan,  $17.50).  Dr. 
Wyman  has  climaxed  his  distinguished 
career  as  horticulturist  of  Boston's 
Arnold  Arboretum  with  this  compen- 
dium of  first-hand  knowledge  about 
every  aspect  of  growing  things.  Practi- 
cally every  question  a  beginner  or  even 
an  expert  gardener  could  ask  is  an- 
swered here.  It  is  good  to  know  that 
Dr.  Wyman  was  recently  awarded  the 
Liberty  Hyde  Bailey  Medal  of  the 
American  Horticultural  Society.

if  my  pursuers  appeared,  I  would 
confront  them  with  the  challenge 
"you  have  no  power  over  me." 
Very  rapidly,  my  dream-self  re- 
sponded. I  found  the  pursuers 
were  stopped  in  their  tracks, 
melted  away  or  became  friendly. 
After  a  while,  these  frightening 
dreams  ceased  altogether. 

With  this  kind  of  dream 
education,  anxiety  dreams  be- 
come dreams  of  joy  and  the  effect 
on  waking  behavior  seems  to  be 
very  beneficial.  Evidently  so  with 
the  Senoi  anyway,  since  they  are 
a  delightfully  peaceful  people 
with  a  rich  life  of  folk  poetry, 
music,  and  dancing. 

Indeed  they  actually  use 
their  dream  manipulation  tech- 
niques to  stimulate  their  creative 
life.  The  Senoi  children  are 
taught  that  they  must  always  try 
to  return  to  waking  fife  with 
some  creative  idea  brought  back 
from  the  land  of  the  dream 
spirits.  They  are  told  that  if  they 
find  themselves  flying  in  a  dream 
they  should  try  to  fly  somewhere, 
meet  the  spirits  there  and  bring 
back  a  dance,  a  poem  or  some 
other  creative  act  or  idea.  These 


ideas  are  shared  by  the  rest  of 
the  tribe  the  following  morning, 
which  either  accepts  and  uses 
them  as  part  of  its  culture,  or  re- 
jects them  with  a  gentle  admoni- 
tion to  the  dreamer  to  do  better 
next  time! 

In  my  view,  there  is  no  need 
for  dream  work  to  be  restricted 
to  special  groups  under  the  guid- 
ance of  a  psychologically  trained 
leader,  although  anyone  who 
does  find  his  dreams  worrying 
and  overwhelming  should  seek 
professional  help.  I  have  discov- 
ered that  when  I  take  time  off  to 
explore  the  night's  dreams  the 
following  day  and  arrive  at  a  sat- 
isfactory interpretation  or  mean- 
ingful insight,  I  experience  a 
state  of  being  which  I  can  only 
describe  as  something  akin  to  an 
awakening,  in  which  energy  is 
liberated  throughout  the  body, 
bringing  increased  vigor  for 
everyday  activities.  It  is  the  ex- 
perience of  being  more  in  touch 
with  one's  self  and  senses,  so  that 
the  world  is  faced  directly  and 
not  through  a  veil  of  fantasy  and 
projection. 

I  and  my  group  members 


have  started  the  campaign  for 
the  greater  use  of  dream  power 
in  everyday  life  by  encouraging 
our  children  to  report  to  us  any 
dreams  they  may  have.  If  mv 
daughter  wakes  up  from  a  bad 
dream,  instead  of  dismissing  it 
and  sending  her  back  to  sleep 
with  the  words,  "Don't  worry,  it's 
only  a  dream,"  I  ask  her  why  she 
was  telling  herself  such  a  fright- 
ening story  while  she  was  asleep. 
If  she  reports  a  bizarre  dream,  I 
ask  Iter  why  she  thought  up  such 
funny  ideas.  And  I  always  en- 
courage her  to  expand  on  them 
by  asking  her  to  act  out  in  turn 
each  dream  character  and  con- 
duct conversations  between 
them.  In  mv  experience  children 
find  this  great  fun  and  I  believe 
if  we  make  them  aware  of  the 
importance  of  their  dreams,  they 
will  grow  up  to  see  that  dreams 
are  not  just  things  that  happen 
to  them  out  of  the  blue,  but  fan- 
tasies they  themselves  act  out  in 
sleep  in  order  to  tell  themselves 
something  of  value.  We  shall  be 
providing  them  with  an  easier 
and  more  natural  access  to  the 
inner  life,  so  that  they  will  learn 
to  accept  that  side  of  their 
nature. 

I  know  of  several  families 
who  set  aside  one  evening  a  week 
lor  a  family  group  encounter. 
During  this  time,  both  children 
and  parents  air  their  grievances, 
resentments  and  appreciations 
about  each  other  and  try  to  ar- 
rive at  some  mutual  settlement 
satisfactory  to  all  parties.  II  the 
plan  fails  to  work  during  the 
following  week,  something  else 
is  suggested  at  the  next  meeting. 
Dreams  are  used  regularly  at 
these  family  sessions  to  bring  out 
into  the  open  feelings  that  might 
not  otherwise  be  articulated 
clearly. 

For  example,  one  fifteen- 
year-old  boy  reported  a  dream 
in  which  he  watched  two  men 
making  some  kind  of  business 
deal.  One  of  them  supplied  in- 
formation that  the  other  recorded 
in  a  book.  As  they  rose  and  shook 
hands,  presumably  to  clinch  the 
deal,  the  floor  suddenly  opened 
and  swallowed  up  the  man  who 
had  been  giving  the  information. 
The  dreamer  realized  that  the 
dealer  was  a  fraud,  luring  clients 
into  his  confidence,  taking  their 
information  and  then  calmly 
bumping  them  off.  The  boy's  as- 
sociations led  him  to  identify  the 
dealer    as    his    father    who,    he 


feared,  would  use  the  openness 
and  honesty  of  the  encounter  ses- 
sions, not  to  establish  a  closer 
and  more  understanding  rela- 
tionship with  his  family,  but  as 
a  way  of  getting  them  to  reveal 
weaknesses  that  he  would  not 
hesitate  to  use  against  them  later. 
The  dream  at  once  rang  a  bell 
with  the  other  members  of  the 
family,  who  said  they  too  had 
felt  something  of  the  same  fear 
about  their  father,  but  had  not 
been  able  to  articulate  it:  A 
younger  boy  said  he  had  private- 
ly opted  out  of  the  obligation  to 
share  confidences  because  of  this 
fear.  When  the  dream  was  dis- 
cussed in  the  family  group,  the 
father  promised  to  watch  his  be- 
havior for  signs  of  recrimination 
and  moral  judgment  and  gave 
the  children  full  permission  to 
{joint  this  out  to  him  if  they  ever 
felt  their  openness  was  being 
abused  again.  The  dream  often 
acts  as  a  vehicle  that  transmits 
hidden  feelings  from  one  indi- 
vidual to  another  and  I  have 
come  across  couples  who  play  the 
"dream  game"  in  much  the  same 
way  as  other  people  play  tennis. 
One  person  has  a  dream,  drops 
it  into  his  partner's  court  and 
awaits  the  return  shot.  I  call 
these  games  "dream  duets,"  a 
kind  of  nonverbal  communica- 
tion reflecting  thoughts,  feelings, 
and  fears  about  each  other  which 
might  not  otherwise  become 
available.  I  am  not  suggesting 
that  people  should  decide  upon 
drastic  measures,  like  divorce,  a 
new  job,  or  any  other  reversal  of 
habit,  j:mrely  upon  the  messages 
thrown  up  by  their  dreams: 
What   I   am   suggesting  is   that 

DO  O 

dreams  can  make  us  aware  of  a 
problem  and  so  lead  us  to  tackle 
it  sooner  than  we  might  other- 
wise have  done.  And  indeed 
dreams  can  strengthen  relation- 
ships in  which  resentments  and 
dissatisfactions  have  been  under- 
mining them  below  the  level  of 
conscious  awareness.  My  sugges- 
tion is  that  housewives  form 
small  groups  among  themselves 
to  share  their  dream  experiences 
and  problems  they  reveal.  Main 
women  could  be  doing  more 
creative  work  in  the  larger  world 
beyond  their  front  gardens.  I  am 
not  suggesting  that  dream  power 
among  housewives  will  immedi- 
ately result  in  hordes  of  dissatis- 
fied and  unfulfilled  women  rush- 
ing out  to  work,  though  this  may 
often  be  a  highly  desirable  solu- 
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lion.  The  point  is  thai  dreams 
often  give  us  clues  about  the  w  ay 
in  which  our  repressed  energies 
may  besl  be  used,  which  for 
many  women  may  still  be  in  or 
around  the  home,  for  example, 
in  reading,  writing,  painting, 
teaching,    and    discussion    and 

even       running       dream       stud\' 

groups! 

\lv  conviction  is  that  as  we 

learn  to  use  our  ordinary  dreams 
in  diis  way,  the  resulting  growth 
ill  sell-awareness  is  likely  to  open 
up  other,  more  mysterious  as- 
pects ol  dreamlife  that  have  at- 
tracted attention  in  the  past  be- 
cause ol  their  rarity.  Dream 
stories  in  which  great  creative 
inspiration  came  during  sleep  or 
reverie  include  ( loleridge's  Kubla 
Khan,  Otto  Loewi's  theory  ol  the 
chemical  transmission  of  nerve 
impulses,  Kekule's  vision  ol  a 
snake  swallowing  its  own  tail 
which  gave  him  the  clue  to  the 
ring  structure  of  benzene,  the 
gynecologist  who  discovered 
how  to  tie  a  surgical  knot  deep 
in  the  pelvis  with  his  left  hand, 
and  similar  eases.  I  believe  this 
phenomenon,  at  present  SO  rare 
as  to  be  remarkable,  will  become 
more  common  as  we  learn  to 
clear  our  minds  of  the  neurotic 
blocks  that  sap  their  energies. 
Anxiety  is  the  enemy  of  creativ- 
ity and  until  this  is  removed,  our 
minds  will  not  be  free  to  deal 
creatively  with  all  the  material 
that  enters  it  during  waking  lite. 
Most  of  us  may  never  write  great 
music  or  poetry  or  produce  major 
inventions  or  scientific  theories, 
but  I  am  sure  we  all  have  great 
resources  ol  creative  talent 
which  at  present  go  unused. 

In  the  course  of  writing  and 
lecturing  about  dreams,  I  often 
quote  examples  of  interpreta- 
tions we  have  made  in  our  dream 
groups.  I  am  rarely  allowed  to 
escape  a  barrage  of  well-meaning 
alternative  interpretations,  es- 
pecially from  analysts  and  ther- 
apists in  terms  of  their  own 
preconceived  or  idiosyncratic 
theories.  I  always  listen  carefully 
to  alternative  interpretations  and 
welcome  constructive  sugges- 
tions and  criticisms,  which  I  put 
before  the  dreamer  later  if  be  is 
still  a  member  of  my  group.  My 
usual  answer  is  that  the  dream 
is  the  property  of  the  dreamer, 
a  unique  production  arising  out 
ol  his  own  vast  network  of  mem- 
ories and  associations  at  the  end 
of  the  day,  and  is  meaningful  in 


whate\ er  w ,i\  he  finds  most  use- 
f ul.  I  never  thrust  an  interpreta 
lion  on  a  student,  and  this  is  not 
just  a  sell  denying  on  linance. 
Often  when  I  thought  I  had  a 
pretty  clear  inkling  ol  what  the 
dream  might  mean  before  we 
have  actually  worked  on  it,  I 
have  had  to  change  my  mind  he- 
lore  the  end.  I  have  constantly 
to  remind  nivsell  that  any  theory 
I  might  form  is  what  the  dream 
would  mean  to  me  had  I 
dreamed  it,  but  that  it  need  not 
mean  the  same  thing  to  the 
dreamer.  "Don't  push  the  river,' 
wrote  Gestalt  therapist  Frederick 
Perls,  of  life  generally  and  one's 
own  effort  in  particular,  "it  flows 
bv  itself."  1  have  made  this  the 
golden  rule  of  dream  interpreta- 
tion and  f  believe  it  is  every 
dreamer's  right  to  insist  on  it.

1.  Always  keep  pen  ami  paper, 
or  better  still  a  tape  recorder  1>\ 
vour  bedside. 

2.  Make  sure  there  is  a  dim  light 
or  torch  you  can  switch  on  from 
the  bed. 

3.  Suggest  to  yourself  several 
times  before  falling  asleep,  "I 
shall  awaken  from  a  dream  to- 
night," "'I  shall  catch  a  dream 
tonight,"  or  whatever  suggestion 
appeals  to  you  most. 

4.  Chronic  non-awakeners  or 
non-recallers  might  like  the  ad- 
ditional help  of  the  alarm-clock 
technique.  Set  the  alarm,  which 
must  not  be  too  strident,  for  ap- 
proximately two  hours  after  your 
normal  falling  asleep  time.  If  the 
idea  of  awakening  early  in  the 
night  does  not  appeal  to  you,  set 
the  alarm  for  a  time  much  later, 
as  morning  approaches.  In  this 
way  vou  have  a  very  good  chance 
of  awakening,  hopefully  with  a 
good  dream  in  mind. 

5.  Ir  you  awaken  during  tin' 
night,  either  spontaneously  or  by 
means  of  the  alarm  clock,  with 
a  dream  in  mind,  very  gentlv  sit 
up  in  bed  and  switch  on  the  dim 
light.  It  is  important  not  to  jolt 
yourself  too  strongly  into  wake- 
fulness as  this  tends  to  obliterate 
the  dream  memory.

you  can,  for  example,  what  on 
first  sight  you  think  the  dream 
may  mean,  events  of  the  previous 
day  which  may  have  helped  to 
spark  it  off,  your  feelings  both 
during  and  immediately  after  the 
dream,  and  anything  else  you 
feel  is  important.

yourself  and  your  life  situation, 
and  finally  by  acting  it  out  to 
expose  and  integrate  conflicting 
trends  in  your  personality. 

10.  Keep  your  dreams  plus  their 
interpretations  together  in  a  fold- 
er or  book,  all  clearly  dated,  as 
dream  series  can  be  very  useful, 
throwing  light  on  ambiguous 
dreams  and  indicating  inner  psy- 
chological progress.

Herculon,  Vectra,  Marvess,  and  Polyloom. 
Polyester:  Soft,  durable.  Resists  stains;  can  be  cleaned  easily. 
Low  static  build-up.  Broad  color  range.  For  shags.  Newer 
polyesters  resist  matting.  Some  polyesters:  Dacron,  Fortrel, 
Kodel,  Avlin,  Encron,  and  Trevira. 

Some  other  fibers  are  also  used,  but  usually  either  in 
blends  or  in  small,  special  rugs  such  as  bathmats.  Rayon  is 
one  of  these;  some  rayons:  Avisco,  Fibro,  Skyloft,  and 
Enkrome. 

What  on  earth  is  splush? 

As  a  word,  it's  rather  like  frabjous;  as  a  carpet  texture,  it's 

somewhere  between  a  shag  and  a  plush. 

And  what  are  they? 

Plush:  Straight,  cut  yarns  in  tight  pile  surface.  Chenille  is  a 

deep-pile  plush. 

Shag:  Long,  twisted  or  straight  yarns  in  a  loose  pile  surface. 

Frieze:  Tightly  twisted  yarns  forming  rough,  nubbly  cut  pile 

surface. 

High-low :  Pattern  formed  by  different  heights  of  cut  or  looped 

pile  or  both. 

Random-sheared:  Combination  sheared  and  looped  pile. 

Sculptured:  Pile  hand-carved  in  design,  or  modern  technique 

that  simulates  it. 

Is  it  absolutely  necessary  to  put  padding  under  a  carpet? 
Not  absolutely,  but  both  rugs  and  carpeting  will  wear  a  lot 
longer  if  you  do,  unless  your  rug  already  has  a  cushion 
laminated  to  it,  as  some  new  ones  do.  The  more  traffic  that 
goes  over  the  rug,  the  thicker  the  cushion  you  should  put 
under  it.  The  cushion  will  help  absorb  sound,  add  insulation 
and  springiness,  resist  fire  or  moisture,  depending  on  what 
it's  made  of.

In  company  with  Erasmus  I  would  like  to  raise  my  voice  in 
praise  of  folly — or  at  least  in  a  little  April  foolishness.  As 
Darwin  said,  "I  love  fool's  experiments.  I  am  always  making 
them."  How  can  you  be  sensible  unless  you  practice  a  bit  of 
foolery  too  ? 
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My  idea  of  a  pleasant  folly  is  to  give  a  party  lavished  with 
fool's  gold  at  which  everyone  may  act  the  fool  with  happy 
impunity  as  the  invitations  should  imply.  Written  on  gilt- 
edged  paper  or  in  gold  ink  they  might  go  as  follows :  "Please 
come  to  an  evening  of  lighthearted  tomfoolery  (date,  time). 
There  will  be  a  serious  buffet  supper  despite  Pope's  conten- 
tion that  the  food  of  fools  is  flattery.  In  keeping  with  the  set- 
ting— fool's  gold — please  wear  something  golden.  For  fools 
who  rush  in  where  angels  fear  to  tread,  there  will  be  dancing. 
For  fools  who  are  soon  parted  from  their  money,  there  will 
be  games  of  chance,  bridge  with  stakes,  poker.  Come  and 
enjoy  making  a  fool  of  yourself.  R.S.V.P." 

The  decorations  will  be  the  leitmotif.  Lots  of  yellow 
flowers  and  gold  spray  paint  are  a  must.  Start  right  at  the 
front  door  with  masses  of  forced  forsythia  and  jonquils  in 
gilded  baskets  or  "gold  plated"  florist's  containers.  On  to  the 
living  room.  If  the  dancing  area  is  spacious  enough  and  you 
can  retire  the  furniture,  rent  little  gilt  chairs  to  define  the  j 
perimeter,  ballroom  fashion.  Fill  the  fireplace  with  more  | 
forsythia  and  gold-sprayed  leaves.  Let  daffodils,  tulips,  and 
their  ilk  spill  over  the  mantel  from  gold-painted  bread  tins. 
Mark  the  four  corners  of  the  room  or  the  doorway  with  lush 
arrangements  of  still  more  flowers  and  gilded  leaves  placed 
on  borrowed  pedestals. 

On  the  buffet  table  perhaps  a  lame  cloth  ( glittering 
material,  not  too  dear,  may  be  found  at  theatrical  supply 
houses) .  Or  spray  a  plain  plastic  cloth  with  gold.  For  a  center-, 
piece,  splurge  with  a  ransom  heap  of  gold  "nuggets"  spiked 
with  flowers.  Gild  biggish  stones  or  coal  and  intersperse  the 
"lode"  with  water  picks  holding  yellow  flowers  and  gilded 
leather  fern.  To  keep  you  on  the  gold  standard,  gold  candles 
are  available  and  vermeil  place  settings  are  usually  rentable 
— gold  and  white  china  as  well.  You  can  use  the  same  theme, 
small  scale,  on  small  tables  for  four. 

A  menu  with  a  golden  glow  might  include:  a  platter 
of  amuse  gueules  (tongue  teasers)  to  be  passed  with  the  cock- 
tails— golden  brown  cheese  sticks;  spiced  kumquats;  a  dip  of 
cream  cheese  cum  chutney,  curry,  and  bacon  bits;  eggs  stuffed 
with  a  yolk-and-chopped-walnut  mixture.  For  the  buffet. 
Cuban  orange  chicken  ( broilers  split,  baked,  and  bathed  with 
undiluted  frozen  orange  juice  and  garlic,  and  finally  topped 
with  Italian  salad  olives)  ;  saffron  rice;  and — to  avoid  mono- 
chromaticity — pureed  peas.  For  dessert,  any  sunny  pineapple 
or  lemon  concoction ;  or  perhaps  peaches  and  apricots  with 
creme  Chantilly  and  lady  fingers;  or  a  marmalade  souffle:  or 
a  lemon  sponge  cake  layered  with  curacao  butter  cream  filling 
and  iced  with  orange  glaze.  Gold-foil  wrapped  chocolate 
money,  naturally,  and  possibly,  Goldwasser  with  the  coffee.

This  has  the 
merit   of  shared   laughter   and   lightminded    philosophizing. 


If  fools'  names  and  fools'  faces  often  appear  in  public  places, 
it  might  be  fun  to  prove  the  point  by  collecting  memorabilia 
and  news  clippings  from  yearbooks,  bridal  books,  newspaper 
files  et  al.  and  making  a  series  of  unidentified  montages 
for  the  deciphering  and  delectation  of  old  friends  gathered 
together  at  my  house  for  lunch  or  dinner.  While  enjoying 
aperitifs,  they  could  try  to  identify  the  montages,  and  for  a 
prize,  why  not  a  photograph  album? 


Not  being  particularly  partial  to  practical  jokes,  I  am  more 
inclined  to  think  of  April  fool  in  terms  of  surprise  dishes. 
One  of  my  favorites,  a  Spanish  melon  hollowed  out  and  filled 
with  a  liqueur-laced  macedoine  of  fruits  left  to  ripen  in  the 
refrigerator  overnight  and  recapped  before  serving.  Other 
delectable  deceptions  are  hot  breads  filled  with  surprises:  pop- 
overs  stuffed  with  chipped  beef  in  cream  for  a  brunch;  bri- 
oches stuffed  with  Swiss  cheese  and  reheated  before  serving: 
scooped  out  corn  muffins  filled  with  cooked  sausage  meat  and 
retopped  before  a  gala  breakfast.  Syrian  pocket  bread  is  made 
for  surprises:  filled  with  ratatouille,  heated  up  again  and  cut 
into  pie-like  wedges  for  lunch:  or  with  a  cheese  mixture  baked 
inside  for  exotic  sandwiches.  Hard  rolls  filled  with  creamed 
mushrooms  are  something  to  try,  too. 


Punch  can  be  a  fooler,  but  I  believe  in  letting  my  guests 
know  about  its  authority  however  smoothly  disguised.  Often 
overlooked  in  our  straight-drink  age,  punch  is  a  pleasant,  prac- 
tical  way  of  quenching  a  lot  of  thirst  without  the  problems  of 
an  open  bar.  It's  especially  convenient  for  a  midday  do  or 
open  house.  Surprisingly  good:  half  Southern  Comfort,  half 
cranberry  juice  with  a  judicious  dash  of  lemon.  Interesting 
and  refreshing:  brandy,  tea,  apple  juice  and  sparkling  water. 
For  more  ceremonial  occasions  I  favor  a  good  Blanc  de  Blancs 
such  as  Kriter  melded  suavely  with  strawberries,  vin  rose, 
and  a  dash  of  cognac.  Mathematical  proportions  are  not  neces- 
sary. Fool  around  and  create  your  own  formula. 
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To  prove  that  you  cannot  fool  all  of  the  people  all  of  the  time 
I'm  going  to  give  a  guessing  game  party — taste,  touch, 
smell,  sight,  sound,  or  combinations  thereof.  Perhaps  a  can- 
you-remember  kind  of  thing  anchored  to  one  specific  decade. 
Provided  with  pad,  pencil,  and  refreshment,  the  group  can 
try  to  identify  bits  of  music  ( make  up  a  tape  or  have  someone 
serve  as  instant  record  switcher),  quotations,  incomplete  ad- 
vertising slogans  to  be  completed,  incomplete  headlines  ditto, 
fashion  fads  to  be  named,  athletic  records  to  be  tied  to  their 
makers.  To  whet  the  memory,  guests  might  even  be  urged 
to  come  wearing  or  bearing  some  symbol  of  the  period.  Or  per- 
haps for  sheer  foolery,  a  revival  of  The  Game,  using  phrases 
in  which  fool  or  foolish  occurs.

A    GARDENER    SPEAKS    HIS    MIND 

Tuberous 
begonias 

and  their 
nonnegotiable  demands 

By  William  B.Hmrid 


Some  of  the  most  popular  plants 
seem  to  cause  gardeners  trouble, 
enough  so  that  many  throw  up 
their  hands  and  quit  trying. 
These  plants  are  not  really  dif- 
ficult to  grow,  but  they  are  exact- 
ing, so  much  so  that  you  can  call 
their  demands  nonnegotiable. 
One  of  them  is  the  tuberous  be- 
gonia, a  plant  that  produces  flow- 
ers of  fantastic  beauty  when  it 
likes  the  way  it  lives.  In  the  late 
1930s  my  luck  with  them  was 
zero.  Reading  about  them  in 
newspapers,  horticultural  maga- 
zines, and  nursery  catalogues  dis- 
closed the  same  "facts"— they 
liked  shade,  a  good  garden  loam, 
and  moisture.  It  took  me  several 
seasons  to  discover  that  tuberous 
begonias  hate  shade,  that  they 
dislike  good  garden  loam  in- 
tensely unless  it  is  loaded  with 
enough  coarse  builder's  sand  to 
drain  away  excess  moisture  im- 
mediately, and  that  moisture  is 
not  to  be  confused  with  wetness. 

Let's  first  tick  off  the  spe- 
cifics for  the  culture  of  tuberous 
begonias  as  bedder  plants.  (Pot 
culture  will  be  discussed  later.) 
No  one  point  is  more  important 
than  the  others  for  the  basic  ob- 
jective is  to  produce  a  massive 
root  system  from  the  dormant 
tubers  in  such  an  orderly  way 
that  root  growth  is  not  checked. 
Each  step  in  the  culture  of  tu- 
berous begonias  has  that  one 
objective. 

1 .  Tubers  should  be 
seedlings  or,  obviously,  last 
year's  tubers.  Tuber  size  makes 
a  considerable  difference.  Some 
seedlings  are  2M  inches  or  more 
in  diameter,  others  go  down  to 
an  inch.  Smaller  sizes  hardly 
ever  throw  more  than  one  stem. 
Two  stems  are  normal  for  the 
larger  sizes  and  many  of  them 
throw  three,  which,  of  course, 
make  large  husky  plants  and  a 
fine  display.  Roots  sprout  from 
every  area  of  the  tuber  (bottom, 
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sides,  and  top).  It  follows  thai 
shallow  planting  will  not  pro-,] 
duce  the  root  system  required/ 
When  started,  the  top  of  the  tui] 
ber  (any  size)  should  be  Yz  incl 
below  the  surface  and  kept  a( 
that  depth  when  planted  out  oil 
potted.  (Instructions  that  advis^ 
not  covering  the  tuber  anj 
faulty. )  It  is  wise  to  order  a  few 
more  than  are  actually  needed 
since  some  tubers  will  refuse  t( 
sprout— they  have  been  kept  to( 
damp,  due  to  an  uneven  compos 
mixture,  or  too  dry,  because  thei 
were  missed  in  watering.  If  al 
bulbs  fail  to  grow  they  migh 
have  been  frozen  in  transit.  Bui 
you  will  know  this  because  tlni 
bulbs  will  be  very  soft  by  thil 
time  you  get  around  to  planting 
them.  Actually,  few  begonia  tui 
hers  are  truly  blind  (have  no  buci 
points)  but  the  lot  can  die  be| 
cause  of  overwatering,  dryness 
or  too  much  fertilizer.  Also,  ah 
tubers  do  not  sprout  at  once 
some  are  very  slow.  Dig  thes( 
up  with  care  and  if  they  shos 
any  white  thread-like  roots,  plan 
them  back.  If  they  are  soft,  throv 
them  away— they  have  been  over 
watered.  If  sound,  nick  then 
with  a  fingernail.  Those  thai 
show  a  woody,  yellowish  bod\ 
are  too  dry  and  will  never  sprout' 
Plant  back,  in  new  compost, 
those  that  show  a  nice  meat) 
body.  This  may  not  be  welcomt 
news,  but  failure  with  a  sounc" 
tuber  is  ninety-nine  out  of  oik 
hundred  times  the  grower's  fault 

2.  Plant  eaeh  t  ubei 
riaht  side  up.  The  top  is  gen 
erally  concave,  with  scars  show 
ing  the  location  of  last  year' 
growth.

or  early  April  in  a  flat.  (Those 
planted  after  April  25  are  hardly 
ever  satisfactory.)  A  wooden  to- 
mato or  grape  box  is  excellent. 
Each  box  will  hold  about  nine 
large  tubers  comfortably.  And 
because  few  tubers  put  out 
growth  at  the  same  time,  the  box 
makes  a  good  holding  receptacle 
until  the  laggards  show.  Of 
course,  this  step  can  be  elimi- 
nated by  planting  directly  into 
clay  pots,  but  pots  are  a  lot  hard- 
er for  most  gardeners  to  keep 
properly  damp.  (Stay  away  from 
plastic  pots  as  you  would  the 
plague.)  Tardy  tubers  in  pots 
get  more  water  than  they  need, 
usually  on  the  theory  that  "just 
a  little  more  water  will  help." 
Ideally,  flats  or  pots  should  be 
kept  at  65°,  but  this  is  not  criti- 
cal; 70°  may  bring  up  the  tops  a 
little  faster;  55°  will  take  them 
longer  to  perform.  If  you  are 
growing  the  tubers  for  a  special 
occasion,  figure  on  about  five 
months  to  first  full  flush,  which 
you  should  know,  produces  the 
largest  flowers  you  will  get  dur- 
ing the  season.  The  plants  will 
continue  to  bloom  heavily  and 
later  flowers  get  somewhat  small- 
er, but  they  are  such  pretty 
things  and  there  are  so  many  of 
them,  no  one  really  cares.  When 
top  growth  reaches  2  to  4  inches, 
the  tubers  should  be  lifted  from 
the  starting  box.  Use  your  fingers 
as  a  trowel,  break  as  few  roots 
as  possible,  and  pot.  The  big  tu- 
bers should  go  in  7/2-inch  clay 
pans  ( that's  the  squat  pot  azaleas 
are  grown  in ) .  But  regardless  of 
tuber  size,  use  pots  just  large 
enough  to  accept  the  roots,  never 
too  large  because  watering  is  dif- 
ficult. In  any  case,  the  soil  should 
not  be  compacted,  merely  finger- 
firm.  If  temperatures  are  right 
(no  sign  of  frost)  the  begonias 
can  go  directly  outdoors  to  hard- 
en off  before  being  planted.  But 
bring  them  back  if  the  tempera- 
ture falls  below  50°. 

4.  Starting  and  potting 
eom  post*  are  not  eritival  as 
long  an  they  supply  drainage, 
but  just  for  the  hell  of  it  get  fancy 
and  mix,  by  volume,  seven  parts 
of  veil/  good  garden  soil,  two 
parts  of  sphagnum  peat  moss, 
and  two  parts  of  builder's  sand. 
Really  homogenize  it.  Then  add 
to  each  bushel  2  ounces  of  calci- 
um carbonate  (agricultural  lime) 
and  4  ounces  of  a  compound  fer- 
tilizer low  in  nitrogen,  high  in 
potassium  and  phosphorus  (4-8- 
8  or  the  like ) .  Homogenize  these 
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with  the  compost.  Then  dampen  ! 
it  without  making  it  wet— when  j 
squeezed,  no  water  should  ap- 
pear as  drops  on  the  hand,  butj 
it  must  be  moist  throughout. 

5.  Well  ahead  of  plant- 
ing prepare  a   bed  as   el ose  I 
as  possible  in  texture  to  the 
eompost  just  described.  If  vour 
garden  soil  is  a  good  one,  it  can 
be  improved  by  the  addition  ofl 
a  half  bushel  per  square  yard  ofl 
year-old  cow  manure;  if  not,  in- 
corporate a  quarter  of  a  bushel 
of  sphagnum  peat.  Add  builder's 
sand  for   the  proper  degree  of 
sharpness,  and  4  ounces  of  lime 
and   an   equal   amount   of   low- 1 
nitrogen    fertilizer    per    squ; 
yard.    The    bed,    when    mixed  I 
thoroughly   and   settled,    should 
poke   up   about   an  inch   above] 
ground  level,  and  soil  prepara- 
tion  should   go   to   at   least    18 1 
inches,     not     to     accommodate  I 
roots,  but  to  aid  drainage,  which 
is   all-important   if  roots   are  to  I 
continue   to   grow.    Getting   thel 
consistency  of  the  bed  equal  to  I 
the  starting  and  potting  medium  I 
is  simple— use  the  potting  com-j 
post  as  a  sample.  Plant  large  tu- 
bers on  14-inch  centers.  Smaller! 
tubers  can  go  on  10-inch  centers.

Starting  here  are  step-by-step  instructions  for  the  charming  wood  grain  pattern  on  number  9,  the  blar 
chest-on-chest-of-drawers.  The  same  pattern  could  easily  be  adapted  to  any  large  flat  surface  such  as  a  tabletop,  door,  or  wall  panel. 


TOOLS  AND  MATERIALS 

You  will  need  the  following:  flat  japan  colors,  white  shellac,  kerosene,  turpentine,  flatting  oil,  two  iy2-inch  oxhair  p;| 
brushes,  #3  sable  brush,  #6  sable  brush,  absorbent  cotton,  flexible  plastic  ruler,  one  cotton  bob,  two  chamois  bobs,] 
the  three  special  tools  (1)  reading  clockwise — coarse  natural  sponge,  whisk  brush,  pipeover  grainer.  To  make  a  bob:  Pi 
a  ball  of  absorbent  cotton  in  the  center  of  a  square  of  fine  cotton  or  chamois  measuring  roughly  6-by-6  inches.  Draw  up  §| 
and  corners  and  fasten  with  rubber  band  looped  over  three  or  four  times. 

FOR  THE  BACKGROUND  j 

Use  flat  japan  colors — five  volumes  of  orange-red  mixed  with 
volume  of  burnt  sienna.  For  the  graining  pattern,  you  will  nei 
very  thin  solution  of  burnt  umber  japan  paint  and  turpentine, 
fifty-fifty.

Pour  some  of  the  burnt  umber  graining  mixture  on  a  wax  paper  palette.  Load  a 
coarse-textured  natural  sponge  lightly  with  the  graining  mixture,  and  while  the  k 
sene  is  still  wet  dapple  the  surface  with  the  sponge  (2).  Dappled  areas  should  nc 
too  close  together  and  graining  mixture  should  be  thin  enough  to  run.  Then  softeni 
dappling  with  another  sponge  dampened  with  flatting  oil.  At  this  point,  while  k 
sene  is  still  wet,  you  can  if  you  wish  put  in  some  very  light  graining  lines  with  a 
sable  brush  in  areas  where  pattern  is  sparse  such  as  the  upper  left  hand  drawer.  Allow  your  piece  to  dry  for  at  least  two  days.  Then  apply  a  second  co. 
shellac.  The  rest  of  the  pattern  consists  of  two  series  of  techniques — one  for  the  longitudinal  graining  (blanket  chest  and  bottom  drawer)  and  cross-cut  gr, 
ing  (upper  right  hand  drawer),  and  the  second  for  the  burl  motif  (upper  right  and  lower  left  corners  of  blanket  chest  and  right-of-center  area  of  bottom  draw 


FOR  GRAINING 


When  shellac  is  dry,  apply  another  coat  of  kerosene  to  one  of  the  areas  to  be  graij 
(better  to  do  one  section  at  a  time).  While  still  wet,  put  in  graining  lines  with  a  p 
over  grainer  dipped  in  the  burnt  umber  graining  mixture  (1).  Leave  a  space  betwl 
each  series  of  graining  lines,  which  can  be  drawn  in  sweeping  curves  as  on  bot 
drawer  and  blanket  chest — or  in  rough  circles  as  in  cross-cut  patterns  on  upper  rl 
hand  drawer.  Then  take  a  plastic  ruler,  anchor  it  with  one  hand  at  what  would  be  J 
§  center  of  your  radius,  and  with  the  other  hand  drag  the  edge  hesitantly  over  the  j 
graining  lines  (2).  This  will  produce  the  light  radial  lines  in  the  pattern.  Finally,  with  a  whisk  brush,  whisk  through  the  graining  radially  from  the  circumfere 
toward  the  center  (3).  All  grained  areas  are  done  by  the  same  method  but  to  get  the  more  subtle  effect  on  the  front  of  the  blanket  chest  and  the  upper  r 
hand  drawer,  you  will  need  to  perform  each  step  of  the  process  with  a  much  lighter  hand.  {Continued  on  page

Apply  a  coat  of  kerosene  to  one  of  the  burl  areas  and  while  kerosene 
is  still  wet,  paint  the  whole  area  with  burnt  umber  graining  mixture. 
Moisten  a  chamois  bob  with  a  little  flatting  oil  and  press  down  on  wet 
paint  to  make  the  burl  nodules  (1).  Then  with  a  clean  chamois  bob, 
press  down  on  each  nodule  to  lighten  the  center.  Outline  the  burl  area 
with  a  narrow  frame  of  graining  made  with  the  pipeover  grainer  dipped 
in  the  burnt  umber  graining  mixture  (2).  Fill  in  motif  and  outline  individ- 
ual nodules  with  #6  sable  brush. 

If  you  are  working  on  a  chest  of  drawers  you  can  adapt  the  pattern 
to  the  sides  and  top.  (The  front  of  the  blanket  chest  would  be  good  for 
the  top.)  For  narrower  parts  of  frame  such  as  drawer  dividers,  apron, 
and  legs,  follow  same  method  as  for  burl  areas:  paint  with  kerosene,  then 
with  graining  mixture,  then  add  light  lines  with  #3  sable  brush. 

After  a  week's  drying  time,  you  may  give  the  whole  piece  a  coat  of 
flat  varnish,  then  antique  it  further  with  either  a  japan  antiquing  medium 
or  japan  spattering  fluid  (as  described  in  book,  pages  65-66).  But  this 
is  not  really  necessary  because  Isabel  O'Neil  has  worked  out  the  tech- 
niques outlined  above  to  give  a  worn  effect. 

This  year,  as  usual,  Isabel  O'Neil  will  give  an  accelerated  course  in 
her  Studio-Workshop  in  New  York  from  June  19  to  June  30.

6.  HIGHBOY:  For  background  color,  which  is  ocher  over  red,  very 
much  like  the  color  of  old  maple,  see  "Glazes,"  pages  99-109. 
Graining  pattern  is  black,  applied  with  a  brush. 

7.  CORNICE:  See  "Mat  gilding  with  gold  powders,"  page  174  and 
"Antique  patina  for  leaf,"  page  191. 

11.  BLANKET  CHEST:  As  with  number  4,  this  is  done  by  the 
negative  method,  so  apply  dark  color  first,  then  light.  From 
newspaper,  cut  oval  pattern  for  each  motif,  and  cut  small 
hole  for  center.  While  light  paint  is  still  wet, 

place  newspaper  patterns  on  surface  and  drag  flexible  plastic  ruler 
hesitantly  over  them  as  in  method  used  above  for  chest-on-chest. 
At  centers,  pull  through  dark  paint  with  water-dampened  chamois. 
Lift  paper  and  pull  through  dark  lines  with  pink  pearl  eraser. 
Reveal  very  fine  dark  lines  with  rubber  comb. 

12.  BOX:  Also  done  by  negative  method.  Apply  dark  color  first,  then 
light.  Use  piece  of  pink  pearl  eraser  to  reveal  triangles  and  broad 
bands.  Use  a  piece  of  potato  cut  in  S-shape  to  pull 

through  S  motifs.  Dark-dappled  areas  between  arcs  are 
achieved  by  pressing  down  hard  with  a  coarse  natural 
sponge  and  lifting  out  the  light  color.

Our  dining  room  teas  just  painted  bright  yellow,  but 
the  color  is  too  glaring.  W  hat  can  I  do  to  tone  it  down? 

"You  can  put  a  glaze  coat  of  another  color  on  top,  then  wipe 
it  off  with  a  soft  cloth,  steel  wool,  or  sponge.  To  subdue  bright 
yellow,  try  a  glaze  of  Oyster  White,  or  to  change  the  tone, 
put  on  a  glaze  of  Green  Mint.  Glaze  paint  is  slightly  thickened 
varnish  tinted  with  oil  paint — you  can  buy  it  in  cans  or  mix 
your  own — and  it  takes  about  six  hours  to  set.  To  wipe  off 
glaze  in  straight  lines  so  that  there  are  no  wobbles,  use  a  yard- 
stick as  a  guide,  beginning  at  the  top  of  wall  and  moving  down 
in  Ion™  firm  strokes. 


W  hat  kind  of  table  would  you  put  between  two  sofas 
placed  at  right  angles  to  each  other? 

A  simple  cube  would  look  well — see  page  108  showing  the  wall 
system  of  geometries  you  can  make  yourself  and  paint.  There 
are  other  ideas  for  finishing  the  plywood  shapes — they  can  be 
covered  with  paper,  vinyl,  or  fabric.  If  you  use  burlap  or 
monk's  cloth,  glue  it  to  the  table  first,  then  saturate  with  poly- 
ester or  epoxy  boat  paint,  putting  on  enough  coats  to  produce 
a  tight  surface.  To  fabric  a  six-sided  shape:  Cut  six  pieces 
of  fabric  to  exact  size.  Using  a  9-inch  roller  put  an  even  coat 
of  glue  on  one  side,  lay  fabric  on  top,  smooth  flat  with  block 
of  wood  wrapped  in  clean  cloth.  Use  same  procedure  for  all 
sides.  Finish  with  clear  coats  of  polyurethane  varnish.  NOTE: 
To  cover  with  vinyl,  use  the  proper  vinyl  paste — the  type  of 
paste  depends  on  the  type  of  backing  on  the  vinyl — and  to 
cover  with  paper,  use  wallpaper  paste. 


My  ceramic  garden  seat  is  shaped  like  an  elephant — 
l"d  like  to  paint  it  white,  but  what  paint  do  I  use? 

Plastic  paint  is  the  answer.  It  goes  smoothly  over  metal,  plas- 
ter, ceramic,  or  anything  at  all.  For  instance  if  you  have  peel- 
ing wooden  deck  chairs,  sand  off  really  bad  patches,  paint 
with  plastic,  and  the  chairs  will  be  protected  from  further 
weathering.  Paint  comes  in  sixteen  colors  as  well  as  clear. 


/  leant  to  paint  our  front  hall  floor  with  a  simple  pat- 
tern. What  do  you  suggest? 

A  pattern  of  diagonal  squares  might  be  the  easiest.  Paint  the 
floor  the  base  color  first  and  allow  to  dry  thoroughly.  With 
a  ruler  and  pencil  draw  diagonal  lines  across  floor  about  14 
to  16  inches  apart ;  then  cross  with  lines  going  in  the  op- 
posite direction.  Following  the  penciled  lines,  lay  on  two-inch- 
wide  strips  of  masking  tape  on  the  whole  area.  Paint  the  con- 
trast color  between  the  taped  lines. 


There  is  a  lovely  view  from  the  lop  of  the  bedroom 
windows,  but  I  would  like  to  screen  out  the  lower  part. 
W  hat  are  some  ways? 

You  could  use  an  opaque  fabric,  shirred  tautly  between  two 
thin  rods  and  fitted  inside  the  window  frame  to  cover  up  the 
lower  half — or  have  shades  that  pull  up  from  the  bottom  and 
laminate  them  with  the  same  fabric  as  your  curtain.  Louvered 
shutters  could  be  cut  to  fit  the  part  of  the  window  you  want 
covered,  then  painted  to  match  the  woodwork:  or  panels  of 
fabric,  outlined  in  wood,  would  do  the  trick  too.

slipcover 

The  trick  lo  making  any  slipcover  is  in  the  careful  fitting  and 
pinning  on  the  chair  itself.  These  instructions  are  for  a  softly 
rounded  armchair,  below,  and  on  page  110,  but  you  can  adapt 
them  to  any  shape  of  chair  by  following  the  standard  slipcover 
procedure  (see  House  &  Garden,  October,  1971). 

Starting  at  the  center  inside  back  with  the  center  of  your 
fabric,  pin  over  rounded  curve  of  back  to  seam,  working  out 
to  sides,  taking  about  a  1-inch-deep  tuck  at  intervals — here 
about  12  inches  apart.  After  fitting  and  pinning,  cut  off  excess 
fabric,  leaving  a  %-inch  seam  allowance. 

To  make  the  chair  cushion:  Measure  and  cut 
top,  bottom,  and  sides  separately.  Place  on  cushion  and  pin 
carefully  together.  Notch  seams,  turn  inside  out,  repin.  and 
stitch,  leaving  one  side  open  for  zipper.  NOTE:  If  you  want 
welting,  cover  cord  with  bias  strips  and  insert  in  final  seaming. 

To  make  the  platform  of  the  chair,  which 
is  the  part  under  the  cushion,  follow  the  same  procedure  as 
the  outside  back,  measuring  from  center  back  of  seat  to  floor. 

To  make  the  pleated  outside  hack,  you  will 
need  enough  fabric  to  cover,  plus  5  inches  for  each  pleat. 
Measure  from  center  back  to  floor  and  hem  bottom.  Before 
pin-fitting  fabric  to  back  of  chair,  pleat  it  and  baste  pleats  in 
place  with  machine  speed  basting  or  chain-stitching.   (Chair: 
shown  has  six  5-inch  box  pleats,  12  inches  apart.)   To  form 
box  pleat,  two  side  pleats,  21,/;  inches  each,  are  folded  in  op-  i\ 
posite  directions.  Do  not  remove  basting  until  finished  slip- 
cover is  fitted  lo  chair.  To  fit,  start  pinning  fabric  to  the  topi 
center  back  of  chair,  working  out  to  sides,  then  trim  fabric ; 
to  chair  shape  and  pin  to  inside  front  of  slipcover. 

After  all  the  slipcover  pieces  have  been  pinned  together ; 
and  cut  to  chair  shape,  notch  edges  every  4  inches.  Turn  slip-  i 
cover  inside  out,  match  notches,  repin,   and  stitch.   Before 
removing  basting  from  pleats,  tack  where  bows  will  go. 

To  make  a  how:  Use  two  pieces  of  fabric,  each  12 
by  3l/>  inches.  Fold  each  lengthwise  so  that  edges  meet  along 
center;  press,  fold  again  lengthwise,  press.  To  make  loops, 
fold  ends  of  one  piece  to  center.  Tie  second  strip  around 
middle  of  first  strip.  Cut  ends  diagonally,  tack  to  chair. 
NOTE:  As  an  optional  finishing  touch,  the  hem  of  the  slipcover 
shown  was  bound  with  plain  fabric  to  match  the  bows.

"If  you've  be- 
gun to  notice  a  little  sagging  skin,  a  telltale  line  here  and  there 
as  you  look  at  your  face  in  the  mirror,  there's  one  thing  you  can 
be  sure  of — it's  not  going  to  get  any  better  unless  you  do  some- 
thing about  it."

The  arched  serpentine-shaped  hack  with  outscrolled  arms  forming 
a  continuation  of  the  undulating  hack  was  indeed  the  chief  fea- 
ture of  Chippendale  settees.  The  Chippendale  style,  however, 
made  no  abrupt  break  with  the  past  and  this  kind  of  back  and 
arms  occurred  on  Georgian  settees  around  1750.  A  rich  gold, 
crimson,  or  green  silk  damask  fabric  would  be  appropriate. 

CHINESE  VASE 

This    is    a   photograph    of   a 
Ming     vase     and     teakwood 
stand,    which   I    recently   in- 
herited.   Also    enclosed   is   a 
sketch  of  the  /narking  on  the  bottom  of  the 
vase.

The  Ming  Dynasty  six-character  Hsiian  Te 
reign  mark  (1426-1435)  on  your  vase  is 
false.  The  shape  and  decorative  design  indi- 
cates a  Ch'ing  Dynasty,  probably  Ch'ien 
reign  mark  (1736-1795).  The  names  of  earlier  reigns  fa- 
mous for  porcelain  were  frequently  used  on  Chinese  vases,  not 
as  a  form  of  deceit  but  as  a  compliment  to  past  masters,  and 
your  vase  exemplifies  that  ancient  practice. 

FRENCH  CUPBOARD 

We  have  owned  this  commode  for 
many  years  and  were  told  it  is  a 
French  Victorian  1860  piece.  Is  this 
true?  S.A.K. — Clearwater,   Fla. 

Your  low  cupboard  is  in  the  Second 
French  Empire  style  (1852-1870). 
The  female  figures,  called  caryatids,  on  the  stiles  had  their  origin 
in  antiquity  and  have  figured  prominently  in  classical  styles  of 
furniture.  They  were  used  as  columns  for  the  portico  of  the 
Erechtheum  at  the  Acropolis  in  Athens.

Ironically,  if  nature's  life  machine  were  left  alone,  it  would 
function  very  nicely,  and  in  fascinating  ways.  One  of  the  most 
amazing  is  the  discovery  by  a  group  of  naturalists  that  the  life 
pattern  of  the  lynx  Ian  animal  that  alternatelv  abounds  or 
does  not)  runs  parallel  to  that  of  the  snowshoe  hare,  a  creature 
ol  which  the  lynx  is  inordinately  fond.  The  hares  are  prolific, 
and  as  they  increase  in  number,  so  do  the  increasingly  well-fed 
lynxes.  But  greedy  for  more  than  enough,  they  pursue  their 
prey  so  voraciously  that  the  hares,  who  can  run  just  so  far  and 
so  long,  drop  in  their  tracks,  dead  of  the  kind  of  shock  called 
stress.  And  naturally,  as  the  hares  decrease,  so  do  the  lynxes, 
who  must  now  wait  for  another  cycle  to  evolve.  Nature  has 
seen  to  it  that,  if  sometimes  there  are  too  many  lynxes  and 
hares  and  sometimes  too  feu,  there  are  always  some. 

But  we  seem  unable  to  let  nature  alone.  We  live  in  a  world 
where  wild  animals  and  people  who  care  about  them  are  fight- 
ing five  handicaps,  named  by  Dr.  Richard  Van  Gelder,  chair- 
man and  curator  of  mammalogy  at  New  York's  Museum  of 
Natural  History,  as  trophy  hunting,  the  whims  of  fashion,  pop- 
ulation growth,  habitat  destruction,  and  pollution. 

A  prime  example  of  the  pitiful  state  trophy  hunting  can 
create  is  the  polar  bear — sought  for  years  because  the  presence 
of  his  pelt  in  front  of  a  fireplace  w  as  once  almost  a  status  sym- 
bol. Today,  there  are  very  few  polar  bears  where  they  belong 
— on  an  ice  floe.  As  far  as  they  can  be  protected,  they  are,  and 
they  have  a  chance  of  survival.  How  much  of  a  chance,  no  one 
knows.  If  you  have  owned  a  polar  bear  rug  for  years,  you  are 
undoubtedly  fond  of  it.  Continue  to  be,  letting  it  be  a  reminder 
that  somewhere  its  descendant  is  alive  and — as  long  as  it  is 
unmolested — will  stay  that  way  for  a  bear's  lifetime. 

Far  more  common  than  polar  bear  skins  are  zebra  hide 
rugs — once  part  of  a  trophy  hunter's  bag,  now  a  commercial 
commodity.  To  own  one  does  not  necessarily  have  anything 
to  do  with  decimating  the  breed.  In  a  particularly  dry  season, 
a  herd  of  African  zebras  can  be  in  great  distress  from  lack  of 
water,  and  then,  and  only  then,  does  the  local  government  per- 
mit a  limited  harvest.  In  a  way,  they  are  rationing  water.  If 
they  did  not,  the  zebras  would  die  of  thirst  or  be  too  weak  to 
try  to  elude  their  natural  predator,  the  lion.  Zebra  hides  ob- 
tained in  this  manner  bear  no  onus.  We  can  only  hope  that  all 
of  them  are  as  justified.  Contimwd  on  page  78

The  ups  and  downs  of  fashion  have  not  been  a  blessing  lo 
the  spotted  cats — the  cheetah  (getting  rarer  and  rarer),  leop- 
ards, jaguars,  ocelots,  margays.  The  love  of  humans  for  fur 
is  deep-seated,  but  if  you  care  enough  about  conserving,  say, 
the  leopard,  you  can  help  by  not  buying  its  fur  until  there  is 
no  danger  of  its  extinction — a  not  impossible  dream.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  possession  of  an  Alaskan  seal  coat  or  lap  robe 
has  no  bearing  on  the  destruction  of  the  species  because  it 
cannot  have.  Almost  extinct  at  the  turn  of  the  century  because 
of  open-sea  hunting  (now  rigorously  banned),  the  Alaskan 
seal  prospers  today  on  the  Pribilof  Islands  in  herds  that  add 
up  to  two  and  a  half  million.  Were  they  to  increase  to  over 
four  million,  many  would  perish  for  sheer  lack  of  room — 
nature's  way  of  dealing  with  overpopulation.  So  each  year 
the  U.S.  Government  permits  a  carefully  supervised  harvest 
of  50,000,  thus  providing,  and  very  literally,  room  for  survival. 

As  prospective  raiment  (or  anything  else) ,  muskrats  have 
never  presented  a  problem.  They  are  so  prolific  that  Dr.  Van 
Gelder  lists  them  as  "legitimate"  along  with  the  ranch  bred- 
and-reared  animals  such  as  mink,  chinchilla,  and  nutria.  As 
long  as  these  creatures  are  under  either  nature's  supervision 
( the  muskrat ) ,  or  man's  I  the  ranch  breeds  I ,  they  can  go  on 
forever.  Lacking  a  holocaust,  of  course.  Wild  minks,  oddly 
enough,  are  currently  enjoying  a  period  of  grace  because  their 
black-brown  fur,  once  almost  nonexistent  as  a  coat  for  ranch 
minks,  has  finally,  through  the  science  of  genetics  and  care- 


ful ranch  breeding,  become  as  available  as  the  ranch-pro- 
duced mutation  furs — blue,  blond,  mauve,  whatever — and 
hence  equally  "legitimate."  Beavers  are  very  carefully  pro- 
tected, and  seem  to  continue  to  build  as  many  dams  as  they 
ever  did.  Detr  hunting,  too,  is  now  firmly  controlled,  to  the 
irritation  of  many  farmers,  whose  friends  deer  are  not. 

But  Bengal  tigers  are  in  serious  trouble.  It  is  now  against 
the  law  in  India  to  hunt  them  because  there  are  only  about 
fifteen  hundred  of  the  great  cats  burning  bright  in  their  forests. 
Where  have  they  gone?  Into  the  hands  of  poachers  who  kill 
indiscriminately  (cubs  ale  the  easiest  prey),  then  sell  the  un- 
cured  pelts  on  the  black  market,  from  which  they  disappear 
into  limbo  to  emerge  as  anything  that  can  be  made  out  of  fur. 
But  we  must  remember  that  poachers  poach  for  food,  or  money 
to  buy  food,  and  in  India,  because  of  population  growth,  too 
many  people  simply  don't  have  enough  to  eat.  Who  is  to  die? 
A  human  or  a  tiger?  The  temptation  is  there,  and  it  is  very 
easy  for  a  hungry  man  with  a  hungry  family  to  forget  that 
an  animal  is  beautiful. 

FROM  POPULATION  GROWTH,

A  water  bird,  he  fishes  amid  pollution 
and  gradually  absorbs  DDT  into  his  bloodstream.  In  the  fe- 
male, this  infiltration  produces  an  egg  shell  so  thin  that  the 
pelican  chick  is  aide  to  chip  his  wa\  out  of  it  too  soon,  to 
emerge,  incapable  of  coping  with  life,  and  expire.

None  of  us  really  depends  on  wild 
life  as  a  source  of  sustenance,  and  as  far  as  profit  or  vanity  is 
concerned,  if  we  are  patient  enough  to  let  nature  take  care  of 
the  animal  kingdom  in  its  own  way,  conservation,  in  those 
cases  where  it  is  still  possible,  will  do  its  part  to  help  put  the 
kingdom  back  on  all  four  feet — and  both  wines.

Last  summer  hundreds  of  thousands  of  acres  of  wood- 
land in  the  northeastern  U.S.  looked  in  July  as  you  would 
expect  them  to  look  in  December.  Then  toward  the  end 
of  the  summer  in  some  places  an  eerie  thing  happened: 
The  trees  began  to  put  out  new  leaves. 

Is  that  good  for  the  trees? 

Is  it  good  for  the  environment? 

In  other  contexts,  ecologists  have  been  telling  us  that 
trees  are  man's  best  friends.  They  help  keep  the  air  clean 
by  giving  off  oxygen  and  taking  in  carbon  dioxide  and  other 
pollutants.  Thcv  filter  out  flv  ash,  dust,  and  pollen.  Around 
our  houses  they  muffle  noise  and  provide  natural  cooling 
(which  can  cut  down  our  use  of  electricity  for  air  condi- 
tioning). In  more  thickly  planted  areas  they  soften  the  ex- 
tremes of  water  flow,  hold  back  soil  erosion,  shelter  wild- 
life. All  these  beneficent  claims,  of  course,  apply  to  trees 
in  leaf. 

Will  the  gvpsv  moth's  victims  survive?  No,  if  they 
happen  to  be  hemlock  or  spruce— one  stripping  will  be  a 
mortal  blow.  In  the  case  of  deciduous  trees,  the  consensus 
is  that  some  can  withstand  one  or  two  years  of  defoliation 
plus  the  strain  of  out-of-season  refoliation,  but  more  than 
three  \  ears  of  that  and  most  deciduous  trees  have  had  it. 
Oak  trees  are  the  most  susceptible— gvpsv  moths  love  them. 
But  if  they  run  out  of  oaks,  they'll  readily  switch  to  other 
hardwoods,  to  fruit  trees,  and  when  all  else  is  gone,  to  the 
evergreens. 

Will  the  moth  be  back  again  this  year  and  will  it 
spread? 

"In  a  given  year  there  is  no  way  of  knowing  for  sure 


whether  the  gypsy  moth  will  expand  in  number  in  a  given 
area  or  tract,''  says  Dr.  Robert  Campbell,  biologist  at  the 
lr.S.    Forest   Service   Research    Laboratorx    at    Hamden, 

Conn.  "The  coming  season  is  predictable  onl\  in  ;i  coin 
tossing  sense— we  can  give  odds.  But  unless  something  IruK 
dramatic  happens  on  the  research  front,  the  moth  will 
spread." 

The  acreage  ol  trees  stripped  last  year  was  twice  the 
acreage  defoliated  in  1970  and  more  than  six  limes  the 
1969  damage,  reports  Thomas  Mclntyre,  chid  staff  of- 
ficer for  forest  and  soil  pests  at  the  U.S.  Department  ol 
Agriculture.  "And  we  are  convinced  that  the  real  problem 
is  yet  to  come,"  he  says.  "There  is  a  definite  danger  ol  the 
moths  moving  westward." 

for  the  gypsy,  as  its  name  suggests,  is  a  wanderer,  also 
an  accomplished  hitch-hiker.  Baby  caterpillars  no  more 
than  an  inch  long  can  ride  on  the  wind  for  as  far  as  fifty 
miles.  But  that's  onK  a  short  hop.  The  full-grown  female 
moth,  who  does  no  damage  herself  and  can't  even  fly, 
makes  up  for  these  limitations  by  laying  her  eggs  in  ob- 
scure spots  on  vehicles  like  campers  and  trailers  and  on 
shipments  of  timber,  nursery  stock,  Christinas  trees,  even 
marble  and  quarry  stone.  Come  spring  and  her  offspring 
may  be  hatching  out  hundreds  of  miles  from  home. 

What  can  be  done  about  it?  A  number  of  things.  (  See 
list,  next  page.)  What  should  be  done  about  it?  There  is 
the  argument.  A  good  deal  depends  on  where  the  trees 
are  that  you  want  to  protect.  In  your  own  backyard?  Or, 
in  public  places  where  people  are— streets,  parks,  recrea- 
tional grounds?  Or  in  places  where  people  rarely  are,  such 
as  forests  and  watersheds?  None  of  these  can  be  ignored 
since  the  moths  can  easily  work  their  way  from  the  forest  to 
\  our  garden  or  vice  versa.  So  if  you  live  in  an  endangered 
loealitv  you'll  have  to  decide  not  only  what  you  will  do 
to  protect  your  own  trees,  but  what  vou  will  urge  your 
local  officials  to  do  to  protect  your  community  parks  and 
nearby  forests. 

Some  of  the  questions  that  will  come  up:  Is  it  safe  to 
use  a  chemical  pesticide?  Are  nonchemical  or  biological 
controls  available?  Are  they  just  as  effective  as  the  chemi- 
cals0 How  do  they  compare  in  cost'?  Is  it  better  to  spray 
the  trees  from  the  air  or  from  the  ground?  Which  is  more 
expensive?  What  would  happen  if  you  did  nothing  at  all? 

No  one  has  all  the  answers.  Some  of  the  experts  con- 
tradict each  other  and  almost  every  expert  tends  to  reflect 
the  bias  of  his  profession.  In  general  there  are  three  points 
of  view:  that  of  the  tree  savers,  that  of  the  entomologists, 
and  that  of  the  chemical  banners.  The  tree  savers— fores- 
ters, park  commissioners,  some  horticulturists— under- 
standably want  to  save  trees.  They  are  mainly  concerned 
with  the  effectiveness  of  the  various  gypsv  moth  control

On  home  grounds 

Remove  egg  masses  manually  before  larvae  hatch  (hard  to 

get  those  high  up  in  tree ) . 

Girdle  tree  with  a  burlap  skirt,  crush  moth  larvae  that  crawl 

under  it  to  sleep  during  the  day  (effectiveness  questioned 

by  some  experts). 

Paint  tree  with  band  of  creosote  (according  to  some  experts, 

harmful  to  certain  tvpes  of  trees). 

Spray  tree  from  ground  with  carbaryl  (trade  name:  Sevin), 

an  organophosphate  (Gardona),  or  trichlorfon  (Dvlox). 

Spray  trees  from  ground  with  B-t  (Bacillus  thuringiensis) , 

a  new  biological-control  compound   (trade  names:  Thuri- 

cide,  Biotrol,  Dipel). 

On  community  grounds  and  in  forests

spraying  is  not  practical  for  areas  of  less  than  50  acres  and 
is  never  recommended  for  urbanized  areas.) 

(Experimental  permits  for 
limited  aerial  applications  may  be  granted  by  federal  au- 
thorities this  year.) 

Cooperate  with  U.S.D.A.  or  state  agriculture  department 
experimental  programs  in  biological  control— i.e.  introduc- 
tion of  parasites,  viruses,  exotic  wasps,  sex  attractants. 


costs.  (Differences  in  cost  for 
protecting  a  few  trees  on  your 
own  property  might  be  easy  to 
shrug  off,  but  they're  not  so 
blithely  overlooked  by  taxpayers 
confronted  with  wide-area  con- 
trol programs.) 

Entomologists  and  some  bi- 
ologists seem  more  concerned 
with  saving  bugs.  Not  that  the 
gypsy  moth  needs  any  help  to 
survive.  Since  it  was  first  im- 
ported to  Massachusetts  and  let 
loose  by  accident  a  hundred 
years  ago,  the  most  strenuous  at- 
tempts to  eradicate  it  have  com- 
pletely failed.  The  best  that  has 
been  achieved  is  to  keep  its  num- 
bers down  to  what  scientists  call 
tolerable  levels.  This  has  been 
helped  by  the  activity  of  the 
moths'  natural  enemies— para- 
sites, viruses,  and  certain  wasps 
and  other  insects.  These  "good 
bugs"  the  entomologists  would 
like  to  save,  and  they  fear  chemi- 
cal pesticides  may  do  away  with 
the  predators  along  with  the 
moths. 

The  chemical  banners  are 
more  extreme.  They  are  unequiv- 
ocally against  the  use  of  car- 
baryl—the  leading  anti-gypsy- 
moth  chemical  that  has  replaced 
DDT— although  it  is  nonpersis- 
tent  and  harmless  to  wildlife  (ex- 
cept to  bees,  which  have  to  be 


protected  from  it).  But  the  facl 
that  large  doses  or  injections  ol 
carbaryl  led  to  birth  defects  ir 
laboratory  animals  has  per- 
suaded this  group  that  it  could 
conceivably  be  harmful  to  hu- 
mans, if  not  immediately,  per- 
haps at  some  time  in  the  future 
(There  is  no  scientific  proof  one 
way  or  the  other.)  Theirs  is  the 
do-nothing  approach.  Let  nature 
take  its  course  is  their  advice- 
meanwhile  live  with  it  and  like  it. 
Here  are  random  comments 
and  opinions  from  experts  who 
have  been  intimately  involved 
with  the  gvpsy  moth  over  die 
past  few  years: 

Thomas  Mclntyre,  U.S.D.A.:  "In 
some  cases,  a  homeowner  might 
be  able  to  protect  his  own  prop- 
erty by  himself.  But  it  almost  al- 
ways takes  community  action  to 
do  an  effective  job.  .  .  .  Spraying 
from  the  ground  is  much  more 
expensive  than  from  the  air. 
What  some  of  the  environmen- 
talists who  oppose  aerial  spray- 
ing don't  seem  to  understand  is 
that  our  aircraft  program  uses 
only  one  pound  per  acre— that 
could  be  three  or  four  building 
lots.  Ground  spraying  takes 
much  more  chemical  per  tree, 
perhaps  ten  times  as  much  pei 
acre."  Continued  on  page  96

Gene  Farkas,  U.S.  Environmen- 
tal Protection  Agency:  "Last 
year  the  EPA  pointed  out  the 
U.S.D.A.'s  Environmental  Im- 
pact Statement  for  its  gypsy 
moth  program  did  not  include 
enough  facts  to  weigh  the  bene- 
fits against  the  hazards.  We  felt 
that  further  research  was  needed 
concerning  the  effect  of  carbaryl 
on  beneficial  insects— a  complete 
ecological  study  of  each  region. 
And  we  expressed  the  belief  that 
aerial  spraying  is  risky— difficult 
to  control." 

Dr.  Robert  Campbell,  U.S.  For- 
est Service  Laboratory  at  Ham- 
den.  Conn,  (said  to  have  done 
more  research  on  the  gypsy  moth 
than  anyone  living  today) :  "We 
suspect,  though  we  don't  actual- 
ly know,  that  many  outbreaks  of 
the  gypsy  moth  have  been  gen- 
erated in  people's  backyards. 
Often  this  happens  in  spots  that 
might  seem  totally  unrelated— 
for  instance,  cordwood  piled 
against  a  tree.  The  caterpillars 
will  come  down  out  of  the  tree 
at  dawn  and  find  resting  places 
on  the  inner  logs  where  the 
chances  of  their  being  found  and 


killed  are  gieatly  reduced.  This 
can  happen  any  place  where  you 
find  a  tree  close  to  a  man-made 
structure:  under  the  eaves  of  a 
house  or  toolshed,  on  the  under- 
side of  a  picnic  table,  in  unused 
barbecue  pits,  on  signs  tacked  to 
trees.  Everyone  should  take  a 
good  look  at  such  places— in  the 
early  spring  for  eggs,  later  for 
caterpillars." 

Dr.  John  F.  Anderson,  Chief  en- 
tomologist, Connecticut  Agricul- 
tural Experiment  Station,  Neiv 
Haven:  "For  the  past  two  years, 
we  have  been  searching  for  the 
methods  of  gypsy-moth  control 
that  would  be  least  likely  to  pol- 
lute our  environment.  Insect 
parasites  would  probably  be  the 
most  acceptable  if  they  could  be 
effectively  manipulated.  They 
come  in  assorted  shapes  and 
sizes— eight  wasps,  four  types  of 
flies.  We  have  also  been  testing  a 
sex  attractant  known  as  dispar- 
lure  as  well  as  a  virus  and  bac- 
teria including  B-t  (Bacillus 
thuringiensis) ,  which  is  now 
available  commercially.  Our  field 
tests  showed  it  to  be  less  effec- 
tive than  carbaryl  sprayed  from 


the  ground,  although  it  did  re- 
duce the  moths  to  a  tolerable 
level.  But  it  is  probably  five  times 
as  expensive.  Except  for  B-t, 
none  of  these  biological  methods 
can  vet  be  relied  upon,  so  we  will 
continue  to  depend  upon  the  use 
of  nonpersistent  chemicals." 

William  Metterhaus,  deputy  di- 
rector of  gypsy  moth  control  pro- 
gram, New  Jersey  State  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture:  "Here  we 
have  what  is  called  an  integrated 
program:  discriminate  spraying 
with  chemical  pesticides  plus  the 
use  of  biological  controls.  And 
we  cooperate  with  the  munici- 
palities—make individual  surveys 
to  find  out  what  might  be  ex- 
pected for  the  coming  season, 
and  offer  control  programs  they 
can  accept  or  not,  as  they  please. 
Two  types  of  areas  get  priority 
for  chemical  spraying:  recrea- 
tional areas  and  forested  com- 
munities where  people  have  built 
right  into  the  forest  at  the  rate 
of  perhaps  twenty  homes  per 
hundred  acres.  We  use  carbaryl 
—  1  pound  per  acre— but  we  never 
spray  aerially  over  vast  tracts.  In 
all  other  areas  we  are  releasing 


parasites.  We  are  the  only  st;

To  dress  up  a  simple  quilt  with  butterflies:  Cut  butterfly  shapes  from 

variety  of  prints  and  pin  to  center  quilt  squares.  Satin  stitch  around  edges.  If  you  ivant 
butterflies  to  puff  up,  back  each  butterfly  with  Dacron  fiberfill  cut  to  shape  but  slightly  smaller. 
To  make  a  ruffled  side  eurtain:  Use  a  double-sized  sheet  for  each  outside  panel, 
a  contrasting  double-sized  sheet  for  each  lining,  and  strips  of  a  third  sheet  for  piping.  Here, 
strawberry-patterned  sheet  is  lined  with  pink  and  white  checked  gingham  sheet,  piped  in 
pale  pink.  Sandwich  a  2-inch  folded-over  strip  of  sheet  for  piping  between  top 
sheet  and  lining  sheet.  Stitch  together;  hem  bottom  of  panel.  To  make  ruffles,  use  12-inch-deep 
strips  of  sheeting  twice  width  of  panel.  Pipe  bottom  edges,  gather  tops,  stitch  to  panel,  floor 
ruffle  reaching  bottom  hem,  top  one  overlapping.  To  make  bow-tied  pleating:  Pin  each  panel 
into  eight  box  pleats,  evenly  distributed.

Stitch 
strips  to  curtain  top  at  center  of  pleat.  Hand-tack  on  bows  (to  make  bows,  see  page  64). 
To  hang  curtain,  loop  strips  over  canopy  rod  and  handsew  to  lining.

However  the 
sheets  are  used — as  a  scalloped  coverlet,  as  Aus- 
trian shades,  as  a  bed  skirt — each  butterfly  has  its 
delicate  color  defined  by  being  outlined  in  blue  chain  stitch- 
ing. Paint  will  provide  the  sky  blue  walls,  the  lettuce  green 
ceiling,  and  someone  has  had  the  wit  to  design  a  flooring 
that  looks  like  caning.

Seam  ends  together  for  a  continuous 
length.  Along  one  long  side,  using  a  large  needle  and  nylon  tufting  thread, 
sew  a  row  of  3-inch  stitches  1  inch  from  the  hemmed  edge  for  gathering.  Gather 
and  tie  in  a  circle.  To  attach  sunburst  canopy  to  bed:  First  nail  a  l-by-3 
board  across  canopy  frame  halfway  between  head  and  foot.  Place  a  nail  at 
the  center  of  board  and  tie  nylon  gathering  threads  to  nail.  Take  one  end  of 
fabric,  turn  under,  and  staple  to  corner  of  canopy  frame.  Distribute  fabric 
evenly  around  frame,  attaching  it  to  corners  before  you  start  to  gather.  Gather 
evenly  between  corners,  trimming  and  turning  under  edge  of  fabric  before  stapling.

To  make  a  ribbon-eorered  quilt:  For  double  bed  use  two 
double  sheets  and  a  variety  of  washable  ribbons  in  stripes,  checks,  and 
solids.  Place  ribbons  across  length  and  width  of  one  sheet  in  a 
pattern,  weaving  ribbons  to  form  squares  of  equal  size.  Pin,  then  stitch 
ribbons  one  by  one.  Stitch  around  the  inside  of  squares  that  have  been 
formed  using  the  scallop  stitch  on  No.  3  width  of  the  Singer  Golden 
"Touch  &  Sew"  zigzag  sewing  machine.  Place  Dacron  fiberfill  between 
ribbon  stitched  sheet  and  lining  sheet.  Pin  through  all  thicknesses, 
stitch  together  edges.  Bind  quilt  with  a  3-inch-wide  ribbon.  W  or  king 
from  back  side  of  quilt,  catch  layers  together  every  14  inches,  using 
yarn  needle  and  5-inch  lengths  of  yarn.

To  make  an  envelope  pillow  sham:  Cut  front  piece  38 
inches  long  by  26  inches  wide.  Cut  back  piece  34  inches  long  by  26  inches 
wide  (  A  single  sheet  will  make  four  shams  to  cover  regular-sized  pillows.) 
Hem  one  short  side  of  the  underneath  piece.  Fold  one  end  of  front  piece 
over  8  inches,  and  place  back  piece  over  folded  front  piece,  right  sides 
together.

If  you  have  a  sense  of  what  you  truly  love,  a  house  can  be  a  passionate,  exuberant  adventure.  Throw  away 
the  rules,  do  it  yourself — things  that  are  chosen  from  love  belong  together.  What  Mrs.  Charles  Fuller  loves 
best  are  simple,  honest  things — sometimes  ordinary,  sometimes  primitive,  always  unpretentious  and,  to  her, 
delightful.  "Long  ago  I  lived  in  Java.  I  took  the  cheapest  catalogue  furniture  I  could  find,  and  threw  it  all 
away  as  I  started  collecting."  And  the  collections  still  grow.  "I  love  my  house  in  Stonington,  Connecticut. 
It  is  a  gem  and  overlooks  the  harbor.  But  it  was  too  small  for  my  things,  so  my  friend  [and  partner  in  the 


Stonington  Art  Gallery]  Richard  Pratt  designed  a  barn  for  me 
across  the  lawn  as  a  container  for  the  overflow."  The  barn  is  a 
single  large  room,  left — all  white — with  lofts  at  either  end.  Only 
two  pegboard  "walls,"  hinged  in  four  4-by-8-foot  sections,  above, 
and  rolled  around  on  casters,  divide  the  space.  Every  object 
has  its  special  place  against  this  backdrop.  In  the  kitchen  area, 
right — pegboard  dappled  with  straw:  a  bear  marionette  from 
Russia;  a  heron  from  the  Azores;  baskets  from  France,  Portugal, 
Mexico,  Bali,  Java.  "On  the  mission  table  is  a  wonderful  sculpture 
made  by  Daniel  Potter  from  a  coffeepot — it'scalled'The  Friend.'  "

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"I  wanted  the  barn  to  be  designed  as  a  big  entertainment  space  in  counterpoint  to  the  smallness  of  the  house.  From 
one  of  the  lofts  [left]  you  can  see  how  big  it  is.  The  back  wall  was  lined  especially  for  paintings,  done  mostly  by 
friends.  I  filled  the  Queen  Anne  cabinet  with  toys  and  sea  shells,  and  those  are  sea  shells,  too,  above  the  hartebeest 
antlers,  which  I  picked  up  in  Penzance.  I  went  there  to  buy  a  sculpture,  but  liked  him  instead.  I  brought  back  eigh- 
teen of  those  teakwood  cane-seated  Raffles  chairs  from  Java;  you  can  never  get  two  that  match."  After  a  game  of 
boccie,  ocean  breezes  cool  guests  on  the  terrace  behind  the  house,  this  page.  "Practically  everything  on  the  terrace 
was  made  by  hand.  The  squarish  table  was  built  around  a  radiator  grille,  which  you  can't  see  because  of  the  blue 
tray,  and  the  other  one  is  a  boiler  top.  I  stuffed  the  Japanese  goldfish  kites  for  pillows,  and  the  other  pillows  on  the 
leftover  church  pew — from  my  old  house,  which  was  a  church — are  covered  with  French  tablecloths.  The  umbrella, 
from  Bangkok,  used  to  be  carried  over  important  people  in  religious  processions.  It  has  a  white  lacy  doily  on  top."

7"op  row,  lelt  to  rif.hl:  Hi- 
ll treasure  is,  of  course,  the  house  itself. 
"I  fell  in  love  with  it;  it  is  an  historic  gem, 
a  square,  stylish  Greek  Revival  town  house 
by  the  sea."  Richard  Pratt  planted  the  aca- 
cias to  shield  the  house  from  its  parking 
court.  In  the  barn,  a  narrow  stair  leads  up 
to  one  of  the  lofts.  "The  runner  is  just  an 
old  rag  rug  that's  been  washed  so  many 
times  it  has  almost  no  color  at  all — just  a 
whisper  of  a  blue."  A  Canadian  goose  de- 
coy finds  a  companion  from  halfway  round 
the  globe  in  a  Burmese  gold-lacquered 
duck  powder  box.  The  pedestal,  discovered 
way  up  on  the  coast  of  Maine,  is  an  enor- 
mous bronze  bird's  claw.  Back  in  the 
house,  in  a  cozy  corner  of  the  library,  an 
upturned  blue  glass  battery  jar  becomes 
a  table  next  to  a  Victorian  sofa.  "Those 
patchwork  pillows  were  falling  apart,  so  I 
sewed  them  back  together  onto  pothold- 
ers."  Center  row:  In  front  of  the  coffee 
table  in  the  barn  stand  two  tiny  stools  from 
Djakarta.  "Kids  will  sit  on  those  stools  all 
night  long  trying  to  sell  a  single  cigarette 
or  a  piece  of  candy."  At  the  other  end  of 
the  room  sails  a  model  of  a  French  steam- 
er, carved  by  a  native  of  West  Africa; 
"she's  top  heavy,  but  that  must  be  the  way 
she  looked  to  him."  Next  to  the  sofa  is  a 
capstan  taken  from  the  Boston  waterfront. 
On  the  coffee  table,  the  base  of  a  cabinet, 
sits  a  Moslem  ceramic.  "She  is  Muham- 
mad's messenger  [actually  the  messenger 
is  a  streak  of  lightning]  here  half  lady,  half 
winged  horse.  She's  cross-eyed  which  de- 
lights me,  and  in  her  back  is  a  slot  for 
coins.  Underneath  the  table  lies  a  fat 
printed  leopard.  To  give  him  dimension,  I 
stuffed  him  full  of  shoulder  pads."  The 
long  view  of  the  library  takes  in  the  Vic- 
torian sofa  and  patchwork  pillows  again. 
"There  are  so  many  books  jammed  into 
the  bookcases,  but  I  left  a  space  especially 
for  my  alabaster  Nile  boat  from  Egypt.  The 
hooked  rug  thrown  in  front  of  the  hearth 
is  a  big  barnyard  Fido  dog."  Bottom  row: 
Hobe  Erwin  designed  the  wallpaper  for  the 
dining  room  and  for  the  powder  room.  "I 
love  the  view  through  the  door  of  the  dining 
room — the  stair  rises  just  like  smoke  from 
a  cigarette.  The  cups  are  a  pair  I  liked  be- 
cause of  the  blue  bows  on  them.  And  the 
lamps  are  glass  bottles."  Some  more  paint- 
ings in  the  barn:  "Sandy  Calder's  sun  face 
hangs  at  the  top,  and  below  it  is  an  Indo- 
nesian 'heiji' — a  religious  pilgrimage  to 
Mecca — by  train.  The  church  underneath 
was  appliqued  of  chips  of  granite  by  a 
local  Stonington  man  who  was  immensely 
popular  here  before  he  died.  The  elephant 
on  the  Franklin  stove  usually  burns  in- 
cense, but  I  filled  him  up  with  rose  petals 
because  there  is  always  a  mildew  smell 
near  the  ocean.  On  the  English  officer's 
campaign  chest,  which  belonged  to  a  rela- 
tive in  Manila,  are  a  royal  pair;  they  are 
squatting  and  have  slots  for  coins  in  their 
backs.  I  covered  the  bentwood  chair  in  the 
powder  room  with  terry  cloth  so  you  can 
just  wriggle  around  on  it  until  you  dry  off."

Framed  by  the  bricks, 
the  soil  is  a  lightweight  mix  of  one 
half  vermiculite,  a  quarter  perlite,  a 
quarter  loam,  plus  liquid  fertilizer 
( Peters ) .  Moisture  sensors  imbedded 
in  the  soil  keep  plants  watered  on  de- 
mand in  an  experimental  irrigation 
system  invented  by  Mr.  Crane,  head 
of  Plantamation,  Inc.  The  Cranes  sow 
seeds  in  flats  indoors,  set  seedlings 
out  in  May.  Shielded  by  the  building 
parapet,  their  garden  is  a  natural 
sun  trap  where  even  melons  prosper.

Broiled  Tomatoes

Cut  tomatoes  in  half  crosswise. 
Arrange  in  a  broiling  pan  to  fit 
snugly.  Put  2  slivers  of  garlic  on 
each  half,  and  sprinkle  with  olive 
oil,  rosemary,  and  salt  and  pep- 
per to  taste.  Broil  under  high 
heat  for  10  minutes  or  until 
edges  of  the  tomatoes  begin  to 
brown.

("Sugar  Loaf  is  perfect,  since 
it  forms  a  compact  head  and  is

1  quart  chicken  or  beef  stock 

3  small  mild  onions  (silver  skins

Salt 

Blanch  the  whole  chicory  in  wa- 
ter for  10  minutes.  Taste  a  leaf 
midway  for  bitterness;  if  it  is  too 
bitter,  pour  off  some  of  the  wa- 
ter and  add  fresh  boiling  water. 
Drain  in  a  colander,  thoroughly 
draining  off  all  water.  Chop 
chicory  rather  coarsely.  Put  in 
a  covered  casserole,  dot  with  the 
butter,  pour  in  the  stock,  and 
sprinkle  with  the  onions  and 
salt  to  taste.  Cover  and  braise 
in  a  325°  oven  for  P/i  hours. 
When  the  chicory  is  mild,  the 
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dish  is  perfect  at  this  point.  If 
bitter,  the  flavor  can  be  modu- 
lated by  adding  a  roux  to  the 
stock  to  make  a  sauce,  or  adding 
a  cream  sauce  just  before  serv- 
ing. Serves  4.

Gardener's 

notes 


BY  JAMES  FANNING 
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A  vegetable  garden  can  be  small  as  a  flowerpot  on  a  window  sill  or  it  can  cover  several  acres  of  ground.  It 
all  depends  on  how  much  food  you  want  to  produce,  how  much  time  you  want  to  spend  gardening,  and  how 
much  space  you  have  available.  For  instance,  the  Cranes'  rooftop  garden  (page  144)  is  18  feet  long,  6  feet 
wide,  and  about  8  inches  deep.  It  produces  a  summer- 
long  supply  of  table  vegetables  and  a  display  of  garden 
color  as  well.  Key  to  the  operation  is  succession  planting. 
A  single  row  of  lettuce  will  produce  for  about  two  weeks. 
Any  plants  that  remain  are  then  pulled  up  and  the  row 
reseeded.  Tomatoes  are  grown  on  stakes  to  save  space 
and  a  bushy  plant  like  zucchini  is  kept  at  the  end  where 
it  does  not  shade  the  rest  of  the  garden.  Spacing  here 
is  all-important.  The  Giobbis'  big  garden  (page  144)  is 
supplemented  by  a  salad  garden,  right,  12-by-27  feet 
and  framed  by  flowers.  Here  they  grow  six  kinds  of  let- 
tuce, plus  radishes,  parsley,  and  a  variety  of  other  herbs. 
Catalogues  and  seed  packets  tell  how  much  space  to 
allow  for  each  kind  of  plant  to  do  its  best,  or  you  can 
use  the  newly  developed  seed  tapes,  with  ready-spaced 
seeds  that  eliminate  the  need  for  thinning.  Whatever 
the  size  of  your  vegetable  garden,  though,  resist  the 
temptation  to  plant  more  than  you  need  of  any  one  thing. 
The  result  would  be  a  waste  of  time,  material,  and  space.

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There's  more  to  mulch  than  meets  the  eye.  These  are  the  opening  words  of  The 
Organic  Way  to  Mulching  (Rodale  Press,  $5.95).  The  editors  of  Organic  Gardening 
and  Farming,  who  compiled  the  book,  spare  no  pains  to  explain  everything,  hid- 
den or  visible,  that  mulches  do.  They  show  the  different  effects  mulches  have  on 
different  plants,  what  they  do  to  soil  temperature  and  the  ways  in  which  mulches 
act  on  soil-dwelling  insects  and  bacteria.  Even  experienced  gardeners  will  find 
there  are  uses  for  mulch  they  never  thought  of  before. 


The  name  Bartleft  means  trees  in 
the  minds  of  most  of  us.  Ever  since 
Dr.  F.  A.  Bartlett  established  his 
expert  tree  service  in  the  early 
nineteen  hundreds,  the  name  has 
stood  for  tree  care  by  trained  per- 
sonnel, based  on  careful  research.  Now  an  element 
of  public  education  has  been  added.  After  the  death 
of  Dr.  Bartlett,  it  was  decided  to  move  the  tree  re- 
search facilities  from  Stamford,  Conn.,  to  Pinesville, 
N.  C.  A  group  of  Stamford  people  formed  an  asso- 
ciation to  take  over  the  old  laboratory  grounds  as 
an  arboretum  in  collaboration  with  the  University  of 
Connecticut.  Now  The  University  of  Connecticut  Bart- 
lett Arboretum  is  in  full  operation,  used  for  study  by 


the  university  and  open  to  the  general  public  as  well. 
Dr.  Bartlett  was  understandably  proud  of  the  way  he 
arranged  his  grounds  to  combine  research  with  a 
display  of  the  great  variety  of  trees  that  can  be 
grown  in  the  northern  U.S.  Members  of  the  Arboretum 
Association  are  just  as  proud  of  continuing  his  work. 
They  have,  for  example,  kept  the  formally  arranged 
plantings  of  red-leaved  and  yellow-leaved  trees  just 
as  Dr.  Bartlett  planted  them.  The  Arboretum  is  off  High 
Ridge  Road  (Route  137),  1 1/2  miles  north  of  Merritt 
Parkway  Exit  35.  It  is  open  every  day  in  the  year  and 
there  is  no  admission  fee,  but  the  Bartlett  Arboretum 
Association  does  welcome  contributions  in  the  form  of 
memberships.  The  F.  A.  Bartlett  Tree  Expert  Co.  is  still 
looking  after  the   nation's  trees,  of  course.

This  happened  in  the  North- 
east in  the  spring  of  1971.

It's  hard  to  realize  that  the 
sopping  earth  of  early  spring 
dries  out  very  quickly  when 
the  sun  goes  to  work  on  it. 
But  that's  exactly  what  hap- 
pens. So  it's  wise  to  have 
your  hoses  and  sprinklers 
ready  even  though  the  cal- 
endar says  it  ought  to  rain. 


A  problem  slope  can  be  transformed  into  a 
thing  ol  beaut)  l>\  planting  ii  with  crown- 
vetch.  This  member  of  1 1 1<-  clover  family,  Coro- 
nilla  varia,  lias  deep,  tough  roots  and  trailing 
sifiiis  that  carry  masses  of  pink  flowers  for  a 
good  part  ol  the  summer.  Although  not  ever- 
green, the  dense,  matted  stems  provide  good 
ground  cover  even  in  winter.  The  variet)  Penn- 
gift  is  particularly  dense  and  hardy,  w  ith  nw^is 
of  cameo  pink  flowers  from  July  to  Septem- 
ber. Crown-vetch  may  be  planted  in  the  form 
of  divisions,  pot-grown  plants,  or  seed.  One 
pound  of  seed  will  sow  1000  square  feet  and 
should  have  an  equal  amount  of  annual  rye 
grass  seeded  with  it  to  hold  the  soil  until  the 
vetch  gets  established.  The  rye  will  disappear 
after  one  growing  season  and  leave  the  crown- 
vetch  on  its  own.  It  is  also  a  good  idea  to  treat 
the  seed  or  divisions  with  legume  inoculant. 
This  is  a  culture  of  bacteria  that  attach  them- 
selves to  the  roots  of  all  members  of  the  clover 
family,  including  peas  and  beans,  and  take 
nitrogen  from  the  air  for  the  plants'  use.  Le- 
gume inoculant  is  available  from  seedsmen 
and  garden  supply  shops  everywhere,  and  so 
are  the  crown-vetch  plants  and  seeds.  Interest- 
ingly enough,  crown-vetch  was  brought  to  this 
country  from  Europe  to  grow  in  perennial  bor- 
ders and  was  used  in  that  way  for  a  long  time 
before  its  ground-holding  qualities  were 
noticed.  It's  really  worth  groyving  either  way. 


A  terrarium  is  a  fishbowl  for  plants.  It  provides  an  ideal  climate  as  well  as  a  showcase  for  growing  things. 
A  square  or  rectangular  terrarium  gives  the  most  planting  space  and  also  shows  off  plants  to  best  advan- 
tage. But  one  objection  has  always  been  the  opaque  strips  of  wood    _^ 
or  metal  that  held  the  glass  together  at  the  corners.  Now  this  ob- 
jection has  been  overcome  by  making  terrariums  from  flat  sheets 
of  transparent  acrylic  plastic  cemented  at  the  corners  with  epoxy 
resin.  The  Connection  Gallery  in  New  York  assembles  these  in  a 
variety  of  sizes  and  includes  covers  and  crushed  glass  for  bottom 
drainage  that  make  it  possible  to  light  the  plants  from  below.  In 
the  terrarium,  right,  are  ceramic  mushrooms,  real  moss,  and  a  real 
pine  tree  in  process  of  becoming  a  bonsai.  A  9-inch  acrylic  terrar- 
ium is  $25  (shipping  extra),  other  sizes  available.  The  Connection 
(3  Great  Jones  Street,  New  York,  N.Y.,  10012)  also  sells  live  plants 
and  sculptural  material  for  filling  the  terrariums.

is  definite  harm  in  spraying  large 
areas  with  carbaryl.  Invariably  it 
will  kill  the  predators  and  para- 
sites that  would  have  eventually 
brought  the  caterpillars  under 
control.  Not  a  single  pest  has 
ever  been  eradicated  by  spray- 
ing. ...  If  you  do  nothing  at  all 
the  impact  of  the  gypsy  moth 
will  gradually  subside.  We'll  just 
have  to  face  the  fact  that  we'll 
have  to  live  with  it  for  a  while." 

Dr.  Donald  W.  Barton,  associate 
director  of  research,  New  York 
State  College  of  Agriculture, 
Cornell  University:  "From  an 
ecological  standpoint,  we  should 
emphasize  the  value  to  society  of 
fully  foliated  vegetation.  The 
photo-synthetic  process  is  a  nat- 
ural air  cleaner.  It  has  been 
amply  demonstrated  that  carbon 
dioxide  disappears  from  the  air 
at  a  more  rapid  rate  in  heavily 
vegetated  areas.  Defoliation  by 
pests  can  take  a  heavy  toll  of 
ecological  significance." 

Dr.  P.  P.  Pirone,  director,  New 
York  Botanical  Garden,  New 
York  City:  "Trees  are  worth  sav- 


ing for  numerous  reasons— shade, 
beauty,  sentimental  value  (be- 
cause Grandpa  planted  them), 
the  value  they  add  to  property, 
and  what  they  do  to  combat  noise 
pollution.  A  100-foot  width  of 
trees  will  absorb  about  6  to  8 
decibels  of  sound." 

Dr.  Stephen  Collins,  professor 
of  biological  sciences,  Southern 
Connecticut  State  College:  "In 
its  hundred-year  history  in  New 
England,  the  gypsy  moth  has 
never  destroyed  a  whole  wood- 
land. What  really  concerns  us  is 
the  trees  in  our  yard.  People  have 
been  told  that  aerial  spraying  is 
cheaper  than  doing  it  from  the 
ground.  But  we  should  be  willing 
to  foot  the  bill  for  our  own  horti- 
cultural comfort  as  we  do  for 
our  lawns." 

Dr.  John  Simeone,  Netv  York 
State  University  College  of  For- 
estry at  Syracuse:  "You  really 
can't  generalize  about  the  im- 
mediate effects  of  defoliation.  In 
addition  to  the  more  obvious  pos- 
sibilities, there  is  the  matter  of 
thermal    pollution    of    the    soil.

2.  "Separate  scientific  probabili- 
ties from  baseless,  fearsonn  po 
sibilities.  It  is  possible  that  your 
child  might  die  in  a  puddle  in 
the  backyard,  bul  not  vei  \  likely. 
There  are  always  a  few  excep- 
tions to  every  probability. 

3.  "Promote  a  workable  budget 
for  your  community  tree  care 
program.  You  get  what  you  pay 
for.  In  a  small  community,  be- 
fore DDT  was  banned,  $100,000 
might  have  been  enough  to  spray 
evei  v  tree  in  town.  Bul  the  new 
methods  and  products  are  far 
more  expensive.

riod  chaise  longue  with  a  voluptuously 
comfortable  chair  and  ottoman  in  a  total- 
ly unpredictable  material. 

/f  you  must  limit  yourself  to  smaller  changes,  why  not 
cover  a  big  table  with  a  scarlet  felt  cloth?  Or  a  crocheted 
afghan?  Or  a  bandana  with  a  white  linen  square  laid  over  it? 
Charm  is  augmented  by  a  sense  of  non-permanence.  Spread 
a  small  but  brilliant  rug  under  the  coffee  table.  Toss  around 
some  really  terrific  pillows,  slipcovered  so  you  can  switch  them 
on  sudden  whim.  The  trouble  with  many  people  is  that  they 
take  their  rooms  too  seriously.  Play  with  your  rooms.  Mess 
around  a  little.  Besides  building  up  your  talent  and  developing 
your  eye  to  a  surprising  level,  it's  really  great  fun. 

I  love  it  when  clients  get  daring  on  their 
Mlaring  on  own  They  begin  timidly:  "Now  I'm  only 
if  our  own  thin]dng  out  loud,  so  don't  jump  on  me 
if  the  idea  sounds  barbaric,  but  what  if 
we  had  just  one  chair  in  black  linen?"

■  /u  /  ith  or  without  a  decorator,  it's  just  this  kind  of  free- 
V  V  spirit  thinking  and  eagerness  to  experiment  that 
every  room  needs  to  become  alive.  In  a  house  that  steers  clear 
of  the  happy  medium,  even  casual  visitors  can  sense  that  some- 
thing good  is  going  on.  They  may  rave,  they  may  applaud,  they 
may  laugh,  they  may  be  shocked.  But  they'll  never,  ever  yawn.

NOTES  TO  HELP  YOU 

DECORATE-IT- 
YOUKSELF 

BY    PATRICIA    <  OKItIV 

House  &  Garden  asked  the  experts  to  tell  their  secrets  about 
walls  and  floors,  looks  and  lighting — here  are  their  tips  on 
color,  furniture  arranging,  what  to  add  to  a  room  and  what  to 
take  away — all  adding  up  to  decorating  today. 
"Rheostat  a  room  for  atmosphere,"  says  Jay  Steffy. 
"Put  hidden  rheostat  lighting  around  the  floor  to  make  a  livel) 
border,  run  it  up  the  corner  angles  of  the  room  in  strips  for 
vibrancy,  and  you  can  dim  or  brighten  and  change  the  mood 
instantly." 

"Go  all  the  way  with  wallpaper''''  is  Betty  Sherrill's  secret 
for  giving  interest  to  a  room  that  doesn't  have  beautiful 
art  and  beautiful  furniture.  "You  can  use  shiny  vinyl  paper 
that  looks  just  like  an  expensive  glaze-painted  effect:  and  for 
giving  a  library  a  wood  paneled  feeling,  use  cork  patterned 
paper."  Here  are  two  tips  from  David  Barrett  to  cure  the 
architectural  uglies:  "If  you  have  two  beams  running 
across  the  ceiling  of  a  room — dummy  up  two  others  on  the 
sides,  stain  them  all  dark  if  you  live  in  the  country;  and  if  you 
have  a  city  apartment,  wallpaper  them  with  a  geometric,  and 
put  the  same  paper  around  the  baseboards."  He  also  does  a 
trick  with  off-centered  windows:  He  plays  them  up  by  facing 
them  all  around  with  4-inch-wide  shadow  molding. 
"A  bleached  out  piece  of  furniture,  stripped  right  down 
to  a  salty  driftwood  look  and  then  waxed"  is  Albert  Hadley's 
great  addition  to  a  room  filled  with  steel  and  glass  and  lac- 
quered things.  Ruben  de  Saavedra  has  a  recipe  he  uses:  "Add 
something  Chinese  to  a  room  .  .  .  porcelain  and  lacquer 
are  timeless."  He  also  feels  nice  scents  are  important:  "Fresh 
flowers  and  scented  wax." 

Burge-Donghia  believes  that  "you  can't  make  a  high-rise 
apartment  look  like  a  French  chateau."  A  secret  combination: 
"Don't  try  to  change  the  basic  character  of  a  room, 
but  do  the  ultimate  best  to  bring  out  what  it  is." 
"A  little  mistake,  or  rather  something  slightly  off-beat  and 
unexpected  that  can  knock  the  calculated  perfection  out 
of  a  room"  is  Richard  Hare's  way  to  combat  that  too-deco- 
rated look. 

"Thought fulness  and  a  sense  of  luxury  are  important" 
says  John  Rieck,  "and  my  idea  of  both  is  to  come  into  a  room, 
find  just  the  right  kind  of  chair  for  my  kind  of  comfort,  and 
a  table  just  the  right  height  for  putting  something  down  on." 
"An  old  secret,  but  a  good  one  for  furniture  arranging,  is  to 
have  three  zones  of  seating  instead  of  a  one-area  sprawl 
of  banquettes"  is  Michael  Taylor's  way.  Renny  Saltzman  gives 
away  color  secrets:  "Be  abandoned  tvith  paint  ...  do  the 
floor,  the  ceiling,  the  walls  each  in  a  different  color:  or  ombre 
stripe  a  room  with  tone  waves."  He  lines  walls  with  vertical 
random  planking,  paints  the  whole  white,  then  here  and  there 
he  glazes  on  ombre  stripes  of  deepening  shades,  for  instance: 
red  to  plum  to  deepest  purple.  Continued  on  page  12

''Treat  a  wall  like  an  abstract  painting"  .  .  .  John  Fitz- 
Gibbons  covers  a  wall  with  burlap  for  texture,  then  paints  it 
white.  Three  shades  of  another  color  are  painted  on  in  short 
strokes  with  a  big  brush  (try  tones  of  yellows  or  persimmon- 
peach-red )  and  afterward,  glazed  over  for  sheen. 
"Go  Mondrian  on  the  floor"  is  John  Dickinson's  secret 
trick  of  delineating  areas  with  color.  In  a  big  room  with  three 
seating  arrangements,  he  likes  the  rugs  to  define  the  areas, 
with  each  one  being  a  different  color:  For  instance,  in  a  pale 
gray  room  with  lots  of  white  in  it,  he  uses  a  gray  rug,  a  white 
one,  and  a  camel -colored  one. 

"Make  pattern"  is  Burt  Wayne's  idea  for  adding  interest  to 
floors,  "with  stenciling  or  color  stainings  or  by  distressing  the 
wood  with  chains  and  then  painting  it." 

"I  think  a  secret  something  is  a  big  piece  of  furniture  in 
a  small  room" — Denning  &  Fourcade  uses  this  idea  to  deny 
the  spartan  look  and  to  fill  up  a  room:  "Even  in  a  tiny  bed- 
room, we  like  a  great  fourposter  bed." 

"Splash  on  the  romantic  chintzes"  is  Mario  Buatta's  tip 
to  relax  and  warm  a  room.  "The  patterns  used  to  come  in  old 
fuddy-duddy  shades,  but  now  they're  brought  back  with 
fresh  new  colorings." 

"Use  luscious  textures  and  finishes^''  is  Thomas  Britt's 
answer  to  bareness.  "Furniture  lacquered  ivory,  or  with  silver 
and  horn  inlay,  or  chevron  and  checkerboard  effects  painted 
on,  looks  great  today." 

"Walls  have  to  glow  like  a  fine  piece  of  furniture"  is 
Peter  Guertler's  secret  for  a  beautiful  room.  His  method  is 
to  achieve  shimmering  transparency  by  adding  color  to  flat 
varnish  and  glazing  on  coats  and  coats  until  he  gets  depth 
and  intensity. 

"Hide  the  sources  of  light  as  much  as  possible*  have 
fewer  curtains,  let  the  place  breathe  with  minimum 
things,  but  let  them  have  meaning"  says  Arthur  Smith 
of  Baldwin  Martin  &  Smith.  His  secret  for  a  change  of  pace 
from  winter  to  summer:  two  sets  of  slipcovers,  two  sets  of 
pictures.  One  whole  look  is  exchanged  for  another  to  give 
variety  and  sparkle  to  the  same  room. 

"Cut  the  upkeep"  is  Jay  Spectre's  design  for  living,  and  he 
does  it  with  easy-care  furniture  and  electronic  gadgets.  "// 
you  do  buy  an  antique,  make  it  as  distinctive  as  a  piece 
of  sculpture." 

James  Tillis  of  Mallory-Tillis  says,  "Don't  try  to  dress  a 
room  as  you  would  yourself — if  you  go  all  out  for  the 
whim  of  today,  you'll  end  up  changing  it  tomorrow." 
Howard  Perry  Rothberg  II  has  a  secret  for  taking  the  curse 
off  anonymous  apartment  living:  ""Play  up  texture  on  the 
ivalls.  I  like  rough  sawn  cedar  or  cypress  planks,  brick,  fabric, 
mirrors,  tile,  everything  to  add  character." 
"Make  something  yourself"  is  A.  Bennett  Kouwenhoven's 
certain  something  for  personalizing  a  room,  and  also,  "add 
things  made  of  natural  fibers,  things  handcrafted." 
Melvin  Dwork  is  for  no  curtaining  of  windows:  "Instead, 
use  vertical  blinds,  in  colors;  or  woven  wooden  looking  ones — 
these  are  made  of  aluminum  and  are  easy  to  keep  clean." 
John  Saladino  has  the  last  word:  "make  a  plan  and  then 
stick  to  it;  remember  that  space  is  as  important  to  a  room 
as  the  silhouettes  in  it."

It  was  filled  with  hot 
water  and  used  during  the  meal  to  keep  spoons  warm  for  hot 
dishes,  such  as  soups. 


/  would  like  to  find  out  about  this 
wood  desk,  entirely  inlaid  with 
mother-of-pearl  and  ivory.  It  has  two 
drawers  on  top,  two  inside,  and  four 
on  the  left  side. 

N.  C.—Manhasset  Hills,  N.  Y. 

This  type  of  desk,  known  as  a  Daven- 
port, was  popular  in  both  England 
and  the  U.  S.  in  the  19th  century. 
Judging  from  the  photograph,  your 
Davenport  was  probably  made  in  In- 
dia during  the  second  half  of  the  cen- 
tury, perhaps  as  a  special  order  for 
an  English  Colonial  living  there.

Your  bowl  on  a  low  foot  is  an  example  of  Gaudy  Ironstone,  a 
kind  of  English-made  cottageware  in  a  wide  range  of  floral  pat- 
terns, generally  with  added  detail  in  copper  luster,  as  in  your 
example,  or  in  gilding.  It  dates  around  1850-1865. 


TIFFANY  VASE

to  the  history  of  my  rase.  It  is  amber  with  irides- 
cent blue,  hand-made,  and  signed  "L.  C.  Tiffany 
Favriie."

Your  Art  Nouveau  Tiffany  Favriie  glass  vase  prob- 
ably dates  around  1900.  The  distinctive  trade- 
mark "Favriie,"  which  became  a  household  word,  was  registered 
in  1894.  It  is  thought  that  the  word  was  derived  from  the  Old 
English,  Fabrile.  meaning  "belonging  to  a  craftsman  or  his  craft," 
or  in  short,  "handmade." 

AMERICAN  INDIAN  FIGURES

As  soon  as  I 
scrubbed  them  off,  they  were  reborn,  keeping  me  in  a  state  of 
acute  frustration.  Then  one  day,  browsing  in  m\  favorite 
kitchen  shop,  I  came  upon  a  Utile  plastic  memo  hoard 
and  recognized  it  as  the  answer  to  m\  problem.  Its  about  Ml 
inches  wide,  12  inches  long,  and  a  deep  flag  blue.  ^  ou  write 
the  message  (which  can  he  wiped  off)  will)  a  while  china 
marking  pencil  that  sils  on  a  little  led^e  along  the  bottom  of 
the  hoard.

One  of  my  fondest  dreams  is  to  have  a  really  great  mud 

room.  The  Millers  have  done  a  wonderful  job  with  theirs 
and  I  studied  it  carefully  when  we  spent  the  weekend  with 
them  at  the  farm.  It  consists  of  a  back  entrj  built  on  two  years 
ago  adjacent  to  the  kitchen  and  pantry,  and  its  most  impor- 
tant feature  is  a  tile  floor  that  slopes  to  a  drain  in  the  middle. 
A  flower  sink  runs  along  one  wall,  and  next  to  the  sink  is  a 
faucet  with  a  short  length  of  hose  attached.  This  is  used  to 
wash  muddy  boots  and  tracks  on  the  floor.  Beside  the  hose 
they  keep  a  long-handled  squeegee  to  push  the  excess  water 
down  the  drain.  (A  squeegee,  unlike  a  mop,  stays  clean. )  Op- 
posite the  flower  sink  is  a  coat  rack  with  a  shelf  on  top  for 
caps  and  hats  and  a  shelf  on  the  bottom  for  boots.  And  in  the 
corner  is  a  large  umbrella  holder  and  a  rack  for  drying  mit- 
tens. Betty  Miller  says  they  use  the  room  just  as  much  in 
summer  as  in  winter.  They  deposit  their  dirty  shoes  and 
gloves  there  when  they  come  in  from  the  garden,  and  the 
flower  sink  and  cupboards  are  handy  for  the  often  messy 
business  of  arranging  flowers  or  working  on  flowerpots.  Under 
the  sink  is  a  cupboard  for  packages  of  plant  food,  sprays,  and 
hand  tools,  and  above  it  are  generous  shelves  for  vases.  Ah, 
me — I  can  only  wait  and  wish. 


Do  you  ever  have  dirty  hands?  Silly  question  for  anyone  who 
gardens,  paints  furniture,  cleans  the  cellar,  or  scrubs  the  oven. 
There  are  times  when  ordinary  soap  just  won't  get  them  clean.

Mounting  fabric  on  a  wall  used  to  be  a  fussy,  difficult  job 
but  we  found  it  very  easy  to  hang  the  panel  of  chintz  behind 
Tina's  bed  with  Vinyltak  adhesive  tape.  It's  a  heavy  tape  IV2 
inches  wide  and  extra-sticky  on  both  sides,  once  you  remove 
the  backing.  Great  for  hanging  maps  and  posters,  too,  and  for 
anchoring  rugs  and  carpets — particularly  the  ones  that  come 
home  from  the  cleaner  with  curly  edges.  But  you  have  to  be 
sure  the  surface  you  apply  Vinyltak  to  is  clean  and  free  of 
dust,  loose  paint,  or  loose  plaster — they  will  break  the  bond. 


A  bought-and-forgotten  item  I  came  across  when  I  last 
cleaned  the  broom  closet  was  a  combination  sponge  and 
squeegee  on  a  stubby  handle  intended  for  window  washing. 
Since  it  didn't,  on  second  thought,  appeal  so  much  as  a  window 
washer,  I  told  myself  there  had  to  be  something  else  to  use  it 
for — maybe  to  wash  the  Formica  countertops  in  the  kitchen. 
So  I  filled  a  bowl  with  detergent  and  warm  water  and,  dipping 
the  sponge  in  the  sudsy  water,  went  to  work.  After  I  had 
washed  each  section,  I  flipped  the  sponge  over  and  squeegeed  ■ 
the  soapy  water  back  into  the  bowl.  The  whole  operation  took 
less  than  a  minute  and  left  the  counters  spanking  clean  and 
dry.  Eased  my  conscience,  too. 


When  I  bought  a  second  paring  knife  to  add  to  our  collection 
of  Zanger  knives  (they're  made  for  professional  chefs  and 
butchers  I .  I  picked  up  a  Zanger  booklet  containing  instruc- 
tions and  diagrams  for  sharpening  knives  on  a  steel. 
"No  gadget  will  sharpen  a  good  knife  as  well  and  as  fast  as  a 
sharpening  steel,"  it  says.  I  agree  completely  and  might  add 
that  a  good  knife  can  be  brought  to  top  efficiency  very  quickly 
with  a  steel,  but  nothing  will  properly  sharpen  an  inferior 
knife.  Another  point:  Fine  steel  knives  with  wooden  handles 
should  never  be  put  in  the  dishwasher.

When  our  dog.  Use,  was  ailing  the  other  day,  the  vet  pre- 
scribed a  thick,  white  liquid  medicine — two  tablespoons,  the 
directions  said.  Somehow  I  had  to  get  the  stuff  down  her 
throat  but  certainly  not  on  a  spoon.  So,  to  administer  the 
dog's  medicine,  I  emptied  a  small  cylindrical  pill  bottle, 
washed  it  out  and  measured  the  liquid  into  it.  Then  I  slid  the 
bottle  into  the  corner  of  her  mouth,  tipped  her  head  back,  and 
gently  poured  the  contents  down  her  throat.  She  was  most 
cooperative,  so  I  gathered  1  had  hit  on  the  right  method.

Her  latest  favorite  find  is  a  sewing  guide 
called  Tapestitch — a  roll  of  yellow  sticky  tape  10  yards  long 
and  %  inch  wide.  Feels  more  like  cloth  than  paper,  which  it 
is,  and  it  can  perform  lots  of  little  jobs  that  make  sewing 
easier  and  more  precise.  There  are  vertical  lines  on  the  tape 
to  guide  top  stitching,  horizontal  lines  for  measuring  the  place- 
ment of  buttons  and  buttonholes,  vertical  perforations  for 
special  adj  ustments  from  Vi  to  %  inch.  Not  only  makes  seam 
stitching  perfect,  but  helps  with  sewing  in  zippers  and  holds 
stretchy  fabrics  firm.  If  you  slash  the  tape,  it  will  also  bend 
around  curves.  As  you  finish  each  job,  you  simply  peel  the 
tape  off,  and  it  can  often  be  re-used.  For  the  most  part,  Tape- 
stitch eliminates  the  need  for  pinning  or  basting — what  a  help!

The  extra  ingredients  are  time  and  patience 
an  ideal  place  to  work,  one  that  has  air  and  light  and  enough  room  to  mess 
jt  in.  Payer  &  Wangerman,  expert  refinishers,  showed  House  &  Garden  the 
t  way  to  refinish.  Our  pictures  show  work  on  the  tabletop.  The  same  process 
be  applied  to  the  base  if  it,  too,  is  badly  marred.  The  table  shown  here  is 
-an  antique:  see  House  &  Garden  January  71  "How  to  Refinish  an  Antique 
letop,"  where  the  piece  is  not  stripped  completely  down. 

I  Taking  off  the  old  finish  is  the  messy  part.  Caution:  Wear  old  clothes, 
an  apron,  and  protect  your  hands  with  a  pair  of  cotton  gloves  worn 
under  rubber  gloves.  Put  layers  of  newspapers  down  before  beginning. 
Pour  remover  into  a  bowl,  and  with  a  brush,  lay  the  liquid  thickly  onto 
the  tabletop,  moving  in  the  direction  of  the  grain.  After  it  sets  (about 
five  minutes)  scrape  off  with  putty  knife.  Repeat  process  if  necessary 
to  remove  all  finish,  then  dip  steel  wool  in  lacquer  thinner  and  wash 
the  surface  completely.  Let  dry  overnight.

•~fe  Sand  with  a  rubber  or  cork  sanding  block  (IY2  by  2  inches)  or  make 
jar  one  of  a  small  piece  of  wood  with  felt  pasted  to  the  bottom.  Sand 
without  gloves,  so  that  you  can  feel  the  wood.  Never  bear  down  in  any 
one  spot.  If  you  do,  you  are  apt  to  make  a  nasty  gully  in  the  wood. 
Always  go  in  the  direction  of  the  grain.  Around  piecrust  edges  of  table 
sand  with  a  small  square  of  sandpaper  held  lightly  under  your  finger. 
When  all  is  smooth  to  touch,  wipe  all  traces  of  sandpaper  dust  off  with 
a  tack  cloth.  Store  cloth  in  closed  jar — it  will  keep  residue  longer. 

o 

To  stain:  Mix  equal  parts  of 

paste  filler  with  wood  stain. 
Here,  deep  mahogany  was  used, 
the  color  and  consistency  of  choco- 
late sauce.  Note:  Filler  closes  the 
pores  of  wood,  gives  base  for  lac- 
quering. Brush  mixture  on  freely 
with  the  grain.  Wait  fifteen  min- 
utes, wipe  off  surplus  across  grain, 
then  wipe  again  with  the  grain  to 
eliminate  streaks.  Repeat  process 
for  extra  depth.  Let  dry  overnight. 

4  Wipe  clean  of  all  dust,  and  using  a  steady  up  and  down  motion, 
spray  on  lacquer  finish,  holding  the  can  at  least  12  inches  away 
from  the  surface,  being  sure  the  spray  is  a  fine  light  mist.  If  you  are 
leery  of  spraying  lacquer  from  a  can,  then  buy  the  liquid  pouring  type. 
Thin  it  out  with  a  little  lacquer  thinner  so  that  it  is  not  so  gummy,  then 
apply  with  a  clean  cloth,  rubbing  in  the  direction  of  the  grain.  Let  dry 
overnight.  Sand  with  a  fine  sandpaper,  and  repeat  the  process  of  lacquering-drying-sanding  three  or  four  times  for  a  hard  surface  finish  that  will 
withstand  stains.  To  rectify  any  imperfections  or  unevenness  and  to  give  a  low  sheen:  Make  paste  of  dry  pumice  mixed  with  a  little  water.  Using 
damp  cloth,  rub  on  with  the  grain.  Let  dry  overnight.  The  last  step  to  a  beautiful  finish:  Rub  on  paste  wax  with  cloth,  let  dry,  then  polish  to  luster.

A  GARDENER  SPEAKS  HIS  MIND 

Those  few  plants 
that  need  that 

something 
extra 


By  William  B.  Hani 


My  guess  is  that  some  gardeners 
struggle  along  doggedly  for  years 
with  many  of  the  more  popular 
plants  without  getting  results 
equal  to  their  neighbors',  because 
they  overlook  little  twists  in  cul- 
tivation. This  is  an  attempt  to  sup- 
ply that  information. 

ASTERS  and  CHRYSAN- 
THEMUMS. Separate  the 
crown  every  spring  (except  aster 
'Harrington's  Pink,'  which  can  be 
left  until  it  crowds),  replant  the 
single  outside  shoots.  Pinch  back 
chrysanthemum  plants  until  mid- 
July;  asters  only  once. 

AZALEAS  and  RHODO- 
DENDRON. Provide  a  1-inch 
mulch  of  pit  humus,  compost,  or 
well-rotted  cow  or  horse  manure 
every  spring— not  peat  moss  as  it 
cakes  and  sheds  water.  Pinch  off 
all  seed  pods  after  bloom.  Letting 
seeds  mature  saps  strength.  Pinch- 
ing provides  two  benefits:  a  maxi- 
mum show  next  season  and  mild 
reaching-bending  exercise  for  you. 
Rhododendron,  as  do  all  ever- 
greens, require  copious  irrigation 
before  deep  frost  and  treatment 
with  a  plastic  spray  (Wiltpruf)  to 
inhibit  winter  transpiration.  Applv 
it  in  January  and  March  on  days 
when  temperatures  rise  well  above 
the  freezing  point. 

CLEMATIS.  This  lovely 
woody  climber  is  one  of  the  few 
lime-loving  plants.  Each  fall  scratch 
74  cup  of  lime  lightly  into  the 
surface  in  a  12-inch  radius  around 
its  stems;  each  spring  do  the  same 
thing  with  two  generous  table- 
spoons of  5-10-5  fertilizer.  The 
Jackman  types  ( large-flowered ) 
should  be  pruned  to  18  inches  each 
spring,  for  they  bloom  best  on  new 
wood,  which  grows  very  quickly.  A 
flat,  thick  rock  will  keep  the  root- 
run  cool.  If  a  branch  wilts,  remove 


it  from  the  crown  and  burn  i 
mediately.  There  is  no  known  cu 
for  wilt,  which  is  caused  by  a  viiT 
Frequent  spraying  with  Captan 
thought  to  prevent  it.  Clema 
under  good  culture  are  less 
fected  by  wilt. 

CLIVIA.  Most  reference  boo  J 
including  recent  ones,  advise  ftp 
lowing  the  culture  used  for  aman I 
lis,  to  which  clivia  is  closely  r|! 
lated.   Maybe  so,  but  my  expei 
ence  is  different.   Direct  sunlig 
causes    the   leathery,    dark   gre< 
leaves  to  yellow,  so  keep  it  out 
the  sun  but  provide  lots  of  ligl 
Bloom  shouldn't  be  expected  un 
a  plant  is  completely  pot-bound, 
two-year-old  seedling  or  a  roote 
offshoot  in   a   6-inch  pot   shoufl 
bloom  in  two  to  three  years.  Th 
gorgeous  house  plant  blooms  el 
ratically  unless  the  many  sucker 
it  throws  are  cut  off  regularly,  hi!

(One  of  Richard  Deacon's  favorite  recipes) 

5  pound  pork  roast  2  cups  diced  apples 

Vz  cup  diced  apricots  2  tablespoons  butter 

Va  cup  diced  prunes  %  cup  wine 

2  cups  packaged  bread  stuffing 

In  a  large  bowl  combine  apples,  bread  stuffing,  dried 
apricots  and  prunes.  Heat  butter  with  wine  in  micro- 
wave range  until  butter  melts.  Pour  over  stuffing,  mix 
and  toss  to  combine. 

Cut  large  enough  pocket  in  the  roast  to  hold  the  stuff- 
ing. Stuff  and  secure  pocket  by  sewing  it  with  large 
needle  and  string. 

Place  fat  side  down  on  a  trivet  in  a  baking  dish.  Allow 
8  minutes  per  pound.  The  last  20  minutes  fat  side  is 
up.  Use  Intra-red  for  that  golden  brown.

well.  Repeat  this  every  ten  days 
until  bloom,  but  don't  neglect  ir- 
rigation between  feedings.  When 
the  blossoms  are  spent  and  the 
leaves  look  ratty,  cut  back  the 
stalks  on  a  sharp  angle  to  18 
inches.  Withhold  water  until  new 
growth  starts,  then  irrigate  reason- 
ably to  get  second  bloom  on,  of 
course,  much  shorter  stalks.  The 
second  bloom  of  hybrids  makes  the 
best  dried  flowers;  they  also  with- 
stand 6  to  8  degrees  of  frost.  To 
generalize:  A  deep  bed  for  the  big 
roots,  high  fertilization,  and  plenty 
of  water  get  professional  results, 
even  if  you  do  not  live  on  the  Pa- 
cific Coast.  I  have  actually  tried  to 
kill  delphinium  by  over-feeding 
them,  but  without  success.  It  is 
perfectly  obvious  that  this  can  be 
done,  and  those  who  do  should 
chalk  up  the  experience  to  bad 
luck  and  not  brasr  about  it  to  me. 


DI<  TAMXIJS.  A  fine  rich 
loam,  plenty  of  water,  good  drain- 
age, and  removing  seed  pods  early 
satisfy  this  pleasant  perennial— but 
if  it  is  moved,  even  the  second 
spring,    it    has    little    chance    of 


FUCHSIA.  These  nonhardy 
shrubs  are  great  bloomers,  but  re- 
quire light  shade  and  cool  nights. 
Because  they  are  used  in  pots  or 
patio  planters  they  are  likely  to  get 
too  little  or  too  much  water.  This 
also    applies    to    their    culture   in 

hangimr.  baskets,  but  more  so.  Be- 
es    o 

cause  they  are  susceptible  to  red 
spider  in  prolonged  hot  spells 
(what  isn't?),  protect  the  plants 
with  a  systemic  insecticide  (All- 
purpose  Systemic  Insect  Spray, 
Heritage  House).  In  hot  weather 
bloom  slows  down,  but  picks  up  in 
early  fall. 

GAIIXARMA.  These  gay 
things  literally  bloom  themselves 
to  death  and  rarely  last  two  sea- 
sons, but  as  new  plants  will  usually 
grow  from  side  roots  they  should 
be  given  a  chance. 

HEATHS     and     HEATH- 

I'JES.  Lime  causes  these  acute 
distress— so  acute  they  die.  Bed 
preparation  need  not  go  deeper 
than  12  inches,  but  must  include  Yi 
bushel  of  peat  per  square  yard 
homogenized  into  the  soil  three 
weeks  before  planting  in  order  to 
get  the  peat  thoroughly  moist.  No 


matter  the  zone,  all  species  require 
protection  from  bitter  winter  and 
spring  winds.  Most  survive,  un- 
comfortably, in  Zone  4  (Arnold 
scale),  where  I  live  in  winter. 
Heaths  and  heathers  do  not  re- 
quire rich  soil.  The  taller-growing 
species  should  be  pruned  back 
hard  immediately  after  bloom  or 
they  look  scruffy. 

HERBS.  That  thing  around 
about  aromatic  herbs  not  requir- 
ing rich  soil  is  dangerous.  Peren- 
nial or  annual  herbs  do  well  only 
in  a  rich  garden  soil,  sharp  enough 
for  excellent  drainage.  Those 
grown  in  poor  soils,  tarragon  in 
particular,   rarely  survive  winter. 

IRIS.  Bearded.   Dig  in   a 

fertilizer  very  low  in  nitrogen  at 
the  rate  of  1  ounce  per  square  foot 
three  weeks  before  planting.  Plant- 
ing depth  is  critical;  put  the  top 
of  the  rhizome  even  with  the  sur- 
face. To  control  iris  borer,  a  com- 
mon cause  of  failure,  remove  dead 
leaves  and  weeds  in  early  spring 
when  new  growth  is  3  inches  high 
and  spray  or  dust  with  any  contact 
insecticide  and  repeat  once  a  week 
for  two  weeks.  But  if  the  plants  are 


already  infected,  dig  and  cut  bac 
the  rhizomes  until  no  borer  holt 
show.  Gardeners  who  think  the 
will  get  huge  flags  the  first  ye; 
should  forget  it.  The  chance 
slim.

vent  this,  spray  or  dust  with  a  fun- 
gicide (Captan)  when  growth 
reaches  6  inches;  repeat  this  week- 
ly until  the  stalks  harden.  Pinch 
off  buds  the  first  year.  When  the 
plant  is  four  years  old,  up  to  one- 
third  of  the  stalks  can  be  used  for 
cut  flowers.  The  ants  swarming 
over  the  buds  are  harmless. 

PEONIES,  Tree.  One  ene- 
my of  these  lovely  woody  shrubs  is 
people  who  cut  branches  to  the 
ground  each  fall  believing  that 
they  should  be  treated  like  herba- 
ceous kinds.  One  cause  of  failure 
is  in  buying  stock  so  young  that 
the  gardener,  without  knowing  it, 
takes  over  the  job  that  rightly  be- 
longs to  the  nurseryman:  propaga- 
tion of  such  a  baby  until  it  reaches 
a  respectable  age.  Tree  peonies 
that  sell  from  two  to  three  dollars 
by  color  are  one-year  grafts  from 
Japan  that  have  been  grown  in  the 
U.  S.  for  only  one  season.  Even  in 
the  hands  of  nurserymen  many  fail, 
for  tree  peonies  owe  their  principal 
support  when  young  to  their  her- 
baceous graft— their  own  roots  de- 
velop very  slowlv.  When  grown 
two  to  five  years  after  importation, 
thev  range  in  price  from  four  to 


five  dollars  each  by  color,  and  from 
about  eight  dollars  up  by  named 
variety.  Planting  depth  is  critical 
—never  less  than  4  inches;  6  to  7 
inches  is  not  too  deep.  The  plant 
should  have  a  long  life  if  its  home 
is  specially  constructed:  3  feet  in 
diameter,  2  feet  deep,  the  subsoil 
carted  away,  topsoil  carted  in,  the 
whole  business  mixed  thoroughly 
with  a  bushel  of  humus  (wet  peat 
moss,  pit  humus,  two-year-old 
cow  manure,  or  compost)  sharp- 
ened with  sand  if  necessary.  Test 
for  pH— the  soil  should  be  neutral 
or  slightly  alkaline.  The  foregoing 
should  be  done  a  month  before 
planting.  In  succeeding  years,  fer- 
tilize the  plant  just  as  you  do 
other  shrubs. 

PHLOX.  As  this  popular  peren- 
nial blooms  in  midsummer,  the 
time  of  drought,  the  bed  requires 
deep  irrigation  then— more,  say, 
than  the  standard  1  inch  a  week. 
Hybrid  phlox  do  not  change  color 
as  they  age.  Ripened  seed  drops 
from  spent  heads,  lodges  at  the 
base,  and  grows  quickly.  Because 
these  seedlings  (mostly  magenta) 
are  very  vigorous,  they  can  drive 
out  a  hybrid  in  two  or  three  sea- 


sons, so  cut  off  the  crowns  after 
flowering.  What  is  to  be  done 
about  fungus  on  leaves?  Spray 
with  a  fungicide  before  it  appears. 
When  the  crowns  become  matted, 
dig  and  plant  the  vigorous  outside 
shoots,  discard  the  woody  center. 
When  shoots  are  2  inches  high  in 
early  spring,  thin  by  pinching  off 
all  but  the  five  or  six  strongest. 

WISTERIA   Tree  form. 

Bare-root  plants  are  devils  to  es- 
tablish, because  they  have  few 
small  roots  and  big  tops.  These 
roots  renew  so  slowly  that  the  tops 
become  too  dry  for  the  buds  to 
swell,  unless  kept  damp.  To  keep 
them  damp,  attach  a  fine  spray  to 
a  hose,  and  syringe  the  top  and 
trunk  twice  a  day  (three  or  four 
times  or  more  in  very  hot  weath- 
er), but  be  careful  not  to  waterlog 
the  roots.  You  will  think  the 
damned  buds  will  never  break, 
and  they  won't  if  you  give  up 
syringing  before  the  middle  of  Au- 
gust. Maybe  it  would  be  well  to 
hunt  for  one  already  growing 
prettily  in  a  can.  They  are,  how- 
ever, rather  expensive  and  hard  to 
find.  But  if  my  guess  that  garden- 
ers lose  about  50  percent  of  bare-

No  field  has  been  more  innovative,  more  exciting,  even  more 
startling  in  contemporary  design  than  homefurnishings.  There 
have  been  many  books  that  show  complete  room  settings, 
but  in  these  you  can't  really  see  the  individual  pieces  of  furni- 
ture clearly.  Here  are  two  excellent  books  in  which  you  can: 
New  Furniture  10  (Praeger,  $17.50)  edited  by  Gerd  Hatje 
and  Elke  Kaspar  shows  contemporary  furniture  by  interna- 
tionally famous  designers  close  up  and  at  various  angles. 
There  are  also  chapters  on  office  furniture,  cabinets  and 
shelves,  and  nursery  furniture. 

The  name  Knoll  has  long  been  associated  with  furniture 
created  by  outstanding  designers  such  as  Saarinen,  Bertoia, 
Wegner,  Breuer,  van  der  Rohe  and  many  others.  Recently 
Knoll  Associates  was  honored  with  an  exhibition  at  the 
Louvre's  MuseedesArts  Decoratifs  in  Paris.  The  catalogue  for 
this  show — really  a  dazzlingly  handsome  book  in  full  color —

To  keep  up  with  the  dizzying  array  of  new  fibers  and 
fabrics,  you  can  use  the  Fabric  Almanac  (Fairchikl.  $6.95  ) 
by  Marvin  Klapper,  which  consists,  mainly,  of  a  complete 
fabric  glossary  from  "acetate"  to  "zibeline"  including  all  the 
various  man-made  fiber  trade  names. 

The  Connoisseur's  Guide  to  Oriental  Carpels 
(Tuttle,  $19.50)  by  E.  Gans-Ruedin  is  an  invaluable  guide  to 
the  fabulous  carpets  of  Turkey,  Iran,  Turkestan,  Afghanistan, 
the  Orient,  North  Africa — even  the  Balkans.  Each  carpet  style 
— and  there  are  over  200 — is  allotted  a  full-page  illustration, 
many  in  color,  so  you  can  see  the  overall  design  clearly,  and 
opposite  each  photograph  are  line  drawings  of  the  major 
motifs  in  the  carpet  plus  a  rundown  of  the  origin,  dimensions, 
type  knot  used,  colors,  pile  of  each  rug.

The  book,  like 
Gaul,  is  divided  into  three  parts:  first  deals  with  tools  you 
need  plus  things  to  use  tools  on  and  with :  second  gives  direc- 
tions for  taking  apart,  putting  together,  replacing,  installing, 
and  fixing  almost  anything  that  might  go  haywire;  third  gives 
suggestions  for  brightening  the  place  up — tiling,  refinishing 
furniture,  painting.

Things  to  consider  before  yon  buy. 

Medium  colors  show  dirt  less  than  very  light  or 
:ry  dark  ones.  And  color  mixtures— like  tweeds  or 
orals  or  small  patterns— are  the  most  practical  of  all. 

Don't  have  much  time?  Some  textures  need  less 
acuuming  than  others  to  stay  beautiful-looking.  A  low, 
ense  loop  is  the  easiest.  Next  comes  a  twist  or  short 
lag.  A  longer  shag  means  longer  work.  Plush  takes  the 
ingest.  (Of  course,  getting  dirt  out  takes  thorough 
acuuming  in  any  texture.) 

If  you  have  pets,  I'd  suggest  a  short  shag.  It  shows 
et  hairs  less  than  low  loop  carpets,  but  doesn't  trap 
lem  like  a  long  shag. 

Things  to  do  to  prevent  trouble. 

If  possible,  arrange  your  furniture  so  as  to  avoid 
onstantly  used  traffic  aisles. 

Place  casters  or  those  little  furniture  cups  under 
our  heavy  pieces.  All  furniture  legs  should  have 
nooth,  round  steel  bottoms— not  rough,  wooden  ones. 

For  stairs,  buy  an  extra  6  to  8  inches  to  tuck  under 
t  both  the  top  and  bottom  risers.  As  soon  as  the  "noses" 
f  the  steps  show  signs  of  wear,  move  the  carpet  up  or 
own  a  few  inches.  Because  stairs  get  heavy  traffic,  I'd 
jggest  a  low,  dense  carpet  rather  than  a  shag  or  plush. 

Things  to  do  regularly. 

Vacuum  heavy  traffic  areas  daily,  others  two  or 
iree  times  a  week.  You  dust  your  furniture  daily,  don't 
ou?  Well,  the  same  dust  is  in  the  carpet,  plus  shoe  dirt, 
rumbs  and  more.  Use  at  least  three  strokes  back  and 
Drth. 

The  best  kind  of  vacuum  is  an  upright  with  a 
'eater  bar  and  brush  cylinder,  such  as  the  Hoover.  The 
1  eater  bar  loosens  the  embedded  dirt.  Tanks  and  canis- 
;rs  suck  up  surface  dirt  only. 

There's  no  such  thing  as  over-vacuuming.  Don't 
»e  nervous  about  fuzz  you  might  see  in  the  dirt  bag,  espe- 
ially  while  the  carpet  is  new.  It's  a  normal  condition, 
"he  vacuum  cleaner  is  not  eating  up  your  carpet. 

Once  a  month,  shift  heavy  furniture  pieces  an 


inch  or  two.  If  they've  left  hollows  in  the  carpet,  fluff  it 
up  with  a  hair  dryer  and  a  coarse  comb.  If  the  carpet's 
wool,  use  a  steam  iron  at  wool  setting,  then  comb. 

Things  to  do  occasionally. 

If  the  carpet  starts  looking  dull,  consider  a  do-it- 
yourself  cleaning.  We  recommend  Woolite'  Spray 
Foam  Rug  Cleaner— not  just  for  wool  but  for  Acrilan 
acrylic  and  all  man-made  fibers. 

Don't  use  soap,  washing  soda,  or  harsh  detergents 
Don't  walk  on  wet  carpet.  If  you  must  put  the  furniture 
back  before  the  carpet  is  completely  dry,  put  wax  paper 
under  the  legs. 

Things  to  do  in  emergencies. 

Whatever  you  do,  do  it  at  once.  Scrape,  blot  or 
absorb  the  spill  immediately— before  it  penetrates. 

If  the  stain  remains,  sponge  on  a  little  tap  water 
and  keep  blotting  till  dry. 

If  that  doesn't  work,  treat  the  spot  with  Woolite"' 
Spray  Foam  Rug  Cleaner.  Sponge  in  and  keep  blotting 
till  dry.  Then  vacuum. 

Stain  still  there?  Don't  give  up.  Dab  on  a  few 
drops  of  dry  cleaning  fluid  and  blot  with  a  tissue.

BOOKS  ABOUT  YOUR  HOUSE

Earth  Cook  Book  (Houghton  Mifflin,  $3.95  spiralbound) 
contains  many  interesting  dishes,  easy  to  prepare,  that  you'll 
want  to  try,  even  if  you  aren't  wholly  into  the  organic 
food  bit.  Try  it,  you'll  like  it. 

An  offbeat  cook  book  that's  worth  looking  into  is  The 
George  Bernard  Shaw  Vegetarian  Cook  Book  (Tap- 
linger,  $5.95)  by  Alice  Laden  and  R.  J.  Minney.  Mrs.  Laden 
was  Shaw's  cook  and  housekeeper  and  these  varied  recipes 
for  non-meat-or-fish  dishes  were  favorites  of  that  most  noted 
of  vegetarians.  Shaw  said :  "My  hearse  will  be  followed  not  by 
mourning  coaches  but  by  herds  of  oxen,  sheep,  swine,  flocks 
of  poultry,  and  a  small  traveling  aquarium  of  live  fish,  all 
wearing  white  scarves  in  honor  of  the  man  who  perished 
rather  than  eat  his  fellow  creatures." 

Hung,  Strung  &  Potted  (Potter,  $7.95),  by  Sally 
Smith  Booth,  is  a  history  of  eating  habits  in  Colonial  America 
with  many  recipes  for  the  dishes  that  helped  our  forefathers 
flourish.  It  makes  for  nostalgic  and  enthralling  reading,  but 
a  word  of  warning:  The  recipes  are  printed  exactly  as  they 
appeared  in  early  cookery  books,  which  makes  them  charm- 
ing to  read,  somewhat  less  than  charming  to  cook  by. 

THIS  SHOULD  KEEP  YOU  IN  STITCHES 

You  wouldn't  think  there  was  much  need  for  yet  another 

book  on  needlework.  Nevertheless.  I  think  anyone  who  likes 
to  work  with  needles  ( acupuncturists  excluded )  will  want  The 
Needlework  Book  (Simon  and  Schuster,  $14.95)  by  Wanda 
Passadore.  It  runs  the  gamut  from  the  simplest  embroidery 
stitch  to  creating  a  Turkish  carpet,  with  sections  on  knitting 
and  crocheting.  There  are  hundreds  of  stitches  and  dozens  of 
beautiful  things  you  can  make,  all  in  ravishing  color. 

FOR    THE    MAN    OF    PROPERTY 

There  are  many  advantages — price  being  only  one — to  buying 

an  old  run-down  town  house,  fixing  it  up  to  suit  your  needs 
yet  preserving  its  basic  character.  In  their  book  Buying  and 
Renovating  a  House  in  the  City  (Knopf,  $10),  Deirdre 
Stanforth  and  Martha  Stamm  present  a  wealth  of  informa- 
tion on  why,  where,  and  how  to  go  about  it — a  good  deal  of 
it  not  readily  available  elsewhere.  They  discuss  the  advan- 
tages, tell  where  throughout  the  U.  S.  the  major  renovated 
neighborhoods  are  located,  give  case  histories  of  how  dilapi- 
dated houses  were  restored,  and  go  into  all  the  things  you 
should  know  in  order  to  locate  your  own  dream  house,  finance 
it,  buy  it,  and  then  renovate  it. 

In  Remodeling  Old  Houses  (Knopf,  $8.95),  George 
Stephen  presents  a  practical  primer  for  remodeling  with  a 
wealth  of  specifics — trouble  spots  to  look  for,  how  to  measure 
and  lay  out  rooms,  remove  paint  and  finish  floors — every- 
thing, in  fact,  you  might  want  or  have  to  do  to  exteriors  and 
interiors.  Glossaries  of  general  terms  and  principles  of  de- 
sign and  of  basic  architectural  and  building  terms  are  par- 
ticularly helpful. 

If  you  invest  in  land  these  days,  you  better  know  what 
you're  about,  and  Irving  Price  in  Buying  Country  Property 
(Harper  &  Row,  $5.95)  dissects  the  entire  process  from  choos- 
ing a  Realtor  through  the  completed  deal,  suggesting  every- 
thing to  be  considered  along  the  way.  Mr.  Price  writes  en- 
tertainingly and  there  are  lovely  illustrations  by  Grambs 
Miller.  The  tone  of  the  book  is  light;  the  advice  heavy. 
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Imagine . . .  made  to  your  exact  measurements

Once  acquired,  a  taste  for  champagne,  like  a  taste  for  caviar, 
is  hard  to  lose.  While  nature  regulates  the  supply  of  virgin 
sturgeon,  caviar  will  always  be  a  luxury;  but  champagne 
may  well  become  a  commonplace  in  America  if  the  present 
trend  in  the  drinking  of  sparkling  wines  continues,  a  spectacu- 
lar growth  rate  of  191.5  percent  from  1965  to  1970. 

That  champagne  is  still  looked  on  as  a  luxury  is  due  in 
considerable  part  to  the  killjoy  attitude  of  the  government — 
sparkling  wines  are  taxed  at  a  rate  twenty  times  higher  than 
still  ones.  Start  with  the  federal  tax  of  $3.40  a  gallon,  add 
on  state  tax  and  local  sales  tax  and  you  are  paying  at  least 
a  dollar  simply  for  the  privilege  of  drinking  bubbles.  For 
when  you  get  right  down  to  it,  champagne  is  basically  white 
wine  that  turns  on  with  its  own  naturally  produced  carbon 
dioxide,  and  a  little  help  from  the  winemaker. 

Even  in  America,  all  champagnes  are  not  created  equal. 
There  are  all  manner  of  distinctions  and  price  differentials 
between  the  champagnes  we  buy  here,  according  to  their 
origin,  the  grape  varieties,  and  the  processes  that  bring  them 
into  being.  In  the  upper  echelon  are  the  special  cuvees.  or 
blends,  from  France,  like  Moet  &  Chandon's  Dom  Perignon, 
which  can  cost  as  much  as  $16.  In  the  middle  range  you'll 
find  the  familiar,  reliable  American  names  from  New  York 
State  and  California — Great  Western,  Taylor,  Widmer,  Gold 
Seal.  Almaden,  Paul  Masson,  Korbel,  Beaulieu.  The  Christian 
Brothers  among  them.  At  the  low  end  are  champagnes  with 
phony-sounding  French  names,  incredibly  cheap,  made  here 
by  the  bulk  process.  For  in  this  country,  champagne  (with  a 
small  c)  is  a  generic  term  that  can  legally  be  applied  to  any 
sparkling  wine  that  goes  through  a  second  fermentation, 
made  from  any  kind  of  grape  in  any  part  of  the  country. 

Not  so  in  Europe.  By  an  international  treaty  drawn  up 
in  the  days  when  America  was  in  the  dry  throes  of  prohibi- 
tion and  therefore  no  party  to  any  alcoholic  agreement, 
Champagne  (with  a  large  C)  is  an  appellation  of  origin  that 
belongs  to  a  specific  wine  made  by  a  specific  process  (the 
methode  champenoise)  from  three  grape  varieties  in  the 
Champagne  district  of  France,  a  delimited  area  east  of  Paris. 

French  Champagne  can  be  made  only  from  Pinot  Char- 
donnay,  Pinot  Noir,  and  Pinot  Meunier  grapes.  The  first  is 
white,  the  others  black,  but  their  first  pressing  yields  a  white 
wine.  The  body,  complexity,  and  rich,  full  flavor  you  find  in 
French  Champagnes  result  from  the  combination  of  the 
heavier  Pinot  Noir  with  die  light,  acid  Pinot  Chardonnay.

The  currently  popular  Blanc  de  Blancs  Champagne,  paler, 
lighter,  drier,  and  more  delicate,  can  be  made  only  from 
Pinot  Chardonnay,  not  any  old  white  grape  that  happens  to 
be  around.  Champagne  accounts  for  only  a  small  percentage 
of  French  wine  production.  With  the  rigid  controls  and  high 
prices  commanded  by  the  grapes  grown  in  the  Champagne 
district,  it  is  always  more  expensive  than  a  sparkling  wine 
made  elsewhere  in  France  by  the  same  method.  More  and 
more  of  these  are  showing  up  in  the  market  here,  as  the  price 
of  Champagne  soars  through  demand  and,  now,  dollar  de- 
valuation. They  come  from  the  Haute-Savoie.  Burgundy,  the 
Loire,  and  the  Rhone  and  cost  about  half  of  what  you'd  pay 
for  a  Champagne  aristocrat  like  Bollinger.  The  generic  name 
for  French  sparkling  wines  is  mousseux.  Those  of  Germany 
are  Sekt,  and  the  Italian,  spumante. 

IHAMPAGNE  EV  AMERICA 

There's  a  noticeable  difference  between  American  and  French 
champagnes.  While  some  (but  by  no  means  all)  wineries 
make  their  champagne  by  the  traditional,  time-honored,  and 
time-consuming  methode  chmnpenoise  discovered  by  Dom 
Perignon  in  1679,  the  end  result  is  never  quite  the  same — 
and  there  is  no  reason  why  it  should  be.  To  compare  them 
is  both  unfair  and  unenlightened. 

American  champagnes  have  their  own  individual  style 
and  character  because  they  are  made,  for  the  most  part, 
from  totally  different  blends  of  grapes.  There's  no  way  of 
identifying  the  grapes  in  the  majority  of  champagnes — all 
that  can  be  said  is  that  they  are  mostly  white.  They  vary 


enormously  according  to  the  way  the  champagne  is  made  and 
the  price  it  will  sell  for  (more  expensive  grapes  usually  go 
into  bottle-fermented  wines),  and  the  particular  blend  the 
champagne  maker  at  the  winery  favors,  which  may  be  influ- 
enced by  the  varietals  that  are  good  in  a  certain  year.  Some 
grapes  will  be  chosen  for  their  fruitiness  and  softness,  others 
for  their  acidity. 

While  California  grows  both  the  classic  Pinot  Noir  and 
Chardonnay  grapes,  the  climate  is  warmer  than  Champagne, 
the  growing  season  shorter,  and  the  ripening  season  faster, 
which  brings  down  the  acidity  of  the  Chardonnay.  Accord- 
ing to  wine  expert  Frank  Schoonmaker.  this  is  compensated 
for  by  blending  a  more  acid  grape  like  the  Folle  Blanche  or 
French  Colombard  with  the  Chardonnay.  Chardonnay  sup- 
plies the  breeding  and  finesse,  the  lesser  grape  the  acidity 
needed  for  balance. 

Very  little  white  Pinot  Noir  wine  goes  into  California 
champagne.  Schramsberg  Vineyard,  a  small  winery  in  the 
Napa  Valley  specializing  in  champagnes  that  many  wine  au- 
thorities here  and  in  Europe  consider  to  be  outstanding,  on 
a  par  with  the  French,  has  both  a  Blanc  de  Blancs  that  is  70 
percent  Chardonnay  and  a  Blanc  de  Noirs  with  70  percent 
Pinot  Noir.  It  was  the  Schramsberg  Blanc  de  Blancs  1969 
that  President  Nixon  chose  to  be  served  at  the  banquet  in 
Peking.  The  Blanc  de  Noirs  is  in  very  limited  supply.  Owner 
Jack  Davies  says  it  is  the  hardest  of  all  to  make,  requiring 
more  substantial  aging  and  extra  labor  at  the  winery. 

Apart  from  the  two  classic  grapes,  those  most  often  found

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in  California  champagnes  are  Pinot  Blanc,  Chenin  Blanc, 
French  Colombard,  Folle  Blanche,  Semillon,  Sylvaner,  Sau- 
vignon  Blanc.  Sauvignon  Vert,  Grey  Riesling,  Ugni  Blanc — 
and  from  there,  almost  anything  down  to  Thompson  seedless. 
New  York  State  vintners  may  use  the  viniferas  (Euro- 
pean varieties  like  Chardonnay),  French-American  hybrids, 
and  the  native  American  labrusca  varieties  such  as  Delaware 
and  Catawba.  Once  you  could  spot  a  New  York  State  cham- 
pagne by  the  heavy,  perfumed  aroma  and  flavor  of  the  labrus- 
ca grapes,  but  lately  more  and  more  hybrids  are  being  blend- 
ed, to  make  lighter  and  drier  wines.  Gold  Seal  Vineyards, 
with  substantial  vinifera  plantings,  put  Chardonnay  in  their 
Founder  Blanc  de  Blancs.  Widmer  is  one  of  the  few  well- 
known  wineries  still  to  keep  the  old  "foxy"  labrusca  flavor. 

THE  METHOD  IS  THE  MESSAGE 

In  yet  another  divergence  from  the  French,  American  cham- 
pagne can  legally  be  produced  by  three  methods — the  me- 
thode  champenoise,  the  transfer  process,  and  the  bulk  or  Char- 
mat  process,  named  for  the  Frenchman  who  invented  it  at  the 
beginning  of  the  century. 

For  the  methode  champenoise,  the  blended  wine  is  bot- 
tled and  given  a  carefully  controlled  dose  of  sugar  syrup  and 
yeast.  This  starts  a  secondary  fermentation  in  the  bottle, 
which  goes  on  until  the  yeast  has  converted  all  the  sugar  to 
alcohol,  leaving  the  carbon  dioxide  in  solution  in  the  bottle 
to  build  up  a  terrific  head  of  pressure.  The  yeast  sediment 
has  to  be  drav\n  into  the  neck  of  the  bottle,  where  it  can  be 
frozen  and  disgorged  by  the  pressure — which  has  been  likened 


to  the  wine's  "clearing  its  throat."  This  involves  a  lengthy 
and  laborious  procedure  of  placing  the  bottles  in  racks  at  an 
angle,  head  down,  then  giving  them  a  slight  shake  and  turn 
every  day  until  the  sediment  has  concentrated  in  the  neck. 
After  disgorging,  the  bottle  is  topped  up  with  more  wine  and 
sugar  syrup,  according  to  the  degree  of  sweetness  needed 
for  the  finished  champagne,  then  recorked  and  sealed. 

The  whole  business  of  fermenting  and  aging  the  wine 
on  the  yeast  takes  years,  usually  from  three  to  five,  and  by 
remaining  so  long  in  contact  with  it,  the  wine  takes  on  some 
of  the  yeast  character.  The  bubbles,  trapped  and  compressed 
in  the  bottle,  release  in  a  slow  upward  drift  when  the  cham- 
pagne is  poured  into  the  glass.  Much  of  the  charm  of  cham- 
pagne is  in  the  way  it  meets  the  eye — the  foamy,  creamy 
head  and  the  little  starry  explosions  of  the  carbon  dioxide  in 
the  wine.  Small,  fine,  long-lasting  bubbles  are  the  visual  proof 
of  a  champagne  made  in  the  traditional  way. 

In  the  transfer  process,  more  widely  used  and  quicker, 
the  base  wine  is  bottled,  fermented  for  the  second  time,  and 
then  discharged  into  a  sealed  chamber  where  the  sediment  is 
filtered  out  and  the  wine  rebottled.  This  is  the  middle  ground 
of  champagne  making,  practiced  in  California  and  New  York 
State,  and  the  results  are  usually  good,  sometimes  excellent, 
depending  on  the  quality  of  the  blended  wine. 

Technically  speaking,  both  these  champagnes  are  bottle- 
fermented,  but  champagne  made  by  the  first  method  may 
carry  the  words  "fermented  in  this  bottle"  on  the  label,  while 
transfer-process   champagnes   are   described   as   "bottle   fer-

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merited"  or  "fermented  in  the  bottle,"  a  tricky  piece  of  seman- 
tics most  people  wouldn't  notice  unless  they  were  aware 
of  it. 

Charmat-process  champagnes,  labeled  "bulk  fermented" 
or  "Charmat  bulk  process"  are  fermented  in  tanks,  thousands 
of  gallons  at  a  time,  then  filtered  and  pumped  into  bottles,  a 
vastly  more  economical  and  speedier  process  that  may  take 
no  more  than  a  few  weeks  from  start  to  finish.  These  unaged 
champagnes  have  larger,  gassier  bubbles  that  dissipate  rapid- 
ly. There's  a  lot  of  inferior  bulk-process  champagne  around, 
often  made  with  a  large  proportion  of  Thompson  seedless,  a 
grape  that  is  fine  to  eat  but  produces  a  neutral,  nondescript 
wine  for  which  most  champagne  makers  have  nothing  but 
disdain.  You  take  your  chances  when  you  buy  a  cheap  bulk- 
process  champagne.  At  a  New  Year's  Eve  party  I  went  to. 
the  entire  contents  of  a  bottle  of  bulk-fermented  champagne 
gushed  out  in  a  great  fountain  the  minute  the  cork  was  popped. 

That's  not  to  say  that  good  champagne  can't  be  made  by 
the  bulk  process.  With  proper  care  and  fine  grapes  it  can, 
for  the  end  result  can  be  no  better  than  the  wine  it  comes 
from.  An  example  is  the  brut  champagne  of  The  Christian 
Brothers,  a  blend  of  excellent  varietals.  The  Christian  Broth- 
ers has  always  been  a  free-thinker  in  its  approach  to  wine 
making,  and  it  has  its  reasons.  Its  cellarmaster,  Brother  Timo- 
thy, considers  the  Charmat  process  gives  more  precise  control 
of  the  secondary  fermentation,  greater  stability — and  good 
value  for  the  price.  Certainly  the  Charmat  method  of  cham- 
pagne making,  which  is  also  used  for  European  sparkling 
wines,  can  be  regarded  as  a  20th-century  breakthrough  in  a 
traditional  industry,  for  it  brings  the  cost  down  to  a  level 
most  people  can  afford,  and  when  the  wine  is  made  from 
young,  soft,  fruity  grapes  that  don't  need  much  aging,  like 
Chenin  Blanc,  the  results  can  be  very  agreeable.  As  with  any 
wine  buying,  it's  a  matter  of  how  much  you  want  to  pay  and 
what  you  expect  for  your  money.  Four  out  of  every  seven 
bottles  of  American  champagne  are  bulk-fermented,  the  rest 
bottle-fermented,  mostly  by  the  transfer  process.  Wineries 
that  cleave  to  the  original  French  method  are  in  the  minority. 

There's  no  doubt  that  the  quality  of  American  cham- 
pagne is  improving  all  the  time.  From  fledgling  wineries  like 
Schramsberg  and  old-established  ones  such  as  Korbel.  Kor- 
nell.  Almaden,  Mirassou,  and  Beaulieu  come  wines  that  are 
winning  the  praise  of  critical,  discriminating  experts. 

Americans  are  innovators  in  wine,  as  in  everything  else, 
and  more  and  more  you'll  see  champagne  bottles  with  names 
other  than  the  usual  brut  and  extra  dry.  There's  Schrams- 
berg's  Blanc  de  Blancs  and  Blanc  de  Noirs,  Almaden's  Blanc 
de  Blancs,  Paul  Masson's  Blanc  de  Pinot,  Weibel's  Chardon- 
nay  Brut,  and,  most  recently,  from  one  of  the  huge  California 
vintners,  Lejon  Blanc  de  Blancs,  a  very  reasonably  priced, 
bottle-fermented  champagne  with  a  pleasingly  fruity  bouquet 
and  a  soft  round  taste  that  would  be  an  excellent  choice  for 
a  big  party.  Beaulieu,  always  noted  for  varietal  still  table 
wines,  promises  for  1974  a  100  percent  varietal  Chardonnay 
Blanc  de  Blancs,  vintage  1970,  that  should  be  worth  looking 
out  for.  Wine  marketing  experts  find  public  taste  finally  veer- 
ing away  from  sweeter  champagnes  toward  the  brut  and  the 
bone-dry  types  like  Korbel  Nature,  Kornell  Sehr  Trocken, 
Mirassou  Au  Naturel  and  Beaulieu  Private  Reserve  Brut.

THE  TASTING  TEST 

There  are  so  many  American  champagnes  to  choose  from 
that  it  becomes  something  of  a  feat  to  sort  your  way  through 
the  maze  in  search  of  four  or  five  you  really  like  and  can 
afford  to  drink,  either  as  a  regular  aperitif  or  for  a  special 
celebration.  The  best  way  to  go  about  it,  as  with  any  other 
wine,  is  to  round  up  as  many  different  bottles  as  you  can, 
and  start  sampling  with  friends.  The  odds  are  not  everyone 
will  go  for  the  same  thing,  for  taste  is  highly  subjective. 

Recently  I  gave  a  tasting  of  twenty-one  different  cham- 
pagnes from  New  York  State  and  California  for  a  group  that 
was  half  professional,  half  amateur,  and  the  range  of  com- 
ments and  opinions  was  marked.  Twenty-one  are  really  too 
many  for  most  people  to  try  at  one  time,  for  in  the  end  they 
all  begin  to  blur  together.  Six  or  eight  would  be  a  sensible 
number  to  start  with.  Divide  them  into  groups,  according  to 
the  direction  you  want  to  go.  You  might  start  with  New  York 
State  champagnes,  then  go  on  to  California,  trying  first  the 
extra  dry  which,  because  they  have  more  sweetness,  are  made 
from  different  grapes  from  the  brut:  then  brut,  nature,  and 
the  Chardonnays  and  Blanc  de  Blancs.  Progress  from  the 
bulk-process  that  retail  from  around  $2  a  bottle  to  the  medium 
price  range  of  around  $4,  and  finally  the  upper  echelon 
champagnes,  in  quality  and  price,  from  leading  wineries  that 
reach  a  top  of  about  $8.  If  you  are  not  interested  in  exploring 
any  of  these  categories,  leave  them  out. 

For  bottle-fermented  champagnes  of  both  types,  the 
following  premium  wineries  have  pretty  good  distribution 
throughout  the  country.  In  California:  Almaden,  Beaulieu, 
Buena  Vista,  Concannon.  Inglenook,  Korbel,  Hanns  Kornell, 
Paul  Masson,  Mirassou,  Weibel.  In  New  York  State:  Great 
Western,  Gold  Seal,  Taylor,  Widmer.  Schramsberg  cham- 
pagnes are  hard  to  find  because  of  the  limited  quantity,  but 
your  wine  and  liquor  merchant  may  be  able  to  order  them. 

You  taste  a  champagne  just  as  you  would  taste  any  wine, 
judging  it  on  clarity  and  color,  bouquet,  flavor  in  the  mouth, 
and  aftertaste,  but  you  should  also  check  the  bubbles  for  size 
and  longevity.  A  good  champagne  will  not  go  flat  quickly, 
but  retain  its  effervescence.  Remember  that  about  80  percent 
of  wine  appreciation  is  through  the  nose.  Your  palate  can 
only  distinguish  sour,  sweet,  salty,  and  bitter.  Smell  and  taste 
combined  reveal  the  character  and  complexities  of  a  wine, 
tell  you  whether  it  is  pleasing  or  displeasing.  Even  though 
you  don't  pour  a  regular  measure  of  wine  at  a  tasting,  do 
provide  glasses  large  enough  to  put  your  nose  in  and  take  a 
good  deep  sniff.  Provide  a  bowl  for  emptying  the  dregs  from 
the  glasses  and  pitchers  of  water  for  rinsing  them,  as  it  is 
rather  unlikely  that  you  can  run  to  a  fresh  glass  for  each 
champagne.  As  a  palate  cleanser,  plain  crackers,  bread  sticks, 
unsalted  almonds  are  the  best  things  to  nibble. 

GOOD  TO  THE  EAST  DROP 

What  do  you  do  with  leftover  champagne — in  the  unlikely 
event  that  there  is  any  left  over?  You  cook  with  it,  that's  what. 
James  Beard  pours  the  remains  of  a  slew  of  bottles  into  a  big 
glass  jar.  to  ladle  over  the  sauerkraut  for  next  day's  ohou- 
croute  garnie.  The  plebeian  cabbage  becomes  food  for  the 
soul  when  it  is  cooked  in  champagne,  rather  than  white  wine

or  beer.  Mr.  Beard  also  makes  a  melting,  delicious  Cham- 
pagne Sherbet.  For  this,  bring  1  cup  sugar  and  4  cups 
water  to  a  rolling  boil  and  boil  for  6  minutes.  Add  1  bottle 
champagne  and  heat  to  volatilize  the  alcohol.  Remove  from 
the  heat  and  stir  in  the  juice  of  l1/}  oranges  and  the  grated 
rind  of  1  orange.  Pour  into  the  container  of  an  ice  cream 
freezer,  pack  with  salt  and  ice,  and  turn  until  just  softly 
frozen — sherbets  should  never  be  served  rock-hard. 

Janet  Weithas.  who  is  currently  writing  a  book  on  cook- 
ing with  wine  and  spirits,  has  evolved  a  rather  offbeat 
Champagne  Parfait.

ENTERTAINING 

Use  apples  in  their  bushel-sized  basket 
as  a  centerpiece,  use  other  outscaled 
jars  filled  with  branches  at  the  same 
time.  Forget  porcelain  or  earthenware 
look-alikes,  use  the  real  thing.  Big 
crusty  rolls  that  look  like  baby  loaves 
of  bread,  whole  shiny  bell  peppers, 
whole  cauliflowers— all  freestanding 
on  a  table  to  shore  up  a  table  center 
of  tulips.  I  se  old  copper  cooking  ves- 
sels as  planters  for  a  window  near  the 
table,  as  serving  dishes,  ice  buckets, 
wine-coolers.  Put  pebbles  in  the  bot- 
toms of  crystal  flower  holders,  then  a 
tulip  or  anemone  or  two  in  each  one 
and  march  them  along  with  other  con- 
tainers all  over  the  table,  from  the 
center  to  the  edge  of  dinner  plates  and 
wine-coolers  and  glasses. 

DECORATING 

Do  without  walls  in  the  usual  sense  as 
the  all-one-room  floor  does  on  page 
102;  as  R.  Buckminster  Fuller  de- 
scribes his  house  of  the  future;  or  as 
a  couple  in  California  did  by  splitting 
their  cliff-hanging  house  onto  two 
levels  to  differentiate  big  live-in  rooms 
from  smaller  places  where  you  need 
privacy.  Decorate  for  lifestyle— a 
country  house  look  for  a  city  apart- 
ment, everything  in  it  could  move 
back  to  the  country  next  year  and 
work— an  important  option  for  people 


who  love  the  country.  Decorate  for 
lifestyle— a  tiny  house  with  big  interior 
spaces,  big  entertaining  spaces,  but  no 
guest  room— on  purpose.  Decorate  for 
lifestyle— a  city  apartment  full  of  va- 
cation equipment  for  people  whose 
work  and  priorities  don't  afford  them 
the  time  for  a  city  life,  a  country  and 
weekend  life,  or  long  vacations. 

COOKING 

If  you're  barbecuing,  use  copper  wire 
since  string  burns— or  wrap  a  lamb  in 
aluminum  foil  for  the  first  hour  over 
an  open  fire,  then  take  it  off— prevents 
a  heavily  charred  piece  of  meat.  Hol- 
low out  a  big  brioche  and  fill  it  with 
sandwiches— the  bread  makes  a  won- 
derful container,  keeps  the  sandwiches 
moist  and  fresh,  as  everything  should 
be  for  entertaining  in  the  summertime. 
Think  about  beds  of  ice  to  keep  things 
from  wilting— from  fish  mousses  to 
salad  greens  to  melon  slices. 

GARDENING 

Use  a  garden  as  though  it  were  another 
room  for  summertime  entertaining. 
Remember  what  you  plant  in  the  in- 
vigorating spring  will  have  to  be  main- 
tained through  a  hot  summer.  Over  a 
dining  room  table,  make  a  chandelier 
of  flowers,  a  porcelain  bowl  strung  up 
and  filled  with  vines  and  trailing  flow- 
ers.   Ribbon   a   set   of   stone   garden 


stairs  with  ivy— the  one  on  page  90 
happened  by  accident,  the  ivy  planted 
on  either  side  of  the  stairs  grew  to- 
gether over  the  years— now  is  trimmed 
to  stay.  To  hang  plants,  use  plastic  |><>ts 
because  they're  light,  if  you  don't  like 
white,  paint  them  black  with  moss 
green  rubbed  down  as  a  second  step. 

BATHING 

Take  a  big  shell  and  fill  it  with  sponges 
and  soaps  next  to  a  big  pool  or  a  bath. 
Have  a  bed  in  the  bathroom,  even  a 
double  bed,  for  a  nap.  Instead  of 
hanging  towels  one  by  one  on  a  rack, 
stack  lots- of  them  in  a  big  open  basket. 
Have  a  comfortable  chair  to  read  in— 
if  it's  a  chaise,  cram  it  with  pillows.

Beaut)  continually  renewed  is  one  of  the  fascinations  and  deepest  satisfactions  of  gardening.  To 
nurture  a  house  plant  so  that  it  leafs  or  blooms  another  year,  to  propagate  one  plant  so  that  it 
becomes  many,  to  start  with  a  new  clearing  and  keep  working  until  you  have  a  great  and  beauti- 
ful garden — these  arts  and  pleasures  the  Pennocks  have  shared  as  amateur  and  professional  ever 
since  they  built  their  house,  as  newlyweds  in  1935,  in  Meadow  brook,  Pa.  An  innovative  florist 
and  long-time  participant  in  Philadelphia's  annual  flower  show,  Mr.  Pennock  has  "spent  a  life- 
time with  flowers"  and  is  a  perfectionist  other  perfectionists  consult  on  matters  ranging  from 
house  plants  to  White  House  decorations.  He  designed,  for  instance,  the  pavilion  of  lights  on 
the  White  House  lawn  for  the  ball  honoring  Prince  Charles  and  Princess  Anne  on  their  state 
visit;  the  memorable  gazebo,  topiaries,  and  aisle  arrangements  for  the  Nixon-Cox  wedding  last 
June:  the  new  decorations  at  the  White  House  last  Christmas.  At  the  Pennocks'  own  "Meadow- 
brook  Farm,"  about  an  hour  north  of  Philadelphia,  every  room  always  seems  ready  for  a  party. 
The  house  abounds  with  tall  flowering  standards,  hanging  baskets,  ivy  and  rosemary  trained 
like  small  formal  trees  or  amusing  topiary — and  all  reflect  one  of  Mr.  Pennock's  basic  principles, 
"Good  grooming  is  a  prerequisite  to  successful  gardening."  The  plants  are  exuberant  but  never 
out  of  control:  pruning  is  his  favorite  chore.  "The  ideal  climate  for  pot  plants,"  Mr.  Pennock 
says,  "is  a  copper  tray  with  ^  inch  water  in  pebbles  1  inch  deep."  To  keep  up  the  humidity,  he 
recommends  spray-misting  most  house  plants  daily.  He  is  not  adverse  to  insecticides,  if  needed, 
but  suggests  organic  rotenone  and  pyrethrum  sprays  only.  One  of  his  rules  startles  some  growers: 
"Underfeed  but  feed  continually."  With  every  watering  he  gives  his  house  plants  some  Peter's  fer- 
tilizer, diluted  to  about  half  the  amount  suggested  for  periodic  feedings.  [Continued  on  page  88)

A  sunny  garden  room,  right,  in  a  glass-roofed 
wing  adjoining  the  Pennocks7  house  and  terrace, 
left,  is  shaded  by  pine  trees,  kept  at  a  cool 
55  to  60  degrees.  The  room  has  Thermopanc 
doors  and  windows,  a  marble  floor  heated  by 
imbedded  electric  coils.  From  narrow  earthen 
beds  at  the  sides,  Ficus  pumila  runs  up  the 
plaster  walls,  trails  freely  from  metal  rafters. 
Plants  in  pebbled  trays  form  a  gateway  to 
sitting  area,  surrounded  by  topiary  trees  of 
rosemary  and  ivy,  hanging  baskets,  and  ferns.

Each  of  the  Pennocks'  small  linked 
gardens  was  wrested  from  woodland  behind 
their  house.  Their  oldest  garden, 
RIGHT,  flows  outward  from  the 
flagstone  terrace  and  provides  a  handsome, 
view  in  winter  or  summer  from  the  living 
and  dining  rooms  or  from  a  bedroom 
balcony  rimmed  with  pot  plants.  A  circle 
ivithin  a  square,  the  grass  is  ringed  with 
hollies,  rhododendrons,  azaleas,  and  other 
broad-leaved  evergreens.  Hedges  of  low 
English  boxwood  frame  curving  flower  beds 
that  change  with  the  seasons — pansies  in 
spring;  begonias  or  caladiums,  petunias  or 
geraniums  in  summer;  chrysanthemums 
in  fall.  Fountain  and  eagle  arc  flanked  by 
weeping  hemlock  and  American  holly.  From 
here  you  stroll  down  ivied  steps  to  another 
round  garden,  left,  and,  below,  where  a 
lily  pool  is  wreathed  in  concentric  circles  of 
ivy,  grass,  evergreens  and  flowers.  For  a 
long  while  the  Pennocks'  landscaping 
stopped  here,  but  because  this  is  "a  garden 
that  just  keeps  groiving,"  they  opened  up 
another  vista  and  level,  the  swimming  pool 
and  pavilion  that  you  glimpse  beyond.

When  In-  buys  a  contemporar)  cemenl  planter  or  figure  lie 
A  W  —JL-.  sponges  on  dark  brown  cement  paint,  then  light  brown,  and  rubs  it  almost  off  for  a  soft  weath- 
ered look.  Every  clay  pot  and  container  of  any  sort  is  immaculate.  In  the  greenhouse  new  pots  are  washed  with  a 
disinfectant,  as  are  the  greenhouse  benches  and  floors;  they  use  Algae-Go.  Cuttings  are  started  in  flats  of  sterile  per- 
lite.  and  to  encourage  healthy  growth,  root  ends  are  usually  treated  with  a  fungicide,  Captan.  When  plants  are 
transferred  to  clay  or  plastic  pots,  they  grow  in  this  formula:  one-third  sterilized  soil  (this  can  be  bought,  but  they 
bake  theirs  in  a  Famco  oven  on  the  premises  because  of  the  quantities  used  I  combined  with  two-thirds  vermiculite, 
perlite,  peat  moss,  sand,  and  charcoal,  all  balanced  according  to  the  plant's  natural  origins  and  needs.  The  Pennock 
greenhouse  is  open  to  the  public,  and  house  plants  and  unusual  containers  are  sold  partly  "to  help  maintain  all  this" 
and  partly  because  Mr.  Pennock  thoroughly  enjoys  collecting  and  growing  and  teaching  new  gardeners  how  to  care 
for  his  plants'  offspring.  The  Pennocks'  outdoor  garden  is  a  macrocosm  of  their  garden  experience  and  principles.  A 
series  of  small  gardens,  cleared  and  planted  decade  by  decade,  is  now  a  veritable  green  mansion  of  intimate  rooms, 
beautiful  in  all  seasons.  The  evergreen  walls  are  composed  of  hollies,  rhododendrons,  azaleas,  laurel,  hemlock,  even 
English  ivy  that  clambers  up  the  bare  trunks  of  tall  white  pines.  A  long  axis  runs  the  full  length,  forming  a  vista  that 
stretches  from  a  small  gazebo  beyond  the  herb  garden  near  the  kitchen,  through  the  round  gardens,  and  on  to  the 
swimming-reflecting  pool  and  pavilion.  Yet  you  perceive  this  grand-scale  triumph  only  when  you  stand  at  the  heart 
of  each  seemingly  self-contained  small  area  or  on  the  broad  stone  steps  that  lead  to  different  levels.  Mr.  Pennock  be- 
lieves, "No  garden  should  be  seen  in  its  entiret)  from  one  vantage  point  but  rather  be  so  designed  that  there  always 
remains  an  element  of  surprise  as  one  proceeds  from  section  to  section,  room  to  room."  (Continued  on  page  91)

room  in  the  sixties,  and  each  new  addition 
simply  underlines  the  harmony  of  concept.  The 
Pennocks'  garden  has  all  the  elements  of  classic  design — pa- 
vilions, pools,  fountains,  flights  of  steps,  paths  of  different 
textures,  statuary,  obelisks,  urns,  secluded  places  to  sit, 
and  a  point  of  interest  at  every  turning.  Yet  it  has  a  very 
American  offhand  elegance  and  is  intensely  personal.  Ever) 
artifact  has  a  story;  many  were  collected  on  travels  or  from 
old  gardens  belonging  to  people  they  loved.  They  have  also 
surrounded  themselves  with  "the  kinds  of  plants  we  know 
or  aspired  to  know."  And  because  the  Pennocks  entertain 
often  and  well,  "the  garden  is  a  natural  adjunct  to  the 
house,  with  the  space  we  need  for  outdoor  living."  Its  many  rooms,  levels,  and  seating  places  are  ideal  for  their 
parties  that  inevitably  spill  outward.  While  flowers  always  fill  their  house,  party  or  no.  and  are  constantly  changing 
outdoors  in  neatly  hedged  beds  or  in  pots  that  circulate  from  greenhouse  to  house  or  garden,  flowers  are  secondary 
to  the  framework  of  the  garden.  "I  have  always  felt,"  Mr.  Pennock  says,  "that  for  true  beauty,  a  garden's  back- 
ground, much  like  the  bones  of  a  person,  must  be  paramount.  Flowers  do  for  a  garden  only  what  make-up  or  hand- 
some clothes  do  for  a  woman."  His  advice  to  anyone  just  starting  a  garden  is,  "Don't  submerge  a  house  in  what  is 
erroneously  called  foundation  planting.  Consider  the  growth  potential  and  controllability  of  your  shrubs  and  trees." 
He  also  encourages  young  people  to  learn  the  thrifty  skills  that  can  make  many  plants  from  one:  "Three  years  ago  we 
had  just  one  miniature  euonymus  plant,  and  it  has  now  become  six  fine  low  hedges.**  Another  bit  of  advice:  "Remem- 
ber that  what  is  planted  in  the  cool  exhilarating  spring  must  be  maintained  in  the  hot  enervating  summer.  Keep  things 
simple.  Plant  what  you  will  enjoy  for  many  years  to  come."  beadle    (Continued  on  the  next  page  )

Anyone  who  has  forsaken  a  country  house  for  a  city  apartment 
knows  how  traumatic  it  can  be  to  exchange  foliage  and  flowers 
for  a  view  of  a  stone  and  steel  canyon.  Anticipating  the  stress, 
Mrs.  Armene  Norris,  whose  apartment  this  is,  determined  that 
the  transition  be  only  physical.  In  spirit,  she  was  going  to  live 
in  the  country.  And  she  does.  Her  interior  designer,  Betty  Sherrill 
of  McMillen,  Inc.,  understood  the  problem  and  was  delighted 
with  the  challenge.  "Decorating  is  not  designing  a  stage  set," 
she  says,  "it's  creating  something  that  can  move  with  you.  Should 
Mrs.  Norris  go  back  to  the  country,  everything  here  could  go 
with  her  and  be  at  home."  For  her  "country  look,"  the  designer 
relied  almost  entirely  on  color  and  pattern.  Very  little  of  the 
furniture  is  new,  but  practically  everything  has  been  re-dressed 
for  the  country  look.  "That  doesn't  mean  deep-down  rural,"  says 
Mrs.  Sherrill,  "but  a  look  with  the  style  of  a  beautiful  garden."

Because  no  one  lives  in  a  pink  world,  however  delicious,  all  the  time. 
the  library,  above,  is  richly,  shades-oj -brown,  down  to  earth.  Cork 
ivalls,  a  rug  that  looks  like  antelope  hide,  a  velvet  sofa.  Two  chairs 
are  covered  in  a  toile  that  combines  a  plaid-on-plaid  with  a  copy  of 
an  Hermes  scarf  printed  with  old  landaus  and  cabriolets,  the  kind 
elegant  ladies  rode  in  to  show  off  their  new  hats  in  the  Bois  de  Bou- 
logne. A  sporting  fabric.  This  is  that  kind  of  room.  The  dining  room, 
right,  and  below,  is  not.  It  works  all  year,  but  in  midsummer  it's  a 
refuge  as  cool  as  a  mint  julep.

What  looks  like  a  second  house  in  the  south  or  a  weekend  house  in  the  country,  shown  on  these  pages,  is  really  a  citv 
apartment.  With  a  pool  dominating  the  living  room,  the  dining  room  turned  into  a  kitchen,  the  distinct  impression  is 
that  the  people  who  live  here  want  to  live  the  way  they  want  to  live — with  humor,  comfort,  and  luxury,  and  the  atmos- 
phere of  a  weekend  house  all  week  long.  "I  simply  don't  have  to  go  away  for  vacations."  sa\s  Micheline  Presle  the 
French  actress  whose  priorities  created  the  apartment,  "all  I  have  to  do  is  come  home."  \\  hat  really  is  mad  about  the 
apartment  is  the  way  artist  Francois  Arnal  has  been  able  to  design  a  luxurious  living  space  using  industrial  elements. 
The  chairs,  tables,  beds  are  designed  by  a  group  of  sculptors  who  also  design  furniture — Atelier  A.  The  living  room- 
bedroom-pool  on  these  pages  has  a  terrace-sun  deck  with  a  pink-striped  wall.  Looking  to  the  left  of  the  pool,  below,  the 
steel  spiral  staircase  lacquered  red  leads  to  the  floor  below,  the  library  wall  separates  the  living  room  from  a  large  bathroom. 

A  full  view  of  the  pool.  left.  The  cushions  arc  covered  in 
waterproof  military  canvas,  the  planking  around  the  pool  is 
also  used  on  the  terrace,  painted  green.  The  bedroom  also 
adapts  gym  tochers  for  closets.  The  bed  is  a  foam  mattress,  a 
frame  in  Plexiglas  with  bulbs  inside  that  light  up.

The  new  woman  who's  around  happens  to  he  invisible.  People  keep 
telling  each  other  that  this  one  is  totally  different.  Changed  utterly. 
Upside  down.  Inside  out.  Remodeled.  Where  is  she?  No  one  is  quite 
sure  that  they  have  ever  met  her.  On  the  other  hand,  they  won't  say 
she  isn't  so.  "But  she  doesn't  look  Different."  True— because  unlike 
other  Newwomen  who  have  come  down  across  time,  you  can't  see 
this  one. 

You  could  sec  the  Eighteenth-Century  Woman  clearly.  And  when 
she  stepped  out  of  her  ferocious  cages  of  silk  and  satin  and  melted 
into  the  Empire  or  Regency  Woman,  that  was  a  visual  smash  no  one 
could  miss.  And  when  the  still-Edwardian,  gliding  World  War  I 
girl  exploded  into  the  gyrating,  let-everything-go,  perpetual-motion 
Flapper,  the  world  got  a  sock  in  the  jaw  it  could  really  feel.  So  what 
happened?  Woman  didn't  get  up  abruptly  from  the  rocking  chair 
to  rock  the  boat.  She  simply  stepped  quietly  over  an  imperceptible 
line,  pulled  up  alongside  Man  to  stand  even.  It  has  been  a  long 
and  anxious  journey  that  had  to  bypass  such  hazards  as  Aristotle 
who— in  344  B.C.— decided  that  "Woman  must  be  said  to  be  an  in- 
ferior man."  Probably  such  recent  milestones  as  The  Pill,  new  Abor- 
tion laws,  and  Women's  Lib  really  put  her  across  the  finish  line.  So 
this  time  she  isn't  dressing  for  the  part,  she's  just  woman— every- 
where, anywhere. 

An  example  of  respect  for  such  a  unique  fact  of  life  was  made 
quite  dramatically  this  spring  in  New  York  when  the  Museum  of 
Modern  Art  held  a  show  of  the  sculpture  of  Henri  Matisse.  In  the 
midst  of  some  staggering  pieces,  a  small,  even  tiny,  bronze  grabs 
the  eye.  It  is  a  very  representational  horse,  conventional  in  every 
way,  except  that  it  is  standing  with  great  poise  and  perfect  balance 
on  its  one  and  only  leg.  Instantly  curious,  viewers  bend  down  to 
learn  the  meaning  from  the  inscription.  It  says  simply  "Horse." 
Matisse  apparently  decided  not  to  apologize  for  this  horse  in  any 
way,  to  say  that  no  matter  what  its  state  or  condition  on  arrival,  it 
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was  a  most  remarkable  feat  of  nature.  So,  now  wherever  woman  is, 
she  is  someone  who  lias  arrived— a  presence— Woman. 

Well,  now  that  she's  here,  what  does  she  want?  The  very  question 
makes  many  women  smile  and  some  men  nervous  and  has  sent 
hordes  ol  social  scientists  scurrying  to  analyze,  dissect,  and  decide 
on  those  wants.  Of  course  the  answers  aren't  all  in— and  those  that 
are  aren't  all  that  alarming.  She  doesn't  want  absolute  power  or  her 
husband's  job  or  her  hand  on  the  big  pushbutton.  Her  wants  are 
sometimes  fairly  sweeping,  but  frequently  small  and  always  human. 
As  wanting  itself  is.  Once  that  cool,  detached,  perfect  superhero 
Robert  E.  Lee  astonished  one  of  his  officers  by  announcing  "I  am 
always  wanting  something. . . ," 

She  trim  is  one  area  of  her  own  life  eompletely  her 
Olf?n....This  pressing  need,  as  much  as  the  financial  spur,  is  often 
why  this  woman  works  and— strikingly— why  a  significant  group  of 
psychiatrists,  gynecologists,  and  interests  say  that  indeed  she  should, 
that  she  must.  Some  hold  that— whether  she  has  to  or  not— she 
should  work  for  money;  others  believe  that  truly  professional  volun- 
teer work  is  more  gratifying,  more  influential.  The  precedent-smash- 
ing jobs  (Our  mayor  is  a  woman... My  rabbi  is  a  woman... Did  you 
notice  that  the  jockey  on  my  half  of  the  double  was  a  girl?. .  I  was 
stunned  to  look  out  the  twenty-fifth  floor  window  today  and  see  a 
woman  washing  the  windows)  are  gratifying  but  the  true  reason  for 
Newwoman  to  work  is  to  possess  a  kind  of  Virginia  Wool!  Room  of 
Her  Own— forever  in  her  life. 

She  wants  it  known  that  she  is  more  ready  for 
ehange  of  every  kind  than  ehanqe  is  ready  for  her. 

She  wants  help  help.  Help.... She  wants  the  pleasure— not  the 
pain— of  running  her  own  house  and  she  has  finally  internalized  the 
fact  that  live  help  is  becoming  as  obsolete  as  the  trolley  car.  So 
she  is  asking  for  pure  engineering  miracles.  And  why  shouldn't  she? 
For  instance,  she  wants  a  dishwasher  which  after  it  has  washed  and 
dried  the  glasses,  will  put  them  away... a  vacuum  cleaner  that  she 
can  direct  by  radar  to  the  far  corners  of  the  house  while  she  is  read- 
ing or  sewing  or  writing  poetry... a  mechanized,  computerized 
housekeeping  machine  that  she  can  fill  with  information  daily  and 
that  will  do  the  dusting,  straighten  closets,  make  the  beds,  order 
the  groceries  and  all  without  having  to  take  nerve  pills.  Wildly  ex- 
pensive? Of  course.  How  will  she  pay  for  it?  Probably  the  way  that 
Mr.  Alfred  Eisenprise— a  philosopher,  merchant,  and  vice-president 
of  Allied  Stores— has  decided  that  from  now  on  woman  is  going  to 
get  what  she  wants  with  what  he  calls  The  Trade-off-a  certain  sys- 
tem of  priorities  in  which  she  swaps  one  thing  she'd  like  for  some 
other  thing  she'd  like  better.  Far  too  pragmatic  now  to  ask  for  the 
world  on  a  platter,  she  will  settle  for  half  the  would,  giving  up  a 
trip  to  Europe  or  a  new  car  or  even  another  house  for  certain  other 
things.  If  she  had  to  give  up  eating  for  such  phenomena  as  these 
new  helpers,  it  would  at  least  have  a  fine  side  effect. . . . 

She  wants  sueh  a  small  thing  as  being  able  tit  go  to 
the  best  restaurant  in  town  bg  herself  ivhen  she 
wants  to  and  get  the  best  food,  the  best  waiter,  the 
best  manners — no  cold  shoulder,  no  pat-down. 

She  wants  information.. ..on  every  absorbing  fact,  idea,  and 
opinion  around  and  she  wants  it  to  feed  her  interior  life. 


.Sfc#»  wants  to  rhangv  her  habits. ...Six  is  far  more  willing 

now  to  accept  what  was  once  outlandish  and  impossible.  Lately  she 
welcomed  a  seminar,  staged  by  the  Department  ol  Agriculture  that 
was  dedicated  to  taking  the  sacred  attitude  away  from  food.  It  sug- 
gested that  she  consider  bugs,  beetles  are  a  high  source  of  protein, 
grasshoppers  are  packed  with  chlorophyl,  and  silkworms,  delicious. 

She  wants  to  grow  away  from  the  uptight  puritan 
ethie — and  all  that  guilt — to  live  easily  within  the 
new  sexuality. 

She  wants  to  be  feminine  rather  than  feminist.... 

to  be  loved,  loving  and  giving,  outgoing,  wanted,  needed,  and  re- 
warded all  the  time  with  wonderful  presents ...  Even  though  she  may 
not  become  involved  personally  in  Women's  Lib,  she  does  feel 
obliged  to  them  for  many  things  (such  as  making  the  put-down  of 
women  forever  untasty).  She  believes  that  Women's  Lib  is  her  Army, 
Navy,  Air  Force,  and  Marines  and  is  grateful. 

She  wants  to  raise  her  own  roof. ...or  put  up  a  series  of 
porches  or  add  on  a  library  in  her  house— with  her  family  enlisted  as 
troops,  of  course.  Many  women  now  would  rather  Do  It  Themselves 
and  See  It  Done  Right  than  live  with  amateurism. 

She  wants  to  be  thin. 

She  wants  to  explore  new  ex  peri  enve....  whether  it's 
mind  control  that  reaches  for  the  Alpha  or  acupuncture  or  face-lifting 
or  Liquid  Theatre  or  meditation  or  whatever— for  her— really  works. 

She  wants  to  beeome  committed.... to  find  a  cause  after 
her  own  heart  and  go  whither  it  goes . . .  whether  it's  Friends  of 
Animals  that  leads  her  to  giving  up  all  furs  that  are  endangered 
species  or  Friends  of  the  Earth  or  the  Sierra  Club  or  Nader's  Raiders 
or  some  political  party  that  turns  her  on  . . .  and  she  might  even  con- 
sider getting  into  ecology  even  if  that  has  become  a  cliche.  (Last 
February  one  of  her  friends  who  is  into  it  got  a  wonderful  Valentine 
reading  To  My  Riodegradable  Love.) . . . 

Mir  wants  to  go  to  China. 

She  wants  to  make  eeeentrie  jewelry  at  home  and 
sell  it  to  her  friends  or  whatever  that  line  from  Applause  says 
...what  she  really  wants  to  do  is  her  own  homework  by  being  cre- 
ative at  home . . .  she  might  have  her  own  loom  like  the  Lady  of 
Shalott  or  make  her  own  design  for  clothes  with  a  sure  hand ...  or 
invent  her  own  brand  of  cookies  and  sell  them  for  profit ...  in  any 
case  she  sometimes  wants  to  behave  herself  like  her  admirable  fore- 
runner the  Pioneer  Woman . . .

AN  INTERVIEW  WITH 

AN  EXPERT  ON  BATHROOMS, 
PROFESSOR  ALEXANDER  KIRA 

OF  CORNELL  UNIVERSITY

editor's  mote:  Alexander  Kira  is  professor  of  archi- 
tecture at  Cornell  University.  His  report.  The  Bath- 
room published  in  1966.  a  culmination  of  eight  years 
of  research  at  Cornell,  provoked  tremendous  comment 
because  of  its  frank  and  outspoken  approach  to  the 
activities  and  functions  surrounding  personal  hygiene. 
Professor  Kira  is  currently  completing  a  revised  report. 
He  talks  here  about  the  significant  changes  in  bath- 
room design  since  his  study  was  published. 
house  &  garden:  In  \  our  last,  famous  report,  you  spoke 
of  the  primitiveness  of  the  average  5-bv-7-foot  bath- 
room. Things  are  changing  now,  aren't  they?  We  seem 
to  be  breaking  out  of  this  small  space. 
professor  kira:  Yes,  very  definitely  the  attitude  is 
changing.  It's  very  different  today  from  what  we  ran 
into  before:  the  kind  of  person  whose  attitude  was, 
well,  the  bathroom  is  no  place  to  linger,  it's  a  place  to 
go  in  and  do  your  business  and  get  out—the  whole 
thing  is  nasty  and  unpleasant  and  you  want  to  disguise 
it  and  lose  it.  For  the  first  time  in  probably  thirty  years, 
we've  had  two  books  in  which  bathrooms  have  emerged 
as  a  legitimate  concern:  David  Hicks's  and  Mary  Gil- 
liatt's.  The  bathroom  has  become  ( a )  acceptable  and 
(b)  fashionable.  That's  significant  right  there. 
house  &  garden:  What  accounts  for  this  rapid  change 
in  attitude? 

professor  kira:  There's  much  more  of  a  feeling  of  re- 
laxation on  the  part  of  many  people,  more  discussion 
about  sex  and  the  body.  Consider  Esalen  and  the 
whole  body  awareness  thing  that's  been  going  on  in 
the  last  few  years.  People  are  beginning  to  lose  inhibi- 


tions and  they  have  reinforcement  for  this.  There  is 
general  public  approval  for  it.  The  whole  human  po- 
tential movement  is  encouraging  it.  It's  respectable  to 
feel  these  things,  to  behave  this  way.  There  have  always 
been  some  people  who  felt  this  way,  but  it  took  them 
a  great  deal  of  courage  to  act  on  it  because  they  didn't 
have  social  approval.  But  aside  from  this,  there's 
simply  the  whole  physical  health  question. 
house  &  garden:  And  people  need  space  for  exer- 
cise. .  .  . 

professor  kira  :  Well,  look  how  much  more  genuinely 
health  conscious  we  seem  to  be  at  the  moment,  of  diet 
and  of  exercise  and  so  on.  However,  the  interesting 
thing  is,  I  would  raise  a  serious  question  as  to  how 
many  people  genuinely  are  in  this  health  kick  because 
they  will  feel  better  or  are  into  it  because  of  the  ap- 
pearance thing.  It  isn't  fashionable  to  have  wrinkles. 
Our  society  has  placed  a  premium  on  youth.  If  we 
placed  the  premium  on  fat  jolly  people  I  wonder  how 
many  would  go  on  being  lean  and  thin  because  it  pro- 
longed their  life? 

house  &  garden:  But  vou  feci  the  live-in  bathroom, 
the  more  spacious  room,  is  a  very  positive  reality, 
something  we're  all  going  to  have  very  soon? 
professor  kira  :  It's  going  to  happen  sooner  than  most 
of  us  imagine.  The  demand  is  there,  because  the  live-in 
bathroom,  the  larger  space,  is  the  only  way  in  which 
you  can  positively  enjoy  body  functions,  body  contact, 
body  awareness.  In  a  little  5-b\  -7  bathroom  you're 
endlessly  frustrated  because  there  are  so  many  oppor- 
tunities for  expressing  this  way  of  life  that  have  been 
cut  off  from  you. 

house  &  garden:  To  some,  this  live-in  bathroom  repre- 
sents a  refuge,  doesn't  it?        (Continued  on  page  144)

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A  bath  doesn't  have  to  be  a  laboratory  or  just  the  place  where  you  happen 
to  brush  your  teeth.  A  bath  can  be  the  most  glorious  personal  statement 
of  you  and  your  living  style  in  the  whole  house.  A  stifled  bath  somehow 
inhibits  even  the  most  routine  uses  of  that  room — so  liberate  it!  Even  a  small  space  can  radiate  all  the  good  feelings  of 
beauty,  of  health,  of  luxury.

It  is  often  said  that  the  only  place  a  man  can 
really  be  alone  is  in  his  office,  or  in  his  club — 
or  in  his  bath.

People  thought  the  steep  hillside  property  on  Belvedere  Island  in  San  Francisco  Bay 
was  unbuildable — until  architect  Rodney  Friedman  came  along  and  put  up  this  re- 
markable redwood  house  for  his  own  family,  with  a  great  living  deck  space  projecting 
way  out  into  thin  air.  To  capture  the  fantastic  bay  view,  almost  every  wall  is  opened  up 
with  glass;  still  more  glass  in  the  roof  lets  in  blue  sky.  The  nautical  feeling  is  entirely 
intentional.  The  Friedmans  are  keen  sailors  and  have  two  boats  moored  in  the  bay.

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To  each  his  own  area:  Mr.  Friedman  has  a  lengthy  desk  space  with  shelves  above  in  a  study  off  the  main  living 
room,  above  left.  Daughter  Alison,  fourteen,  has  a  studio  bedroom,  center,  where  she  designs  and  makes  doll 
houses,  papier-mache  sculpture,  toys,  and  other  handpainted  things.  For  Mrs.  Friedman,  a  devoted  needle- 
woman, cupboards  in  the  studio  open  up  to  offer  sewing  space,  right.  John,  a  ten-year-old  sportsman,  has  a  play- 
room bedroom,  opposite  page,  top  left,  with  an  antique  ship's  bunk  and  a  quilt,  made  for  his  grandfather.

'As  a  family,  we  didn't  want  to  live  in  one  great 

big  giant  room  that  goes  on  expanding,"  Mr.  Friedman  said 

"We  each  like  our  privacy  to  do  things  on  our  own.  So  we  made 
house  on  two  levels,  with  upstairs  public  rooms,  spacious  and  grand, 
so  we  can  enjoy  ourselves  when  we  do  want  to  be  together.  But  we  have 
different  spaces  within  the  house  so  that  we  can  be  by  ourselves  and  do  whatever  we  want  to  do  alone."  On  the  lower 
level,  the  master  bedroom  has  a  separate  sitting  room  with  a  deck.  "My  wife  and  I  didn't  want  to  be  relegated  to  the 
bedroom  when  our  children  entertain,  so  having  this  separate  apartment  downstairs  has  been  a  real  help,"  he  added. 
"We're  actually  on  the  east  side  of  the  island  so  we  start  to  lose  the  sun  rapidly  in  the  afternoon.  That's  why  the  house  is 
oriented  to  the  south  and  has  skylights.  I  wanted  it  to  feel  airy  and  bright  on  the  inside,  so  everything  is  white.  On  the 
outside,  I  wanted  it  to  blend  in  with  the  landscape,  so  everything  istimber.  Between  the  two  we  havea  nice  comparison."

One  of  New  York's  busiest  party  planners  is  Mme.  Germaine,  above  left,  a  vivacious  French  dynamo 
who.  with  her  husband  and  chef  Marcel  Chandelier,  above  right,  devises  all  manner  of  parties,  from 
luncheons  for  1200  to  dinners  for  8.  The  secret  of  her  success  is  that  the  food  looks  as  beautiful  and 
mouth  watering  as  it  tastes.  This  is  particularly  true  of  numerous  summer  buffets,  skillfully  planned  and 
prepared  to  remain  crisp,  and  unwilted  on  the  table.  Here  we've  gathered  ideas  and  recipes  for  perfect 
summer  party  fare  that  have  made  her  a  favorite  caterer  for  such  hosts  and  hostesses  as  Pierre  Cardin, 
Pauline  Trigere,  and  Mrs.  Aristotle  Onassis,  for  whom  she  makes  her  celebrated  sandwich-filled  brioche. 

Green  Beans 
and  Flageolets 

(Haricots  Panaches) 
A  lovely  hot  vegetable  to  accom- 
pany lamb,  served  effectively  in 
a  shallow  wooden  dish. 

Use  an  equal  amount  of 
fresh  green  beans  and  canned 
flageolets.  Cut  the  ends  off  and 
string  the  beans.  Cook  in  boiling 
well-salted  water  (  salt  helps  keep 
the  beans  green  )  until  tender  but 
still  crisp.  Rinse  in  cold  water  to 
stop  the  cooking  and  remove  the 
salt.  Drain.  Rinse  the  flageolets 
and  drain.   Combine  the  beans 


and  flageolets.  Make  a  brown 
butter:  Melt  butter  and  just  as 
it  is  turning  light  brown,  stir  in 
chopped  fresh  tarragon  (use  dry 
if  necessary  )  and  freshly  ground 
pepper  to  taste.  Add  the  beans 
and  flageolets,  toss  carefully  so 
beans  don't  fall  apart,  cook  gent- 
ly to  heat  through.  Taste  for 
seasoning,  add  salt  if  necessary. 
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Poached  Salmon 
in  Aspic 

A  beautiful  addition  to  any  buf- 
fet: An  8-pound  salmon  with 
Chaud  Froid  serves  12  as  a  first 
course  with  Sauce  Verte. 

Court  Bouillon 

Bouquet  garni:  3  bay  leaves, 
1  teaspoon  thyme,  3  sprigs 
parsley,  3  cloves  garlic,  and 
1  teaspoon  peppercorns  tied  in 
cheesecloth 

2  cups  dry  white  wine 

1  cup  white  vinegar 

2  carrots,  sliced 

2  onions,  sliced 

1  stalk  celery,  sliced 

3  tablespoons  salt 
8-pound  salmon,  cleaned 

Put  bouquet  garni  in  a  saucepan 


with  wine,  vinegar,  vegetables, 
and  salt  and  cook,  covered,  for 
1  hour.  Cool.  When  cold,  put  sal- 
mon on  rack  in  fish  poacher, 
pour  over  Court  Bouillon,  and 
add  cold  water  just  to  top  of  fish. 
Put  a  towel  over  poacher  and 
bring  liquid  to  the  simmer.  Sim- 
mer 5  minutes,  the  liquid  barely 
bubbling,  then  turn  off  heat.  The 
fish  will  finish  cooking  as  the 
liquid  cools. 

When  the  fish  is  completely 
cooled,  neatly  remove  skin  from 
center  section  of  fish,  where  the 
flesh  is,  leaving  it  on  the  head 
and  tail.

133.  This  brioche  makes  about 
60  tiny  sandwiches.  Commer- 
cially made  brioches  or  other 
lan;e  bread  could  be  used. 


10y2  cups  all-purpose  flour 

Vi  cup  suit 

13  tablespoons  and  1  teaspoon 
sugar 

1  cake  yeast 
18  eggs 

2  generous  cups  ivater 

2  pounds  unsalted  butter,  soft 
2  egg  yolks  beaten  with  1  table- 
spoon cold  water 

Put  the  flour,  salt,  sugar,  yeast, 
eggs,  and  water  into  the  bowl  of 
an  electric  mixer  and  mix  with 
a  dough  hook  slowly,  on  the  first 
speed,  for  about  10  minutes.  In- 
crease speed  to  second  speed  and 
continue  to  mix,  about  10  min- 
utes. When  dough  no  longer 
sticks  to  the  sides  of  the  bowl, 
add  the  butter  a  little  at  a  time, 
beating  thoroughly  to  incorpo- 
rate each  addition  before  adding 
more.  The  whole  operation  takes 
about  25  minutes.  Transfer  to  a 
clean  bowl  and  allow  to  rise  in 
a  warm,  draft-free  place  until 
tripled  in  volume.  Punch  it 
down.  Divide  into  5  balls,  about 
1%  pounds  each,  and  put  each 
ball  in  a  clean,  dry  #10  can  or 
a  2-quart  stainless  steel  bain- 
marie.  Allow  to  rise  in  a  warm, 
draft-free  place  until  the  dough 
reaches  the  top  of  the  mold. 
Brush  with  egg  wash  and  bake 
in  a  500°  oven  for  10  minutes, 
then  lower  heat  to  400 3  and  bake 
for  1  hour. 


Put  the  brioches  in  plastic 
bags  in  the  refrigerator  for  2 
days  to  firm  up.  To  hollow,  cut 
off  the  top.  Then  carefully  cut 
around  edge  of  brioche,  leaving 
a  border  about  Y>  inch  thick. 
Insert  knife  straight  across  bot- 
tom of  brioche,  about  y%  inch 
up,  but  do  not  cut  through  other 
side.  Swing  knife  in  an  arc  so 
that  the  entire  bottom  is  sliced 
through.  The  center  can  now  be 
easily  removed. 

Slice  paper  thin  and  spread 
with  butter.  Make  sandwiches 
filled  with  smoked  salmon, 
tongue,  Italian  salami,  ham, 
cheese,  ham  and  cheese,  or 
cream  cheese  and  chopped  wa- 
tercress. Or  make  a  mousse  de 
joie  gias:  cream  canned  pate  de 
foie  gras  with  butter  and  a  little 
cognac  until  smooth  and  fluffy. 
Cut  the  round  sandwiches  into  6 
wedges,  trim,  and  fill  the  bri- 
oche. Carefully  cut  slits  in  die 
top  of  the  brioche,  run  a  ribbon 
through,  and  tie  a  bow.

Plunge  pan  into  a  pot  of  cold 
water  to  stop  the  cooking — be 
careful  as  it  tends  to  bubble  up. 
Cover  the  floor  with  news- 
papers. Put  2  broomsticks  across 
chairs,  one  about  6  inches  lower 
than  the  other.

with  lobster  meat,  scallops,  crabmeat,  and  mussels.  It  is 
dressed  with  a  little  mayonnaise  lightly  flavored  with  Dijon 
mustard  and  chopped  parsley.  When  she  presents  it  garn- 
ished with  1  or  2  large  whole  lobsters,  it  is  then  classically 
called  Salade  Bellevue. 

Plat  Angevin.  This  specialty  of  Angers,  Marcel's  home, 
is  crisp  and  delicious  in  summer.  He  makes  a  potato  salad, 
dressing  it  while  the  potatoes  are  warm  with  a  little  white 
wine,  a  basic  vinaigrette,  chopped  cornichons,  shallots,  chives, 
and  hard-cooked  egg.  The  salad  is  then  mixed  with  chicory 
torn  into  bite-sized  pieces. 

Chiehen  Salad.  Poach  a  boiling  chicken  with  leeks, 
carrots,  celery,  tomato,  turnip,  peppercorns,  salt,  a  bay  leaf, 
thyme,  and  water  to  cover.  Simmer  about  45  minutes  for  a 
3%-pound  chicken.  Never  let  the  liquid  come  to  the  boil  or 
the  broth  will  become  cloudy.  Cool  in  the  stock,  then  remove 
meat  from  chicken.  Cut  into  bite-sized  pieces  and  dress  with 
a  basic  vinaigrette  seasoned  with  chopped  shallots  and  parsley. 
Arrange  the  salad  in  the  center  of  a  platter  and  surround  with 
watercress  sprigs  (very  little  stem)  and  sliced  tomatoes. 
Shrimp  Salad.  Poach  the  shrimp  as  described  on  page 
133.  If  they  are  too  large,  cut  in  half  lengthwise  so  they  still 
look  like  shrimp,  not  crosswise  in  chunks.  Dress  with  a  vinai- 
grette seasoned  with  chopped  dill,  parsley,  and  shallots.  The 
salad  may  be  served  on  a  platter  with  asparagus,  or  in  tomato 
shells  as  a  first  course. 

Beef  Salad.  Tie  the  vegetables  and  seasonings  in  a  cheese- 
cloth bag  to  keep  the  broth  clear:  leeks,  celery,  tomato,  carrots, 
turnips,  and  onion  browned  without  butter  (this  will  give 
the  stock  color) ,  peppercorns,  bay  leaf,  and  very  little  thyme. 
Put  in  a  large  kettle  with  salt,  cross  ribs  of  beef,  and  cold 
water  to  cover  and  simmer  gently  until  cooked,  constantly 
skimming  off  the  fat.  Cool  in  the  stock.  Cut  into  little  cubes 
and  dress  with  vinaigrette,  chopped  shallots,  and  parsley.  Use 
the  broth  to  make  a  consomme. 

FRUITS 

Pineapple  and  Oranges.  Fresh  pineapple  and  very 
thinly  sliced  oranges  make  a  refreshing  dessert.  Cut  a  pine- 
apple in  half  lengthwise,  cut  out  the  pineapple,  reserving  the 
shell,  and  slice.  Toss  the  pineapple  and  oranges,  separately, 
with  sugar,  lemon  juice,  and  kirsch  or  Cointreau.  Arrange  the 
pineapple  slices  along  the  sides  of  the  shell,  the  orange  slices 
in  the  center,  and  garnish  with  strawberries  and  mint  leaves. 
Serve  on  a  decoratively  folded  napkin. 

3taeedoine  of  Fruits.  Combine  grapefruit  and  orange 
sections,  pineapple  chunks,  and  grapes.  Pears  and  apples  may 
be  added,  but  they  must  be  tossed  with  lemon  juice  and  sugar 
so  they  don't  turn  brown.  Add  slices  of  banana  at  the  last 
minute,  and  sprinkle  with  kirsch  or  Cointreau. 
Cantaloupe  Basket.  Cut  a  cantaloupe  into  a  basket. 
Fill  with  cantaloupe,  honeydew,  and  watermelon  balls,  fla- 
vored with  Cointreau,  and  garnish  with  strawberries,  rasp- 
berries, and  mint  leaves.

professor  kira:  For  most  peo- 
ple the  bathroom  is  the  only  safe 
refuge  in  the  house,  which  I 
think  is  dreadful.  We  have  the 
privacy  problem  because  of  cer- 
tain changing  mores  and  rules 
we've  established.  If  you  go  back 
fifty  or  even  twenty  years,  people 
observed  certain  social  rules,  such 
as  children  are  seen  and  not 
heard,  and  knock  before  enter- 
ing. If  you  have  these  rules,  then 
you  don't  have  this  privacy  prob- 
lem, because  you  have  privacy 
whenever  you  choose  to  have  it. 
But  the  vvav  we've  structured  our 
contemporary  society,  with  open- 
plan  living,  there  are  no  such 
rules.  The  only  rule  is  if  you  go  in 
the  bathroom  and  lock  the  door, 
then  you're  off  bounds.  That's  the 
only  last  sacred  rule  we  observe. 
HOUSE  &  garden:  Would  psy- 
chological findings  tell  you  that 
people  who  are  less  inhibited 
about  bathroom  activities  are 
happier,  less  tense,  more  able  to 
function  in  every  aspect  of  life? 
professor  kira:  As  a  generality, 
I  would  say  that's  so,  sure.  Be- 
cause the  personal  hygiene  in- 
hibition invariably  is  linked  to  a 
complete  body  inhibition,  to  a 
complete  sex  inhibition,  and  com- 
plete self-acceptance  question. 
Some  people  are  just  willing  to 
say,  okay,  this  is  life,  this  is  the 
body,  this  is  me  and  this  is  you, 
what  is  there  to  denv?  What  is 
there  to  be  ashamed  of?  This  is 
the  way  we  were  born  and  made 
and  there  are  things  to  do,  let's 
move  on  from  there.  There's  no 
question  that  if  one  has  that  kind 
of  acceptance  it  makes  one  more 
able  to  cope  with  all  kinds  of 
situations,  than  if  one  is  constant- 
ly devising  avoidance  systems. 
house  &  garden:  So  you  see  the 
live-in  room  where  the  activity 
is  enjoyed  as  a  psychologically 
healthy  develormient? 
professor  kira:  Very  much  so. 
Think  about  this.  It's  a  very  ef- 
fective reinforcement  for  a  very 
important  thing.  One  of  the  great 
moments  in  our  daily  lives  is  the 
bathing,  dressing,  shaving,  mak- 
ing-up  ritual,  whether  it  be  in  the 
early  morning,  late  afternoon,  or 
evening,  before  going  out.  It's 
very  clearly  preparatory.  It  has 
an  element  of  anticipation,  a 
strong  element  of  careful  prepa- 
ration that  sets  a  mood.  Which 
perfume  shall  I  wear?  Which 
dress  shall  I  wear?  How  impor- 
tant then,  to  really  establish  this 
mood!  With  the  right  mood,  mu- 


sic, the  right  view!  We  are  play- 
ing games  with  ourselves,  we're 
setting  ourselves  up  for  some- 
thing. This  is  like  the  foreplav, 
anticipation,  the  preparatory 
lovemaking  kind  of  thing  in  sex. 
This  is  the  unique  thing  about 
the  bathroom— it  sets  the  tone  for 
our  night's  sleep  and  it  sets  the 
tone  for  our  daily  activity,  so 
from  this  standpoint  there  is  an 
important  aspect  to  the  visual 
pleasantness  of  the  surroundings. 
house  &  garden:  You  feel  they 
create  a  vital  mental  climate? 
PROFESSOR  kira:  Think  when 
you're  out  somewhere  at  a  hotel 
or  motel  and  you  have  a  big  eve- 
ning ahead  and  you  do  all  of  this 
in  strange,  unpleasant  circum- 
stances, how  this  tends  to  take 
the  edge  off  your  pleasure  just  a 
little  bit.  So  think  if  you  always 
left  home  in  the  morning  in  a 
pleasant  mood,  full  of  confidence, 
with  a  feeling  of  well  being,  alert, 
pleased  rather  than  annoyed,  ir- 
ritated, frustrated,  how  the  whole 
day  would  be  improved. 
HOUSE  &  garden:  Are  men  re- 
sponding to  this  idea  as  much  as 
women? 

PROFESSOR  kira:  Men  are  loosen- 
ing up  because  the  male  image  is 
changing.  Over  the  last  thirty 
years,  perhaps,  the  Marlboro 
Man,  rough,  tough,  frontiersman, 
has  been  the  dominant  male  atti- 
tude in  America.  Ever-on-the- 
ready,  rough-and-tumble,  swill- 
it-down,  fists,  you  know,  all  of 
that.  In  that  kind  of  imagery,  per- 
sonal hygiene  plays  a  relatively 
small  role  because  the  dirtier  and 
sweatier  and  more  tousled  you 
are,  the  more  he-man  you  are. 
Now  it's  changing.  A  man  who 
comes  through  as  cultured,  re- 
fined, polished,  immaculate,  well 
that  used  to  be  pretty  effete,  per- 
haps a  little  doubtful— up  until 
very  recently.  A  lot  of  men  who 
play  this  game  today  would  be  a 
little  bit  shocked  if  they  could 
hear  themselves  five  years  earlier 
commenting  on  other  people. 
house  &  garden:  Is  this  an  ap- 
propriate image  for  a  man? 
professor  kira:  In  our  history 
there  has  never  been  a  period  of 
dandyism,  with  a  few  exceptions. 
We've  had  the  Southern,  sort  of 
river-boat  gambler  type  but  this 
is  very,  very  minor  compared  to 
all  the  European  traditions, 
which  are  very,  very  old  and 
very,  very  long.  The  adventurer 
in  Europe  is  really  an  odd-ball 
phenomenon,  so  there's  a  rever- 


sal of  situations  over  there.  I 
think,  you  know,  in  every  man 
there  is  an  element  of  peacock- 
ism,  buried  some  place  or  other. 
It's  simply  a  question  of  climate 
or  situation,  which  allows  you  to 
express  it.  I  think  the  alacrity 
with  which  men  took  to  this  new 
image  is  very  interesting.  Thev 
are  generally  more  self-aware  to- 
day, wearing  different  colors, 
clothes,  caring  about  personal 
grooming,  there  is  some  deep- 
down  inclination  to  do  this. 
HOUSE  &  garden:  We  see  this  in 
Oriental  men  and  Scandinavian 
men,  don't  we? 

professor  kira:  Oriental  men 
have  the  right  ideas.  They're  fol- 
lowing more  normal  behavior 
patterns  in  their  interest  in  bath- 
ing. There  is  a  certain  kind  of 
pragmatism  that  accepts  body, 
and  body  functioning  and  sex  as 
a  fact  of  life  and  always  has. 
There's  a  long  history  of  the 
simple  acceptance  of  these 
things,  which  of  course,  we  don't 
have.  We've  gone  through  so 
many  periods  of  denials,  we're 
forever  going  up  and  down  from 
one  excess  to  another.  There  are 
other  societies  that  have  been 
much  more  stable.  The  tradition 
in  Scandinavia  of  the  sauna  with 
everyone  bathing  together  has 
gone  on  for  centuries  uninter- 
rupted. All  these  ideas  are  com- 
ing home  to  us  now  because  we're 
less  shocked  by  them.  There  are 
still  some  giggles  and  snickers 
and  uneasy  overtones,  no  ques- 
tion. What  it  comes  down  to  is 
that  we're  willing  to  accept  life  as 
life,  instead  of  pretending  as  we 
have  done  for  centuries  that  cer- 
tain aspects  of  life  just  don't 
exist,  or  if  thev  do,  we'll  pretend 
they  don't. 

house  &  garden:  How  are  we 
actually  going  to  create  these 
larger  bathroom  spaces? 
professor  kira:  You  actually 
have  to  restructure  priorities, 
steal  space  from  other  places  in 
the  house,  the  corridors,  the  bed- 
room that  you  have,  and  combine 
them  into  a  unit  rather  than  a 
series  of  cubicles.  We're  going  to 
have  to  rearrange  things  so  that 
although  the  total  amount  of 
space  in  the  house  or  apartment 
is  no  bigger,  we  arrange  things  in 
some  different  fashion  so  that  the 
bathroom  gets  a  larger  share  of 
the  total  space  available  than  it 
does  at  the  present  time.  My  own 
feeling  is  that  this  is  an  architec- 
tural evolution.   Builders  in  the 


fifties  found  they  couldn't  sell  a 
house  without  a  modern  kitchen. 
In  the  sixties,  the  house  had  to 
have  more  than  one  bathroom.  In 
the  seventies,  unless  the  bath- 
rooms are  spacious  they  will  find 
they'll  be  stuck  again. 
HOUSE  &  garden  :  The  bathroom 
facilities  will  most  likely  be  com- 
bined into  another  room? 
professor  kiba:  Very  likely  into 
a  dressing  room  bathroom,  or 
dressing  bath-bedroom,  kind  of 
combination.  I  see  there  is  a  very 
real  constellation  of  bedroom, 
dressing  room,  and  bathroom; 
there  is  very  clearly  a  three-part 
scene,  which  is  not  recognized  in 
the  average  home  or  apartment. 
The  interesting  thing  I've  noticed 
today  is  that  when  a  couple  buy 
a  great  old-fashioned  Victorian 
house,  nine  times  out  of  ten  they 
will  take  one  of  the  old  big  bed- 
rooms and  turn  this  into  the  bath- 
room dressing  room  and  enjov 
the  lavishness  that  this  allows. 
house  &  garden  :  You  mentioned 
the  question  of  view  earlier,  what 
about  this? 

professor  kira:  I  do  feel  that 
the  bathroom  is  one  room  where 
one  should  really  deal  with  the 
question  of  view,  far  more  than 
we  deal  with  the  views  in  living 
rooms.  How  many  people  actual- 
ly go  into  their  living  rooms  and 
say,  "Oh,  gee,  dear,  let's  look  at 
the  view  this  afternoon?"  They're 
involved  with  something  else! 
The  whole  question  of  views  is 
something  of  an  overrated  thing 
in  architecture,  I  think.  Views  are 
probably  best  in  transitional 
spaces,  corridors,  staircases, 
where  you  are  not  occupied  with 
other  things,  when  you're  mov- 
ing, or  you  can  pause  for  a  min- 
ute and  enjoy  something,  as  in 
the  case  of  the  bathroom,  while 
you're  seated  on  the  toilet  for  a 
period  of  time  and  you  can  enjoy 
the  view.  You  can  watch  the 
clouds  go  by  or  whatever  it  might 
be.  Some  years  ago,  I  read  about 
a  house  in  Hawaii  that  had  some 
very  very  nice  things  including 
the  toilet  set  off  in  a  corner  with 
a  floor  to  ceiling  window  in  front 
of  it,  looking  out  over  the  bay.  It 
was  absolutely  spectacular.  You 
can  do  that  from  the  bath,  too, 
and  if  necessary,  if  you're  not  iso- 
lated enough,  or  there  is  not 
enough  privacy,  you  can  do  it 
with  one-way  glass.  All  this  is  so 
different  from  attitudes  we  dis- 
covered doing  the  report  in  1966.

Daffodil  leaves  take  their  time 
about  maturing  after  the  blos- 
soms fade.

to  be  removed.  An  old  solution  to  the  problem 
is  to  knot  bunches  of  leaves  together.  This, 
however,  has  the  disadvantage  of  cutting  off 
light  and  air  from  the  growing  leaves,  thus 
robbing  them  of  part  of  their  food-producing 
capacity.  It's  probably  best  to  gather  the  leaves 
in  bunches  just  big  enough  to  hold  themselves 
upright,  and  tie  them  together  with  string  or 
rubber  bands.  Annuals  can  then  be  planted 
right  up  close  to  the  daffodil  clumps.

FRENCH  DRESSER 

//  hat  can  you  tell  me  about  my 
dresser?  It's  a  ropy  of  an  old  one. 
J.F.—Mt.  Kisco,  N.Y. 
A  dresser,  or  dressoir,  such  as  yours 
was  a  favorite,  characteristic  piece 
of  French  provincial  furniture.  It 
consisted  of  a  lower  cupboard  sec- 
tion and  a  deeply  recessed  superstructure  fitted  with  several  rows 
of  narrow  open  shelves.  Most  were  in  the  Louis  XV  style,  as  is 
yours.  Marked  features  of  this  style  are  asymmetrical  shaped  pan- 
els and  a  valanced  base  curving  into  cabriole  feet. 


PEKING  GLASS  VASE 

/  have  a  pair  of  vases  with  no  identifying 
marks,  and  have  been  told  they  are  called 
Peking  glass.  What  does  this  mean  and  can 
you  date  them?  R.E.A. — Dayton,  Ohio 

The  term  "Peking  glass"  merely  means  that  the 
glass  was  made  in  Peking.  Your  red  and'  white 

glass  vases,  overlaid  in  red,  appear  to  be  of  early   19th-century 

Chinese  manufacture. 


GERMAN  FRUIT  BASKET 

We  have  a  pair  of  fruit  baskets  and  were  told  they  are  sterling 
silver.  The  marks  look  like  a  crescent  moon  followed  by  a  crown, 
then  the  figure  800,  and  something  like  a  spread-winged  eagle. 
Anything  you  can  tell  me  about  them  will  be  appreciated. 

A.L.T. — Decatur,  Ga. 
Your  baroque-inspired  German  silver  fruit  baskets  probably  date 
in  the  late  1800s.  The  quarter  moon  and  crown  is  the  Keich  silver 
mark,  introduced  in  1886.  It  was  stamped  only  on  pieces  conform- 
ing to  the  German  silver  standard,  which  is  800  parts  silver — 
less  than  the  925  parts  English  sterling  standard. 

ENGLISH  WATCH 
/  recently  acquired  this  watch  ivith  a 
repousse  case.  Inside  is  engraved 
"Charles  Cobrier,  London."  Can  you 
give  me  an  idea  of  its  age? 

J. W.E.— Clarksburg,  W.  Va. 
Charles  Cobrier,  the  maker  of  your  watch,  was 
active  in  London  about  1697-1724.  However,  the 
repousse  case  and  painting  on  the  dial  possess 
a  singularly  Dutch  quality,  which  may  indicate 
only  the  works  are  English  or  that  Cobrier  migrated  to  England 
from  the  Continent  after  1685,  the  year  that  marks  the  revocation 
of  the  Edict  of  Nantes.

Your  piece  has  been  copied  from  a  distinc- 
tive class  of  16th-century  Elizabethan  Re- 
naissance furniture  known  a*s  a  hall-and- 
parlor  cupboard,  because,  of  course,  it  was 
intended  for  use  in  the  hall  or  parlor.  A  marked  feature  of  this 
type  of  cupboard  is  the  so-called  cup-and-cover  support  on  which 
the  frieze  in  the  upper  section  rests. 


JAPANESE  INKWELL 

/  am  told  this  is  an  inkwell  from  Japan.  Can  you  tell  me  more 
about  it?  How  was  it  used?  From  what  perwd  is  it? 

M.J. A—  Monterey,  Calif. 
Your  container  for  writing  equipment,  called  a  yatate,  was  carried 
by  Japanese  men  at  the  girdle.  It  has  two  sections,  a  small,  round, 
shallow  bowl-shaped  well  for  powdered  ink  with  a  hinged  lid  and 
a  long,  hollow  stem  in  which  the  writing  brush  was  carried.  Your 
yatate  probably  dates  from  the  18th-century  Edo  period,  when  it 
was  an  indispensable  article  for  almost  all  classes  of  people. 


AMERICAN  BANJO  CLOCK 

The  antique  dealer  from  whom  I  bought  this 
American  mahogany  clock  called  it  a  "Connect- 
icut Banjo."  Is  this  correct?

Brooks  Palmer  in  his  The  Book  of  American

What  you  ought 
to  know  about 

central  air 
conditioning 
now 

What  could  be  more  important  to  the  improvement  of  your 
house  than  an  indoor  climate  that  is  cool  when  you  want  it  to 
be.  warm  when  you  need  it,  and  fresh  as  a  zephyr  at  all  times? 
That's  why  central  air  conditioning  gets  top  priority  in  house 
remodeling  today. 

The  general  pollution  of  the  air,  which  we  hear  of  inces- 
santly and  which  most  of  us  experience  increasingly,  is  an  ever 
present  incentive  to  control  the  air  indoors  even  if  we  can't 
outdoors.  What  should  galvanize  us  into  action  is  the  state- 
ment by  Dr.  Igho  Kornblueh.  a  doctor  of  medicine  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania,  that  "the  air  inside  an  average  home 
is  actually  more  polluted  than  the  air  outside  it."  Another 
expert  tells  us  that  there  are  about  400  million  particles  of  dirt 
in  each  cubic  foot  of  household  air.  These  can  he  ascribed  to 
cooking  activities,  to  movement  through  the  house,  to  aging 
equipment  and  furnishings.  Such  opinions  should  give  us 
pause.  It  seems  that  we  do,  indeed,  need  air  conditioning. 

In  remodeling  it  is  generally  not  as  simple  to  air  con- 
dition your  house  as  when  you  are  building  it  from  scratch. 
Inevitably  you  have  to  cope  with  the  existing  heating  system 
rather  than  one  initially  planned  to  include  cooling.  But  if 
you  have  a  warm-air  heating  system  and  want  to  add  summer 
cooling,  you  may  already  have  the  ductwork  in  place  by  which 
cooled  air  ma\  be  circulated  indoors.  If  you  have  a  hot-water 
heating  system,  you  may  have  to  convert  it  so  that  chilled 
water  can  circulate  through  pipes  to  cool  the  air — or  you  ma) 
add  a  separate  ductwork  system  to  distribute  cooled  air. 

Central  air  conditioning,  in  its  simplest  terms,  consists 
of  various  methods  of  treating  the  air  inside  the  house  all 
year  round.  In  w  inter,  you  need  a  furnace  or  boiler  that  warms 
and  humidifies,  ducts  to  distribute  the  heated  air  or  pipes  for 
hot-water  circulation,  blower  fans  to  move  the  air  or  pumps 
to  circulate  the  hot  water,  filters  to  clean  the  air,  and  con- 
trols for  automatic  operation  of  the  system.  For  summer,  you 
need  a  refrigerating  unit,  which  can  cool  and  dehumidify  the 
whole  house.  Summer  air  conditioning,  in  general,  cools  the 
air  b\  passing  it  over  coils  containing  a  refrigerant.  The  re- 
frigerant acquires  the  heat  and  moisture  from  warm  air  and 
circulates  the  resulting  cool,  dry  air.  Two  generic  types  of 
units  do  the  actual  cooling.  One  uses  a  mechanical  compres- 
sor to  remove  heat,  is  powered  electrically  and  operates  like 
an  electrical  refrigerator.  The  other  runs  by  heat  absorption, 
uses  gas  as  fuel,  and  runs  like  a  gas  refrigerator.

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Jrs.,  on  pages  64-65,  tin-  othei  to  the  Stanlej  Selenguts,  on 
pages  66-67,  illustrate  iu<>  varied  central  air-conditioning 
installations.  The  Fleming  house  is  in  Houston,  Tex.,  where 
the  climate  is  apt  to  be  hot  and  humid  the  greatei  part  of  the 
year  and  cooling  rather  than  heating  can  be  the  major  con 
cern.  In  remodeling  their  house,  which  was  already  air  con- 
ditioned, the  Flemings  simply  tore  down  a  rear  garage  and 
servant's  room  and  replaced  them  with  a  two-stor)  wing  thai 
virtually  doubles  interior  space.  A  self-contained  air-condi- 
tioning system  was  installed  in  the  new  wing,  zone  2.  while 
the  original  house  continued  to  be  wanned  and  cooled  as 
zone  1.  Some  zone  1  liall  ducts  also  help  air  condition  a  two- 
story  gallery  in  the  new  wing. 

Forced  warm-air  heating,  with  ductwork  to  distribute 
warm  and  cool  air,  was  the  original  system  in  the  house  and  it 
was  also  installed  in  the  new  wing.  This  consists  of  a  furnace 
for  heat,  filters  to  screen  dust,  dirt,  or  pollen  from  the  air 
before  it  enters  the  ducts,  a  blower  fan  to  move  the  air  through 
them,  and  the  compressor-cycle  equipment  that  does  the  cool- 
ing job.  The  latter  has  several  elements:  the  evaporator-cool- 
ing unit  and  liquid  refrigerant  that  take  heat  and  moisture 
from  the  air,  chill  and  dehumidify  it:  the  compressor  that 
pumps  the  refrigerant  from  the  cooling  coil;  the  condenser 
that  condenses  the  refrigerant  and  fans  out  the  heat,  which 
has  been  eliminated  from  the  house.  Located  almost  25  feet 
behind  the  new  carport,  the  noise  of  the  motor-driven  com- 
pressor and  condenser  is  minimal  at  the  Flemings'  house. 

"Nearly  perfect"  is  the  Flemings'  comment  on  their  new 
air-conditioning  installation.  One  of  the  best  features  is  the 
use  of  two  condensers — a  31/2-ton  unit  and  a  2l/>-ton  unit — 
which  provide  "a  more  even  humidity  level  in  the  house,"  a 
most  important  factor  in  Houston.  When  humidity  increases, 
the  2V2"t°n  unit  also  cycles  on  to  handle  the  extra  demand, 
and  operating  cost  is  cut  by  not  having  both  condensers  on 
full  time.  A  single  thermostat  automatically  controls  the  equip- 
ment. For  cooling  it  has  a  two-stage  control  to  regulate  one 
or  both  condensers  as  needed.  For  heating  it  functions  in  one 
stage.  The  equipment  is  quiet.  Insulating  the  mechanical  room 
where  it  is  housed  and  installing  baffles  and  insulation  in  the 
return  air  ducts  have  helped  effect  this.  Locating  a  return  air 
duct  on  both  the  lower  and  upper  levels  of  the  wing  has  pro- 
duced excellent  results  in  both  the  functioning  of  the  equip- 
ment and  in  sound  control. 

One  feature  that  seemed  a  likely  problem  was  the  26-foot 
ceiling  height  at  the  center  of  the  new  wing.  This  is  a  tremen- 
dous area  to  cool.  But  the  two  floor  levels  around  the  area 
made  it  possible  to  place  the  right  balance  of  air  outlets  on 
each  of  them.  And  the  space  above  the  bookshelves,  cabinets, 
and  stair  walls  here  was  ideal  for  locating  ductwork  incon- 
spicuously. As  is  often  the  case,  big  glass  areas  create  a  heat 
load,  which  the  cooling  system  has  to  combat.  The  window 
wall  of  the  stair  landing  on  the  upper  level  has  no  roof  over- 
hang so  an  awning  is  being  designed  to  keep  out  the  sum- 
mer sun  on  this  south  wall.  But  Mrs.  Fleming  says  that  the 
three  enormous  skylights  in  the  two-story  room  haven't  ad- 
mitted excessive  heat.  The  tinted  bronze  plastic  screens  out 
the  sun  successfully.  In  winter,  there  has  been  some  slight 
difficulty  in  balancing  the  heating  in  the  new  and  old  parts 
of  the  house.  Continued  on  the  next  page

A  unique  feature  of  the  house  is  the  climate-controlled 
wine  room,  a  pet  project  of  Mr.  Fleming's.  It  has  its  own  spe- 
cial unit  built  into  the  wall  under  individual  thermostatic  con- 
trol to  insure  the  well  being  of  the  wines.  Mrs.  Fleming's  par- 
ticular satisfaction  has  been  to  learn  at  first  hand  that  "it  is 
very  true"  that  air  conditioning  means  fewer  cleaning  bills 
for  fabrics  and  carpets,  less  interior  repainting  and  house 
cleaning. 

A  remodeled  house  in  Neiv  York  City.  Mr.  Selengut's 
house,  a  turn-of-the-century  brownstone  in  the  heart  of  New 
\  ork  City,  posed  different  problems.  Occupying  a  20-foot-wide 
frontage,  the  five-story  house  was  gutted,  the  first  three  levels 
converted  to  a  rental  apartment,  and  a  triplex  created  on  the 
top  levels  for  occupancy  by  the  Selengut  family.  All  the  origi- 
nal heating  system  was  removed  and  a  new  one,  for  cooling 
as  well  as  heating,  went  in  because  New  York  summers  and 
winters  can  be  equally  horrendous.  In  contrast  to  the  duct- 
work in  the  Fleming  house,  pipes  were  installed  for  hot-water 
heating  and  a  fan  coil  chiller  system  for  summer  air  condi- 
tioning. 

In  choosing  this  method,  which  is  generally  more  costly, 
Mr.  Selengut  was  mindful  of  space.  '"In  a  house  only  20  feet 
wide,  the  prospect  of  lopping  off  footage  for  ducts  or  dropping 
ceilings  to  conceal  them  seemed  wasteful.  We  needed  every 
inch  of  space  in  the  house.'"  The  hot-water  pipes,  which  also 
carry  chilled  water  in  summer,  take  scant  wall  area;  and  the 
convectors.  which  warm  or  cool  the  air,  resemble  low  cabinets 
under  the  living  room  windows  of  the  triplex.  They  conceal 
coils  through  which  chilled  or  warm  air  is  circulated;  motor 
driven  fans,  which  move  the  air  over  the  coils;  filters  for  ex- 
tracting dust  and  dirt  from  the  air;  and  outdoor  air  inlets  in 
the  v\ all  under  the  windows,  which  can  admit  and  filter  out- 
side air,  without  cooling  it,  in  spring  and  fall.  The  boiler,  the 
source  of  the  hot-water  pipes,  is  in  the  basement  and  the  com- 
pressor-condenser, which  provides  the  chilled  w  ater,  is  behind 
the  house  to  reduce  indoor  noise. 

Two  large  convectors,  resembling  enclosed  radiators,  in 
the  living  room  are  sufficient  to  cool  and  heat  the  room, 
which  is  21  feet  high  and  includes  dining  and  kitchen  areas 
and  a  suspended  balcony.  The  convectors  help  to  dehumidify 
the  air  also  in  summer  as  moist  air,  passing  over  the  cooling 
coil,  condenses.  One  thermostat  on  the  stair  wall  automatically 
controls  the  temperature  in  this  soaring  space  and  can  activate 
the  multiple  speed  convector  fans  to  increase  cooling.  "It  has 
been  effective  even  with  a  crowd  of  people  in  the  room,"  says 
Mr.  Selengut.  Upstairs,  the  completely  separate  master  bed- 
room has  its  own  convector  and  thermostat,  and  at  the  very 
top  of  the  house,  the  skylighted  studio  has  a  window  air  condi- 
tioner as  an  auxiliary  unit. 

FOR  REMODELING:  QUESTIONS  AND 
ANSWERS  ON  AIR  CONDITIONING 

Are  there  other  air-conditioning  systems?  Yes,  but  they 
differ  more  in  the  form  of  the  equipment  and  installation  than 
in  principles  of  operation.  Some  are: 

The  Heat  Pump.  This  unit,  for  example,  differs  in  that 
it  operates  electrically  and  requires  no  chimney,  fuel,  or  com- 
bustion. Like  other  central  air-conditioning  systems,  it  has 
a  condenser,  compressor,  blower  fan,  cooling  coil,  filter,  air

ducts,  and  outlets.  The  compressor  pumps  heat  out  of  the 
house  in  summer  (the  way  an  electrical  refrigerator  pumps 
out  heat)  and,  in  reverse,  extracts  heat  from  outside  air  in 
u inter  to  warm  the  house. 

The  single  heating-cooling  unit.  One  cabinet  encloses 
both  heating  and  cooling  equipment,  a  blower  fan  distributes 
filtered  warm  or  cool  air  through  one  set  of  ducts  year  round 
and  one  thermostat  can  switch  from  winter  heating  to  summer 
cooling.  It  is  particularly  suitable  for  a  new.  small  house. 

Paired  heating-cooling  units.  Two  separate  cabinets,  one 
for  heating,  one  for  cooling,  use  the  same  ductwork,  filter, 
blower  fan.  thermostat  for  all-year  air  conditioning.  An  ad- 
vantage for  future  remodeling  is  the  fact  that  the  heater  can 
be  installed  as  a  first  step,  the  cooling  unit  added  later. 

A  roof-top  unit.  A  new  combination  heating-cooling  unit 
for  air  conditioning  the  whole  house  can  be  installed  on  the 
roof  or  outside  the  house  walls  and  eliminate  am   chimney. 

An  underground  heating-cooling  system.  A  recently  in- 
troduced air-conditioning  system  incorporates  hollow  metal 
beams  under  the  house,  which  serve  as  foundation,  heating- 
cooling  air  ducts,  and  electric  wiring  raceway s.  The  heater- 
cooler  is  set  on  an  outside  slab  and  needs  no  chimney. 

In  remodeling,  is  air  conditioning  possible  with  a 
radiant  heating  system?  A  house  heated  by  hot  water  cir- 
culating through  coils  or  pipes  in  floors  or  ceilings  to  provide 
radiant  heating  will  need  a  "split  system."  This  calls  for  two 
completely  separate  installations.  The  radiant  heating  serves 
for  winter,  and  new  ductwork  and  a  cooling  unit  with  a  com- 
pressor, condenser,  and  evaporator-cooling  coil  are  essential 
for  summer  cooling. 

In  remodeling,  can  a  house  with  baseboard  heating 
be  air  conditioned?  Some  metal  baseboard  heating  units 
and  piping  can  circulate  chilled  water  in  summer  just  as  hot- 
water  convector  systems  do.  An  entirely  separate  cooling 
unit  and  ductwork  system  can  also  be  added  as  a  split  system 
installation  in  a  house  with  baseboard  heating. 

What  is  "sorted"  air  conditioning?  Zoning  allows 
the  heating  and  cooling  of  different  parts  of  a  house  to  be  op- 
erated separately  and  independently.  If  upstairs  and  down- 
stairs are  separate  zones  of  the  heater-cooler  equipment  the 
air  conditioning  of  bedrooms  and  ground-floor  rooms  can  be 
handled  according  to  their  individual  needs.  So  can  the  air 
conditioning  of  various  w  ings  of  a  house.  It  reduces  air  con- 
ditioning operation  costs  considerably. 

Will  air  conditioning  eliminate  parched,  dry  in- 
door air  in  winter  and  soggy,  stearnbath  summer  air? 
A  humidifier  can  be  a  part  of  a  central  heating  system  and  add 
moisture  to  the  air  circulated  through  the  house  in  winter.  A 
humidistat  will  indicate  the  amount  of  moisture  needed.  In 
summer,  the  cooling  elements  of  a  central  air-conditioning 
system  will  absorb  excess  moisture  in  the  air.  Increased  cool- 
ing capacity  in  the  svstem  and  air  flow  also  dissipate  odor. 

What  will  best  clean  indoor  air?  Although  the  elec- 
tronic air  filter  was  introduced  many  years  ago,  it  still  does 
the  most  thorough  air  cleaning  job.  Before  entering  the  heat- 
ing-cooling system  of  a  house,  all  air  is  passed  through  this 
filtration  unit  where  dirt  and  dust  particles  and  pollen  are 
eliminated  from  the  air-circulating  system  and  a  healthier, 
cleaner  house  interior  insured.  Reduced  household  chores 
and  maintenance  costs  are  an  additional  asset.

with  them.  "I  thought  of  the  possibility  of  eliminating  a  series  of 
rigid  elements  in  the  building  of  houses,"  he  says.  "Above  all  of 
eliminating  fixed  plumbing  installations.  The  containers  can  be 
joined  either  to  one  another,  or  to  pipes,  or  dispersed,  so  thev  con- 
tinually assume  new  forms,  sinuous  as  a  snake  or  rigid  as  the  great 
wall  of  China.  They  can  create  areas  that  are  transparent  or  closed, 
deep  and  narrow  or  wide  and  open.  Something  to  give  us  the  chance 
of  putting  on  one's  own  house  every  day,  as  we  put  on  our  clothes, 
or  as  we  choose  a  road  along  which  to  walk  or  a  book  to  read.  What 
this  does  is  create  a  neutralization  in  general  of  the  object  belonging 
to  you.  It  is  like  having  everything  in  tins,  like  Campbell's  soups. 
You  are  carefree;  you  don't  care  any  more  about  things.  You're  alone 
with  yourself.  Since  the  walls  are  created  by  you  and  totally  movable 
by  you,  if  you  want  to  live  elsewhere  you  close  up  all  your  containers 
and  put  them  on  a  truck  and  you're  readv  to  go." 

Mario  Bellini  has  developed  a  mobile  environment  for  outdoors, 
a  live-in  car  called  the  "Kar-a-sutra"  believing  that  "present-dav  cars 
are  uncomfortable  spaces   where  strapped-in   people  cannot   fully      ' 
enjoy  the  sensorial  pleasure  of  movement  in  open  space."  His  "ex- 
ploration capsule"  can  sleep  six  and  seat  twelve  at  a  squeeze.  It  is 
transparent,  made  of  glass  and  steel  with  roof  and  walls  that  extend 
from  a  traveling  height  of  4  feet  to  a  standup  space  7  feet  high. 
When  parked,  driving  wheel  and  dashboard  are  dissniised  and  the       , 
interior  adapts  for  living  or  sleeping  with  movable,  flexible  foam       i 
cushions. 

Gae  Aulenti's  environment  provides  a  new  kind  of  flexibility 
with  furniture,  a  redefinition  of  objects  for  urban  living.  "The  con- 
scious principle  in  design,"  she  says,  "is  that  of  achieving  forms  that 
can  create  experiences.  The  objects  with  which  we  generally  come 
into  contact  are  very  numerous  .  .  .  they  distort  behavior,  they  un- 
leash anxieties  and  are  readv  to  cause  harm  to  nervous  systems.  Their 
being  depends  on  the  wrong  rules  together  with  an  inertia  toward 
beliefs  and  traditions;  their  being  is  the  result  of  an  incapacity  to 
rediscover  their  rich  and  full  relationship  to  the  whole.  Not  one  of 
man's  objects,  be  it  monument  or  den,  can  escape  its  own  peculiar 
relationship  to  the  city.  And  it  is  onlv  this  relationship  that  can  allow 
the  object  to  take  shape."  With  plastic  components  you  assemble  or 
reassemble  your  living  needs,  bookcases,  an  enclosed  sleeping  space, 
storage  units  to  fit  the  need  of  the  moment.  To  these  you  add  an 
extendable  table  with  a  sink  and  cooktop,  a  chair  and  a  lamp  with 
eight  rotating  elements.  "So  you  no  longer  decorate  a  space,  the 
furniture  is  treated  as  architecture  and  the  domestic  landscape 
handled  as  exterior  space." 
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The  beauty  of  18th  century  styles  that  adds  so  much 
to  English  homes,  can  now  do  the  same  for  yours. 

The  people  of  England  have  always  loved  and  cherished 
their  homes.  From  generation  to  generation,  they  have 
passed  on  carefully  accumulated  and  cared  for  furniture  and 
decorative  objects.

Tony,  an  adventurous  friend  of  mine  who  is  now  halfway 
round  the  world  in  a  Land  Rover  (  a  sort  of  British  jeep) ,  has 
given  me  the  recipe  that  inspired  him  to  take  the  trip — a  recipe 
for  homemade  beer.  It  has  a  distinguished  parentage,  for  he 
got  it  from  Sir  Walter  Scott,  a  descendant  of  the  famous 
author,  and  a  neighbor  of  Tony's. 

Whether  or  not  you  plan  to  become  a  brewer  or  writer 
or  even  to  make  an  expedition,  I  feel  it  essential  that  you 
should  have  an  opportunity  to  try  this  inspirational  beverage, 
so  here  is  what  you  must  do : 

Put  3  pounds  of  malt  extract,  2  ounces  of  Liops  wrapped 
in  muslin,  half  a  teaspoonful  of  salt,  and  8  pounds  of  dark 
brown  sugar  into  a  gallon  of  water.  Bring  this  to  a  boil  but 
watch  it  like  a  hawk  for  at  this  point,  just  as  your  back  is 
turned,  it  tends  to  boil  over  in  a  flash,  like  milk.  My  world- 
traveling  friend's  first  try  did  this,  and  covered  the  kitchen 
floor  with  "toffee,"  filled  the  house  with  a  strong  smell  of 
burnt  sugar  and  hops,  which  is  a  potent  smell  at  best,  and 
solidly  sealed  the  stove  doors — in  fact,  it  was  a  mess.  But  it 
was  not  the  end  of  the  beer.  Each  home  brewing  is  a  unique 
artistic  experience  anyway,  so  what  was  left  turned  out  fine. 

If  you  catch  the  boiling  point  in  time,  turn  down  the 
heat  and  simmer  for  35  minutes.  Then  add  another  2  ounces 
of  hops,  loose,  and  bring  the  liquid  to  a  boil  for  another  5 
minutes.  Pour  that  into  4Vi>  gallons  of  cold  water,  allow  it  to 
cool  to  about  70  degrees,  add  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  dry  yeast, 
strain  out  the  hops,  and  let  the  whole  business  sit  and  ferment. 

After  a  week  or  ten  days  the  brew  will  have  stopped 
fermenting  and  then  you  can  bottle  it.  Into  each  bottle  (and 
don't  use  square  ones,  they  are  too  weak  at  the  corners  to 
hold  the  pressure)  put  a  bit  of  sugar  (Sir  Walter's  recipe  says 
1  teaspoonful  per  pint,  but  I  think  that  makes  the  beer  too 
sweet)  to  help  develop  the  beer's  "head."  Siphoning  is  the 
easiest  way  to  get  the  beer  from  the  vat  or  tub  into  the  bottles, 
but  a  mouthful  of  un-aged  beer  is  nearly  as  unpleasant  as  one 
of  gasoline,  so  be  wary.  Let  it  age  in  the  bottle  at  least  two 
weeks — the  flavor  is  even  better  after  four. 

A  rather  sensational  way  to  drink  this,  once  it  is  ready, 
is  to  mull  it.  The  poet  Robert  Southey  describes  how  Sir  G. 
Beaumont  did  it  about  a  hundred  years  ago.  He  had  a  set  of 
silver  cups  brought  to  the  table  red-hot.  Into  them  the  cold 
beer  was  poured  with  spectacular  results.  As  Southey  under- 
stated it,  it  "alarmed  the  guests  to  pick  up  the  cups,"  but  I 
gather  the  beer  foamed  over  and  cooled  them  almost  im- 
mediately.

The  most  marvelous  thing  about  beer  to  me  is  its  smell — 
the  aroma  that  permeates  the  brewery,  that  wafts  through 
the  bierhalle  or  the  pub  or  the  bar.  that  caresses  your  nostrils 
as  you  lift  a  foamy  beaker  to  suck  in  the  first  sip  of  the  eve- 
ning. It  is  indescribably  a  blend  of  malt  and  hops  and  yeast 
and  warmth  and  friendliness.  It  makes  you  feel  good  all  over! 

Up  in  Vermont  one  summer,  as  a  boy — not  really  so  long 
ago — I  worked  as  an  extra  hand  on  a  farm.  Three  things  I 
remember  about  that  tough  summer  of  hard  hay  pitching 
are:  Mrs.  Hoisington's  absolutely  superb  doughnuts,  fresh 
from  the  clean  deep  fat;  the  almost  communal  Saturday  night 
baths  in  the  tin  tub  in  the  kitchen:  and  the  lovely  smell  of  the 
homebrew  that  spilled  out  of  the  tubs  she  made  it  in  for  the 
delectation  and  sustenance  of  the  husky  hired  hands.  I  hope 
she's  still  at  it  and  that  they  still  are  enjoying  it. 

But  there  is  a  lot  besides  its  aroma  to  recommend  beer, 
including  the  fact  that  people  have  been  drinking  it  since 
long  before  recorded  history.  Brewing  has  hardly  changed 
since  it  was  first  invented.  The  secret  was  known  to  the  Assyr- 
ians and  the  Pharaohs.  The  Egyptian  Bool  of  the  Dead  in- 
dicates that  a  form  of  barley  brew  was  drunk  before  3,000 
B.  C.  Queen  Elizabeth  I  was  a  fan,  long  before  Women's  Lib, 
and  according  lo  her  chief  minister,  her  beer  was  "so  strong 
as  there  is  no  man  able  to  drink  it." 

A  rabbinical  tradition,  too.  says  the  Hebrews  in  captivity 
in  Babylon  drank  stuff  called  "bre,"  which  may  perhaps  be 
the  origin  of  our  word  beer,  as  a  magic  protection  from  dread 
disease.  The  German  tribes  at  war  with  Rome  supposedly 
preserved  their  beer  with  hops,  and  their  morale  w  ith  the  beer. 


Beer,  to  make  it  simpler  for  those  of  us  who  like  a  fact 
or  two  before  we  quaff  it,  is  made  as  it  always  has  been  from 
an  infusion  of  malted  barley,  or,  in  fact,  almost  any  starchy 
cereal,  flavored  with  hops,  and  fermented  by  yeast.  Different 
processes  or  ingredients  have  led  to  different  names  for  it. 
A  malt  drink  the  ancient  Britons  borrowed  from  their  Norse 
invaders  as  "ol"  became  "ale,"  which  was  in  those  days  a 
sweet  fermented  barley  beverage,  laced  with  honey. 

Even  before  that,  the  Saxons  were  using  hops  to  flavor 
their  "bier"  and  give  it  a  dry,  bitterish  quality.  American 
beer  is  usually  what  is  called  "lager"  type,  a  German  name 
describing  a  beer  that  is  stored  (lager  means  warehouse,  in 
German ) .  This  is  a  delicately  aromatic,  lightly  hopped, 
creamy  headed  beer.  It  is  made  all  over  the  United  States,  but 
still  some  of  the  best-known  brands  are  made  where  there  is 
a  concentration  of  descendants  of  our  German  forebears. 

We,  and  most  Europeans,  like  to  drink  our  beer  cold, 
but  the  British  like  theirs  at  room  temperature.  In  England, 
there  is  also  "old  ale"  that  has  been  long  aged  and  is  dark, 
mellow,  and  smooth.  The  Scots  prefer  it  this  way.  Pilsner,  like 
lager,  is  a  "bottom  fermented"  beer.  The  yeast  used  for  fer- 
mentation is  introduced  from  the  bottom  of  the  vats  and  seeps 
upward  to  do  its  job. 

What  most  of  us  think  of  as  an  Irish  monopoly,  stout — 
just  to  show  how  international  the  drink  is — got  its  name  from 
the  old  French  estout,  meaning  strong,  which  it  is — strong, 
black,  and  flavored  with  highly  roasted  malt  and  barley. 

Before  I  knew  what  a  potent  beverage  beer  could  be.  I 
spent   a   summer   touring   Germany.    In   my   strange   mixed

My  back  was  to  our  cud  of  the  ball  where 
there  was  an  innocent  looking  balcon)  overlooking  the  crowd. 

About  halfway  through  ins  fourth  liter,  1  was  galvanized 
into  involuntarj  action  by  a  racket  thai  caused  me  to  jump 
about  .'>  feel  from  my  bench.  The  brass  band  bad  sneaked 
into  the  balcony,  and  their  opening  "oompah"  was  what 
did  it.  After  that  I  understood  what  it  meant  to  "face  the 
music,"  at  least  in  Germany.  Unnerved,  my  fifth  liter  did  me 
in,  and  a  kind  German  friend  bad  to  escort  me  borne. 

Americans  drink  an  incredible  26'/j  gallons  of  beer  per 
capita  each  \  ear.  only  2  gallons  less  than  the  Germans  ( though 
I  suspect  my  German  statistics  are  figured  in  imperial  gallons, 
which  are  about  one-fifth  larger  than  ours) .  The  British  drink 
a  good  deal,  too — 27  imperial  gallons.  The  Danes  claim  to 
have  the  biggest  brewery  in  the  world,  and  they  drink  beer 
at  all  times  for  any  reason  at  all.  A  French  savant.  Dr.  Edouard 
de  Pomiane,  says  "beer  is  the  most  scientific  of  all  alcoholic 
drinks  and  certainly  the  best."  And  it  is  true  that  modern 
breweries  look  more  like  science  labs  than  anything  to  do 
with  food. 

For  centuries  brewing  was  a  real  art.  however,  in  which 
luck  and  skill  supplemented  theory.  A  bad  fermentation  was 
said  to  be  caused  by  such  things  as  (Women's  Lib-ers.  Uiis  is 
not  my  diagnosis)   a  woman  walking  through  the  fermenta- 


tion room.  Today,  a  tiny-detail  change  in  roanufactun 
enough  to  give  the  brew  a  special  flavor,  and  pasteurization 
lias  eliminated  chance.  The  Belgians,  for  instance,  lei  their 
yeastless  beer  age  in  bottles,  where  ii  undergoes  a  second 
fermentation.  This  stulf.  called  by  them  geuse  Iambic, 
tasting  to  most  palates,  but  has  many  a  devotee.  The  Russians 
make  beer  from  oats  and  something  called  kvass  from  rye 
bread.  And  Japanese  sake,  of  course,  is  really  beei  made 
from  rice,  hut  Kirin  oi  Suntory  beei  i-  delicious,  despite  a 
strange  label  that  announces  that  w  hal  is  in  the  bottle  i  "fresh 
real  draft"! 

In  Holland,  where  there  is  another  huge  beei  industry, 
they  are  running  into  trouble  because  of  their  generosity. 
Heineken's  brewery  in  Amsterdam  allows  visitors  to  down  as 
much  beer  as  they  like  while  watching  the  brewing  process. 
Every  morning  in  the  tourist  season,  queues  of  thirsty  hippies 
lounge  in  the  nearby  streets,  like  people  wailing  for  a  movie 
seat,  until  the  brewery  opens.  If  you  are  not  that  thirsty  but 
need  a  quick  lunch,  try  making  a  broodje.  Take  a  soft  white 
roll,  split  and  butter  it,  and  pile  it  high  with  herrings  or  fresh- 
from-tbe-sea  shrimps,  the  way  the  Dutch  do.  Two  broodjes 
washed  down  with  a  glass  of  golden  Dutch  beer  will  keep 
y  ou  going  till  dinnertime. 

If  you  are  still  hungry,  a  Danish  beer  soup  may  be  in 
order.  For  this  you  need  dark  malt  beer  or  ale,  8  slices  of  dark 
rye  bread  or  pumpernickel,  a  pint  of  the  beer.  1  cup  of  water, 
the  grated  rind  and  juice  of  a  lemon,  sugar,  and  cream.  Break 
the  bread  into  small  pieces  in  a  deep  dish.  Mix  in  the  beer

and  water  and  allow  this  to  soak  for  3  to  8  hours.  Simmer 
until  it  thickens  and  then  either  strain  it  or  puree  it.  Stir  in 
the  lemon  rind  and  juice,  sweeten  to  taste,  and  bring  it  to  the 
boil.  Serve  hot  with  cream. 

A  carp  cooked  in  beer  is  a  French  delicacy.  You  need  2 
finely  chopped  onions,  lightly  sauteed  in  butter  until  they  are 
translucent.  Spread  them  in  a  deep  dish,  adding  thyme,  a  bay 
leaf,  a  finely  chopped  piece  of  celery,  several  grains  of  freshly 
ground  black  pepper,  a  clove,  and  3  ounces  of  diced  ginger- 
bread. Fillet  the  carp,  salt  and  pepper  it,  and  put  it  on  the 
bed  of  herbs  \  ou  have  made.  Then  pour  in  enough  pale  beer 
or  ale  to  cover  the  fish  and  poach  it  in  the  oven  at  low  heat, 
about  300°-350°,  for  about  25  minutes.  If  the  carp  has  roe, 
take  roe  out  and  poach  separately  in  salted  water  with  a  dash 
of  lemon  juice.  Place  carp  fillets  on  a  heated  serving  dish,  and 
garnish  with  the  roe.  Sieve  the  cooking  juices,  reduce  them 
by  half,  add  a  bit  of  butter,  and  pour  over  the  fish.  Serve  hot. 
Of  course,  sauerkraut  simmered  in  beer  is  a  classic. 

In  Persia,  beer  was  known  back  in  the  days  of  the  earl) 
Shahs.  One  of  them  promised  a  great  Persian  poet,  named 
Firdausi,  a  grain  of  gold  for  every  line  of  an  epic  poem  he 
\\  rote,  so  Firdausi  dreamed  up  60,000  lines.  Come  payoff  day. 
the  Shah  decided  he'd  been  overly  generous  and  paid  in  silver 
instead.  Firdausi.  in  a  rage,  turned  all  the  silver  over  to  a 
beggar,  a  bathkeeper.  and  a  brewer — then  wrote  a  couple  of 
scathing  verses  about  his  patron.  The  Shah  realised  his  mis- 
take, but  as  his  new  offering  of  gold  was  brought  into  the  city 
by  one  gate,  Firdausi's  body  was  carried  to  the  cemetery  by 
another.  The  brewer  won — he  became  the  royal  sommelier. 

As  such  he  probably  learned  that  bottled  beer  hates  sun- 
light and  that  if  it  is  bounced  around  too  much  before  serv- 
ing, it  not  only  loses  flavor,  but.  because  it  spurts  on  opening, 
it  is  wasteful.  He  may  also  have  been  among  the  first  to  find 
that  the  proper  way  to  pour  beer  is  into  a  tipped  glass  for  the 
first  half-glassful,  then  to  straighten  up  the  glass  for  the  rest 
so  that  a  head  will  form. 

Philosophically  speaking,  beer  is  a  drink  people  love  to 
the  tune  of  some  43  billion  glasses  full — or  emptied — per 
year.  Roddy  Hooper,  a  British  friend,  has  pointed  out,  how- 
ever, that  this  is  a  uniquely  human  fancy.  So  I  leave  you  with 
this  '"thought  for  the  month"  as  set  forth  in  a  bit  of  anonymous 
verse  he  discovered  in  a  Somerset  beer  emporium: 

"The  horse  and  mule  live  30  years 

And  nothing  know  of  vxines  and  beers. 

The  goat  and  sheep  at  20  die 

And  never  taste  a  scotch  or  rye. 

The  cow  drinks  water  by  the  ton 

And  at  18  is  mostly  done. 

The  dog  at  15  cashes  in 

Without  the  aid  of  rum  and  gin. 

The  cat  in  milk  and  water  soaks 

And  then  in  12  short  years  it  croaks. 

The  modest,  sober,  bone-dry  hen 

Lays  eggs  for  nogs  and  dies  at  ten.

the  rainbow 
fiower

Iris,  goddess  of  the  rainbow  in 
Greek  mythology,  was  first  men- 
tioned in  the  9th  century  B.C.  in 
Homer's  Iliad,  many  times,  but 
not  at  all  in  the  Odyssey  where 
Hermes  took  her  place  as  the 
messenger  of  Zeus  and  Hera  to 
man.  The  beautiful  and  youthful 
Iris  had  wings  of  gold  and  talaria 
on  her  feet  as  she  hurried  with 
Hermes's  staff  in  hand  "with  the 
swiftness  of  the  wind"  from  one 
end  of  the  world  to  the  other,  to 
the  depths  of  seas  (quite  natural- 
ly, for  the  ocean  nvmph  Electra 
was  her  mother),  and  to  the  un- 
derworld, for  Zeus  had  messages 
for  those  in  hell.  And  on  such 
trips  she  stopped  at  the  Styx  to 
replenish  her  ewer  with  its  water, 
which  she  used  to  put  to  sleep 
forever  those  who  perjure  them- 
selves—all duties  entirely  logical 
for  the  daughter  of  Thaumas,  the 
god  who  produced  the  miracles 
Zeus  decreed. 

Iris,  the  flower,  antedates  its 
namesake  by  more  than  1,000 
years,  certainly  back  to  the 
Bronze  Age.  For  the  Pharaoh  of 
Egvpt,  Thutmosis  I,  in  1950 
B.C.,  brought  back  from  his  Sy- 
rian wars  a  collection  of  roots, 
seeds,  and  herbs  for  the  produc- 
tion of  love  philters,  and  repre- 
sentations of  some  of  the  flowers 
can  still  be  seen  carved  on  the 
walls  of  a  temple  in  Karnak.  One, 
Egyptologists  say,  is  of  Iris  ono- 
cyclus,  a  species  still  found  in 
Egypt.  This  indicates  that  iris  lias 
been  known  far  longer  than  the 
rose,  which  didn't  get  into  West- 
em  literature  until  600  B.C.  It  is 
not  as  popular  as  the  rose.  Cer- 
tainly fewer  poets  have  sung  its 
praises,  but  its  rainbow  of  color, 
including  every  hue  of  blue  in  the 
skies,  die  ease  with  which  it  is 
grown  or  hybridized,  and  its  com- 
pletely carefree  attitude  about 
reproducing  itself,  make  it  known 
and  loved  by  all  who  garden.  The 
fleur-de-lys,  the  royal  emblem  of 


France,  for  example,  long  thought 
to  be  a  lily,  is  Iris  fiorentiana,  aj 
native  of  Florence.  It  is  also  the 
flower  of  Florence  and  Tuscany. ; 
Iris  kacmpfcri,  the  Japanese  iris, 
appears  in  so  much  of  Japanese 
art  that  a  case  could  be  made  for 
its  being  the  flower  of  Japan. 

The  roots  of  iris  have  had! 
commercial  value  as  a  medicine-] 
in  ancient  times  to  cure  fallingl 
teeth,  the  bite  of  an  adder,  ague,! 
and  epilepsy  among  others;  in] 
modern  times  as  an  emetic  andl 
for  orris  root,  which  is  used  as  aj 
face  powder  and  as  a  carrier  of! 
perfume— so  commerce  undoubt-^ 
edly  played  a  role  in  its  wide  dis-j 
tribution.  Iris  is  grown  for  roofing! 
material  on  the  huts  of  some  Chi-j 
nese  and  Turkish  peasants,  as! 
the  matted  rhizomes  shed  everyj 
drop  of  water,  hence  the  species! 
Iris  tcctorwn,  "of  the  roofs,"  a! 
species  from  China.  It  is  also! 
grown  on  the  roofs  of  some  Japa-j 
nese  houses,  but  for  a  different^ 
reason:  In  Imperial  days  the  Em-, 
peror  ordained  which  plants  the' 
people  could  grow  in  their  gar- 
dens, and  as  iris  was  not  among 
them,  the  Japanese  women  grew 
it  on  their  roofs  to  make  face 
powder. 

Iris  are  known  to  gardeners 
of  every  nation  in  the  North  Tem- 
perate Zone,  for  the  more  than 
200  species  that  make  up  the 
genus  are  widely  distributed  in  it. 
New  species  are  being  reported 
regularly— fifty  since  1913.  Only 
the  more  important  ones  are  dis- 
cussed here.  The  West  Coast,  for 
example,  is  home  to  some  de- 
lightful natives,  but  they  are  so 
intractable  to  grow  elsewhere 
that  few  of  the  dedicated  5,000 
members  of  the  American  Iris  So- 
ciety attempt  to  grow  them.  Per- 
haps more  try  to  grow  Iris  unocy- 
dus  and  related  species  native  to 
arid  parts  of  Asia  Minor,  but  this 
is  doubtful— these  literally  have

to  be  baked  by  the  summer  sun 
and  will  not  tolerate  water  then. 
If  ever  there  was  a  "people"  flow- 
er, iris  is  it,  and  people  interest 
themselves  in  the  species  that  are 
rewarding  to  grow.  These  are  our 
subjects. 

Iris  spuria.  This  beardless 
species  has  a  large  following  in 
California  and  Texas,  but  not  in 
the  North,  East,  or  Midwest, 
which  is  surprising  because  it  is 
more  hardy  than  any  other— to 
Zone  2,  protected  (Arnold  scale) . 
Another  plus:  The  species  blooms 
after  tall  bearded  or  garden  iris. 
Still  another:  It  never  needs 
separating. 

Planting  depth  is  1  to  2 
inches.  It  should  he  planted  in  the 
early  fall;  instructions  for  spring 
planting  are  incorrect.  In  the 
North,  /.  spuria  should  he  grown 
only  in  full  sun,  protected,  and  in 
slightly  raised  beds.  Mix  plenty 
of  compost  and  fertilizer  in  the 
soil,  as  it  is  a  gross  feeder,  but  you 
should  expect  no  bloom  the  first 
year.  (UseTerracolor  Super  X,  an 
Olin  product,  as  directed,  in  pre- 
paring a  planting  site;  it  repels 
fungus  that  rots  roots  and  rhi- 
zomes.) The  species  is  an  ideal 
landscape  plant.  Most  varieties 
are  quite  tall,  the  stems  very 
strong.  Some  grow  to  50  inches. 
They  do  not  need  thinning— just 
let  them  spread.  They  take  plenty 
of  water  to  become  established, 
but  later  are  surprisingly  drought 
resistant.  Do  not  mulch  the 
crowns.  I.  spuria  shows  best  in 
clumps  by  itself;  all  varieties 
make  exceptional  cut  flowers 
(buds  open  better  inside  than 
out);  all  make  fine  corsages.  Col- 
ors? A  fair  range  now  but  getting 
better.  You  won't  find  many  sup- 
pliers for  the  awful  reason  /.  .spu- 
ria is  "not  what  the  customer 
wants,"  which  is  rubbish.  Two  re- 
cent introductions  'Lydia  Jane,' 
golden  suffused  white,  and  'Ana- 
capa,'  a  delicious  blue  with 
slight  yellow  patches,  are  stun- 
ning, inexpensive.  Most  varieties 
are  in  the  $2  to  $3  range. 

Iris  siberira.  This  is  one  of  the 
toughest  and  hardiest  of  peren- 
nials. As  it  pushes  very  strong 
roots  down  deeply,  which  makes 
it  highly  drought  resistant,  its 
bed  needs  deep  preparation  ( 18 
inches)  with  plenty  of  humus 
added.  It  prefers  a  moist  posi- 
tion. The  only  negative  is  a  short 
blooming  season— two  weeks  in 
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June.   However,  few  perennials! 
do  better,  and  this  one  stays  aj 
fine  green  plant  until  late  fall.  Si- 
berians grow  rapidly,  and  when! 
they  grow  together  in  a  bed,  little  1 
weeding     is     required.      Plants  ] 
should  be  fertilized  every  fall  on 
spring  with  a  half  cup  of  5-10-51 
per  square  yard.  The  color  range  j 
is   adequate.   'Caesar's   Brother,'! 
almost    black-violet    and    'Snow 
Queen'  are  old  but  excellent  va- 
rieties. Somewhat  newer  are  'Bar- ; 
bara's  Choice,'  white  etched  vio-  • 
let;  'Bicklev's  Cape,'  royal  blue; 
'Violet  Repeat'  (expensive,  hut  it  i 
blooms  twice);  and  many  others. 
For  the  first  time  in  its  history,  \ 
the  coveted  Dvkes  Award  of  En- 
gland went,  in  1971,  to  a  Siberian 
instead  of  a  bearded  iris.   It  is  i 
'Cambridge,'  turquoise  blue;  'Sea 
Shadow,'   another   Siberian   was  j 
runner-up.  Great  work  is  going 
on  in   the  development  of  this 
rugged  species. 

Iris  kaempfcri.  Think  of  the 
most  beautiful  thing  you  have 
ever  seen,  and  if  it  will  stand 
comparison  with  a  clump  of  the 
iris  of  Japan  in  bloom,  it  is  in- 
deed lovely.  As  the  species 
blooms  after  tall  bearded  iris,  it 
has  a  place  in  the  perennial  bor- 
der, hut  its  best  use  is  by  itself, 
by  variety,  in  clumps  spaced  far 
apart  beside  water.  /.  kacmpferi 
requires  a  great  deal  of  water 
somewhat  before  and  during 
bloom.  In  Japan  and  elsewhere, 
one  sees  it  growing  out  of  water, 
but  unless  the  stream  or  pond 
floods  at  the  proper  time  and 
then  recedes,  it  will  die,  for  the 
species  is  not  a  water  or  hog 
plant.  The  Japanese,  entranced 
by  the  beauty  of  the  reflections  on 
water  of  its  thin  leaves,  reed-like 
stems,  and  lovelv  flowers,  which 
resemble  orchids,  plant  it  in  trays 
which  are  immersed  before 
bloom  and  fished  out  afterward. 
Lime  kills  it;  get  the  pH  between 
5.5  and  6.5.  The  species  mav  be 
planted,  2  to  3  inches  deep,  in 
spring  or  early  fall.  Separate  it 
when  crowded  bv  replanting  the 
vigorous  outside  fans,  discarding 
the  middle  ones;  it  is  a  gross  feed- 
er. It  is  difficult  to  name  the  best 
variety  in  any  color.  For  what  it's 
worth,  I  find  the  new  very  double 
or  peony  forms— well,  revolting. 
In  this,  I  hope  I  stand  on  the  side 
of  the  saints,  but  to  those  who 
equate  bigness,  doubleness,  and 
unnaturalness  with  beauty,  I  ob- 
viously stand  alone.

a  long  season  of  bloom.  My  feel- 
ing is  that  something  has  been 
lost  in  the  competition  among  the 
hybridizers  for  large  flowers- 
stalks  have  become  higher  (up 
to  4  feet)  and  flowers  fewer, 
which  is  really  genetic  disbud- 
ding.

Make  over  to  moot  now  needs 

Would  a  dishwasher  do  as  much  for  your  morale  as  anything 
else  you  eotdd  add  to  your  house?  Or  do  you  feel  you  can't  x<> 
unother  minute  without  a  whole  new  wing  for  the  children? 
This  issue  explores  the  possibilities  of  improving  and  adding 
on.  From  changing  the  air  you  breathe  to  adding  a  whole 
new  wing.  From  reshaping  an  old-fashioned  house  into  a  big- 
spaced  interior  to  slipcovering  everything  in  the  living  room. 


If  your  overhaul  needs  are  extensive  turn  to  pages  58-7 1  for  seven  case  histories 
One  couple  were  living  in  a  Tudoiesque  house  that  the  children  were  outgi 
ing.  Between  the  house  and  the  pool  they  put  up  a  pool  house,  which  really 
meant  an  informal  place  lor  the  children  to  have  friends,  blow  off  steam.  It  gav 
the  whole  family  a  litt  because  it  was  so  sunny  and  modern.  With  no  <  hildren  I 
consider,  a  New  York  couple  created  a  three-story  apartment  out  ot  half  an  old 
brownstone.  Tall  windows  and  a  giant  skylight  light  up  floors  ofhalcony  rooms 
that  flow  into  each  other.  Another  couple  had  a  hj&  ranpahtfg  old-fashioned 
house  that  needed  light  and  bigger,  better  spac«&3'h*y  knocked  out  the  walls 
and  ceiling  of  unimportant  rooms  to  make  a  moderrrgreut  hall  with  a  balcony. 
The  new  living  room  they  filled  with  glass  walls.  The  classic  add-on  and 
remodel  solution  worked  to  a  new  perfection  by  a  Texas  couple  when  they  tore 
down  an  old  garage  wing— added  a  new  two-story  wing  with  a  big  garden- 
entertaining-pool  loom  on  the  first  floor,  an  office  and  guest  room  on  the  second. 

Slliall  Changes  makO  a  llig  till forOnOe  If  you  don't  need  or  want  to  get  into  reworking  an  entire  house, 

there  are  lots  of  ideas  that  single-handedly  create  the  illusion  of  more  space  or 
unify  spaces  or  in  general  add  to  the  fun  of  a  house.  Sisal  squares  sewn  together 
into  a  big  rug  make  a  very  formal  room  into  one  with  wit  and  informality.  If 
you  have  old  rococo  sort  of  furniture  that's  copied  from  the  real  thing,  don't 
throw  it  out  but  paint  it  all  white  and  cover  it  with  chintz.  Why  not  paint  the 
legs  of  a  white  vinyl-topped  kitchen  table  a  clear  shiny  red  and  the  kitchen 
chairs  green?  If  there's  a  back  porch  you  can  enclose  it  and  make  it  into  a 
greenhouse,  make  a  part  of  the  new  greenhouse  a  winter,  garden  living  room 
with  wicker  sofas  and  chairs.  Shiny  silver  Mylar  used  in  a  stairwell  or  on  the 
ceiling  of  a  room  with  low  ceilings,  lightens  a  dark  space,  in  the  first  instance; 
in  the  second,  makes  the  ceilings  higher.  Take  a  magnetic  rack  off  the  kitchen 
wall  and  put  it  down  in  a  drawer  where  it  becomes  the  organizer  for  lots  of  odd- 
shaped  utensils.  For  a  house  with  vast  expanses  of  white  wall  and  without  a 
collection  of  contemporary  paintings,  install  a  carrousel  slide  projector— an 
amusing  way  to  decorate  the  walls  with  colorful  images— especially  for  parties. 
As  children  get  older,  what  more  peace-promoting  renovation  than  an  outdoor 
staircase  for  children  who  come  in  late— or  even  house  guests?  One  charming 
garden  renovation  is  a  trick  easily  played  on  a  retaining  wall  where  little 
crevices  can  take  enough  soil  for  herbs  to  root— so  much  easier  to  pick  them  at 
eye  level  than  bending  over  to  find  them  in  a  bed.  A  pool  house  or  porch  could 
be  given  a  boost  with  a  system  of  poles  and  plastic  screening— so  simple  that  the 
doors  and  windows  zip  in  and  out.

As  our  lifestyles  JL  change,  we  are  apt  to  outgrow  our  houses — emo- 
tionally, actually.  They  don't  fit.  We  want  a  new  look,  more  air,  light,  a  rework- 
ing of  space.  We  can  move  to  another  house,  but  if  our  roots  are  too  deep, 
we  stay — and  add  on  or  make  over.  Although  not  a  simple  job,  it  is  a  most 
satisfactory  one:  We  keep  an  old  friend — and  make  a  new  one.  Here  are  six 
houses  and  an  apartment  that  changed  their  images  and  grew  young. 


This  is  the  kind  of  turn-of-the-century  house  a  famous  architect  once  described  as 
being  built  to  look  like  a  camel  sitting  down.  Outside,  it  still  looks  that  way — a 
big,  rambling  summer  house  with  the  solidity  of  a  shingled  fortress.  When  its 
owners  bought  it,  it  was  not  quite  so  solid.  Because  fire  had  destroyed  an  entire 
wing  and  blackened  many  of  the  remaining  rooms,  not  only  was  a  new  wing  called 
for,  but  an  enormous  amount  of  repolishing.  With  so  much  space  to  work  with,  the 
owners  and  their  architects,  C.  David  Robinson  and  Matthew  Mills,  decided  to  contrast 
two  very  different  styles.  With  the  exception  of  new  expanses  of  glass,  the  living  room  was  restored  in  the  manner  to  which  it  was  accustomed.  The 
interior  designer,  Mark  Hampton  ot  McMillen,  Inc.,  divided  the  vast  room  into  intimate  islands  of  comfortable  furniture,  then  spiced  it  with  a  few 
heirloom  sofas  and  chairs,  amusing  and  decorative.  But  the  core  of  the  house — what  used  to  be  called  the  reception  room  (an  enormous  entrance 
hall)  and  the  dining  room  behind  it — would  astonish  Edwardian  eyes.  By  sacrificing  the  space  above  them,  unneeded  in  so  large  a  house,  each  room, 
with  its  ceiling  removed,  became  two  stories  high  and  decades  younger.  The  original  hall  fireplace  and  its  chimney  breast  remain,  and  a  new  stair- 
case curls  up  to  the  second  floor.  To  experience  some  of  the  sensation  of  walking  through  the  front  door  of  the  house,  please  turn  the  page.

and  built  in  1935,  sits  on  a  very

After  living  in  their  vine- 
cloaked  Georgian  house  in 
Houston,  Tex.,  for  six  years, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  T. 
Fleming  decided  they  need- 
ed more  room — or,  to  be 
specific,  rooms:  a  room  for 
entertaining  that  could  also 
be  used  by  their  sons,  aged 
eleven  and  fifteen;  a  guest 
room  and  bath;  a  home  of- 
fice for  Mrs.  Fleming;  a 
laundry-flower  room — and 
for  Mr.  Fleming,  a  properly 
cooled  wine  closet.  Since 
the  only  place  to  go  for 
space  was  back,  architects 
Charles  Tapley  and  Associ- 
ate razed  the  old  garage 
wing  (cars  now  sit  in  a  car- 
port) and  designed  what  is 
almost  another  house — one 
could  live  in  it  very  nicely — 
which  extends  the  original 
house  back  to  the  garden 
and  a  flagstoned  terrace. 
The  "New"  room,  right,  as 
the  Flemings  call  it,  is  part 
Boys  Town  (they  play  bump- 
er pool),  part  parental. 
About  half  the  room  zooms 
up  two  stories  to  sloping 
skylights;  the  garden-side 
half  is  walled  in  glass,  and 
off  in  a  climate-controlled 
closet,  Mr.  Fleming's  favor- 
ite wines   keep  their  cool. 
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Seen  from  the  garden,  above  and  below,  the  new  wing  with  its  staircase  to  the 
guest  room  is  as  contemporary  as  the  street-side  facade  is  Georgian.

This  white  fantasy,  once  two  identical  coopera- 
tive apartments,  one  above  the  other,  is  now  a 
study-in-curves  duplex  with  its  floors  connected 
by  a  spiral  staircase.   Both  levels  were  com- 
pletely redesigned  by  Chicago  architects  Stan- 
ley Tigerman  &  Associates  for  a  family  with  one 
child  and  countless  friends  and  acquaintances 
whom  they  entertain  with  nonstop  enthusiasm. 
With  the  bedrooms  delegated  to  the  second 
floor,  most  of  the  lower  level  became  an  open 
living  space  that  flows  gently  around  a  series 
of  curved  forms  that  replaced  the  old  parti- 
tioning walls.  Soffits  containing  air-condition- 
ing ducts  were  shifted  and  curved  to  define  the 
areas  for  dining,  above,  and  living,  right  and 
far    right.

from  antipoliution3s  chief  executive  William  D.  Ruckelshau. 


Tall,  brood-shouldered,  square-jawed  Wil- 
liam D.  Riwkelshaus  last  December  2  cele- 
brated his  first  birthday  as  administrator  of 
the  U.  S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency 
and  along  with  that,  the  first  birthday  of  the 
agency  itself.  During  his  year  and  a  half  on 
the  job,  the  Indiana  born  graduate  of  Prince- 
ton and  Harvard  Laic  School  has  earned  him- 
self a  reputation  for  both  realism  and  fairness. 
And  he  seems  unafraid  of  making  himself 
unpopular.  He  told  a  meeting  of  the  Audu- 
bon Societi/,  "7  declined  to  require  immediate 
suspension  of  the  use  of  DDT  because  the 
best  scientific  evidence  now  available  did 
not  warrant  such  a  step."  Yet  to  stop  twenty- 
three  Birmingham,  Ala.,  industrialists  from 
exacerbating  local  air  pollution  last  fall, 
he  obtained  a  federal  court  order  temporarily 
forcing  them  to  shut  down  their  plants.  Mr. 
Ruckelsliaus  is  no  newcomer  to  environmen- 
tal affairs.  As  deputy  attorney  general  of  the 
State  of  Indiana,  he  represented  the  Indiana 
Stream  Pollution  Control  Board  in  its  efforts 
to  end  contamination  of  lakes  and  rivers.  As 
chief  counsel  of  the  Indiana  attorney  general's 
office  he  drafted  the  Air  Pollution  Control 
Act  of  1963,  and  later  as  majority  leader  of 
the  Indiana  House  of  Representatives,  lie 
wrote,  introduced,  and  pushed  through  legis- 
lation designed  to  stimulate  industry  to  con- 
struct air  and  water  pollution  control  facili- 
ties. Today,  with  Mrs.  Ruckelsliaus  and  their 
five  children,  he  lives  in  a  Man/land  suburb 
and  rides  to  work  in  a  90  percent  pollution 
free  automobile  that  runs  on  natural  gas. 
When  he  gave  this  exclusive  interview  to 
House  ir  Garden  in  his  office  on  the  third 
floor  of  the  new  E.  P.  A.  building  in  southwest 
Washington,  the  other  two  floors  of  the  still 
unfinished  structure  were  ivalled  only  with 
plastic  sheets  flapping  in  the  breeze. 

Q.  Many  people  look  upon  Earth  Day,  1970, 
as  the  start  of  an  intensive  national  effort  to 
clean  up  our  environment.  Do  you  feel  there 


has  been  any  evidence  of  progress  since  the 
spring  of  1970? 

i%.  Yes.  There's  no  question  about  it.  There's 
been  progress.  But  one  of  our  problems  is  that 
the  evidence  of  progress  is  not  immediately 
visible  to  the  average  citizen.  He  doesn't  see 
that  the  air  or  the  water  in  his  own  community 
is  appreciably  cleaner.  But  the  awareness  of 
the  problem  by  the  general  public  is  tremen- 
dously high,  and  there  has  been  increased 
governmental  action  at  every  level— state,  lo- 
cal, and  federal.  I  don't  mean  to  imply  that 
this  action  is  sufficient  or  that  it's  perfect,  but 
there  has  been  a  tremendous  increase.  If 
you  just  take  the  federal  level:  Our  agency 
[E.P.A.]  has  announced  national  ambient 
air  quality  standards  that  will  result  in  appre- 
ciably cleaner  air  by  mid-1975,  and  it  will  be 
increasingly  cleaner  as  we  approach  that 
deadline.  For  water,  there  is  a  national  per- 
mit program  just  starting  to  take  hold  by 
which  each  individual  industry  will  be  put 
on  a  stringent  schedule  for  the  abatement  of 
whatever  water  pollution  it  is  causing.  The 
expenditure  at  the  federal  level  alone  for  the 
construction  of  sewage  treatment  plants  to 
abate  pollution  primarily  caused  by  people 
has  increased  tenfold  in  the  last  two  years.  It 
has  gone  from  $200  million  to  $2  billion  and 
it  is  continuing  to  go  up.  Now  all  of  these 
activities  are  going  to  result  in  the  relatively 
near  future— and  I  mean  in  the  next  four  or 
five  years— in  visible  improvement  in  the  qual- 
ity of  our  air  and  water.  Once  people  see  that 
—when  people  actually  see  their  demands  re- 
sulting in  progress— the  achievements  since 
Earth  Day  will  begin  to  be  much  more 
apparent. 

But  already  in  some  spots  around  the 
country  you  can  see  the  results  of  concerted 
local  action  that  started  before  Earth  Day— 
for  instance,  San  Diego  Bay,  which  was  high- 
ly polluted  until  the  local  citizens  got  to- 
gether. Today  the  Bay  is  clean.  And  Lake 
Washington,  which  was  more  polluted  fifteen 
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years  ago  than  Lake  Erie  is  today.  The  ■  tf 
local  citizens  formed  an  association,  :ise 
money,  and  put  through  the  construct  n  c 
a  new  municipal  sewage  system.  No  th 
lake  can  be  used  again  for  swimming,  bopinj 
and  fishing.

As  a  writer  and  editor  Men/  Roche  has  long 
been  deeply  concerned  with  the  quality  of 
out  physical  environment  and  its  impact 
on  our  individual  lives.  In  1965,  before 
ecology  was  part  of  the  popular  language, 
let  alone  a  popular  cause,  she  was  writing 
about  sound  and  water  pollution  for  House 
6  Garden.  As  part  of  her  continuing  re- 
search, she  wrote  last  year  ou  "Trash"  and 
"Ecology  For  Your  Own  Backyard."  Her 
progress-report  interview  with  William  I). 
Ruckclshaus  and  her  account  of  ei^ht  suc- 
cessful environmental  clean-ups  begin  here. 
Recently  retired  as  managing  editor  of 
House  i?  Garden,  Mrs.  Roche  will  devote 
even  more  time  to  environmental  problems. 

It  takes  time  for  the  results  of  antipollution 
efforts  to  become  unmistakably  apparent  to 
the  casual  eve,  as  William  D.  Ruckelshaus, 
administrator  of  the  Environmental  Protec- 
tion Agency,  observes.  But  although  his  fed- 
eral agency  is  less  than  two  years  old,  many 
local  projects  have  been  going  on  much 
longer.  Here  is  a  sampling  of  what  people 
have  done,  are  doing  across  the  country, 
sometimes  on  a  big  scale,  sometimes  on  a 
very  modest  scale,  but  all  with  heartening 
success  in  the  continuing  battle. 

ltt'siirrcftion  of 
ELnkc  Washington 

The  people  of  Seattle  were  a  decade  ahead 
of  most  of  the  country  in  their  determina- 
tion to  clean  up  the  waters  that  surround 
80  percent  of  the  city.  Their  campaign  has 
become  a  classic  example  of  what  can  be 
done,  what  steps  are  required,  and  how 
long  it  takes  to  see  results.  Yet  the  idea  was 
sparked  initially  bv  ordinary  citizens  and 
finally  pushed  to  adoption  bv  a  "march"  oi 
5,000  men,  women,  and  children  ringing 
doorbells. 

Although  it  has  come  to  be  known  as 
"the  cleaning  up  of  Lake  Washington,"  the 
Seattle  project  actually  involved  five  bodies 
of  water:  to  the  west  of  the  city,  Puget 
Sound— where  years  of  dumping  raw  sew- 
age through  shallow  outfalls  had  led  to  the 
closing  of  almost  all  the  salt  water  beaches— 


and  Elliott  Bay  the  city's  commercial  liar 
bor;  to  the  southwest,  the  Duwamisli  Rivi  i 

v.  In  re  salmon  runs  were  threatened;  to  ihe 
east  and  separating  the  city  from  its  suburbs 
1U  mile-long  Lake  Washington  .vhere  dis 
charges  ol  treated  sewage  effluent  rich  in 
nitrogen  and  phosphorus  had  overstimu- 
lated  the  growth  ol  algae  and  turned  the 
water  brown;  and  still  farther  cast.  Lake 
Sammamish,  smaller  but  similarly  afflicted. 
I  he  clean-up  campaign  began  with  the  es- 
tablishment ol  the  Municipality  <>l  M<  tro 
polilan  Seattle,  popularly  know  as  "Metro," 
which  allied  eleven  smallei  local  govern- 
ments with  Seattle  itself  in  the  antipollution 
campaign.  In  essence,  the  Metro  plan  con- 
sisted ill  expanding  and  connecting  the 
sewage  system  of  the  whole  area  so  thai 
sewage  could  be  diverted  around  the  lakes 
to  new  large  treatment  plants  discharging 
treated  effluent  into  the  Sound.  ( Because  of 
its  depth  and  frequent  change  ol  water,  the 
Sound  can  accommodate  treated  sewage 
without  getting  choked  by  algae.) 

Chronological  milestones  tell  the  story: 
1956— Seattle's  mayor  appointed  a  commit- 
tee to  draw  up  the  necessary  legislation; 
1958— the  legislation  creating  Metro  was 
first  defeated,  then  revised,  then  passed; 
1961— construction  started;  1963— sewage 
began  to  be  diverted  around  Lake  Washing- 
ton; 1966— a  sharp  drop  in  the  algae  became 
noticeable;  1968— the  last  discharge  of 
treated  sewage  effluent  to  Lake  Washington 
was  stopped;  1970— the  last  raw  sewage  dis- 
charge to  the  Duwamish  River  and  Elliott 
Bay  (both  emptying  to  the  Sound)  was 
stopped.  The  first  stage  of  Metro's  program, 
estimated  to  take  ten  years,  was  completed 
in  nine.  Now  the  agency  is  at  work  on  the 
second  stage,  due  for  completion  in  1985. 

Today  the  beaches  of  Puget  Sound  are 
safe  for  swimming  and  Lake  Washington  is 
blue  again.  The  phosphorus  has  decreased 
from  70  parts  per  billion  in  1963  to  22.  The 
clarity  of  the  water  has  increased  from  a  low 
point  of  2)2  feet  to  12.  And  since  the  dump- 
ing of  raw  sewage  into  Elliott  Bay  was 
stopped,  the  lowest  yearly  levels  of  the  dis- 
solved oxygen  necessary  for  fish  life  have 
increased  25  percent. 

How  much  did  all  this  cost?  Starting  in 
1962,  each  of  Metro's  residential  customers 
was  assessed  a  monthlv  sewage  charge  of 
$2,  and  commercial  and  industrial  users 
were  charged  proportionately.  In  January 
1971,  the  charge  went  up  to  $2.75.  By  na- 
tional standards  that  is  a  high  charge  for 
clean  water,  but  the  people  of  Seattle  have 
been  willing  to  pay  it.

Similar  in  many  ways  to  Seattle's  program, 
San  Diego's  took  longer  to  get  underway, 
but  its  ultimate  success  is  testimony  to  what 
persistence  can  do.

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A  kitchen  that's  part  of 
the  living  room  and  garden 

Redoing  the  kitchen  involved  rethinking  the  whole  house  for  Charles  Mueller  who  wanted  two  things 
out  of  the  renovation:  One  was  a  modern  kitchen  equipped  to  produce  gourmet  meals;   the  other 
was  a  setting  in  keeping  with  the  Mediterranean-California  feeling  of  the  rest  of  the  house.  With  the 
help  of  architect  Donald  Random  Murphy,  a  garden  space  that  had  separated  the  old  kitchen  from  the  garage, 
see  diagram  above,  was  incorporated  into  the  house,  the  garage  made  into  a  guest  room,  a  wall  removed  from 
the  old  kitchen.  The  result,  overlooking  the  swimming  pool,  is  the  big  kitchen-living-dining-rqpm  wing  seen 
on  these  two  pages.  .Now  guests  in  bathing  suits  w  alk  indoors  barefoot  to  a  delicious  lunch  at  a  table  set  two 
steps  down  from  the  kitchen.  These  pictures,  right,  look  back  into  the  working  part  of  the  kitchen  and  out 
from  it  to  show  how   this  big  all-one  room  con- 
nects. A  cathedral-shaped  ceiling  painted  white, 
with  dark  wood  beams,  roofs  the  space  between 
garage  and  old  kitchen.  The  fireplace  and  a  big 
gingerbready  armoire  along  with  the  beams  and 
French  doors   (usually  open  to  the  pool)    fill  up 
and  define  the  room.  The  dining  table  is  close  to 
the  kitchen,  usually  set  simply,  here  in  white  with 
flowers,  so  the  food  is  still  the  main  event.  Hand- 
printed English  linen  covers  sofas,  invites  plunk- 
ing down  into.  Above:  Pan  rack  of  wrought  iron 
with  French  meat  hooks.

The  pictures,  above,  far  left,  and  right, 
show  the  kitchen  first  at  one  end  and  then 
the  other.  The  kitchen  has  three  areas — 
cooking,  pantry,  and  laundry.  Everything 
involved  with  each  of  these  activities  is 
stored  right  there.  Nothing  sits  on  top  of 
the  counters.  The  kitchen  has  no  decora- 
tion or  color  as  such.  The  richness  of  the 
stainless  steel,  the  maple  block,  the  pre- 
cision of  the  lighting  and  placement  of 
each  unit  create  a  spare  sculptural  look 
that  is  visually  appealing,  timeless,  and 
restful,  in  addition  to  being  sublimely  func- 
tional. Drawers  and  cabinets,  left  and 
below,  reveal  a  voluptuous  organization, 
beautiful  objects — linen,  glass,  and  china- 
ware  in  pantry,  gadgets  and  utensils,  food- 
stuffs in  kitchen — enhanced  by  the  intelli- 
gence of  the  setup.  Four-burner  cooktop  is 
gas;  self-cleaning,  electric  ovens.  Stainless 
steel  refrigerator-freezer  and  wall-ovens 
flank  back  door.  Built-in  can  opener,  paper 
and  hot  water  dispensers:  sliding  cutting 
board.  There  are  moist  and  crisp  warming 
drawers.  Countertops  are  maple  block, 
stainless  steel:  back  splash  is  slate  plastic 
laminate ;  top  cabinets  have  briarwood  pe- 
can fronts,  bottom  ones  have  stainless  steel.

cantilevering  the  front  of  the  house,  being  careful  not  to  disturb  trees  rooted  in  the  creekbed.  They  wid- 
ened their  part  of  the  creek  and  built  a  spillway  to  create  the  illusion  of  a  pond.  The  bank  opposite  the 
house  was  redefined  with  railway  ties  and  supplementary  native  shrubs.  They  anchored  the  back  of  the 
house  on  natural  grade,  and  made  a  boundary  wall  double  as  a  vertical  herb  garden.  Their  swimming 
pool,  above,  is  set  in  a  natural  dale,  framed  by  stone  embankments.  Flowers  grow  in  pots  on  the  foot- 
bridge, terrace,  and  balconies.

A  room  within  the  room,  a  secluded  working  environment  in  the  midst 
of  the  larger  living  space,  above,  is  the  office-library  with  its  "walls"  of 
white  lacquered  wooden  bookshelves,  carefully  designed  to  stop 
a  few  feet  short  of  the  ceiling.  The  painting,  left,   is  by 
Francis   Bacon.   Gae  Aulenti   designed   the   sculptural   desk 
lamp.  Behind  the  library  and  on  a  lower  level  lies  the  dining 
room,  left,  with  its  great  square  marble  table — another  Gae 
Aulenti  design.  Painting  by  Giorgio  de  Chirico.  Sculpture  by  Arp 
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"Too  many  right  angles  can  be  too  repetitive  and  a  little  dull,"  says  Gae 
Aulenti.  "I  tried  to  introduce  more  unusual  angles  in  various  way 
entrance  hall  and  also  in  the  master  bedroom.  They  are  very  much  part  of 
the  composition.  I  like  these  contrasts,  they  give  n  vibration  to 

the  space."  The  bed  in  the  parents'  room,  cushioned  and  with 

suede,  is  set  against  a  very  sharply  angled  corner  and  has  a  triangular 
table  in  back  ot  it,  instead  of  night  tables  on  either  side.  In  this  room  the 
caramel  color  scheme  is  broken  with  turquoise  blue,  which  is  also  the  color 
of  the  linens  in  the  adjoining  bathroom.  There  are  several  children  in  the 
family  but  for  them  apartment  living  is  by  no  means  constricting.  They 
have  their  own  playroom  on  the  living  level.  From  it  a  staircase  takes  them 
to  the  upper  floor,  to  a  terrace  room,  a  marvelous  kind  of  family  room— 
and  an  open  roof  garden.  Up  here  they  can  show  movies,  use  exercise 
equipment,  listen  to  their  own  music,  watch  television  and  even  the  view, 
which  the  architect  captured  with  wondarful  wraparound  windows.  Here 
again,  a  perpendicular  line  was  avoided — the  windows  slope  away  from 
the  ceiling  at  an  angle.  The  same  textures  and  colorings  appear  here — 
caramel  carpet,  which  is  taken  up  and  over  a  window  shelf,  suede  seating, 
gleaming  stainless  steel,  for  window  columns  and  suede-seated  stools.

Candy — to  be  enjoyed  for  its  own  sake,  candy  in  com- 
bination with  other  goodies,  bought  candy,  homemade  candy, 
pretty  candy,  plain  candy. 

For  an  enticingly  easy  dessert  arrange  a  luxurious 
assortment  of  superlative  sweets  on  a  silver  salver  or  hand- 
some plate  and  serve  with  espresso.  There's  a  wealth  of  great 
candies  to  be  had:  Blum's  famous  thin,  thin  mints;  Godiva's 
liqueur  cream-filled  chocolates — butter  cream  with  cognac, 
lemon  with  triple  sec,  strawberry  with  kirsch:  Perugina's  ro- 
mantic mixtures.  For  the  most  interesting  candy  buffet,  mix 
textures  and  colors,  include  dark,  light,  and  white  chocolates. 


As  a  point  of  hospitality,  keep  a  dish  of  brightly  colored 
candies  on  a  coffee  table  at  all  times — dragees,  perhaps,  or 
Jordan  almonds,  sour  balls  or  fruit  and  herb  pastilles,  the 
kind  that  comes  in  those  charming  little  round  tins  I  can  never 
bear  to  throw  out. 


In  a  guest  room,  a  candy  jar  of  mints  is  a  nice  touch.  Or 
you  might  amuse  your  friends  with  trompe  l'oeil  whimsey, 
candy  that  looks  like  something  else:  pebbles,  very  agreeable 
in  a  pottery  jar;  olives  or  cherries  that  come  in  miniature 
mason  jars  like  homemade  preserves. 


Then  there's  the  world  of  marzipan.  As  a  child  I  loved  mar- 
zipan "eggs  and  bacon,"  but  now  I  am  partial  to  the  very  artful 
fruits  and  flowers.  Strawberries  or  daisies  piled  in  a  pretty 
fern-lined  basket  make  a  delectable  centerpiece  to  be  passed 
around  at  the  end  of  a  meal. 


Capacious  glass  jars,  new  or  antique,  filled  with  a  wild 
variety  of  hard  candies  are  fun  for  an  informal  table,  par- 
ticularly when  it's  covered  with  a  bandana  or  checked  cloth. 
Set  a  small  container  of  violets  or  other  small  flowers  in  a 
shallow  bowl  and  fill  it  with  pastel  ribbon  candy  for  a  ladies' 
luncheon  or  bridesmaids'  shower.  Try  your  hand  at  a  topiary 
tree  of  small  green  gnmdrops  impaled  on  a  St>rofoam 
ball  with  toothpicks.

It  is 
from  friends  of  ours,  John  and 
Shelley  Pearson,  who  live  in 
New  York  and  summer  in  the 
Hamptons.  They  have  spent 
many  years  in  South  America 
and  in  their  Peruvian  travels 
discovered  a  genuine  fantasy 
among  drinks,  one  that  is  vague- 
ly similar  to  an  old-fashioned 
silver  fizz.  On  home  territory 
this  is  made  with  pisco,  an  un- 
aged  Peruvian  brandy  that  is 
wickedly  strong.  We  have 
adapted  the  drink  to  be  made 
with  vodka.  It  could  also  be 
made  with  framboise.  It  should 
be  made  during  the  first  weeks 
of  June  and  shortly  thereafter 
when  strawberries  are  at  their 
absolute  peak  in  sweetness  and 
flavor.

36-42  fresh  asparagus  spears, 

depending  on  size

shallots  or  green  onions

14  pound  raw,  cured  ham. 

preferably  Smith  field  or 

country  ham,  cut  into 

y2-inch  cubes 
4  cups  finely  chopped  onions 
Yz  cup  finely  minced  garlic 
14  cups  fresh  or  canned  beef  broth 

(we  recommend  College  Inn 

brand  if  you  use  canned ) 
Salt,  freshly  ground  black  pepper 
Y4  teaspoon  cayenne  pepper, 

more  or  less  to  taste 

2  tablespoons  wine  vinegar 
Ya  cuP  dry  sherry 
Chopped  onion 

Thin  slices  of  lime 

Finely  chopped  ham  (more  of 

the  Smithfield  or  country  ham) 
Cooked  rice 

Rinse  the  beans  well  and  pick 
them  over  to  remove  any  foreign 
particles.  Put  the  beans  in  a  mix- 
ing bowl  and  add  cold  water  to 
cover  to  a  depth  of  about  1 
inches  above  the  beans.  Let 
stand  overnight. 

Heat  the  oil  in  a  soup  kettle 
and  add  the  salt  pork,  cubed 
ham,  onion,  and  garlic.  Cook, 
stirring,  about  5  minutes,  until 
onions  are  translucent  and  salt 
pork  has  been  rendered  of  fat. 

Drain  the  beans  well  and 
add  them  to  the  kettle.  Add  the 
broth  and  bring  to  the  boil.  Add 
salt  and  black  pepper  to  taste, 
and  cayenne  pepper.  Partialh 
cover  and  cook,  stirring  occa- 
sionally, about  4  hours.

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children  she  can  still  use  one  of 
these  substitutes  and  keep  it  out 
of  their  reach.  Usually  detergents 
come  in  rather  large  boxes  and 
they  are  put  on  the  floor  near  the 
washing  machine,  which  is  often 
the  area  where  small  children 
crawl  or  roam,  since  their  mother 
spends  a  lot  of  time  there.  So  the 
detergent  isn't  just  like  any  other 
household  chemical— in  the  aver- 
age household  it  tends  to  be  more 
accessible  to  small  children.  If 
this  danger  concerns  their 
mother,  then  she  could  use  a  low- 
phosphate  detergent.  And  if  she 
is  not  concerned  with  "whiter 
than  white"— that's  why  I  wear 
this  kind  of  shirt  [brown  and 
black  pin  stripes  on  white]— she 
can  use  soap. 

Q.  What  about  her  husband? 
A.  Well,  that's  her  problem.  I 
mean  I  can't  solve  all  the  domes- 
tic crises  in  the  country  oyer  this 
question.  If  her  husband  insists 
that  his  clothes  be  "whiter  than 
white,"  she's  going  to  have  to 
weigh  that  herself. 

We  are  also  trying  to  get  at 
eutrophication  through  removing 
phosphates  from  sewage  treat- 
ment plants  in  a  much  more  mas- 
sive way  than  we  have  in  the 
past.  Of  course  sewage  is  only 
one  of  the  means  by  which  phos- 
phorus gets  into  lakes  and  rivers 
—it  also  comes  from  industrial 
wastes  and  from  agricultural 
wastes  and  run-off.  We  estimate 
that  about  50  percent  of  the  phos- 
phates that  do  go  through  a  sew- 
age treatment  plant  come  from 
detergents.  The  rest  come  from 
human  wastes.  So  just  getting 
phosphorus  out  of  detergents  is 
not  enough.  That  isn't  going  to 
solve  the  problem.  It  will  help. 

If  I  may,  at  this  point  I'd 
like  to  make  just  one  caveat, 
which  I  think  is  very  important  to 
the  individual  housewife  or  man 
or  woman  in  our  society.  Don't 
believe  there  is  any  single  thing 
you  can  do  to  solve  the  problems 
of  our  environment.  All  kinds  of 
people  come  along  and  say  "Now 
if  you  just  do  this,  our  problems 
are  going  to  be  over."  That  is  not 
true.  We've  got  to  be  very  careful 
that  we  don't  offer  simplified  solu- 
tions that  may  help,  but  are  by 
no  means  the  final  answer.  What 
we  as  an  agency  are  trying  to  do 
for  consumers  is  to  impart  infor- 
mation that  will  help  them  make 
an  intelligent  choice.  Phosphates 
are  a  good  example.  The  trouble 
is  that  most  people  who  ask 
about   phosphates   want   me   to 


recommend  a  particular  brand. 
They'd  like  to  put  my  picture  on 
the  box. 

Q.  What  do  you  recommend 
concerning  the  use  of  electricity 
—especially  electricity  to  run 
small  appliances? 
A.  Energy  versus  environment  is 
the  single  most  complicated 
problem  that  we  have  in  environ- 
mental protection.  The  automo- 
bile's contribution  to  pollution 
and  that  of  phosphates  in  deter- 
gents—these things  five  years 
from  now,  I  believe,  or  ten  in  the 
case  of  the  automobile,  will  be 
problems  of  the  past.  You'll  hard- 
ly remember  that  they  were  the 
big  issues.  But  that  is  not  the  case 
with  energy.  This  is  an  environ- 
mental problem  that  is  going  to 
be  with  us  in  the  foreseeable  fu- 
ture. Here  again,  to  recommend 
in  terms  of  electrical  appliances 
what  should  be  done  by  the  aver- 
age homeowner  would  be  a  gross 
oversimplification.  I  don't  want 
to  suggest  that  if  you  simply  limit 
the  use  of  electrical  toothbrushes 
or  can  openers  or  carving  knives 
you  are  going  to  be  contributing 
significantly  to  the  solution  of  the 
energy  problem.  Some  electrical 
utilities  are  now  advertising 
against  the  use  of  such  imple- 
ments, but  they  don't  claim  that 
is  really  going  to  do  much  to  re- 
duce the  demands  for  energy  or 
reduce  the  pollution  caused  by 
energy.  As  a  matter  of  fact  we 
need  a  lot  of  energy  just  to  clean 
up  the  environment.  We  have  to 
have  energy  to  run  sewage  treat- 
ment  plants  and  all  kinds  of  anti- 
pollution devices;  the  more  we 
force  an  industry  to  put  in  anti- 
pollution devices,  the  more  ener- 
gy that  industry  will  use  in  mak- 
ing its  products.  Yet  the  produc- 
tion of  the  energy  itself  causes 
pollution.  No  discharge  of  pollu- 
tants by  1985  sounds  wonderful 
as  a  goal.  If  you  are  opposed  to 
that,  surely  you  must  be  in  favor 
of  discharging  pollutants.  But  in 
the  case  of  some  industries  where 
it  might  be  relatively  simple  to 
get  rid  of  95  percent  of  the  pollu- 
tants discharged,  to  get  out  that 
extra  5  percent  would  require  so 
much  more  energy  that  you'd 
really  be  causing  more  pollution 
than  you  would  be  benefiting  so- 
ciety. All  those  things  have  to  be 
taken  into  account.  As  a  society, 
I  think  we  must  try  to  find  out 
how  we  can  limit  our  demands 
for  energy.  We  haven't  even 
begun  to  think  about  this  prob- 
lem   very    intelligently   yet.    By 


every  projection  you  see— even  if 
you  limit  all  of  what  any  reason- 
able person  would  consider  the 
frivolous  uses  of  energy— the  de- 
mand for  energy  in  this  country  is 
going  to  continue  to  go  up.  So  the 
question  between  now  and  the 
year  2000  is:  How  do  you  pro- 
duce that  energy  with  the  least 
impact  on  the  environment? 
That's  the  kind  of  question  we 
ought  to  be  asking  ourselves,  and 
we  are  really  just  starting  on  that. 
The  answers  we're  getting  are 
very  imperfect.  Even  the  way  we 
are  forming  the  questions  isn't 
very  wise. 

Q.  There  has  been  a  great  deal 
of  agitation  by  ecology-minded 
groups,  but  do  you  think  people 
in  general  are  ready  to  pay  the 
whole  bill  for  a  clean  environ- 
ment? Do  you  think  thev  realize 
how  large  the  bill  will  be? 
A.  I  think  two  things:  I  think  the 
public  is  ready  to  pay  for  im- 
provement in  the  quality  of  our 
air,  water,  and  general  environ- 
ment. How  much  they  are  willing 
to  pay  is  a  difficult  thing  for  me 
to  assess— as  it  would  be  for  any- 
body. If  you  look  at  the  surveys, 
they  indicate  overwhelming  sup- 
port for  improvement,  aware- 
ness that  it  is  going  to  cost 
money,  and  willingness  to  pav.  It 
is  unlike  almost  any  other  issue  I 
can  think  of  when  you  can  ask  a 
man  on  the  street,  "Are  vou  will- 
ing to  pav,  say,  $150  more  for  an 
automobile  if  it  is  a  clean  car?" 
and  see  up  to  80  percent  of  the 
persons  asked  saying  "yes."  But 
one  of  the  things  that  is  not  well 
known  by  the  general  public  is 
that  while  it  costs  money  to  abate 
pollution,  it  costs  even  more  to 
continue  to  pollute.  The  Presi- 
dent's Council  of  Environmental 
Quality  and  our  agency  estimate 
that  the  cost  to  the  country  for 
the  air  pollution  alone  in  one  year 
is  $16  billion.  If  we  were  to  spend 
that  kind  of  money  cleaning  up 
air  pollution,  we  would  get  the 
job  done  much  quicker  than  I 
think  we're  going  to  be  able  to— 
although  we  are  moving  now 
about  as  fast  as  our  technology 
will  permit. 

Q.  How  much  of  the  cost  do  you 
think  the  public  should  pay  and 
how  much  should  industry  pay- 
that  is,  how  much  should  indus- 
try pass  along  to  consumers? 
A.  They'll  pass  it  all  on  if  they 
can.  But  as  a  basic  proposition,  it 
is  my  belief  that  the  consumer 
should  bear  the  burden  of  pollu- 
tion abatement  for  these  reasons:

Second:  Because  high  pol- 
luting goods  will  lend  to  cosl 
more,  consumers  will  be  forced  to 
start  using  lower-polluting  goods 
and  industry  will  be  forced  to 
seek  lower-polluting  goods  in 
which  to  put  their  capital  invest- 
ment. Tins  should  help  to  change 
the  direction  ol  our  society  from 
a  pollution-intensive  society  to 
one  that  is  not  so  inclined. 

Now  in  some  industries 
there  may  he  initial  capital  ex- 
penses so  tremendous  that  a  por- 
tion of  that  cost  may  have  to  be 
assumed  by  the  taxpayer  on  a 
broad  basis.  We  are  trying  to  find 
out,  through  economic  studies 
that  we  have  going  on,  what 
those  industries  might  be.  Frank- 
ly, I'm  not  sure  we've  found  any 
industry  that  has  been  so  heavily 
hit  by  the  environmental  issue 
that  its  costs  couldn't  be  passed 
on  to  the  consumer.  If  we  forced 


consumers  to  bear  the  burden, 
then  each  industry  would  ba\  e  to 
compete  in  the  open  market,  and 
the  chances  are  the  big  polluting 
industries   would    have   a   i e 

difficult  time  competing.

I  don't  think  that's  fair,  frankly. 
I  think  a  man  ought  to  pay  a 
sewer  rate,  a  rate  that  reflects 
whatever  cost  it  takes  to  treat  the 
waste  created  by  his  household.

It's  that  simple— even  il  unfair. 
€|.  What  is  the  best  thing  the  in- 
dividual citizen  can  do  to  help 
protect  the  environment? 
A.  As  I  said  before,  there  is  no 
single  thing  that  can  solve  the 
whole  problem.  Probably  the  best 
way  to  help  is  to  get  really  in- 
volved in  your  community.  Look 
at  what  they  accomplished  in 
Seattle.  And  since  then  they  ha\  e 
sustained  their  awareness  of  the 
environment  and  their  responsi- 
bility for  it.  Most  areas  have  some 
problem  to  become  involved  in 
locally— litter  or  land  use  or  sew- 
age treatment.  If  people  don't 
want  to  become  involved,  the 
next  best  thing  is  to  educate 
themselves  about  these  prob- 
lems, then  apply  this  knowledge 
to  a  consideration  of  the  environ- 
ment in  everything  they  do.  If 
everyone  followed  this  course, 
I'd  be  out  of  a  job.

proposed  by  the  Regional  Water 
Pollution  Control  Board  was 
voted  down.  Six  years  later,  after 
an  uphill  struggle  on  the  part  of 
the  plan's  proponents,  the  voters 
approved  another  bond  issue 
more  than  twice  as  big  as  the  one 
they  had  vetoed.  Construction  of 
a  new  sewage  system  started  the

following  year,  was  completed  in 
1963  with  astonishing  results. 
"Bay  watchers  were  startled," 
says  Dennis  A.  O'Leary,  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  Control  Board. 
"We  were  expecting  a  gradual 
upgrading  of  water  over  a  period 
of  months.  Within  davs  the  pu- 
trid brownish-red  color  was 
gone.  It  took  about  two  weeks 
for  the  bay  to  turn  almost  crystal- 
clear,  despite  the  remaining  dis- 
charges. Fish  literally  swarmed 
back  in." 

The  spectacular  early  results 
were  not  permanent— as  new  ma- 
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rine  flora  established  themselves, 
the  water  transparency  decreased 
somewhat.  But  you  can  still  see 
down  for  12  to  15  feet.  "Today 
you  can  swim  anywhere  in  the 
bav  except  near  the  large  ves- 
sels," Mr.  O'Leary  reports,  "and 
know  that  the  bacterial  quality  of 
the  water  is  excellent.  And  you 
can  catch  fish  almost  anywhere. 
Sardines  were  recently  found 
there  in  large  schools  for  the  first 
time  in  twenty  years." 

Meanwhile  San  Diego  is 
beaming  over  the  fact  that  last 
year  the  California  legislature 
passed  a  bill  to  establish  a  region- 
al San  Francisco  agency  that  will 
approach  the  Bay  Area's  pollu- 
tion problems  in  the  same  way. 

Ilcvival  of  a  pr«*l  I  > 
creek  in  Delaware 

The  story  of  Red  Clay  Creek  is 
the  story  of  what  one  uncommon- 


ly cooperative  company  accom- 
plished by  rectifying  its  disposal 
practices.  A  small  winding  stream 
in  northern  Delaware  only  10 
miles  long,  Red  Clay  Creek  had 
for  generations  been  used  heavily 
by  industries,  farmers,  water 
companies.  There  had  been  a  pa- 
per mill  there  since  the  1890s  and 
a  vulcanizing  operation  since  the 
early  1900s.  But  by  midcentury, 
the  local  citizens  decided  the 
creek  had  deteriorated  far 
enough,  and  the  Red  Clav  Valley 
Association  pushed  for  a  state  ac- 
tion that  resulted  in  several  in- 
dustrial waste  discharges  being 
diverted  to  the  county  sewer  sys- 
tem. Then  in  1958— an  early  date 
in  antipollution  annals— the  Na- 
tional Vulcanized  Fibre  Com- 
pany, now  the  country's  largest 
manufacturer  of  vulcanized  paper 
products,  built  its  own  waste

Florida's  Department  ol  Pollu-

And 
in  its  three  and  a  half  years  of 
operation  the  bureau  has  racked 
.up  an  impressive  score.  Total 
dailv  dust  emissions  by  sixty- 
seven  violators  who  were  dis- 
charging 850  tons  of  dust  a  day  in 
1969  had  been  cut  almost  in  half 
by  the  end  of  last  vear,  are  ex- 
pected to  be  reduced  to  40  tons  a 
day  by  the  end  of  this  vear.  Water 
pollution  by  277  violators  was  cut 
by  almost  two-thirds  by  the  end 
of  last  year  to  a  rate  that  is  ex- 
pected to  be  cut  by  four-fifths 
this  year.  Especially  notable  are 
the  results  of  new  waste  water 
management  programs  inaugu- 
rated by  three  chemical  plants  on 
the  banks  of  the  Alafia  River 
phosphate  country)  that  emp- 
es  into  Tampa  Bay.  In  1969 
hey  were  discharging  into  the 
river  70,000  pounds  of  phos- 
phates a  day.  By  1971  this  had 
iDeen  cut  to  5,000  pounds  a  day. 

I"  k«t  hi"  rid  of 
Madison's  trash 

Each  of  the  thirty-two  garbage 
collection  trucks  of  the  City  of 
Madison,  Wis.,  has  a  rack  on  the 
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side  dial  holds  a  cubii !  \  .n  d  I  >l 
newspapers.  The  people  ol  \l;idi 
sou   ha\  c  been  asked   to  sepai  ate 

their  new  spapers  from  the  resl  ol 
their  trash,  lie  them  in   bundles, 

and  lea\ e  them  on  the  sidev all, 
lor  easy  pickup.  1  )m  ing  L969,  the 
first  vear  ol  an  experimental 
project  inspired  by  the  American 
Paper  Institute,  the  city  collected 
900  tons  ol  newspaper,  lost 
$25,000.  But  as  the  program  con 
tinned,  collections  mounted.  Las! 
year  the  city  salvaged  and  sold 
2,800  Ions,  making  a  profit  ol 
$12,000,  and  the  first  two  months 
of  this  vear  pickups  were  ahead 
again  by  12.8  percent.  "We  fig- 
ure we're  getting  a  good  50  per- 
cent of  all  the  newspapers  that 
come  into  the  city,"  says  Public 
Works  Director  Edwin  ].  Dus- 
zynski,  "and  we  plan  to  go  lor 
more.  We  know  the  women  of  the 
city  are  behind  us— behind  us 
with  both  feet— because  so  many 
of  the  papers  that  come  in  art- 
tied  with  pantyhose." 

Madison  is  even  prouder  ol 
what  happens  to  the  rest  of  the 
trash  thi'  trucks  collect.  It  goes 
through  a  mill  where  it  is  ground 
up  before  being  hauled  to  a  sani- 
tary landfill.  After  four  vears  ex- 
perience with  this  operation,  the 
city  is  convinced  that  milled 
refuse  does  not  need  the  daily 
cover  of  earth  that  is  part  of  the 
conventional  landfill  process  be- 
cause there  is  no  odor  and  no  ro- 
dent problem.  This  also  makes  it 
possible  to  use  sites  closer  to  the 
city  or  even  inside  the  city,  per- 
haps to  build  a  mountain  in  a 
park.  And  the  higher  density  of 
the  fill  plus  the  elimination  of  the 
dailv  earth  cover  can  result  in 
space  savings  of  35  to  50  percent, 
an  important  item  as  landfill  sites 
become  scarcer. 

Last  winter  a  new  wrinkle 
was  added  to  the  milling  opera- 
tion—a magnetic  separator  that 
pulls  out  the  ferrous  metal— steel 
cans,  steel  wool  pads,  lawn- 
mower  frames,  nails,  thumbtacks, 
razor  blades,  wire.  The  equip- 
ment was  installed  by  the  Can 
People  (more  formally,  the  Car- 
bonated Beverage  Container 
Manufacturers  Association)  who 
closed  their  Madison  can  collec- 
tion centers  and  asked  the  people 
instead  to  rinse  out  all  their  cans, 
food  as  well  as  beverage,  and  put 
them  in  with  the  other  garbage. 
Only  one  or  two  percent  of  die 
people  had  been  turning  in  their 
cans,  but  everybody  puts  cans  in

First  and  probably  most  useful  of  the 
t  is  rotenone.  It  kills  crawling,  sucking,  and  flying  insects,  keeps  its  potency  for 
veral  days  in  cool  weather,  and  is  harmless  to  people,  birds,  and  pets  in  gen- 
al  but  deadly  to  fish.  Pyrethrum,  usually  labeled  pyrethrins,  lasts  only  a  day  or 
'c  in  warm  weather  but  is  very  effective  against  aphids,  caterpillars,  and  most 
'ing  insects.  It  is  harmless  to  warm-blooded  animals.  Nicotine,  sold  in  the  form 
nicotine  sulphate,  is  a  great  eliminator  of  aphids  and  is  particularly  good  on 
ch  greenhouse  pests  as  white  fly.  It  is  effective  for  several  days,  but  is  poison- 
's if  swallowed.  All  of  these  are  marketed  under  a  variety  of  trade  names  so 
How  the  old  rules:  Read  the  label  carefully  and  do  as  it  says.  Don't  spray  un-

the  garbage.  During  the  sepa- 
rator's first  month  in  operation, 
two  semitrailer  loads  of  ferrous 
scrap  went  off  every  week  to  Mil- 
w aukee  where  it  was  chemically 
treated  to  remove  the  tin  coating, 
then  shipped  to  the  Southwest  to 
be  used  in  extracting  copper  from 
low-grade  ore. 

"There  are  two  schools  of 
thought  about  recycling  solid 
waste,'  says  Mr.  Duszynski."One 
says  separate  everything  before 
the  trash  is  collected.  The  other 
says  throw  it  all  together,  then 
extract  the  reusable  materials 
afterward.  In  Madison  we're 
doing  both." 

Total  recycling' 
in  Long'  Branch 

Practically  everything  is  recycled 
in  this  small  city  (32,000  pop.) 
in  eastern  New  Jersey.  "What  it 
takes."'  says  Henry  Scales,  Re- 
gional Recycling  Coordinator,  "is 
a  combination  of  volunteer  leader- 
ship, a  solid  backbone  of  munic- 
ipal support,  and  a  good  pro- 
gram of  education.  Our  aim  is  to 
get  everyone  to  recycle  without 
having  to  go  to  incredible  diffi- 
culties. We  try  to  offer  the  maxi- 
mum feasible  prices  for  scrap  ma- 
terial turned  in,  and  we  pay  cash 
on  delivery." 

The  city's  collection  center 
is  open  only  one  day  a  week- 
Saturday  from  9  a.m.  to  2  p.m. 
But  last  January  8,  which  marked 
the  start  of  its  fourth  year  in 
operation,  it  broke  all  known  na- 
tional records— 30  tons  of  reus- 
able waste  material  collected  in 
five  hours. 

Scrap  glass  is  trucked  to  one 
of  tiiree  nearby  glass  factories. 
"By  coincidence,"  says  Mr. 
Seales,  "the  round  trip  to  the 
nearest  factory  is  exactly  the 
same  number  of  miles  as  the 
round  trip  to  the  landfill." 

Paper  is  sold  to  one  of  the 
country's  leading  paper  brokers, 
who  happens  to  be  located  in  a 
nearby  county.  No  attempt  is 
made  to  separate  newspapers 
from  magazines,  catalogues,  card- 
board, and  other  paper  products 
because  the  broker  has  efficient 
sorting  facilities  and  gives  the 
city  an  advantageous  price  for 
the  mixed  bag. 

Steel  cans  are  shipped  to  the 
nearest  steel  reclamation  center. 
But  first  they  go  through  a  com- 
pactor that  makes  it  possible  to 
send  twenty  times  as  many  cans 
in  one  truckload,  thus  greatly  in- 
creasing the  price  received  in 
proportion  to  the  cost  of  trans- 
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portation.  For  recycling  tires, 
greases  and  oils,  automobiles,  and 
plastics,  the  city  has  other  strate- 
gies. In  almost  every  case  the 
extra  cost  of  processing  and 
trucking  is  balanced  bv  savings  in 
haulage  to  the  landfill. 

Is  it  worth  all  the  effort?  Mr. 
Seales  answers:  "From  last  year 
alone,  in  this  community  of 
32,000  people,  we  have  file  cards 
showing  that  over  1,500  young- 
sters, 90  percent  of  them  aged  six 
to  fourteen  years,  brought  in 
2,000,000  pounds  of  waste  ma- 
terial and  received  $20,000  cash 
for  them.  What  other  gainful  oc- 
cupation can  you  find  for  chil- 
dren under  fourteen?  In  New 
Jersey  they  can't  even  be  news- 
boys. I  figure  our  recycling  pro- 
gram offers  reclamation  for  the 
young  people  as  well  as  for  the 
materials." 

Christmas  trees 
in  IVew  York  State 

A  one-material  once-a-year  recy- 
cling project  in  Syracuse,  N.Y. 
met  with  such  astonishing  success 
last  winter  that  its  sponsors  don't 
dare  offer  to  repeat  it.  The  deal 
was:  Don't  burn  your  Christmas 
tree  and  pollute  the  air  nor  bur- 
den the  trash  collector  with  it. 
Bring  it  to  us  and  we'll  give  you 
its  equivalent  in  chopped-up 
Christmas  tree,  which  makes  a  fine 
mulch  for  shrubbery,  trees,  and 
bulbs.  That  was  the  New  York 
State  University  College  of  For- 
estry speaking,  and  in  one  and  a 
half  days  last  January  they  col- 
lected 5,000  trees.  Some  people 
rented  trailers  and  brought  in  ten 
to  twenty  trees.  Boy  Scouts  went 
up  and  down  the  streets  and  ap- 
propriated every  discarded  tree 
they  laid  eyes  on. 

And  the  project  received 
generous  cooperation  from  other 
sources.  The  radio  stations— 
WFBL  and  WSYR-heavily  pub- 
licized the  collection  days  in  ad- 
vance. The  Monroe  Tree  Service 
loaned  two  chippers— the  mobile 
machines  that  tree  departments 
use  to  chop  up  the  branches  they 
remove  from  roadside  trees.  The 
chipper  operators  were  paid  from 
funds  received  by  the  Forestry 
College  students  for  paper  turned 
in  for  recycling.  (Two  years  ago 
they  started  to  collect  recyclable 
paper  for  use  in  the  college's 
demonstration  paper  mill,  but 
they  collected  too  much,  so  the 
excess  was  sold  to  scrap  paper 
dealers. )  Carrols  Development 
Corporation,  food  concession 
operators,   gave  out  free  lunch 


tickets  to  everyone  who  turned  in 
a  tree.  And  student  volunteers 
helped  with  directing  traffic,  un- 
tying the  trees,  directing  the  cars 
to  the  mulch  truck,  handing  out 
instruction  sheets  on  how  to  use 
the  mulch.  (It  took  fifteen  to 
twenty  people  to  keep  the  opera- 
tion going.) 

"We  got  two  or  three  times 
as  many  trees  as  we  ever  dreamed 
of  getting,"  says  Rod  Cochran, 
assistant  to  the  president  of  the 
college,  "and  everybody  wanted 
the  mulch.  But  thanks  to  the  peo- 
ple who  turned  in  trees  in  mul- 
tiple, we  had  mulch  left  over.  We 
couldn't  attempt  to  repeat  the 
performance  but  we  are  planning 
to  put  out  step-by-step  instruc- 
tions in  a  leaflet  that  should  be 
ready  by  summer  for  the  benefit 
of  any  communities  who  would 
like  to  copy  the  program  next 
year." 

Milk  eartons 
in  Denver 

By  law,  milk  cartons  must  be 
made  of  high-qualitv  virgin  pulp, 
which  is  fine  for  recycling.  But 
since  that  plastic  coating  has  to 
be  removed  first,  milk  cartons 
can't  be  lumped  with  other  un- 
coated  paper  scrap.  This  year  in 
Denver  the  Ex-Cell-O  Corpora- 
tion, makers  of  the  machines  that 
produce  Pure-Pak  cartons,  has 
been  tryingan  experiment.  School 
children  have  been  asked  to 
throw  their  empty  milk  cartons 
into  special  barrels  that  Ex-Cell-O 
has  placed  in  school  lunchrooms. 
Mothers  have  been  asked  to  re- 
turn their  empty  cartons  to  simi- 
lar barrels  in  grocery  stores  and 
supermarkets.  Once  a  day  they 
are  picked  up  by  the  trucks  of 
Goodwill  Industries,  the  orga- 
nization for  the  handicapped, 
and  delivered  to  Reprocessing 
Paper  Company  where  they  are 
baled  and  stored.  The  schools  de- 
liver their  cartons  to  a  central 
point  from  which  they  are  picked 
up  once  a  day  by  Reprocessing 
Paper  trucks.  When  a  freight  car- 
load of  cartons  has  accumulated, 
it  is  shipped  to  B-J  Services  in 
Santa  Ana,  Cal.,  where  the  plas- 
tic is  removed,  the  paper  reduced 
to  pulp  and  baled  for  shipment 
to  paper  mills.  B-J  Services  pays 
$33  a  ton  for  the  cartons  F.O.B. 
Denver. 

The  pilot  program,  which 
started  at  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year,  built  up  slowly, 
began  to  hit  its  stride  in  mid- 
winter. By  the  end  of  the  winter, 
carton   collections   had   reached 


about  four  and  a  halt  tons  a  week. 
"We're  not  making  any  claims  for 
the  economics  of  the  project," 
says  R.  Hugh  Dundas,  Jr.,  of  Ex- 
Cell-O,  "but  we  do  know  there  is 
a  market  for  the  product.  At  the 
end  of  the  school  year  we  will 
evaluate  the  experiment  and  turn 
over  detailed  information  to  any 
communities  that  are  interested." 

Outside  Orlando, 
an  unpolluted  world 

Most  antipollution  projects  are 
designed  to  cure  long-existing 
evils.  But  on  a  27,400-acre  ex- 
panse of  low-lying  land  in  central 
Florida  is  a  now-and-future  dem- 
onstration of  what  technology 
can  do  to  prevent  pollution— Walt 
Disney  World.  Last  October  the 
first  2,500  acres  were  opened  to 
the  public  and  at  that  time  or 
shortly  thereafter  a  number  of 
advanced  environmental  systems 
went  into  operation,  most  of  them 
closely  interrelated  to  produce  a 
highly  sophisticated  form  of  re- 
cycling. 

Underground  pneumatic 
tubes  for  litter  whisk  the  contents 
of  trash  containers  to  a  central 
point  where  they  are  compacted 
before  being  hauled  in  closed 
trucks  to  an  incinerator  several 
miles  away.  Called  AVAC,  this 
automated  disposal  system  in- 
cludes 6,000  feet  of  20-inch  pip- 
ing and  serves  not  only  public 
areas  but  kitchens  and  storage 
rooms  where  large  quantities  of 
boxes  and  wrappings  must  be 
disposed  of. 

A  modern  incinerator  is 
equipped  with  filters  and  wet 
scrubbers  that  capture  the  flv  ash 
so  nothing  is  emitted  from  the 
smoke  stack  but  steam.  The 
scrubbers  use  waste  water  from 
the  nearby  sewage  treatment 
plant,  which  is  then  recycled 
back  to  the  plant  where  its  fly  ash 
content  helps  to  clarify  the  ef- 
fluent. 

The  tertian/  (three-stage) 
sewage  treatment  plant  removes, 
by  the  activated  sludge  process, 
97  percent  of  the  suspended  solids. 
The  effluent  is  chlorinated  and 
fed  into  the  upper  reaches  of  the 
Reedy  Creek  Swamp,  but  the 
waste-water  ( except  for  that  used 
for  the  incinerator)  goes  to  hold- 
ing basins  from  which  it  proceeds 
by  natural  drainage  patterns  to 
irrigation  ditches  on  the  "Living 
Farm." 

At  the  "Living  Farm,"  trees 
and  plants  serve  as  a  living  filter 
for  the  phosphates  and  nitrates 
remaining    in    the    waste    water 
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alter  ii  leaves  the  sewage  treat- 
ment plant.  I  >i  i*  1  us  for  surface 
irrigation  arc  augmented  in  the 
higher  areas  l>\  huge  sprinkler 
guns,  some  ol  \\  hich  can  watei 
SH  acres.  This  LOO  acre  experi- 
ment in  recycling  waste  water  is 
being  conducted  with  the  Uni- 
versity nl  Florida's  Institute  ol 
Food  and  Agricultural  Sciences. 
\  sophisticated  system  of 
water  control  prevents  overdrain- 
age,  provides  Hood  control,  and 
preserves  the  normal  water  table. 

Flood  waters  are  let  down  by  a 
series  ol  self-regulating  spates 
through  some    10  miles  ol   canals 

constructed  in  serpentine  lines 
rather  than  straight  to  look  more 
natural  in  the  landscape. 

A  gas-fired  energy  plant  re- 
cycles   waste   heat.    Instead   of 

being  allowed  to  escape  into  the 
atmosphere,  the  heat  accumu- 
lated in  the  cooling  water  (usual- 
ly the  cause  ol  "thermal  pollu- 
tion") is  captured  lor  use  in  pro- 
ducing high  temperature  hot 
water,  which  is  used  in  turn  for 
heating,  domestic  hot  water, 
cooking,  and  absorption  chilling 


l< M  air  conditioning.  It  also  pro 

duces  the  ((impressed  an  lor  such 
Disney  attractions  as  the  auto- 
mated animals  that  lilt  them- 
selves up  out  ol  the  water.  Aboul 

50  percent  ol  Disney  World's 
electricity  is  now  being  produced 
in  the  energy  plant. 

Natural  £<ts  is  used  in  a  large 
number  of  vehicles.  Among  these 
are  service  cars  in  the  network  ol 
underground  corridors  that  pro- 
vide access  to  the  utilities;  boats 
lor  the  jungle  river  cruise;  trans 
portation  launches  on  the  lake 
network;  the  "old-f ashioned  cars" 
on  Main  Street. 

A  wilderness  sanctuary  of 
7,500  acres  has  been  set  aside  for 
permanent  conservation.  This  in- 
cludes natural  Florida  wetlands 
and  primitive  areas  surrounded 
l>v  giant  stands  ol  virgin  cy- 
press. A  survey  made  there  last 
tall  discovered  123  species  ol 
birds,  35  species  of  trees,  and  13 
species  of  ferns.  The  plan  is  to 
protect  the  area's  natural  beautv 
and  wildlife  and  make  it  acces- 
sible in  future  years  for  educa- 
tional purposes.

Candy  gives  a  fillip  to  an  otherwise  common plaee  des- 
sert: crushed  nut  brittle  on  strawberrj  ice:  candied  finger 
hits  with  pistachio  ice  cream:  dark  chocolate  cups  (found  in 
most  gourmet  departments!  filled  with  coffee  ice  cream  dol- 
loped  with  Vandermint  liqueur.  Shaved  bitter  chocolate  ele- 
gantrj  tops  so  many  desserts — lemon  sherbet,  mocha  Bavarian 
cream,  cold  lime  souffle.  Mint  chocolate,  the  solid  kind,  is  a 
wonderful  substitute  in  making  a  hot  chocolate  souffle.  Pour 
butterscotch  melted  and  blended  with  cream  over  Chantilly- 
cream-filled  profiteroles. 


Candied  leaves,  petals,  and  rinds  are  decorative  but  they 
also  contribute  taste  and  texture.  Mix  broken  candied  violets 
into  a  cold  or  hot  vanilla  souffle.  Very  interesting.  Candied 
mint  leaves,  good  by  themselves,  are  especially  pleasant  in  hot 
tea  in  place  of  sugar.  I  am  fond  of  chocolate-dipped  candied 
orange  peel,  alone  or  as  punctuation  for  a  custard. 


Sugar  itself  can  make  a  difference.  Yellow,  crunchy  De- 
merera  sugar  gives  out-of-the-ordinary  bite  and  sweetness  to 
fresh  fruit  desserts.  Sprinkle  it  on  grapes  and  oranges  bathed 
with  kirsch  or  Cointreau.  Glaze  a  custard  with  it.  Try  it  in  a 
demitasse.  Nothing  beats  soft  yellow  sugar  for  hot  apple  des- 
serts. Nothing  tops  maple  sugar  spread  between  plate-sized 
pancakes  mixed  with  butter,  stacked,  and  served  in  wedges 
with  hot  maple  syrup.
